.The subcommittee of, five met, pursuant to call, at. ,9 : 30 a. m., in the 
Senate Chamber, Iolani Palace, Hon. Francis E. Walter, as chairman 
of the subcommittee, presiding. 

Committee, members present: Kepresentatives Francis E. Walter, 
Burr P. Harrison, John McSweeney, Morgan M. Moulder, and Harold 
H. Velde. 

'Staff members present : Frank S. Tavenner, Jr ; , counsel ; William A, 
Wheeler and Courtney E. Owens, investigators; and John W. Car- 
rington, clerk. 

Mr. Walter. The hearing will- come to order. ' 

I would like to admonish you that there is a large crowd here and 
ask you,to be as quiet as you possibly can, 

.Pursuant to statutory authority and in responseto requests embodied 
in a joint resolution of the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii 
and in resolutions of certain civic .organizations, which resolutions 
-were.ref erred by the Speaker of the House of Representatives tb this 
committee, the subcommittee of the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities of the House of Representatives opens its 'hearings today in 
Honolulu on the subject of communism. 

This committee^ from time to time 1 has investigated un-American 
activities of Fascist, Nazi, and other totalitarian isms designed to 
overthrow by force and violence the democratic form of government 
under which we live. The Communist conspiracy in many forms, 
including that of espionage by foreign agents,, has been brought to 
light in investigations conducted by this committee. With the revela- 
tion of Communist infiltration in education, entertainment, govern- 
ment, labor, and other fields of endeavor, this committee has devoted 
much of its time in the past few years to the subject of communism. 
These investigations have been conducted in numerous cities and 
States on the mainland, the latest being in ,the western part of my 
own State, Pennsylvania. It is the: duty .of 'this committee to expose 
communism wherever found within its jurisdiction. 

The purpose of this investigation is to determine tha extent, char- 
acter, and objects of Communist activities in the Territory of Hawaii. 
There is no greater power than the power of public opinion, and if, as 
a result of these hearings, there be a public disclosure of Communist 
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activities in the Territory of Hawaii, this committee believes that the 
integrity, character, and loyalty of the people of these islands, of all 
races and creeds, axe such that communism will find no haven here, 
and that it will be promptly eradicated by an informed public opinion. 
In approaching its task, the committee cannot be unmindful of the 
tWt l JSWpiiiM diif ^ibxaltail of the Pacific-^ 7?tal JiWc ufl the 
security of ourVestwast, ^pr can we l>e unmindful of the aggressive 
designs of Soviet imjtendiisni in tlfe Pacific areaf L Our hearings should 
alert Hawaii and the entire American Nation. to the dangers of a Ked 
Pearl Harbor, 

Anticipating, from'-6in>-ex^'erierfce: in- othei- important investiga- 
tions, the smear campaign which wiU be directed against this inquiry 
by the Communist slander apparatus and it&su^pcfr'tersy I wish to clear 
up pertain possible' miscoriceptioris^t the outset. -■ - - ■ - ^ 

*¥t -will^e said that the facts sought out at these hearings will in- 
jure the campaign for statehood for Hawaii. Our hearings will in no 
way involve the merits of this proposal. Speaking for myself as an 
individual Member of Congress, I Tvish. to make it plain that I 'am a 
strong 'advocate of granting immediate- statehood, s Other inembers 
of pur committee have taken a similar:posi£ion in the House of Kepre- 
.sentative's; But *his matter is outside, of the specific purview of our 
.present inquiry. If , loyal citizens ;espose ^heLmachinatioris of this 
subversive organization during the course of this investigationj/then 
.the menace*, il one exists, can be fought by the people in fcheir_ own 
way,,and those iavoring statehood will owe a great debt of gratitude 
to those who assist in such an exposure. 

It will also be alleged by the -Communists and their apologists that 
.we: are motivated by a:desire to injure the labor movement. Nothing 
could be further fronjt the truth, as'wdll :be demonstrated by an im- 
partial review of the investigations conducted by this committee. 

Mafeno mistake about it. The- Communists will shriek from the 
very housetops that the present inquiry is directed against persons of 
Asiatic descent, that we, are interested in promoting racial discrimina- 
tions, Tliey would have you forget that it was before our committee 
on July 18, 1949, 'that Jackie Robinson,, that famous second baseman 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers, made his ringing statement which echoed 
all over the United States, Let me recall a few words from the 
memorable statement : CC I and other Americans of many races and faiths 
have too much invested in our country's welfare for any of us to throw 
it away because of a siren song sung in bass. I am a religious man. 
Therefore I cherish America whereT am free to worship as I please, 
a privilege which some countries do not give. And I suspect that 999 
put of almost any thousand colored Americans you meet will tell you 
the same thing." 

It is quite possible that Communists' cunning has succeeded in mis- 
leading some people in Hawaii just as it has misled some people else- 
where in the United States with their glorious but false promises. 
They should not be victimized for such mistakes. But you cannot 
win people and hold them in any part of the world with lies* Sooner 
-or latei* truth will triumph, right here in Hawaii, elsewhere in the 
United States, and in foreign countries. We have arrived at the 
inevitable day of reckoning for the Reds,

Mr. Walter. Mr; Kageyama, will you be sworn, please? Kais£ 
your right hand.

-to: give will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth? 

Mr: Kageyama. I do* sir. * 

- 'TESTIMONY OF EICHARD M. KAGEYAMA 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state your full name? 
• Mr. Kageyama., My full name is Eichard M. Kageyama. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are you represented here by counsel? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will counsel please identify himself for the record? 

Mr. Eoktjshima. My name is Yasutaka Fukushima. I would like 
to .enter my formal appearance on the record as counsel for Mr. 
Kageyama. 

Mr. Walter. Your appearance will be noted. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Kageyama, do you appear here in response to 
a subpena from this committee? 

Mr; Kageyama. Yes. I appear here before this committee by the 
subpena issued to me. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 

Mr. Kageyama . I was born on the Big Island of Hawaii, -in the 
village of Honokaa. 

Mr. Tavenster. What is your present occupation? 
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Mr, Kageyama. My present occupation is that pf an insurance agent 
and an elected: .official of the city government and an elected delegate 
to the Territorial convention. 

Mr, Tavknner, Will you state to the committee, please, your edu- 
cational background? 

Mr* Kagei"ama, My^early education was given to me dawn- in the 
village of Honokaa on the Big Island, where I was born. Some time 
we had intermediate school only. So the only way I cpuld com- 
plete my high-school education was to travel to the city of Hilo,- which 
is still located on the Big Island;. Having gone to the city of Hilo, 
I tookmy first sophomore course at that city, and later, .unable tp/con- 
tinue my -education, high-school education* I took a leave of absence 
in-jny fateful career. That wascaused by -the death of my father, and 
.unfortunately I could not continue and therefore I had an occupation* 
I worked for one firm in the city of Hiio and later I joined the CCQ, 
which was then created by the FederabGrov.ernment. Later I decided 
to complete th$ high-school course, which I required.three more credits 
to complete. I did go back to school in order to secure the three more 
credits, and then I -completed my high school her,e* 

Mr. Taybnner* Will you give us a brief statement of your employ- 
ment background?, * _ ■ ; 

Mr. -KiGtEYAMA. Since I graduated from high school? 

Mr, Tatonker, Yes. 
, Mr; ICagbtama. Upon graduating from the high school of the Hilo 
Higjh. School, I decided tp come- to the city of Honolulu, and that wa& 
during the so-called inter-island strike of the shipping that, was in 
effect. The only possible route existing -at that time was the Water 
transportation, in V/hich cattle from the island pf Hawaii are trans? 
ported to this island. And, having sufficient room on the cattle boat, 
I. took opportunity to travel to this city, arriying in this^ city of 
Honolulu in the year 1938* Before-coming to this city, it was during 
the. summer; months, I took employment at the Hawaiian pineapple 
cannery, Upon completion of the cannery season, I took up theocpu- 
pation of house painting. Later on, the national defense activities 
were then in motion in this* Territory, and as a result I worked for 
one of the large companies at the naval air base at Kaneohe, and it was 
during this period of defense, public work you might say, that I was 
called upon by the President of the United States for war service, 
and that was in the year of March 1941, 

Mr. Tavenner. At this point, tell us what was the nature of your 
service in the Army, ^ ' 

Mr, Kageyalia. Well, in 1941, iJarch 20, very close to my birth- 
day, I was drafted and entered the war service at Schofield, on this 
island. We had our basic training, that is, the recruits, you might 
say, for the first 3 months. Upon completion of that service, I was 
transferred to the local battalion known as tile Two Hundred and 
Ninety-eighth Infantry Battalion, Having served there for a couple 
of months, I was later given transfer to what was known as the Quar- 
termaster Corps in the United States Army* Having transferred to 
the Quartermaster Corps, the duties of this Quartermaster Corps was 
that of a stevedore and to load and unload steamers, during that period 
of the war, and to see that those materials were unloaded and shipped 
to the various parts of the islands and beyond the seas. Later,' from 
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the- Quartermaster -.Corps;, ,we' were 1 replaced:by a.new battalion of coi- 
ned: men from ithe 'States^ and we were then. tr ansf erred to. the Engi- 
neer Gorps^of th&United States .Government; ^There* for thexemain^ 
dng-yeau>und' jiintilmysdischarge,; I served under the^engineer. * My 
diitxes^t. >that* time, serving' under the engineer^ varied from labor 
-battalion, 1 <yAU mighLsayj up to a position knownas the* information 
and educational adviser of noncommissionedrofficers; . * * J > 1 
r r .The:war was getting hbt andihe information that. was'to/be ; relayed 
to the veterans was necessary to be found a part* of the United States 
training unit. And therefore >a* training .department, of the' United 
Slates". Army .did Establish this information; and educational depart- 
ment to provide informations to all the veterans, you might* say, then 
during the. war. - *At±his time; gentlemen,,,! would, like ;to. state that 
my purpose jas /information and 'educational officer did carry fur- 
ther than the required duty;* x JJiave taken upon myself to correspond 
with many of the local veteranS',i'whoiircere theri/known~as*thei©ne 
Himdfedth^the 4 FoubHundrediand Eorty^secorid,* and the* Two. Hun- 
dred and Ninety-eighth. The Four Hundred and Forty^second and 
the One Hundredth was scattered all over the European. area,Tand the 
TwoHundred-andNinety-^^ Ihtave 
several letters and correspondencelhetween the veter'ans^at that time 
and which I have* kept because,' of the sentimental reason for the' vet- 
erans^ for their appreciation,, while they are in active service, some 
of the highlights of the correspondence in which we made with the 
veterans at that itimedndicated that they were-always looking forward 
to receiving communications from the people of Hawaii. Most c% 
these veterans were then in many of these hospitals, scattered through- 
out the.Stat.es, in which some:of thefts the^Dewitt General Hospital, 
and^many other shospitals^ of which lists, were made* available;, in the 
local newspaper, landiE took it upon myself ;to .carry on a correspond- 
ence? with some ; of these veterans and they iound I was doing, some 
service for them. ,< » .••* , ; • 

i Mr. TATONjsnsRi ^Would yo.u mind letting;me seethe correspondence^? 

Mr.; Eagbyama. * Yes y this: is "the correspondence that I -saved 'with 
some?of the: veteransifrom overseas., > *. •* \ . : 

- Mr..»TAYEN«NER;^Now, we will revie^vthis corxespondence s and enter 
intthe, record* such portions that may -be* of special interest to the com- 
mittee.; Now, when were youi discharged from the Army? 

Mr. Kagetama. I was discharged from the Army on December 1, 
1945., Hera is my honorable discharge paper, issued by the United 
States: Army, and this is my separation-record from the United! States 
Army. Also I have here a statement from the President, President* 
Truman^ acknowledging our service to the Nation.. Also I wish to 
submit my expatriation paper for the year 1938. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, suppose that yon take, up from the date of 
your discharge from the Army, and tell, us what your employment 
record was irom;that time on. 

Mr. Eageyama. Upon discharge from- war service in 1945-1946,. X 
began Jiunting for jobs; At the time the local Veterans 5 Administra- 
tion was beginning to get organized. Therefore, I made my applica- 
tion with the lo.cal Veterans 5 Administration and iri a few weeks was, 
accepted* as one of the clerks in their department. I served for about 
ft months.with the Veterans 5 Administration, and decided that I should m 
seek a public office. Knowing that the veterans who* were then coming ' 
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into the veterans' organization were looking for guidance in the way 
at about the local condition. So, it became necessary for me to resign 
the further position, m which the civil service requirement was that 
one is not eligible to be a political candidate,, yoi* might say, while 
holding a Government position. Then leaving the Veterans' Admin- 
istration, I took lip the work of insurance agent, and until this day 
I nave been working as an insurance agent. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you have told us that you took your hidi 
school education at Hilo? J 5 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes; that is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Upon your coming to the main island of Hawaii, did 
you meet one or some of your professors from Hilo ? • 

Mr. Kageyama. Way back in the elementary grade I had one school 
teacher, who then was my close friend at the time, and they were 
then also transferred to the city of Honolulu; 

Mr. Tavenner. What was his name?. 

Mr. Kageyama. I happened to be a student of Mr. John Eeinecke. 
Mr. Tavenner. Dr. Eeinecke? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you haye occasion to renew your acquaintance- 
ship with him after you came to Honolulu ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes ; being now in the city of Honolulu, and having 
occasion to meet John Eeinecke, I did make an occasional social call 
at his home. 

Mr. Tavenner. After your severance from the Armed Forces, did 
you continue to meet Dr. Eeinecke ? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee about that, pleased 
Mr. Kageyama. Well, in the year of 1946, 1 continued my relation 
with my former school teacher, and having gone to his residence, it 
later developed into something of what is.known as a discussion group 
at his residence and in the discussion or talk, the subject matter or 
discussion was of problems; And having taken a greater interest in 
the field of labor for which I had an opportunity to .take an extension 
course at the university, for which I have/a certificate, of .3 months, so 
my interest m labor was very hot at the time, and the problem of dis- 
cussing the local labor problem situation did interest me, and so the 
group discussion under the labor field was also discussed at this 
residence. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was Dr. Eeinecke's position at the time ? 
Mr. Kageyama. I presume his position was a public school instruc- 
tor. 

Mr. Tavenner. You have stated that you attended a discussion 
group or discussion meetings ? 
Mr. Kageyama. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. With Dr. Eeinecke. Now^ will you tell the com- 
mittee what was the nature of these discussion groups, that is, what 
character of discussions did take place? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, in the early part of this discussion group the 
problem of labor developed, and later it developed into ;the starting 
of the study of Marxism, its history and its principle, and some of 
this, you might say, of Marxism's hold on labor. And in the discussion. 
. of Marxism, a course of 9 weeks, you might say I started a group by 
myself, studying this whole problem of labor and Marxism. 
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Mr. Tavexner. So, you attended a 9 weeks' discussion course? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes, something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where was the discussion course held? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, at the residence of Mr. John Eeinecke. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at the end of that discussion course what 
proposal if one of any kind was made to you? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, upon the completion of this course, 9 weeks, 
you might say^ a development took place at his place, and whereby I 
was requested whether I want to be a member of the Communist 
Party. Prior to that I was approached by Mr. Charley Fujimoto on 
the street of the city, whether I would be interested in joining the 
Communist Party. Later on, the next meeting at the residence of 
John E. Reinecke's home, they showed me a card, as a membership to 
the Communist Party /and I happened to sign that party card at the 
time. 

Mr. Taveniter. Who showed that card to you? 

Mr. Kageyama. Mr. John E. Eeinecke did show me that card. 

Mr. Tavestner. Will you repeat that for us? 

Mr. Kageyama. Mr. John Eeinecke. 

Mr. Taven^ster. Mr. John Eeinecke? 

Mr. Kageyama. Dr. . John Eeinecke. * " • 

Mr. Tavenner. Dr. John Eeinecke. Do you recall now who had a. 
card beside yourself? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, there was quite a group of young fellows like 
I was that did commit themselves to the party, by their signatures., 

Mr. Tavenner. Did any other person join the party at the time, or 
was any other person issued a card at the same time that you were 
issued a card? 

Mr. Kageyama. I would say yes, three more others at the time may; 
have joined the organization. 
Mr. Tavenner. "Who were they? 

Mr. Kageyama. They were Ruth and Doris Ozaki, and there were 
Eunice Hamano. 

Mr. Walter. We will suspend for just a moment. I would like to 
state to the photographers that they get a picture, and then stop taking 
them. 

Mr. Kageyama. They were 

Mr. Tavenner. Just a moment, let's get the photographic business 
over, please: 
Mr. Walter. The committee will be in order. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now,, how long did you remain a member qf the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Kageyama. T remained a member for about 9- months, in the 
year of 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner., Do you recall what wasthe occasion of your quitting 
the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Kageyama. The occasion of my quitting the Communist Party, 
I found that the Communist Party was not meant for the people who 
live in a democratic nation. I was disillusioned by the belief that; 
they were for the common and unprivileged "people, which, in later 
years, has proven to be otherwise. 

Mr. Taven-eter. Do you recall the issuance of a pamphlet by Izuka?; 

Mr. Kageyama. That is correct. 
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Mr. Tavenner. With relation <td the time when- that pamphlet was 
issued, will you state the time when you withdrew from .the party ? 

Mr. Kageyama. The. time *hat I withdrew from the ipartyj I would 
say, would ihavei^been about December or November of 1947.* 

Mr. Tavenner. Then, 'y.oii have stated that you* were* <a member 
of the party for about 9 months I 

Mri. Kageyama. That is- correct 

Mr. Tavenner. So that would? 6x the time of your entry into >the 
party at around Februaly of 1947 ? 
, Mr, Kageyama. . Officially ? 

Mr. TAVE3srasrEfe/> That as the time you received your card. 

Mr. Kageyama. That is correct. 
» * Mr.. Tatonner. You had taken this 9 weeks discussion group 1 course 
prior to that^time? 

Mr. Kagetama. That, is correct. There were quite many others 
beside myself, but probably there were some of the old members who 
were then a member of the party at that periods 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, let us go back to the time .that you entered 
the discussion group. Will you tell the committee, as well as "you 
can, who took part in these discussion gr blips ? ■ 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, by the appearance* of >the 'discussion, GE would 
say ithat one person known as David Hyun took the job 'df taking 
all the discussion group. ' 1 

Mr. Tavenner. He acted as the leader- of the discussion group.- i§ 
that what I understand you to say ? 
• Mr.- Kageyama. TJiat istcorrect. 

Mr. Tatonner, Tell us at this point about David jHyun, will you 
identify him further, do you know who he was employed by, or how 
he-was^eniployed atthe-time? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, I understand that %is ; occupation was that 
of air engineer, but what type of engineer I could hot state, as hot 
knowing the> type of engineer he was, if he was an engineer. 

Mr, Tavenner. So, David Hyun acted as a leader of this discussion

v Mr. KageyamaI That is correct! 

Mr. Tavenner. Name another who participated. 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, Dr. John Eeinecke did come in that picture

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what part did Dr. Eeinecke play in these dis- 
cussions? 

Mr. Kageyama. He is known as a member of the party, you might 
say, who was acting as treasurer or advisor to the group. 

Mr. Tavenne^. Now;, will you name others who took part in this 
discussion group ?

Mr. Tavenner; What, relation; to David Hyun, if any ?

Mr. Kageyama^ That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner.* Sisters, I believe.

Mr. Tavenner. Can you name ,any others who took part in the 

discussion groups.?, [ • ; ; . 
Mr. Kageyama. 'Yes; as far as I can recall the names; I ieei that 

I am unable on that point. * ; - 

Mr. Tavenner. Now^ <of 'this group of people, who attended tne 

discussion meetings, how many went into the CoptounistPartyll 
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Mr,, Kageyama. Well, J would not know how many did a go in from 
the discussion group, but I would state that myself, if I am positive, 
two more other persons were signed at the time. There might have 
been others, and others might have been old-time members who had 
then been in the party many more months than I had been at the time. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, some persons who were members 
of this discussion, group may already have been members of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr. Kageyama. That may be correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, what branch of the Communist Party 
were you assigned to ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, in the early part of this activity, after the 
discussion ;groupj then discussing further the theory of Marxism, 
then we were instructed to divide. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, before we come to talk about when you 
were dividing, when the group was divided, I want to ask something 
more about the first groups What was the nams of this first group 
or branch? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, it was known as the Kaimuki branch. 

Mr. Tavenner. The Kaimuki branch. Will you tell us whether 
those assigned to that branch of the Communist Party were from any ' 
particular walk of life, or did it represent a membership from mis- 
cellaneous walks of life ? 

' Mr* Kageyama; Well, I would say the miscellaneous walks of life. 
In other words, you might call it a recruiting station. 
Mr. Tavenner. A recruiting station. 

Mr. Kageyama. Where they undertook discussion ^of principles 
from the basic standpoint, that is, not knowing anything, but getting 
together as a group discussion. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you tell us who were the members of the 
Kaimuki branch of the Communist Party whicji you were first 
assigned to? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, aside from those listed — — - 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, I think- you should name all that you know 
who were members<of "that branch, whether you have mentioned their 
names before or not. 

Mr. Kageyama. I would say Peggy TJesugi. 
\ Mr, Tavenner. Will you give me that name? 

Mr. Kageyama. Peggy TJesugi. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the .first name? . 
Kageyama. Peggy. j- 
\ Mr. Tavenner.- All right. ; ' 

Mr. Kageyama. There were some other Caucasian ladies and men. 
i c&rinoi recall who they were-at the time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Dr. Eeinecke, or was Dr. Eeinecke affiliated 
with that group in any way ? , 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes; from the group discussion right throughout. 
• Mr. Tavenner. '-You mentioned in your earlier testimony that 
Charles Fujimoto propositioned you about joining the. Communist 
Party? ^ " * . - 

Mr. Kageyama. That is correct, 
c-Mr. Tavenner.. Was he in any way connected with this branch, 
the Kaimuki fetiich? > * — V * ^ . ' 
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Mr. Kageyama. Yes; and I understand in the attendance .he was 
one of the members. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you name others who were members, if 
you can.recall? 

Mr. Kageyama. Aside from that list, I dou't think I can add any 
more. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, 1 am not interested in excluding the list 
that you already named, so I will ask you about these individually. 
The two Ozaki sisters, were they members of this branch? 

Mr. Kageyama. I am positive of one, but not the other. 

Mr. Tavenner. Which one are you positive of? 

Mr. Kageyama. That was Doris. 

Mr. Tavenner. Doris. Do you recall that the other sister's name 
was Ruth? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Eileen Fujimoto. 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes; she happened to be the wife of Mr. Charles 
Fujimoto, also secretary with the CIO. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did she attend the meetings of the Kaimuki branch? 
Mr. Kageyama. I would say "Yes." 

Mr. Tavenner. Did David Hyun, whose name that you mentioned 
as being the leader of the discussion group, attend the meetings of the 
Kaimuki branch? 

Mr. Kageyama . What was the question? 

Mr. Tavenner. I say, did David Hyun attend the meetings of this 
branch? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes ; he was always there, in my opinion. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did Alice Hyun attend? 
Mr, Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mentioned Egbert Wenkam as being one of 
the members of the discussion group. Did he attend the meetings of 
the Kaimuki branch? 

Mr. Kageyama. So far as attending the discussion group. 

Mr. Tavenner. I mean, did he attend the meetings that were held 
of the branch of the Communist Pasty to which you were assigned ? 

Mr. . Kageyama. That I am not so positive, as being a member of the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know about his wife? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes ; so far as the" description, but not her occupa- 
tion, as to where she works. 

Mr. Tavenner. What about her membership in the Kaimuki branch 
of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Kageyama; Well, she attended the regular discussion group. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Eunice Hamano ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes. She was probably one of — at the time, if I 
recall, her occupation was with one of the institutions. Whether she 
was a social worker or not, I am unable to state, but she was connected 
with the institutions.^ 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you know Adele Kensiiiger ? v 

Mr-. Kageyama. Well 5 so far as describing her, what her occupation 
was then,;I am unable to state, but she was quite an elderly woman with 
white hairs.. 

Mr. Tavejtoer. Did she attend any of the meetings to which you 
referred?

Now, can you^ name some of the other persons <wh<* 
are said to be, or who were members of the Kaimuki branch?? 

Mr. Kageyama. No; not any more than I can suggest, -or I 'have 
suggested. <

Mr. Kageyama. Yes, I do. She probably was a social worker; an* 

tlr ame to m y atten *i oi1 ' later, when the Makiki braiiclx was- separated 

Mr. Tavenner. You knew her 'as a member, but hot member of 
the Kaimuki branch ? 

Mr. Kageyama. No. * * * 

Mr: Tavestner. Now, where did the meetings take tllace, white you 
were a member of the Kaimuki branch ? 

Mr. Kageyama. At the residence of Dr. Keinecke; 

Mr. Tavenner. Did they meet at«any other place ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Not of the Kaimuki branch; riot that I know of. 
any other places. 

Mr. Tav^nner; How long were you a memtber of the Kaimuki 
branch ? 

Mr; Kageyama.. Well, I would say for about 4 or 5 months. 
Mr. Tavenner; What is the reason for your transfer to another 
branch ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, during the ,course>of the Kaimuki branch, we 
were instructed to segregate our members by profe^sionaLoccupa'tion^ 
and if it happened to be in the white collar, we must send to a different, 
unit, and that unit became known as the Makiki branch. 

Mr. Tavenner. The Makiki branch ? 

Mr. Kageyama. The Makiki branch. By the way, Makiki is hot a. 
certain district in the Kaimuki area. We have the Makiki district,, 
which is different, another district, aside from the Kaimuki district;. 

Mr. Tavenner. And how many branches was the Kaimuki branch, 
divided into? 

• Mr. Kageyama. The only one I know was the one which I was later 
transferred to ; and that was the Makiki group. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, prior to your transfer to that group, to whom 
did you pay your dues as a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Kageyama. Prior to that I paid my dues to- Dr. Reinecke. It. 
was paid to him at that time. The; assessment of dues were based on 
the ability of the person, or, in other words, if you are poor yoh are- 
assessed ten cents. 

Mr. Tavenner. A month, or what ? 
. Mr. Kageyama. Ten cents a month. And those who could afford' 
are usually charged $1, and the membership .cards were divided into, 
a 12 months' period,

Tavenner. a r?pw, let?s come up to. the period when you trans- 
ferred to the MaMld branch ; will you give us the names of those, who 
were members o£ the MaMM branch. at. the time you were- a member ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Some of the members listed in the Makiki group 
were, at that time: Charles Fujimoto ; Peggy Uesugi; and Wilfred 
Oka. r * ' 

Mr. Tavenner. To\i state. Wilfred' Oka was one of the persons who 
was a member? 

Mr. Kageyama. OfltheMaMki group; 

Mr. T^ve3S[ner.: Identify him a little further for us,-; how was he 
employed; and- what do you know about him? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, as far as the occupation, then, it. was with the 
miscellaneous group of the ILWU, in which he was probably the 
leader. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is his present occupation, if you know I 

Mr. Kageyama. ; His present occupation was, that of a liquor sales- 
man in one of the downtown stores. 

Mr. Tavenner. Does he hold any political office, to your knowledge ? 
7 Mr. Kageyama. Why,^ yes ; he were elected then, as the secretary 
to the Democratic committee.. 

Sir. 'Tavenner. Now, then, continue with your recital of the names 
of .those who were members of the Makiki branch ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, there were others; Miss Nakaina. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is, Jeanette Nakama ? Is that correct ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Y$s. And, Mr. Imori. * *

Mr. Tavenner.. All right. Can you name others ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Then there was Donald Uesugi. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you further identify him?

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Mr. Kageyama. I assume he is one of the<bookkeepers for one of the 
local firms. He has a white-collar position; 

t Mr. Tavenner. Do you know how he is employed at the present 
time? . . 

Mr. Kageyama. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Proceed. Are there others? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, there are some other new members, who were 
then introduced, and I will say there were about 10 or 11 of which I 
can, recall 3 or 4, who were persons who did not attend at that time. 

Mr, Tavenner. You mentioned the name of Adele Kensinger ? in 
your prior testimony ? 

Mr. Kageyama.- That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was she a member of the Makiki Branch, or not? 
Mr. KageyAmA. Yes ; she- was a member of that section. 
Mr. Tavenner. And you have also mentioned Eileen Fujimoto, the 
wife of Charles Fujimoto? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes ; that is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. She was a member of the Makiki Branch? 
"Mr. Kageyama. Of the Makiki Branch; yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall any others ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Not by name^ but by, you might say— tile others- 
there were 3 others, or 4, that did make their appearance, probably by 
their attendance or absence, while I was there, they were absent, so 
I don't know. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were the meetings held at this branch £ 
Mr. Kageyama. Well, at that time, in the residence of JeanStte 
Nakama. 

. Mr. Tavenner. Who was chairman of the Makiki -group? 
Mr. Kageyama. The chairman of the group was Mr. Charlie 
Fujimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner, Who was the educational director? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, the educational director, I would say was 
the person who supplied the materials: Whether they acted as the 
official educational director or not, but during the time, at the residence 
of Jeanette Nakama; she was the custodian of the materials that was 
sold to the members. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you: a photograph, and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

Mr. Kageyama. It is pretty hard to identify a photo, or by that 
picture. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are unable to identify the person from this 
photograph? 
Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. The name has not been mentioned. Do you know 
James Freeman? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes; I happen to have met him at the Kaimuki 
branch. IHe made his appearance during one of those meetirigs, - 

Mr. Tavenner. What function did he perform in the meetings of 
the Kaimuki branch? ' * 
m Mr. Kageyama. Well, as far as I can see,/he made no participation 
in the discussion, but he did attend as a bodily spectator, or witness, 
or some observeiyyou might say, at that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he also attend the meetings- of the- Makiki 
branch? 
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Mr. .Kageyama. That I cannot recall, because my memory of it — 
I have seen him at the KainmM branch, where I first met him. . 

Mr. Tavenner. "Were you a member of the- Hawaiian Civil Liberties 
Committee? 

Mr. Kageyama. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who asked you to join ? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, I was askeid to contribute $1 for member- 
ship in the Civil Liberties Union, and feeling that $1 was nothing, 
without making any investigation I did give the $1 to the lady, who is 
down at pier 15. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you join? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, I would say the time would be about 3 years 
ago, 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you pay dues other than the initiation due 
of$l? 

Mr. Kageyama. No. This Civil Liberties had many social functions, 
and which I did not attend one of those occasions. That was probably 
due to — I never did attend one of those meetings, nor went to any 
of the social functions. That was an annual membership fee, which 
I believe I paid twice, and as of this date I have not paid a cent to the 
membership of the Civil Liberties group. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Kageyama, did you ever purchase any literature 
from the Kaimuki or Makiki cells of the Communist Party ? 

Mr., Kageyama. Yes; like any other classes where on is being 
taught, being taught a subject, we are given, as you might say, not at 
the price listed on this pamphlet, in order that probably the funds may 
be raised as they need ; probably the books are purchased at 25 cents 
and they are sold for 35 cents, like any literature would be bought and 
sold. * 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you made available to the investigators of this 
committee Ahe literature that you purchased ? 

Mr. Kageyajmca. Yes ; I have made available the literature and pam- 
phlets,, at that time ; requested to furnish these materials. 

Mr. Tavenner. And from whom did you make your purchases of 
this material? 

Mr.,KAGEYAiMA. Well, at the home where, you might say, the person 
living at that home would handle or be the custodian of the material, 
in order that they may not carry very long, and they 4 would advance 
the material for the party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, who would those persons b.e? 

Mr. Kageyama. Well, at the Kaimuki — we had Mr. Keinecke, at 
his home, and now at Makiki we have Jeanette Nakama, at her home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, I would like to offer in evidence, as 
an exhibit, Kageyama No. 1, a number of pieces of literature pur- 
chased, and the title of which I desire to read into the record. 1

Mi\ Kageyaina*, in the course of your experience in 
the Communist Party, and in the attendance at those meetings, upon 
what subject did the Communists puttheir main stress ? 

}JLi\ Kageyama, Bef ore going on to that, I would like to explain my 
positiononthesematerials. " 

Mr, Tatonner, Very well. 

Mr* Kagetama, I have two points to mike at this time, regarding 
the possession of this material. As I understand, &i that time, where 
the pamphlets were issued to the public, there was a memorandum to 
the effect that all materials should be destroyed, and it was sent to all 
the members of the party,, but I would like to state for the record that 
at no time did I receive' such a memorandum of a letter from the 
0ommunist party to the effect that all such material should be de- 
stroyed,. What I am trying to quote here is that my list, or my name 
onthe list published, was not listed in the literature. The second 
point, which I would like to go on tecord on, is that you will note that 
on this tablet the name is stamped, on each pamphlet, of the people. It 
is my habit, in possession of any material, and documents, to> scratch 
my name, or to prilit my said name on these materials. If I did believe 
at that time that this material were to be destroyed then I would be 
in no position to have my riariie stamped on this material, as an 
evidence to show the possession of this material Like any other 
materials I found, that it would have been a good thing to have the 
material placed on the bookshelf, in order that T might he able k> 
know what was in it and discuss it, should it Cpme up on that subject 
matter; I would be prepared to know what was in the argument 
presented. That is all I have to say on that possession of this material, 

Mr. Tavennisk, Now in these group, studies, both within and without 
the party, what was the main emphasis — what subjfect was the main 
Emphasis placed upon ? 

Mr. KAGErAkA. Well, the main emphasis, in this — ohj as you 
might say of the Communist Party, the keynote of the Communist 
]?arty would be the word "discipline," and to define discipline it means 
the carrying out of an order. In other words^ when an order is issued, 
no one should disregard such an order, and, after all, discipline-was 
the keynote of the party. In other words, contact was not to be made 
by phone, communication by phone, but rather by contact, 

Mr. Tavenner, Do you hold any present political position ? 

Mr. Kaoeyama, Yes; I do, I have the honor, that is I was elected 
as a member of the city and county board of supervisors, which, in 
relation to the States, is like a city council^and later, running for 
delegate to the Constitutional Convehtion/and also elected as a dele- 
gate.

*Mr. EIageyama. Yes. Mr. Chairman, I have -two important pamphi 
lets I would like to present, but .before pfroceeding^o^hatpliase^bf my 
conclusion, I would like to- present-some information on: the pamphlet 
issue'd by the Catholic Information Society, which. is one- of the>great- 
est institutions in the world that is fighting agaihsttcommunism. They 
have issued a separate^ pamphlet and I would like to present that to 
this committee here. Before! proceeding- on this statement, Mr; Chair-; 
man,. Members of Congress, I would like at this time to' make -a brief 
statement. - * 

My statement before the Congressional iCommittee oh Statehood 
appears on the Statehood for Hawaii hearing, in Honolulu , January. 
5, 1946, and on page>446 to 451 is my statement issued 'before the suIk 
committee of the committee on Territorial House of Kepresentatives, 
Sixty-ninth CongresSj SeventyKtiinth Congress,* House Kesolutiori 436. 
Probably you will refer to that part for my statement. 

At this time, I would like to present a copy to the committee of my 
statement j that X would like to issue atihis time. » \ 
• iMr:/WALTER. Received. 

Mr. Kageyama. Mr. Chairman, I wish to state that I, as ah elected 
member of the board of supervisors and an elected delegate to the 
Territorial, constitutional convention, shall continue in the future^ as I 
have jn the past, to represent the people who elected and have faith 
in 'me, -to theoest of my ability: I further wish to state to you and to 
the* people* of Hawaii that my action and -expression as supervisor 
represented the highest behavior and thought and with .sincerity and 
at no iime demonstrated the tactics of the Communist Party or: its 
principle and philosophy. 

- I furtherwant to state that on December 23, 1949^ Tsigned and sub- 
mitted to the Territorial government an oath of loyalty wherein was 
stated that I had not been, a member of the Communist Party for the 
last 5 yeats; and also on April 4, 1950, as delegate to the constitutional 
convention; With reference to -signing this oath of loyalty I wish, to 
state' that in November 1949, Mr. Wheeler, ah investigator for this 
committee contacted me and.obtained from ine at that time afull and 
complete statement of my activities within the Communist. Party,* just- 
as I have given here today. Mr. TVxheeler at that .time told me that I 
would b£ called by this. committee as an important witness* when hear-* 
ings were held here in Hawaii. He also* impressed upon me the im- 
portance- of disclosing this information to no 'one, no matter what the 
cost, and told me to do nothing that would reflect in any way that I 
had given this statement to this committee. Therefore, in line with 
his instructions and to prevent the disclosure of this information at 
that time, I signed the oath. I, in my own judgment, did not think that 
I was a Communist at any time, although it is true that I was issued 
a membership card. I, through ignoranbe, joined the Communist Party 
in 1946 but when the true objectives of this organization were dis- 
covered by me, I immediately removed myself from the underground 
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movement completely. In spite of the present embarrassment caused 

by 

my mistake in acceptinga Communist Party card, I am thankful to 
be able to do some good now by exposing the movement. 

When contacted by the investigator of your committee on November 
7, 1049, I cooperated fully with them and submitted a statement 
setting forth m detail my activities within the Communist Party. 
Having once been a former student member of the Communist Party 
in 1946, 1 feel in a small way that I am in a qualified position to fore- 
warn the citizens of the Territory of Hawaii of the dangers of com- 
munism* The greatest fight we have on our hands today is the fight 
against communism. Communism is a totalitarian form of govern- 
ment and has no place in our American way of life. My study ex- 
perience as a Communist clearly proves to me that it is a subversive 
organization which seeks to gain j>ower and eventual control of our 
Government by infiltration, subterfuge, and propaganda. When you 
are not in accord with their own thinking you become the subject of 
such name calling as stool pigeon and phony. In addition to these 
activities, their design for revolution in our country is furthered by 
throwing race against race, creed against creed, and any other methods 
which will hasten the day of communism in the United States and the 
Territory, They take advantage of democracy as it exists but fail to 
adopt such democracy when in control* 

Had I known of the true objectives imd picture of the Communist 
Party as I do now, I would have never becomes member, I want to 
inform the people of Hawaii that communism is an underground 
organization^ and that it refuses to enter the open political arena 
when the objectives can be accomplished by other methods* I want 
to warn the people of the Territory of Hawaii to refuse to be duped 
and enlisted into this foreign directed conspiracy j as it will eventually 
lead to your own destruction; As a citizen of the United States and 
an elected representative of the people, I will fight communism as 
long as its threat exists. The Communist movement in Hawaii tries, 
to lead us into believing that Americans can be Communists, but a. 
true American can be neither a Communist or a sympathizer and we 
must realize that the first loyalty of every American is to weed out 
and counteract communism and convert American Communists to 
Americanism. 

My sole purpose to testify here today is to help and save the 
Territory and this Nation by stating what I know of the Communist 
movement right here in Hawaii. If I did not do this, then I have 
failed in my mission to carry out the last wishes of the fallen veterans 
who now are buried in our National Punchbowl Cemetery. We who 
are the beneficiaries of the sacrifices of American soldiers who through* 
out our life as a nation have fought for our given rights, our religious, 
industrial, educational and social freedom, freedom of speech and of 
press, must never surrender them. Tim,e again and again our young 
men have been called upon to spend their youth, their dreams, their 
blood, their lives in war to preserve our liberties and bring freedom to 
the people of the earth, 

I oelieve in America, her freedom, her ideals, her traditions; my 
first love and loyalty archers. I believe that communism violates these 
freedoms and is opposed to those ideals. I believe that every real 
American if he but knew the truth would strive to defend this Nation 
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from Communists who, while wielding their weappns of conspiracy 
and disgrace, are imposing on our country, their pattern of serfdom. 
Too many Americans consider communism only a nuisance, and con- 
sider it a movement to improve the condition of the poor and under- 
privileged. If this were true communism would be a pattern for 
perfect and peaceful living. There is no middle course between der 
mocracy and communism. 

Wherever communism appears, slavery reappears. Would we want 
to read one type of news or listen to one radio broadcast, regardless of 
the paper we bought or the station into which we tuned. Wherever 
communism rjries, the press conforms, or dies, and radio is an- absolute 
state monopoly. In America, if a worker belongs to a union, he can 
bargain collectively with his employer, he is free to argue with his 
fellow workers. Strikes are possible because workers are free. When 
the American citizen goes to work, it is to a job of his own .choice,* 
thoughiit may^not be entirely/ to his liking. 

If we want to protect America against the invasion of communism 
we must act wisely and promptly to check its propaganda through 
truth and patriotism. In our daily human affairs there is a time for 
silence and a time for speech. There is time for thought and a time 
for action ; eventually there comes a time for, decision, for courage 
and for greatness; such a time is upon every one present here today. 
It is not for me to cut a perfect pattern of Americanism. The founders 
of our Nation, ouriallen veterans, our patriotic citizens do^n through 
the years of our Nation's life, have- formed this pattern and left to ; us 
the sacred trust of living and preserving it. Today Hawaii is making 
her; transformation to join the 48 States to cut a pattern of that 
Americanism. 

It is notmy duty.to seek out those pseudo-Americans who would rob 
fellow Americans of this* heritage. That, is the responsibility of in- 
formed and competent men in our Government who are aware of un- 
American activities. But I feel that I would not be a true American 
if I did not express my conviction that no American can dare to com- 
promise with the crooked' courses of communism, or surrender to it, 
without jeopardizing the security of our country. I feel that I would 
not be a true American if I entered into the conspiracy of silence and 
did not raise my voice above those who, privately and in whispers, 
talk about communism, but neither act nor: speak publicly against this 
enemy of the American Nation. 

Mr. Walter. Anything further, Mr, Tavenner? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes, Mr. Chairman, there are one or two further 
questions I would like to ask. ^ 

Mr. Kageyama r you have testified that the person who first ap- 
proached you with regard to entering the Communist Party was 
Charles Fujimoto. . 

Mr: Ka,getama. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you last see him ? 

Mr. Kagexama. The last I saw him was when I was confined to my 
home, on Thursday nighty where he came to my residence and inquired 
whether I did receive a subpena from this committee, and if I did 
receive such a subpena, t to. take it over to Mrs. Bouslog. And my reply 
at that time was at no time did I receive a subpena up to that time. 

Was any statement made about the payment of 
legal fees to represent you?

Mr, Wai/ter, Kaise your right hand, please. Do you swear that 

the testimony that you are about t6 give will be tWtruth> the whole 

truth, and nothing but thetruth, so help you God ? 
Mr, Izuka, Yes, 

TESTIMONY OF ICHIRO IZUKA 

Mr. Tavenner, You are Mr, Ichiro Izuka? 
Mr. Ixuka. Yes, 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you presently reside? 
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Mn lztJKA. At present I reside at Hanapepe, Kauai. ' 
Mr. Tavenner. When arid: where were you born? 
Mr. Iztjka. I was born June 5, 1911, at Hanapepe, Kauai. 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you please state briefly your educational back- 
ground? 

Mr. IztJKA. I had 8 years of elementary education. That is all I 
had, as far as education is concerned. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you have done a great deal of study and indi- 
vidual research outside of school, have you not ? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. When I joined the Communist Party I thought 
that I could learn lotsof various economics. During my 10 years in 
the Communist Party, I studied quite a lot. ^ * 

Mr; Tavenner'. Will you state to the committee briefly .your em- 
ployment background ? 

Mr. IztoA. Do 'you mean at the present time? 

Mr. Tavenner. Frpm t&e r time you left the school in general and 
briefly, in a brief way, until the present-time. 

~ Mr/Izu±A. When I left school in 1927 I was; employed by Kauai 
Railway Co. Later the name was changed to -'Kauai Terminals, Ltd. 
At 16 years of age I "worked as: a longshoreman on a lighter barge, and 
worked for almost 17 years, up to 1942. - In 1941, after the attack 
on Pearl Harbor, I was held in custody by the military government 
"arid T&eas : ed on August 8 of that same year — 1942. After that I 
worked for the Army engirieers, until 1947, 1 think, and then I got a 
job working for 'the joint teamsters organizing drive. I worked for 
,abbut a iri'onth and a half arid then that organizing 1 fund dissolved, 
so automatically I was out of a job. Then I'deci'dedto sell my home. 
♦Before I d'ecided that, I had lots of discussiori with Communist mem- 
hers and their attitude toward' me of undemocratic methods: I de- 
cided that I am going. to write my whole story and once and "for all 
let the people of Hawaii 1 know how the Communists, operate in the 
'Territory. I did this because 'the Communist Party " was out to. even 
stop me^^from making a living. Any place where I tried to get a job 
theyhadxriembers inthere to undermine my positiori. 

And, before' writing my pamphlet, I saw Mr. Kimoto and I asked 
'him, "Ifot only Communists' are tryirig to fight for a better- living 
conditions, there aremany people, for instanbe, Christians, Catholics, 
the Social Democrats, the Sbcialists, all of those groups, every one, 
their ultimate aim was so that every people can be given a good 
society." And I think even if I did believe in the Communist Party, 
dny more than my aims* are, it is the same, arid I believe that we should 
have, all of us should- have a good living standard. The union or 
Mr. Kimoto was always saying, "If I am going to Red-bait, if I am 
•going to. Red-bait," so I told him, "If you put it that way,. I am going 
to write the story from- beginning to end, and once arid for all expose 
communism and let the people decide whether I am wrong or whether 
I am right." Then I decided to write the pamphlet and get. some 

help- 
In the meantime, I sold my home and through the income of the 

pamphlet I started. At the present^ including my own business of 

raising chickens, because prior to* my Cpriimumst membership, I had. 

studied poultry raising for a couple of years, "so I thought I would 

go-back to poultry raising.

We 'didn't know what to-do .about union organisation, icollective bar- 
^gaaning^ we didn't know about the Wagner Act, we didn't fendw 
nbthing: about FederaLlegislation, so we called Honolulu and we called 
two advisers, Qne of the advisers, was^ Jack Hall and the. odier was 
George koto. So theycame over there. At that time I did'jaot know 
they were Communists,. And they brought a lot of literature, pam- 
phlets, and gave it to the strikers. And I was eagerand I gabbed a 
lot of the pamphlets and read them, andthrough a certain timetf find 
out the feeling of -capitalist <and the feeling of labor; 
Mr. Tatonner. About when was that? 

Mr, Izuxa. That was in 1927, during the strike. After reading all 
the pamphlets arid literature, "Welcome, Communist Party Member " 
* What is a Good Communist?" and what they told them, and all 
those convincing articles, which during the time I was working in 
Port Allen, the system of capitalist, so I made Tip my mind to get 
my education in California, and I took off the application blank from 
the pamphlet. In the meantime, Khnotp came to Kauai* 

Mr. Tavenner. What is the first name of Eimoto? 

Mr, Izttka. Denichi Kiinoto. He was dispatched to Kauai and he 
contacted me and we had a discussion* I was eager to join the Com- 
munist Party because I thought there was nothing wrong with com- 
munism because the Democratic Party and the Republican Party were 
antiunion, they were everything anti, so I thought the Communist 
Party was actually the vanguard of the labor class. Kiriioto gave 
me some information, gave me a card, and I signed the card, and 
he gave me a book and I paid my dues.

Mr., Tavenner. I wish you 4 would describe in a little more detail

* Mr/ Izuka. Well, it was not a card, but it is a book, and they -have 
tW constitution of the, Communist Party and then , a section, whese 
you put the stamps in it. I believe that was about all in the, book, 
the Communist Party book. • 

Mr. Tavenner. Now you have told us how t Jack Hall came to your 
island.. And the name of that island is what ? Kauai ? 
Mr. Izuka. Kauai. , 

Mr. Tavestner. Kauai. And it; was there that you first learned 
about communism. Were there other person's, induced to become 
members.of the* Communist Party on the island of Kauai &t that time ? 
" Mr; Iztjka; Yes. I made my contacts and I was advised to get 
about *9 or 1ft members in the partv/and they all paid dues. And 
as/far as* I can see, any party member who does not read and study 
the Marxist philosophy is eventually forgotten? And I don't want 
to reveal their names, but I can tell one name. Mr.. Ogoshi. 
" Mr. Tavenner. How do you spell it, please? 

Mr. Izuka. O-g-o-s-h-i. Tsuruo Ogoshi.

Well, he was the one of our party members 
in Kauai, and he was sent at a delegate-to the first ILWU convention

Mr. Tavenner. Was this the first brganization of the Communists 
in the islands, the one you referred to ? 
. Mr. Izuka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. On youv island of Kauai? 

Mr.IzuKi. That is right. # 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you expose to the members of the union publicly 
the fact that you were a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Izuka. I did not. 

*Mr. Tavenner. Why? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, we were not supposed to disclose our membership 
in the Communist Party because it might weaken the union and the 
employers might start attacking the unions because we exposed our 
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membership in the Communist Party. As far as we are concerned, 
we were to conceal our membership. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was that a direction that was handed down to you ? 

Mr: Izuka. Yes. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where did that direction emanate from, where did 
it come from ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, we had our direction from them, like Mr. Jack 
Hall and Kimoto. Two of those men were the ones we got instructions 
from. 

9 Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any Communist Party school, and 
if so, where? 

Mr. Izuka. In 1938, since I was taking an active part in union 
activity and at the same time being militant Communist Party mem- 
ber* I was contacted by Mr. Kimoto to take course of Communist 
philosophy in San Francisco. That was the State training school of 
the Communist members. In 1939 I sailed on the President Taft> 
having a comrade from Los Angeles who was paralyzed and thought 
that he- could do some physical recovery in Hawaii, but he said, "Ha- 
waii is no place for him." So on the w&y back I took care of hiiri4p 
to San Francisco. And when I arrived in San Francisco we Were 
directed to go to 121 Haight Street, headquarters of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you accompanied by any other Communist 
Party member from Hawaii? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. I was instructed that Jack Hall left ahead of me 
on a ship, working his way, and then when I arrived in San Francisco 
he was coming to meet me down at the dock, and he did so. At that 
time he asked mej "Well, if I didn't come to you, where did you exp4ct 
to go ?» He told me that. So I told him, "Well, I go to -this head- 
quarters, take a taxi and go to 121 Haight Street, headquarters." 

Mr; Tavenner. That is the headquarters of what organization? 

Mr. Izuka. The headquarters of the Communist Party in the State 
of California. During school hours I met Kobert McElrath. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let Y s go >ack a moment. After you went to the 
State headquarters of the Communist Party, what did you do?' 

Mr. Izuka. Well, we had instructions wh4n the school was going to 
start and where we«should meet. p 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave you those instructions? - 

Mr. Izuka. At the time I do not know whether she is Miss or Mrs., 
but the name was Louise Todd. * . " ; 

Mr. Tavenner. Louise Todd? 

Mr. Izuka. And Eudy Lambert. They were< in charge of these 
various students from Hawaii 'and Alameda County and Centralia 
and all over California. 

Mr. Tavenner. They gave you instructions as to when the school 
would open? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. , 

Mr. Tavenner. Wheite was the school located ? 

Mr. Izuka. 121 Haight Street, San Francisco. We had our lessons, 
I believe, on the third floor.of that building. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say there were representatives there from dif- 
ferent sections of the United States ? 

Mr. Izuka. It is not the United States. It is representatives from 
the State of California, including Hawaii. We had students from San 
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Diego, ; , Alameda ;County, from Berkeley, from Hawaii, and all oyer 
the State of Calif ornia only. - \ 

Mr. Tavenner. About what was. the membership of rthe school? 

Mr. Iztjka. I figure probably around, not oyer 50, from 47 to 49< ( 
members. * ; 

Mr. Tavenner. How long a; course was it? 

Mr. Iztjka. They told me the course>was a 6 ,weeks\ course. _ Six 
weeks 5 course.- In other words, within 6 weeks they are going to. put 
in about 2 years of high school ; by the third week, say, if we cannot.,, 
take it, might: as well forget about it and go back to Hawaii. 

Mr, Tavenner. How often during the year was a course of this kind, 
giyen at this school? ' . t .\ 

Mr. Iztjka. I believe it was once a year. This year I heard that 
JackKawano went;tq that schqolan 1938- . , 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he ever tell you that he had gone there ? 

Mr. Iztjka. Oh, yes ; he told me, and he also, gaye me instructions 
who are the best instructors, like Betty Gannett and 'Louise Todd. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Proceed. * 

,Mr. Iztjka. Like Bill Schneiderman. 

Mr. Tayenner. Now the teachers at this school, ,did you see Rudy 
Lambert there or do you recall, in the headquarters of the Commu- <

Mr. Tavenner. Were there any other persons whose names you can 
c&ll who were ; actively engaged in the work at the Communist school? 

Mr,. Izuka. I had another name, two namfcs'with me. Oleta O'Con- 
nor Yates 

Mr. Tavenner. I desire to offer in evidence the record with regard 
to that person and have it marked "Exhibit 5." 
Mr. Izuka. Another name, a man by the name pf Bob Cole. 
Mr. Tavenner. Bob Cole? 
Mr. Izuka. Bob Cole. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you go back and telhus the functions and duties 
of Oleta O'Connor Yates? 

Mr. Izuka. At that time Oleta O'Connor Yates wasndt~-she hadn't 
such an important Tole as Betty Gannett or Louise Todd, to my mem- 
ory, because they were in the lead in the party in the State of Cali^ 
f ornia. At present I heard that she is State chairman, I beliieve she 
is State chairman now for the Communist Party of the State of 
California. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, what were the functions of the man Cole, to 
whom you referred? 
Mr. Izuka. Cole was an instructor. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are there any others? 

Mr. Izuka. No. I believe that is .all I. remember, concerning* the 
instructors. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you complete the 6 weeks' course at that 
school? 

'Mr. Izuka. The school lasted fox about 10 days, I believe, because 
of the German attack on Poland, and due to the SovieteGerman non- 
aggression pact. During the 10 days we had instructions by Louise - 
Todd, saying that all the schools were ordered to be dissolved because 
of the attack; and we were instructed that we should get back to 
Hawaii as soon as possible because the Soviet-German nonaggression 
pact might force the Communist Party to go underground. 

Mr. Tavenner; Now, can you establish Qiat date? . 

Mr. Izuka. Well, not exactly the date, but all that incident took 
part from the latter part of September 1939. 

Mr. Tavekner. I think the date of the nonaggression pact was prob- 
ably August 23, 1939. 

Mr. Izuka. I understand that, but the instructions I had was after 
the nonaggression pact, 

Mr. Tavenner. xes. 

Mr. Izuka. Because we were instructed the school should be dis- 
solved. ' - 

Mr. Tavenner. Did anyone from the Territory of Hawaii attend 
that school with you? 

Mr. Izuka. Jack Hall. I was instructed by Mr. Kimoto that Jack 
Hall and I would represent Hawaii. And when I went to San Fran-

the State of California voters, so I believe he wrote back to Hawaii 
and Hawaii okayed -that McElrath can-be entered in the school as com- 
ing from Hawaii. * ' ! 

Mr. TAvenner. Then he did attend the classes that you attended? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. So Hawaii had myself, Jack* Hall, and 
McElrath as students to that Communist Party school; 

Mr. Tavenner. Now who selected those that were to represent the 
Territory of Hawaii in the Communist school in California? 

Mr. Izuka. I was told that the executive board of the Communist 
Party at that time was not strong, it was kind of weak, but I was told 
that it was the Territorial Communist Party that instructed that J ack 
Hall and I should go and get through the training. 

Mr. Taven«nter; Do you know the names of any of the members of 
the executive board? 

Mr. Izttka. At that time. I believe it was Jack Kawano, Jack Hall, 
Dr. Reinecke, Kimoto. . 

Mr. Tavenner. What, Kimoto? * 

Mr. Izuka. Denichi Kimoto and Ah Quon Leong. 

Mr. TTavenner. Will you pronounce that name again? 

Mr. Izuka. Ah Quon Leong. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know the person's first name? 3 * - 

Mr. Izuka.. Do you' mean all those names I mentioned? 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether the person that you men- 
tioned is now married? 

Mr. Izuka. Oh, yes; she is at present Mrs. McElrath. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Who paid the expenses, jour expenses?

Mr. Tavenner. Was Communist Party discipline discussed and 
taught at the California school which you attended ? 

Mr. Iztjka. Yes; we were told that all Communist Party members 
should accept discipline,, should accept self criticism, and should mas- 
ter Marxism on a theoretical basis, so that it can be applied to trade- 
union organization, and if you want further information on the set-up 
of the Communist Party school, Louise Todd, who was instructor, 
divided our group^ into about 5 or 6 separate groups, and all of those 
groups have, individual Communist names, some people, like the name 
of Hellmaii, or Lenin, or the Miarx group, that is, anybody wto is a 
martyr, who was martyred in the Communist struggle, and these 
groups were divided, wjth each group representing about 5 or 6 mem- 
bers. We were assigned questions, but before the questions were 
assigned to the members we had abput 2 or 2i/£ hours of a lecture from 
each one of these instructors. We were in school from 9 o'clock 
in the morning to 5 o'clock in the afternoon, and in the evening we 
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would take current events from 6 to 9. Tji other words, our Activity 
was from 9 to 9. 

Mr, TAVEiraunR. Was this school open to the public, generally, or 
did you have to have a special recommendation and approval to join? 

Mr. Izhxa, Yon had to have special recommendation to atteiid this 
school of the Communist Party. The Communist Party sign outside 
was like that it was public, but the school was not for the public to 
attend. 

Mr, Tavenner, It was advertised to be a public — to be open for 
the public, but in practice it was not? 

Mr. Izu3ea ; No, it was not advertised to the public, but the sign of 
the Communist Party outside, that was outside, something like any 
business, but the school was not for the publicto go in. 

Mr* Iavenner. How did you return from California to Hawaii? 

Mr. Izitka. After I got instructions from Louise Todd, I went to— 
I did not have the-money to come back to Hawaii as a passenger. So, 
I saw one of the seamen by the name of Walter Stack, and I told him 
of my situation, and he said that he was going to fix me up by me 
working, my way back on the ship. And he gave me a note saying to 
take this note to the Marine Cooks and Stewards dispatcher over there, 
and give this note to the dispatcher. The note says, "Paul, fix this man 
up* Stack," Then lie told me that I should get my seaman's paper, 
which I got it. I waited until the day the LvHme sailed, I believe that 
I sailed that evening on tih&ZwrUne as a dishwasher. 

Mr- Tatonjter, Was Stack a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr* Izuxa. Yes, he was a known Communist Party member, I 
heard he even went to the Lenin University at Moscow, 

Mr. Tavenjtbr. I desire-to offer in evidence committee information 
relating to Walter Stack, and mark it as "Exhibit Izuka No, 7." 4 

Mr, Walter. Without objection, it will be marked and received, 

Mr. Tavbnnek; Well, now, upon your return to the Territory of 
Hawaii from this school, did you become active in Communist affairs 
here? 

Mr* Iztjka: Yes, at the time, that was the period of the Hitler-Soviet 
pact, and our instructions was that we should do everything within 
our power to keep America out of the imperialistic war. We started 
calling this war a phony war, a slogan, "The Yanks are not 
coming," and "Ashc&n plan," and "Rooseve|f is a warmonger." There 
were many more slogans to keep America out of this imperialistic war. 

Mr, Tavd&nneh. What use were you directed to make of these 
slogans ? How were you expected to use those slogans ? 

Mr. Iztjua. Once the slogan we made, "The Yanks are not coming," 
we posted that in front of the union hall 

Mr, Tavektnee, Was it the design of the Communist Party to pass 
this policy of the Communist Party line down to the members of the 
union? 

Mr. lauiiA. That's right. We were told that all these slogans should 
be told to the union rank and file, and at the time I think the rank and 
file actually followed the slogans. 

Mr. Tavehnisr, That was due, in j)art, at least, to the fact that some 
of you who were prominent Communists^ were also prominent in union 
affairs? 
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Mr. Izuka. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, did that party line change, and did you ' 
at any time reverse the party line ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, as sqon as Germany attacked Russia, well, our 
party Une changed completely overnight. Then we have to explain 
out ourselves why the phony war became a war for the survival of 
democracy, and everything that we can think of to change the slogan. 

Mr. Tavestner. Were you just as energetic in passing the Communist 
line down to the rank and file of the labor unions as you had been the 
former line? 

Mr. Iztjka. Yes, that's correct. We did everything, then we took 
advantage of the rank and file. They didn't know much about it, so 
we could advise them as to how we think. I think it is the same old 
proposition that exists today, where the union leaders of the Com- 
munist Party — the* union leaders here think for the entire.membership 
in the Territory of Hawaii. At that time, we did the same thing. We 
have to explain out the Chamberlain appeasement policy, but the coun- 
tries of the world was trying to let Stalin and Hitler fight it out, 
explain that. Since that world imperialism was trying to put some- 
thing over on Soviet Eussia," it was to Soviet Russia's advantages 
sign the pact. When the pact was broken, then charge Hitler with 
all kinds of names, and then America much actually take part in the 
war, not to save Eussia, but to save the world irom democracy and 
fascism, 

Mr. Tavenner; Now, what was the source or direction of this change 
of policy of the party line? Where did you get your instructions 
from? 

Mr. Izuka. All party members are compelled to read party litera- 
ture, so we have our instructions and party literature, and party 
pamphlets, some very important instructions. We get them from courT 
lers on the ship, and when there is, we get instructions from Honolulu 
on this various change of party line. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at the time of the change of this party line,, 
were any instructions given regarding sabotage, back prior to this 
change of party line? 

Mr. Izuka. So far as I can remember, I don't think we got instruc- 
tions as far as sabotage., 

Mr. Tavebtner. Were there any instructions given when the original 
party line that you discussed was made known to you, to slow down 
production? 

. Mr. Izuka. During the phony war, during the phony war when they 
called Eoosevelt a warmonger, we did anything in our power to slow 
down or stop shipments, like lend-lease, and those things for Europe, 
to fight Hitler. It was our instruction that we should do those things.. 
Not sabotage actually, but provoke slow-downs, strikes, anything to 
sabotage the shipments to Europe; 

Mr. Tavenner. Anything to slow up or retard the defense of this 
country? 

Mr. Izuka/ Oh, that's right. During the phony war. That means 
it Avas not after. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understand. Now, where did these instructions 
come from? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, we had some different instructions, but most of 
the instructions comes in the form of a pamphlet, by reading the politi- 
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cal orders at the time, used by the Communist Party, political orders, 
but the important instructions usually— I got them through Mr. Hall 
,when I visited Honolulu. In general, we have those Communist Party 
instructions through pamphlets and leaflets, and all these other things. 

Mr* Tavenner. Xou also got such instructions from Jack Hall? 

Mr. Izxtka. Yes; Jack Hall, and Kimoto. 

Mr. Tavewner. Are there any persons whose names you can now 
recall who discussed those instructions with you? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, usually I received the instructions myself, which, 
in return, I will instruct the rest of the members. That is how we. 
operate. 

Mr, Tavenneh. Now, were you as successful in passing down the 
party— the new party line, to the rank and file of the labor unions, as 
you had been in the first instance, during what we call the phony war? 

Mr. Izuka, Well, we had no trouble in persuading the rank and file 
from the phony war to the war to save democracy. We had no stiff 
opposition in doing that. We put it over nicely. The majority of 
the members saw to it that it was all right. 

Mr.' Tavenner, So that the Iw^eashm in the ILW*U changed the 
party line to match and to meet thstt wf £h$ Communist Party, is that 
what I understand you to say? 

Mr. IztntA. That is correct. 

Mr. TATONtfEU, Mr. Izuka, dc y;tt r, strike on the island of 

Kauai, when the central commit^ of Obmmunist Party met in 
Honolulu, at which a decision was considered as to whether Honolulu 
was to go out on a sympathy strike? 

Mr. Izuka. During the time when the executive board of the Com- 
munist Party met in Honolulu, I was attending the ILWU conven- 
tion in Los Angeles, When I came back I was told by Kawano the 
details that actually happened in this executive meeting of the Com- 
munist Party, and at the time Jack Hall and McElrath and Dr. 
Keinecke was all in favor of involving Honolulu to sympathize with 
Kauai in the 10-month strike, and at the time they had various differ- 
ences of opinion between Kawano and Jack Hall, because during that 
time the Honolulu union was not strong. The morale was weak. If 
they were to pull out of the Honolulu local, the union would be 
smashed. And they had this discussion in the executive board of the 
Communist Party, and finally the board ruled that Honolulu should 
not be involved, I heard that McElrath, Hall, and Eeinecke took a 
strong stand that Honolulu should be involved. Kawano at the time 
was— -Kawano and Kimoto was against the involvement of Honolulu. 
To my experience I believed that they were correct, because if at the 
time they ever involved Honolulu, I think there would be no union 
today. If I am correct, Honolulu is strong afterward, and they organ- 
ized the sugar plantations in the Territory, 

Mr. Tavenneh, Let's come up to the period of Pearl Harbor. Im- 
mediately after Pearl Harbor, did you receive any directions as to 
what procedure of the Communist Party should be? 

Mr. IztncA* After the Pearl Harbor attack, we were again ordered, 
because prior to the Pearl Harbor attack, during that period we re- 
ceived many more leaflets and pamphlets, and after that attack we 
were also ordered that everything should be destroyed. I got those 
instructions when I visited Honolulu, and saw Jack Hall. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you have any contacts at that period with 
Jack Hall regarding the destruction of Communist Party documents 
and literature? , 

Mr. Izttka. Yes; I met him twice— once at the union headquarters 
at 1010 Kekaulike Street. That night I stayed overnight with Jack 
Hall on the corner of Vineyard and Emma Street. They had an 
apartment over there. I stayed with them overnight I also got 
further instructions from him. During the night I stayed with him. 
Mr. Tavenner. What were those instructions? m 
Mr. Izttka. Well, at the time he said that since Russia was involved 
in the war, and any Japanese was Fascist, and they were against our 
policy, we should report those names to the FBI, because he was very 
close, working together with Mr. Shivers and Colonel Bicknell. m 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Izuka, were you arrested by the police in 
April— on April 11, 1942?" 
Mr. Izttka. Yes, I was arrested on April 11. 
Mr Tavenner. Will you tell the committee about that, please 4 
Mr. Iztjka. After that attack on Pearl Harbor, I was very careful, 
because I was very militant toward the company, and the company 
had its eye on me. I was very scared, because they were in a position 
to shoot anybody that was opposed to their policy. So, I was very 
scared. After the commanding general change in the T f r £™^.^ 
sot 
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a iittle privilege, and I started sticking my neck out, beginning 
m activity. I came to Honolulu, and I was instructed by Mr. 



Hall and O'Brien who was the. attorney at that time, they told me 
I should keep up my good fight to preserve the union, and after 1 
went back, I still— I did the things, I started to collect dues and make 
contact with members, during martial law. One incident, I remember 
the thing well, looking at the Manoa defense project, the men were 
paid 2 months— they were paid 2 months before they were— no; they 
were paid after 2 months, they put their work in, so they got paid a 
third month. That was one of the biggest problems of Bridges among 
the defense employees. So, Lthought that they were not going to help 
the war, Russia not being in a bad position, to hurry up and build 
our runway, to help defeat the Axis, and I wrote a letter to Honolulu 
explaining the details, what is actually taking place at the Manoa 
defense job. Eight after I wrote the letter the men received their 
pay promptly after every 2 weeks. I don't know if that caused it 
or not, but after that I had a Federal man come in my place and 
ask me questions. I thought, well, I did my duty, and I did not pay 
attention toomuch, because I was all out to win the war. I do every- 
thing in my power to see the building of the air runway should be 

fa At the same time I remember that my personnel director was in. 
charge of the defense yard, and he knew I was the guy that fcould 
make trouble for him. They found some ways and means of taymg 
to pin me down. They even provoked one of my ex-union officials 
to have a fight with me during working hours. I said I did not want 
to fight, because I got a responsibility. I think that responsibility 
comes first. They -could not pick anything on me to get me. locked 
up, <but finally on April 11, 1942, one of the policemen from Puuloa 
district came over to my house at 1 o'clock in the morning. He told 
me that the sheriffs want to see me next day. I went up and I saw 
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i 1 didn,t know tIiat 1 was g oill £ *Q be locked up for the first 
nail day. I took my lunch can and work clothes, I worked as long- 
shoreman. I seen Mr, Pikii, he was acting manager, that I want some 
time off so that I can see the chief of police, and he gave me permis- 
sion, so I took my lunch can, my working clothes, and my car, and 
1. went up to the Lihue police station. From there, they took me 
over to the circuit court, and I waited there 5 or 6 hours without 
food or nothing. Finally, four men came out, I think they repre- 
sented some sort of civilian defense, Mr, Caleb Burns, who was man- 
ager of the Lihue plantation, Mr, Lindsay Fave, of the Kekalia planta- 
tion, and Mr, Hector Moir, of the Puuloa plantation. Without sav- 
ing a word, Mr. Burns told a policeman to lock me up. Of course, 
with me, it was two more Japanese, and they also sliifer the same 
consequences and they took us over to Waiahia, the iailhouse, for 1 
week. 

They kept us in jail without us contacting anybody. And I asked the 
policemen Trfiat are they going to do with my car. because my wife 
doesn t know, and my children doesn't know, and I am not going back 
home after work, and somebody should take my car back. They said, 

We don t give a damn what happens to your car," he said, "That is 
too bad. We were held for 1 week without making no contacts or 
anything. When we went to the toilet, we got two guards follow us- 
every place we go. I got very jittery, because we could' not make aiiy 
talse move because they had r rifles and guns with them. Anyway 
alter a week, we were called in to appear at the hearing At this 
hearing the same men which I mentioned, the three mentioned planta- 
tions— Moir and Peterson conduct the hearing. They asked me all 

^ T°l- qi ! eSt i° nS5 wllftther 1 belong to the Communist Party, and 
what I think of Harry Bridges, and many things concerning my union 
activity and the Communist Party. That was the first hearing The 
second hearing was the same, repetition. On the first hearing I was 
told alter I was released that they have no ground to hold me any 
further, so I should be released right away, but the plantation man- 
agers, they went around looking for some other incident to hold me 1 
back m jail, and just pointed out the time when this ex-union member 
tried to provoke a fight with me. So, my second' charges were based 
on that particular incident, and they charge me for another 2 or 3 
days, or 120 days in jail Finally, I got out 

Mr. Tavbnner. During that period, was there any contribution 
made to you by the Communist Party ? 

Mr, Izvka. At the time when I was released, Jack Hall wrote to me 
about two or three times, telling me that I should go to see Major 
Selby, who was in charge of the Military Intelligence in Kauai, and to 
geta permit to leave Kauai and to comh to Honolulu to work, for na- 
tional defense project. Well, I saw Mr. Selby, and he told me, he 
said, "Well, Izuka, you know It is tough for you," and he says, he 
told me that, "You should not stay in Kauai anyway, because, Svell, 
the big plantation managers, they would not give you a job. You 
should gO' to Honolulu and work for the Government." So,. I came 
to Honolulu. When- 1 came to Honolulu, Jack Kawano saw me. We 
had a long talk, a discussion. Finally he went to the party member- 
ship, and he got about $180. He said that "this is not enough, but at 
least you can get a good start" And he told me the money came from 
the party members, and I received about that amount. 
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- * Mr. 'Tavenner. YoUmentioned MajorSelby, what is-.his first name, 
do you know? 

Mr. Izuka. I don't know Ms first name. 

Mr. Tavenner.. What position did he hold? 

Mr. Izuka. He was Military Intelligence officer in Kauai at the 
time. . 
Mr. Walter. The hearing will stand in recess until 2 o'clock. 
(Whereupon, a recess was taken until 2 p. m. of the same day.) 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

The subcommittee met at 2 p. m., pursuant to the recess. 
Mr. Walter. The committee will be in order. Mr. Izuka will 
resume his testimony. 

TESTIMONY OF ICHIEO IZTJKA — Resumed 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Izuka, will you tell the committee something of 
the plan that the Communists used in recruiting membership? 

Mr. Iztjka. Well, according to the Communist Party line, first of all 
they look in the field to finding good prospects in militant, honest 
union men, and give them some literature to get started to read. And 
once in a while ask them questions about Russia, what do you think 
of the party leaders, Stalin, any tiling. Then, gradually, if they can't 
persuade them locally, their program is to either send him to Honolulu 
or further to San Francisco for further education. And if they can't 
do it locally, usually they send these union men to San Francisco to 
some kind of labor school or party school, and over there they actually 
work on that particular delegate or representative that represents 
Hawaii. 

In this case, take, for instance, this man, Mr. Ogoshi. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is the name, please? 

Mr. Izuka. Mr. Tsuruo Ogoshi. 

Mr. Owens. The last name is 0-g-o-s r h-i. ' 

Mr. Izuka. That's right. 

Mr.. Tavenner. And the first name is what? 

Mr. Izuka. Tsurup. 

Mr. Tavenner. Trs-u-r-u-o. 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Proceed. 

Mr. Izuka. Before Mr. Ogoshi left for the convention, at that time 
he wasn't a Communist. He was only an honest union leader for union 
men, and he wanted to make the trip because it was his first opportunity 
to go to San Francisco and travel over to the convention. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, what convention was this? 

Mr. Izuka. That was ILWU convention, held in Aberdeen, Wash., • 
in 1938. And after he left, we told Kawano and Hall.and other party 
members in Honolulu that Ogoshi is leaving for this ILWU conven- 
tion in 1938 at Aberdeen, Wash., and making sure that the Communist 
Party members in San Francisco and Seattle make every effort to 
recruit him in the party so that when he returns back to our local in 
Port Allen, Kauai, .that we can utilize his services to recruit more party 
members. And that is one way how a Communist, how a member is 
recruited in the Communist Party. If they cannot recruit Mm locally, 
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they will send him either to Honolulu or San Francisco for further 
indoctrination. And in this case it was the other way around. 
Ogoshi was recruited up in the States. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now,- Ogoshi was a member of the ILWTJ on what 
island? 

. Mr. Iztjka. That was in the island of Kauai, Port Allen, Kauai. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, we have Mr. Ogoshi here from the 
island of Kauai. We would like to interrupt his testimony and call 
him at this time . 

Mr. Walter. All right. 

Will you stand and be sworn? Stand and raise your right hand. 
Will you swear that the testimony you are about to give is the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Tsuruo Ogoshi. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP TSTJEUO OGOSHI 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state your full- name, please? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Tsuruo Ogoshi. 
Mr. Tavenner. What is your present address? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Kilauea, Kauai. 
Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Makaweli, Kauai, September 1, 1910. 
Mr. Tavenner. You are in attendance before this committee as a 
result of a subpena being served upon you, are you not? 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you give the committee a brief statement of 
your employment record? 

Mr. Ogoshi. I first started working in 1925 for the Hawaiian Sugar 
Co., now Olokele Sugar Go. 

Mr. Walter. Will you keep your voice up ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. I stayed there up to 1928. Then- 1 left for Wahiawa, 
Oahu, stayed there up to 1933, and then came back to Kauai: stayed 
for a year at the Hawaiian Sugar Co., and then transferred myself to 
Kauai Terminals, Port Allen; and then stayed; I stayed there up to 
1940 and then left for Oahu, where I worked at Hickam Housing— I 
mean Makalapa Housing— and then, well, after the break of the war 
m 1942 I left for Kauai, and then entered with the USED in Kauai. 
I stayed there up to 5 44, aiid then got myself in with Kauai Motors, 
where I am now. 

Mr.. Tavenner. Mr. Ogoshi,. have you ever "been a member of the 
Communist Party? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. You have? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you become a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Ogoshi. I first joined up with the Communist Party in 1938, 
up in Aberdeen, Wash. , ' 1 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, tell us about that. First of all, tell us how 
you happened to be in Aberdeen, Wash. 

Mr. Ogoshi. I was first— well, in 1938> the ILWU convention asked 
members to go up to represent them from Port Allen, Kauai. 
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Mr. Tavenner. You were a delegate from the local ILWU union? 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right ; local 135 of Port Allen. 
Mr. Tavenner. To a convention being held in Aberdeen, Wash? 
•Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. AH right. Now, you went as a delegate to that con- 
vention? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, tell the committee what happened? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Well, as we got up there, prior to the— I mean, before 
the convention was over, a companion delegate of me, myself, John 
Aukai of Hilo, was, I think 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you give us that name again, please? 

Mr. Ogoshi. John, A-u-k-a-i, yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. John Aukai? All right. 

Mr. Ogoshi. Well, previous to that, I didn't know whether he was 
associated with the Communist Partyor not, but he asked me to attend 
a Communist Party in Aberdeen, which I went with Mm. 

Mr. Tavenner. What land of a party was this? 
v Mr. Ogoshi. A Communist Party meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. A Communist Party meeting? All right. Proceed. 

Mr. Ogoshi. And then, well, after the meeting he didn't say much 
to me, but when we got back to San Francisco he asked me to ]oin up 
with that party, so without hesitation I went in, see, into the Com- 
munist Party, signed up, and then later transferred to Honolulu when 
I came back. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know where you went to join the party? 

Mr. Ogoshi. 121 Haight Street. 

Mr. Tavenner. San F^ncisco ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. And then you were transferred ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Transferred to Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. Your membership was transferred to Honolulu? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. • 

Mr. Tavenner. 121 Haight Street, San Francisco, Calif., has been 
established as the headquarters of the Communist Party? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Of the state of California? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, on your return to Honolulu, what did you do 
with reference to the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. I saw Jack Hall about my membership and I was 
transferred to Kauai unit. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did Jack Hall say to you about your becom- 
ing a member of the Communist Party, do you recall ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he issue you any credentials, or any card of 
any character? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Well, I can't say right off. 
Mr. Tavenner. You do not recall? 
Mr. Ogoshi. I don't recall. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you stated he transferred you to Kauai, where 
you lived? 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 
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Mr.. Tatonner. Did Jack Hall give you instructions as to what you

Mr, Ogoshx. That's right He told me to contact Ichiro Izuka. 
Mr. Iavenker. Ichiro Izuka, who is sitting here at the "table? , 
Mr. Ogoshi.

Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenker. How long were you a member of the Communist 
-Party? 

Mr. Ogoshi. As I recall, it is not quite a full year. 
. * Tavenner. During that period of time, did you attend meet- 
ings of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenster. How many in all do you think you attended? 

Mr. Ogoshi. About six to eight meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were these meetings held? 

Mr. Ogoshi. At three or four meetings at Mr. Kinio's home. 

Mr. Taven-ner. K-i-n-j-o? 

Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner". And what was the first name? Is it Chinei, 
C-h-i-n-e-i? ' 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner^ Where were other meetings held that you attended? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Other meetings, I recall, were held in Mr. Izuka's car. 
Mr. Tavenner. In Mr. Izuka's automobile? 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner How well did you know Jack Hall before you joined 
the Communist Party, or did you know him at all before you -joined 
the Communist Party? * 

Mr. Ogoshi. Eight offhand, I can't say. Mostly, I knew him 
through the party, contact with the party. 

Mr. Tavenner. You have had no personal contact with him before 
you became a member of the Community Party, is that what you mean 
to say ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Yes : that's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, after you joined the Communist Party, did 
yw have occasion to see him personally and to talk with him? 

Mr. Ogoshi. No ; outside of the meetings, I didn't have any personal 
contact with him. 

Mr. Tavenner. The only personal contact with him was at the 
meetings? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Meetings, that's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What meetings? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Our Communist Party meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Communist Party meetings? - 

Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Jack Hall attend the Communist Party meet- 
ings on your native island which you stated you attended? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many of these meetings did he attend, to your 
best .recollection ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. To my knowledge, well, on almost every meeting he 
was there. 
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' Mr. Tavenner. Almost every meeting that you. attended, J ack Hall 
was tliere? 
Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavbnnbr. Well, -what did Jack Hall do at those meetings? 
Mr. Ogoshi. He presided at the meetings arid educated us on Com-^ 

munist Party politics. 
Mr. Tavenster. Educated you on Communist Party politics?- 
'Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. ' - 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you told us that you were a-Communist P^rty 

member for less^than a year? 
Mr. Ogoshi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenster. Well, why did you join the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Ogoshi. I joined, not knowing anything about the^ workings 
of the party or what they stood for or how they operated. The oi^ly 
thing, the reason why I went in, because, because John Aukai begged 
me to go in. _ 0 

Mr. Tavenner. Why did you leave the Communist Party? 

Mr. Ogoshi. Well, I don't know what to say right, what nobody, 
I figured this thing is altogether different than working— I mean 
works different scale than trade-union principles, so I left the party 
on my own account. , 

Mr. Tavenner. Was Mr. Izuka a member, an active member o± the 
party while you were there? 

Mr. Ogoshi. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. To whom did you pay your dues as a party member l 
Mr. Ogoshi. If I recollect, I paid it to Mr. Izuka. 
Mr. Tavenner. No further questions. 

Mr. Walter. The witness will step aside. You may be excused. 
Thank you very much. 

TESTIMONY 0E ICHIRO IZUKA— Resumed 

Mr: Tavenner. Do you recall, Mr. Izuka, whether Or not the Com-' 
muriist Party was disbanded for a period of time in the Territory of 

Hawaii? ' i 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, after the attack on Pearl Harbor, we werein-^ 
structed that the Communist Party in Hawaii is disbanded, just 
fitfget about it, nothing existed, and everything in reference to Com- 
munist Party connections should be destroyed completely, and as 
far as I am concerned Thad many, many magazines like *the 'Commu- 
nist International, The Communist, Imprecorr, and many more study 
outlines, party instructions thut were given to' me durcng'my member-* 
ship of the Communist Party. " \ . * . 

Mr/TAVENNER. From whom did ybu receive those instructions i 
Mr* Tztjka. Some I got. Those instructions, those pamphlets, from 
Jack'HalV and some T ordered by mail whi^h was' sent to me from 
£h8 MaHtim'd bbokshop*4ri&G61deri .Gate! Bookshop: • 

Mr Tavenner. Now, I want^ retiirn ibr : a> -irioment here to-ydur^ 
eiperWc^ in the Communist scKool in Sari Francisco; You /have 
told us about the teachers who appears there and about your courses; 
arid' I warifc to ask^yoii £his-: Did ydrir'-groupof about 50 attendance 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner? - _ ; ' 

* Mr' IztTKA. Well, biir'nisual 1 start of the school »is-that-we$ start by 
singin^ the Star-Spangled Banner. We were sitting. As tti^Stnw 
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Spangled Banner — we all sat down when we sang tlie Star-Spangled 
Banner, and after that we sang the Internationale, And when we 
sang the Internationale, when we heard the first words sing, "Arise, 
ye prisoners/' everybody jumped up on their feet, and at that time 
Betty Gannet was our instructor. 
Mr. Tatcnner. All right. Proceed. 

Mr* Izuka. Betty Gannet was our instructor for that day. And as 
soon as we sang that Internationale, they stood up and said everybody 
to get up, ^et up, get up, and that ? s how we sang the Internationale, 
at the opening of the school 121 the morning. 

Mr. Tavenner, So that as far as the Star-Spangled Banner would 
be sung, it would be sitting down, and the Internationale standing 
up? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, we were told that it was the Internationale, is not 
only a national a mere emblem, but it is a world proletariat song. 
^ Mr* Tavenner, Now, were there others present and engaged in 
singing of the Star-Spangled Banner, and the Internationale, in the 
way you have described, who are now residents of the Territory of 
Hawaii? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, I remember some. students, that represent Alameda 
County 'and San Pedro, but I am very sure that Mr. Jack Hall and 
Mr. McElrath, also sat in at that school, at the same time when we 
sang the Star-Spangled Banner and the Internationale. 

Mr, Tavenhkr. When you returned to the Territory of Hawaii, did 
you attend discussion groups here? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes; we organized many discussion groups, but this 
particular discussion group which I am referring to is during the 
martial law, when the Military Governor gave the civilians no civil 
rights, where they could go to court and get a court trial. We started— 
the members of the party, of course they were not official, of course, 
but they were told that they^ should organize discussion groups in 
various communities, and invite the community-interested people to 
take up a discussion of the Japanese problem,, of morale committees, 
and anything that was interested in the community. That was the 
forerunner — the forerunner — that is, the forerunner of the time when 
we were permanently told that the Communist Party should be 
reactivated,. 

Mr. Tavenner, Well, during this period of time, did you continue 
to pay Communist dues? 

Mr, Izuka. During the discussion group, we did not have no party 
cards, or party instructions, or constitution, but we were told from 
San .Francisco that the Communist Party in the United States needs 
lots of finance, and we were told that every party member should try 
and donate as much as possible to the Communist funds. For that 
reason, during the discussion period we met together, especially in 
this particularcase^ I was told that myself, Jack Kiraoto, Alice Hyun, 
Mr* and Mrs. McElrath^ should meet at McElrath's home> and pay 
our dues, and for further instructions. , 

Mr. Tavenneh. Who gave you that information that you were to 
meet there? 

Mr, Izuka. Well,, the instructions came from Jack Kimoto and 
Jack Hall, and Kawano. 

■ Mr* Tayennek. Now, do you, recall what, occurred during that 
meeting?' 
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Mr, Izcka.' At this particular Sunday— but prior to that I was 
working in national defense, and -we worked 7 days a week, and this 
was the first Sunday that the National Government policy was no .work 
on Sunday, and I took my children, and I went to Mr. McElrath s 
home, to have this particular meeting, which was arranged. 

Mr. Tavennbr. Can you fix the date of the meeting? Approsi- 

^^Iztjka. Well, I don't recall, particularly, the dat^but I pre- 
sume it was — I think around May, or the early part of 194o. 1 am not 

so particular on that. , . , 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Now, what occurred during the course 

of that meeting? 

Mr. Izeka. As soon as we started to discuss our problems, Alice 
Hyun was pretty much in a nervous stage. 

Mr. Tavenner. Kepeat that, please. , ... 

Mr Iztjka. She was in a nervous stage, and later on she told our 
eroup that she had word from the particular ones who lives down 
at Koko Head that the farmer had struck the trunk with a plow, and 
then the farmer— Alice Hyun thought that we should send Peter over 
to pick the trunk out. On this particular occasion, I don t know why 
Mr Hyun did not go, but Alice Hyun time and time brought the 
matter up, that I should go with my car and help her pick the trunk 
ur>. together with Mr. Kimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. And, do you know, is that a trunk that had been 
buried, in the ground? , 
Mr Iztjica. That's right, and I am sure that Mr. and Mrs. McMrath 
informed us that we should go even to Charlie Fujimoto, who lives a 
couple of hundred yards below Mr. McElrath— that he should also be 
urged to go to pick this trunk up. We went to Mr. Charlie Fujimoto s 
home, but he was not in, and so, on that particular incident, he was left 
out, and, of course, I was— I did not agree with that, because during 
that time we had gas rationing, and I had very few gasoline to go to 
Koko Head, and 1 would use 5 or 6 gallons of gasoline, but Kimoto 
and I were discouraged from going, because those books are no 
good, and'they should be destroyed. In other words, he said that when 
he buried those books they breached' party discipline, because they 
should have burned it, instead of buried it, but we believe fWrity 
rule Mr. McElrath and Mrs. McElrath, and AUce Hyun, talked that 
we shouldgo, andsb wewent to Koko Head, and found the-place where 
that particular trufik was hidden, and when we Went there we' could 
not find the place, so Alice Hyun talked to the Korean f armer^and he 
directed us to the very particular position Where the trunk was hidden, 
and I did all the digging, and we displayed the books, around the hole, 
and Kimoto and I decided that these books should be burned, because 
useless for further use. ' ,, ... . „ * M 

Mr. TAvenner. Were they Communist publications * . ; 

Mr Iztjka. All of them were Communist books, and I further said 
that these books should not have been burned, in the first place, because 
there is nothing un-American about having these books, but, anyway, 
we decided 'to destroy or -burn the books,- and it happened that Alice 
Hyun did not smoke, and Kimoto does not smoke, and I did not smoke; 
and we told Alice to go to the farmer's house to get a match, and 
Kimoto ahd I wanted to pick up brush and get some old Kiawe tree 
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wood, arid we were preparing to buta the books, when some^ovem- 
meht agents came o*er right away, niid they said that three of us were 
under arrest, 

Mr, Tavenneh. 1 Who were the-Goveriiineiit agents who appeared on 
the scene? ' . ^ 

Mr. -^itniA. I remember one*particularfy well, Mr. Everett All Fook

Mr. Tavennei*. This trunk was located at.Koko Head, I under- 
stood you to say. 

Mr, Izuxa. That is right It is about 2 miles from the main high- 
way, in Koko Head Valley. 

' Mr. Tavenner. How far is that from Honolulu? 

Mr. Izuxa. Well, I don't know particularly , about how many miles, 
but I presume it is about 35 minutes' ride from here, in the car.

1 said that after we were ordered to go in the car, we were told by the 
officers that we have to go to the Dillingham Building, and go through 
som6 investigation, and we stayed there for ubout 5 to 6 hours, .and Mr. 
Ah Fook did some questioning about my Communist Party- affilia-: 
tions. He asked rhe if I am a Communist^ and I said "No," and he 
asked me if I believed in the overthrow of -the American form of gov* 
emment by force and violence, so I— I told him, "What do you mean? 
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How do you define communism ? I may answer 'Yes,' or c $fo, J accord- 
ing to* how you define the meaning of communism." And he got mad 
at me, and he said, * ( WeIl, you Commies are always the same, the^same 
kind of a question, and the same kind of an answer," and, of course, he 
could not put nothing 0v6r me, and anyway, we were still, and, while 
still, until they have some other witnesses that they can examine, and 
we were released around 10 o'clock that evening. 

Mj\ Tayenner. Now, did Jack Hall have occasion to talk to you 
about this incident ? 

_ a ilivIztrnA, Well, as soon as we were released, the nest day, some 
time, and I went to -Jack Hall's place, and we reported, and, oh, he 
got mad, and he said that ; he says that : "Like you, Kimoto j especially 
like you. ^ You.were hidden up to' now, and why is it you pulled such 
a foolish incident/ 5 you know, "that is going to be known, not only to 
the public but to the Government -agencies," and at that time Kimoto 
told me: "Well, might as well we be known Communists, since Gov- 
ernment officials have our picture and everything," and so I told 
KSmoto at that time, I told him, "that is nothing, to be known Com- 
munist, if we are sincere ; we are honest in our convictions." I said, 
"If people going to prove whether we were no-good citizens, if — but, 
we have proven ourselves that we have self-respect, and we believe in. 
honesty and truth," and I said, "it is nothingto be scared of, being 
known Communist," and at that time I told Kimoto that "I am not 
scared*" 

Mr. Tavenner, But Jack Hall was very mad because 

Mi\ Izuka. Well, Jack Hall was really mad, and he says, "We 
have to get together and really discipline Peter Hyun, and Dr. 
Eeinecke, for doing things like that," but Peter Hyun at that time was 
running away, and they could not get him to criticize his actions, and 
I was very interested, and always asked Jack Hall and Kimoto what 
happened, and what results of criticizing Peter Hyun for taking that 
action^ and he said that Peter Hyun will not attend meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, 1 am anxious to know exactly the reason that 
Jack HalLassigned for his being mad about thisjncident? 

Mr* IzuxA. Well, he was mad because we. were caught, r^dhanded^ 
and find this evidence out there, and he said it was a foolish move^on 
the,part of the people, like Kiraoto,* who actually mastered Marxism,, 
and he says that don't know how people like Kimoto, how he 
take 1 - action like that," and he was mad, but, of course, he could not 
blame Kimoto about it, :but the blamfc. should lie; in- both* Peter Hyuii 
and Dr. Reinecke. 

Mr. Tavenner. But he was disturbed because their identity sis Com- 
munistsihad-become known publicly,isn J t that right i: , 
< Mr.IzufcA. WeD,thatisprobablycorrect^ 

Mr:. Taven ner. Had ;he, at that time, made it 'known, publicly, that 
he* was a member of the Communist Party— I mean Jack Sail % 

Mr. Izuha: Jack Hall, never- did admit that he was, a member of 
the'Commuriist Party. 

- Mri Tavenmjr,, Do you know whether he has denied that he was a> 
meniberof the Communist Party, publicly? 

Mik-IzuKA. I read in 'the- papers, many, many ^times^ that :he:says.

Mr. Tayenner. Do you know whether Dr. Eeinecke was ever disci- 
plined for violation of Communist instructions about tlie destruction 
of this material? . , 

Mr. Tztttca. Well, he accepted criticism, and well, he admitted that 
it was a mistake. . ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now after these things occurred at Koko Head, 
were the discussion groups continued ? 

Mr. Izuka. After that the discussion groups were dissolved. # ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you have told us about the party disbanding 
at the attack on Pearl Harbor, when was the Communist Party re- 
activated in "the Territory of Hawaii? 

Mr. Izuka. During the war, when the American, forces were drag- 
ging the Japanese and the Germans.back and back, toward the homes, 
toward the homeland, and we got more civilian rights restored, for the 
civilians, and then at that time we were instructed that. the Com- 
munist Party should be reactivated, and Jack Hall, IQmoto, and 
Kawano met together and they suggested who — who should be con- 
tacted to be members -and be dues-paying members again. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall the date of the reactivation? 

Mr. Izuka. Oh, I believe it waLs some time in November 1945., 

Mr. Tatonner. How were you employed at that time? 

Mr. Izuka. At that time I was working for the Army, United States 
engineers, at base yard 6. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you know what instructions were given m 
connection with the reactivation of the party, in November 1945 ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well 

Mr. Tavenner. And where they came from? 

Mr. Izuka. I don't know how it came. I presume it came from 
California, because we were told that the party must be reactivated, 
and they had orders the party must reactivate; through some couriers, 
I believe. * 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us what you mean by couriers. 

Mr. Izuka. They are the people who work on the ships, that travel 
between Honolulu and San Francisco, and important messages are not 
written in letters, or in any form of a written statement; it is orders 
that come from San Francisco, from and by seamen who actually work 
on ships. They are the ones who bring the instructions in their heads 
to local party leaders. 

Mr. Taveitner. Do you think that these instructions were received 
in that manner? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes ; I believe it was in that procedure. The party was 
ordered to reactivate. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who informed you, individually, that such instruc- 
tions had been received? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, I heard Jack Kimoto, Jack Hall, and Kawano 
mention that we had orders that we must reactivate. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you tell the committee how the party 
was reorganized in November 1945 ; that is, the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Izuka. At the time of reorganizing the Communist Party they 
suggested— Hall, Kawano, and Kimoto, and I think Eeinecke— sug- 
gested that the party should be divided into trade-union groups, which 
represent, I mean, it is not trade-unions, but CIO groups, ILWU, CIO 
groups in one fraction, and miscellaneous Communist Party members 
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of the union in one fraction, and white-collar workers in one fraction^ 
and ihe ^HrVcolIar workers to meet at Dr. Reinecke's home, and the 
ILWTJ^CIO party members, to meet at the home of either Kimoto, or 
any p£h'H* p^^y member. 
Mr. ''TAyEwjnwt "At whose home? 

Mr. I£uka. Air. Jack Kimoto, or any other party member, whose 
homes are available, and I was instructed that since I do not belong 
to this ILWU any more, that I should attend the party fraction of 
miscellaneous unions, which includes machinists and carpenters, and 
white— not white-collar, but union leaders, welfare men, and any other 
independents, and I was instructed that I should meet at Elizabeth 
Bristow's home, in WaikikL 

Mr, Tavennek, How do you spell that? Is that B-r-i-s-t-o-w? 

Mr. Izuka. Ycs-sir. 

Mr. Ta vender. Who advised you you should go down to the meet- 
ings at Elizabeth Bristow's home? 

Mr. Izuica. Jack Hall had instructed that lie sliould contact me, 
and at the time of reactivation Jack Hall took the leading role in our 
particular fraction or branch* 

Mr. ,Tavenhtir, Now, will you tell us who comprised the member- 
ship of this miscellaneous fraction that you were a member of? 

Mr. Izuka, At the first meeting, when we got together, we elected 
officers, and Jack Hall was elected chairman and Mr. McElrath was. 
elected, I believe it was, educational program, and Eialph Voss- 
brink 

Mr. Tavenher. Is that V-o-s-s-b-r-i-n-k? 
Mr, Izuka. That is correct. 
Mr. Tavennbr, Go on* 

Mr. Izuka. I was elected as — the literature committee^ and I was 
elected treasurer. 

Mr. Taveniosr. How many individuals were in this miscellaneous 
group at the time of its organization? 

Mr, Izuka, Of course, I myself at that time, I was engaged in 
organizing Army workers, so I came under this independent union,, 
and Imor: 

Mr. Tavemtiir. I-m-o-r-i? 

Mr. Izuka, Koichi Imori, he was together with me, representing- 
independent unions, and Ernest Arena represents the drydock work- 
ers, together with Ralph Tokunaga and Frank Thompson, and he 
represents the international officers, and like Lou Goldblatt, but he 
also came under the miscellaneous group, like jack Hall, and McElrath. 
comes under the miscellaneous group. 

Mr. Tavenner. Those were people who met with you in the mis- 
cellaneous group fraction of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, at Mrs. Elizabeth Bristow's home. 

Mr. Tayenner. As secretary-treasurer of the organization, what 
were your duties? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, since I had no responsible role in the union 
activities, they said that I should take charge of the money, and they 
elected me as treasurer, and I collected the dues, and the dues, in 
return, go to Dr. Keinecke, who is the treasurer of the entire terri- 
torial central committee, which SO percent goes to the territorial 
central committee, and 20 percent stays to the local fraction. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Did you keep records of the payments of member- 
ship dues? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, I kept records, because I had to do that, because 
even many Communist Party members they do not want to pay dues. 
One time, I know, Mr. McElrath owed about, almost 6 months 5 dues, 
and he won't pay, and I always check on him and I said, "How about 
your dues, you are back? Tou should be disciplined." And one time 
he take out his weekly check, and tell me, if I can change the check, 
and I said I can't, and the second time he take out a $20 bill, and I 
took it, and I deducted about 6 months 5 dues at one time, and gave 
Mm the rest. 

Mr. Tavenintbr. So Mr. McElrath paid up ? 

Mr. Izuka. That is the reason I have to keep records; otherwise 
I cannot check up who paid, and who did not pay, and the only way 
I can check up who paid or not is through the stamps, and we issue 
no receipts, and they pay $2 and I give them one stamp, a green, 
stamp, and' a yellow stamp, and I see — I say to show me your card, 
and when I see there is no stamp, and so then, "you have to pay, 55 and 
I have it on my card, and actually find out whether they pay or not, 
and that is the reason- 1 kept th^it card. That is for my own informa- 
tion. ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Is this the card to which you refer ?' 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, this is the card. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain it to the committee. 

Mr. Izuka. This card is dated; this card begins from November 
1945, and at that time, and since I have to keep this, for these dues, 
this is kept in code, and I use Japanese figures, and I use Russian 
figures, and English figures. 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of a figure do you use for Mr. Mc- 
Elrath? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, I use a Russian "M" for Mr. McElrath, and I use 
a Russian "H 55 for Jack Hall, and I use a Russian "T 55 for Thomp- 
son, and I use a Japanese alphabet for Jeanette Nakama, and a Japa- 
nese alphabet for Koichi Imori, and I use, in my case, I use my English 
name, "I 55 because I was not afraid of being known Communist, and 
it indicates the party book number, the party- book number in 1945, 
and mine were 74515, but in this party card, in 1946, those members 
who receive a 1945 party card, carried over the party card to 1946, 
and new members, who were recorded in 1946 had used a party card 
from their members, or set, who had before a 1945 card. ■ 

Mr. Tavenner. What is the lowest number, and the highest number, 
over the period of time for which you kept the records ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, the lowest number- is 74515, and the highest num- 
ber is 91633. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, was a different serial number given for the 
year 1946 than for 1945 ? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, that's -right; 1945 we had different serial num- 
bers, and 1946 we have new serial numbers. 

' Mr: Tavenner. Therefore, you cannot accurately determine the 
membership by those party book numbers? 

' Mr. Izuka. Oh, that is about — yes, that's right. The accurate 
membership could be recorded only in Dr. Reinecke's book, because 
as far as I am concerned, I am responsible for only our fraction. 
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Mr. Ta^tenjster. Now 5 will you explain every ^other item> that ap- 
pears. You have explained the method by which you designated the 
members of your group. Now, what is the other information that 
appears on the card? 

Sir* Izuka. Well, in 1945 , and December 1945, and the first line, yoii 
see, this is one and one, which represents a dollar, for a dollar dues* 
Anybody who earns below $60 a week pays a dollar dues, and any- 
body that receives fceyond $60 pays $2 dues, so where you 
see these figures one and one, and two and two, and on the extreme 
right you will see 50 cents, that is the initiation fee, which we collect 
together with the party dues [indicating], 

Mr. Taveniter, Now, from the beginning, from the very beginning, 
of that list, read the name of each person appearing as a member, and 
the amount of dues collected from the individual. 

Mr, Izuka. The first name is Russian "A"; book number is 74515 j 
dues are $1 for the month of November ; $1 for the month of Decern 
ber, and on January 1, January of 1946, he got the rest, $2; he got a 
raise in pay, so he paid $2, and June 1946 

Mr. Tavenner, Just a minute, whose name does that indicate 
Eussian "A"? 

Mr. Izuka. This is Ernest Arena. The next is Russian f< B" which 
represents Ralph Vbssbrink. He earns beyond $60, so he pays dues 
of $2, and the next is Japanese alphabet, Naka, which represents 
Jeanette Nakama, and she was recorded on April 1946, and she earns 
less than $60, so the dues are $1. The next alphabet is Russian "H" 
which stands for Jack Hall, and the book number is 74519, gad he 
earns beyond $60, so he paid $2 to June 1946. And the next is Eng- 
lish "P 5 which represents, or means that it is less than $60, and I pay 
$1 dues. Russian "M," which stands for Robert McElrath, book 
number 74521, and he earns beyond $60, so he pays $2 dues, up to 
J uly ; he paid up to July 1946, And the next is Frank Thompson, who 
is a Russian **T;" and he paid up to March of 1946, and he did not 
pay after that, because he left for San Francisco. And the next is 
Japanese alphabet, which signifies Tokunaga, 

Mr. Tavenneh. What Tokunaga? 

Mr, Izuka. Ralph Tokunaga, and lie became a member on December, 
and he earns less than $60, so his dues are $1. The next ntimber is 
English "O" which represents Vossbrink, He was recorded on Feb- 
ruary, February 1946, and he makes beyond $60, so he pays >%2 dues, and 
the next is Japanese alphabet Oktihara. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is the first name? I am sorry, I didn't get it, 
Mr. Izuka. Oh, I cannot recall his first name, I have only his last 
name, Okuhara. 

Mr. Tavenneh. Is that spelled ^ 

Mr. Izuka, O-k-u-h-a-r-a. He was recorded on June 1946, and paid 
2 months' dues, June and July. The next figure represents Japanese 
words, signifying "Vpallie Ho. He did^not pay no dues, because we 
were working on liis transfer card f rom'San Francisco. At -that time / 
he was assistant business agent to Rudy Eskovitz. The next alphabet \ 
is Russian "D" and that refers to Dave Thompson, who is at present 
educational director for the ILWU. He also was waiting lor his 
transfer card. 

Mr. Tavenneh. How many months did he pay? 
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Mr. Izuka. He did not pay, because— the party in Hawaii was 
awaiting for his recommendation from San Francisco. At that time 
all I got— I just got his book number, and I did not know muph 
about Dave Thompson. Later on, ,as' I will explain to you, about 
Dave Thompson, why I put his initials and number down. The next 
alphabet is Russian P, and that stands for Peggy Uesugi, an d she 
is office clerk for, I believe, the secretary-treasurer of the ILWU. 
The next, the Japanese alphabet stands for Uesugi, Donald Uesugi, 
the husband of Peggy Uesugi, and they did not pay dues. They were 
under scrutiny, and the^ had to go. through Marx?s beginner course. 
Mr .Tavenner. What is the name of that beginner's course ? 
Mr. Izuka. Marx Beginner's Gourse. The name is Marx Begiji- 
ner's Course. The next figure represents Pauline Kosenthal. She was 
office manager at thelLWU, and she also is waiting.for her transfer 
card, and the- report from San Francisco of her activities in the Com- 
munist Party of San Francisco. 

The next figure is in Japanese words, and represents Abe. The 
Abes came from the mainland. * 

The next figure is,too, Japanese figure., This.represents Mrs. Carol 
Abe, and at the bottom is a. Russian B, and that signifies Elizabeth 
Bristow, wKo paid dues for the month of— no, November and De- 
cember, and left on January, for New York. This is about all of the 
cards. * 

Mr. Tavkktner, Now, why is-it that the date of January 1946, seems 
to be the last date on which you credited payments: to any of these 
members? . . 

Mr. Izuka. Well, I did that because in 1946, some time around 
June anly July, we were told that the party, then we were getting 
larger, and the records were getting bigger and we- cannot meet at one 
place, and it is the practice of the Communist Party that no more than 
10 to IS members should meet in one branch, or approximately that, 
and that is the reason why the executive board should insist that all 
the fractions should split up in various-communities, instead of three, * 
and they decided that each branch to be split up by districts. For 
instance, the ILWU, CIO group should be broken up into McCabe, 
Hamilton & Kenny branch, and Castle & Cooke branch, and the sugar 
and pineapple in one branch. And, Dr. Eeinecke's branch should be 
broken up into the Manoa group, the Moiliili group, and the Kaimuki 
group, and the Wailriki branch should, be split up into Manoa group, 
Moiliiligroup and the Punchbowl group, and the Puunui group, they 
met at my home, at the time of the breaking .up of the branches in 
various districts. * 

Mr. Tavenner. I desire to offer this record in evidence, and mark it 
as "Exhibit, Izuka, No. 12:" 
Mr. Walter. It will be so marked and received. 6 
Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you state a moment ago that 80 percent of 
the dues that were received were remitted to the .central committee 
of the-Communist Party in the Territory of Hawaii ? 

Mr. Izuka. Before the action wsls took, we had a discussion in our 
branch that the 20' percent left should be transferred to the central 

committee, and I was told by Dr. Eeinecke that I should be-. that 

I should pay him the total-amount left.

Mr. Tavenner. Which would be 80 percent ? 

Mr. Izuka. No, that 80 percent goes to the central committee, and 
then thebranch holds 20 percent. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Now, then to whom do you remit ; make 
your remittances^ when you give it to the central committee ? 

Mr. Izuka. The money was paid to Dr. Eeinecke. 

Mr. Walter. Mr. Tavenner, I suggest you subpena Dr. Eeinecke's 
records, 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. ^Chairman, Dr. Eeinecke has been subpenaed as 
a witness, and we will carry out your directions with regard to his 
records. 

Mr. Izuka. And, that 80 percent that goes to -the central committee, 
part of that goes to the national committee, and the State committee, 
and part to the national committee. At this time when our branch was 
not liquidated, but was broken up to the various groups, we had 20 
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percent left in our treasury, and I was told that money was to go to 

the central the territorial central committee, and if I am not 

mistaken, at that time when I saw Dr. Reinecke at the ILWU head- 
quarters, I told him that I was instructed to pay the balance of 20 
percent to the central committee, and whether he wants it in cash or 
check, and he requested that a check will do all right, and at that time 
I wrote a check out, and he had a stamp. 

Mr* Tavennek. To whom did you make the check payable? 

Mr. Izuka. He told me to make the check payable to him. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you herewith a check drawn on the Bishop 
National Bank, King-Smith Street branch, dated July 13, 1946, pay- 
able to John E. Reinecke, in the amount of $45,10, -and signed by you, 
and endorsed on the back thereof with the name of John E. Reinecke. 
Will you examine that check and state whether or not that is the check 
to which you referred? , 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, this is the check which I wrote to Dr. Eemecke; 

Mr. Tavenneh. That was for to represent what money? 

Mr. Izuka. That was the balance which I was told that should be 
given to Dr. Heinecke, as he is the treasurer of the territorial central 
committee. 

Mr. Tavenner, I desire to offer the check in evidence, and desire 
to mark it "Izuka, .Exhibit No. 13." 
Mr. Walter. Let it be marked and received in evidence.

Mr. Tavennek. I hand you another paper, with insertions appearing 
thereon, and ^skyou to tell us what that is. 

Mr. Iz^jka. Well, this was for my own reference, I kept a record 
of dues paid b>- each member, which I entered into the card. In 
other words, it is something of a sort of keeping my records straight, 
to check up, who paid the dues for so many months, and concerning 
the initiation fees and 80 percent that goes to Dr. Reinecke, and 20 
percent that goes to our local branch. 

Mr. Tavenstek. Do those figures appear in your own handwriting? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes ; this is in my own handwriting. 

Mr. Tavenster. I desire to offer the paper in evidence, and mark 
it "Izuka, Exhibit No. 14." 
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Jfr* Walter. Without objection, it will be marked and received/' 
Mr. Tavenser* Now, you have testified that when these dues are 
paid to you tliat you issue stamps, which would be entered in the 
party book, Prom what source did you obtain these stamps? 

Mr. Izuka. On any dues received, to start out with, we have to 
report to Dr. Beinecke that we have so many members, with those 
$2 dues, and so many members, party members who pay $1 dues, and 
we have to have $2 stamps and $1 sbimps, so after the first payment 
I gave Dr. Reineeke an amount of work in $2 dues and $1 dues, and 
in return h& gives me the stamps, und that stamp is stamped in that 
particular card* 

Mr. Tayenner, Now, did you make all your remittances to Dr. 
Beinecke by check, or did you pay him on occasion in cash? 

Mr. Izuxa. My monthly payments were all through cash, at either 
his home, or at the ILWU headquarters on pier 11. On the last 
money I paid, which was the balance, the total of the 20 percent for 
the past 8 months, was made out in checks, but the monthly remittances 
was in cash, 

Mr, Tavennek. What was your reason for paying the balance by 
check? 

Mr, Izuka. That was not my— I asked Dr. Beinecke, how he wants 
the money to be paid, "Do you want it in cash, or do you want it in 
check?" And he said, "Well, make it in check," payable to him and 
this took place in the Marine Cooks and Stewards' office, at pier 11. 
and I borrowed his pen, and at that time I remember, it was in grceir. 
ink, and I Wix>ts it out in his name. 

Miv Tavenwec Was that about the time you left the Communist 
Party, did you not? 

Mr, JtfoxA. Fo ; at that time I did not. 

Mr. TAvElfN.BR. Now, you mentioned a moment ago that the mis- 
cellaneous group began to grow, and it split up, as I understand you^ 
or divided into groups. Will you tell us about that? 

Mr, Izuha. Our branch was split up; our membership, some of 
them were a Punchbowl fraction; some were a Manoa fraction, and 
some were a Kaimuki fraction, and some were a Puunui fraction. 
The ILWU fraction was split up into sugar and pineapple branchy 
or fraction, and the McCabe fraction, or branch, and the Castle & 
Cooke branch. The Kaimuki fraction was divided up into the Puunui 
branch, and the Punchbowl branch, and the Manoa branch. That is 
all. 

Mr* Tavebtner. Do you know how many branches you have named ? 

Mr, Izuka. There is the Kaimuki branch, the Moiliili branch, the 
Manoa branch, the Puunui branch, and the sugar and pineapple 
branch, and the McCabe branch, and Castle & Cooke branch, and that 
is seven, in Honolulu itself. 

Mr. Tatonner. Now, to which branch did you go ? 

Mr. Izuka. Since IJive in the Puunui section, we decided that we 
meet— the Puunui branch meet at my house. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who was chairman of that branch? 

Mr, Izuka. At that branch we elected Ralph Vossbrink as our chair- 
man, and Willis Wong as our treasurer. 

Mr. Tavenner. You speak of the Kaimuki group. Is that the 
correct pro nunciation? What is the correct pronunciation? 
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Mr. Izuka. Kai-mu-kee.. ■ 

Mr. Tavenner. Who was chairman of that group? 

Mr. Izuka. The chairman of the Kaimuki group was Dr. Eeinecke. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know the names of any of the other officers 
of that group? „ 

Mr. Izuka. I don't recollect, but I know that Mrs. Eeinecke belongs 
to that group, and Henry # 

Mr. Tavenner. Just a moment, you are getting a little too rapid. 
Would you name them over again, please ? 

Mr. Izuka. Dr. Eeinecke was chairman of that group, and Mrs. 
Eeinecke was a member of that group, and I am sorry, I mentioned 
Henry, but he was a member of our branch; he lives at Puunui, and 
Ernest Arena belonged to that group for a short while, and he later 
on— he wa s transferred to the Moiliili branch, and Peggy Uesugi also 
belongs to the Kaimuki branch. 

Mr. Tavenner. Peggy Uesugi? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are there others that you can name? 
/ Mr. Izuka. I know the Manoa group chairman was Mrs. McElrath, 
v and that tlie members in that particular group were Jack Hall, Frank 
Thompson, Dave Thompson, Mrs. Hall. 

Mr. Tavenner.. Now, you have mentioned Frank Thompson several 
times. Will you tell us more about him ; what was his occupation, then, 
and now, if you know ? 

Mr. Izuka. At that time Frank Thompson was international repre- 
sentative, representing Louis Goldblatt, and as a field organizer. 

Mr. Tavenner. Field organizer for what? 

Mr. Izuka. For the ILWU in the Territory of Hawaii, and at pres^ 
ent I don't know what— I know he is not in Hawaii, but he went back 
to his city in California, and I don't know what his job is— his present 
job is now. 

Mr. Walter. Mr. Tavenner, I think this would be a good time tor 
a recess, and the committee* will stand in recess for 5 minutes. 
(Following the recess, the hearing was resumed at 3 : 45 p. m.) 
Mr. Walter. The hearing will be in order. 
Eesume, Mr. Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Izuka, you were telling us at the time of the 

recess about the membership in the Kaimuki 

Mr. Izuka. Kaimuki. 

Mr. Tavenner. group. How many, in all, constituted the 

membership of that branch, according to, your best recollection? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, I was told that each branch should not get more 
than from between 10 and 12 members to each branch. If a branch 
acquire more membership, then they have to break away in more 
groups. 

Mr. Tavenner. So you have told us seven different branches were 
formed by them on the island of Oahu ? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right _ . 

Mr. Tavenner. And the membership in every branch, I mean the 
membership was 10 to 12 in each of those 7 branches? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. That was in 1946? 
Mr. Izuka. 1946.

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you have referred to the names of these 
various branches. 
Mr. Izuka. You mean the names of the branches ? 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Izuka. Kaimuki branch, Moiliili branch, Manoa branch, Punch- 
bowl branch, Puunui branch, Castle & Cooke branch, McCabe, Hamil- 
ton & Benny. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, just a minute. You said Castle & Cooke 
branch. 

Mr. Izuka. Well, that represents the Castle & Cooke stevedoring 
employees. 

Mr. Tavenner. Does that mean that the membership of that branch 
was made up of the employees from that concern ? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. The employees working for Castle & 
Cooke stevedoring company. 

Mr. Tavenner. And which at that time meant only 10 members? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. That is right, of the particular Castle & Cooke 
employees, and anybody who is a member of the ILWU, at the same 
time a member of the Communist Party, belongs to that particular 
Castle & Cooke branch. And McCabe, Hamilton & Eenny stevedoring 
employees should belong to the McCabe-Hamilton branch. 

Mr. Tavenner. And when you used that name, it was merely a 
name to designate the Communist Party insofar as it was made up of 
members from that source of employment? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. 

Mf; Tavenner. Now, you used the term a while ago of "CIO- 
IL WU." I think that was at the time you said there was a miscellane- 
ous group in the CIO and the ILWU group. And still a third <rroup. 
Am I correct in that? ' to r 

Mr. Izuka. That group was before we split it up. That was the 
original branch. Originally, when we were- ordered to reactivate, we 
reactivated in three separate groups. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Izuka. The Kaimuki group, the ILWU-CIO group 

TT ¥ r ; T ^^ NNER * Just a miiru te., Explain what you mean by the 
ILWU-CIO group. 

Mr. Izuka. This was during the time when we were ordered to 
reactivate. Everybody who belongs to the CIO-ILWU group at the 
time of reactivation should belong to that particular group. 

Mr. Tavenner. And you just used the name 

Mr. Izuka. "Miscellaneous." 

Mr. Tavenner. Of this CIO-ILWU to designate the members from 
that group who were in the Communist Party? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. That means they are members of the ILWU. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at that time approximately how many con- 
stituted the entire membership of the ILWU-CIO branch, when the' 
party was reactivated ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, during that time I think it was about^-not 
exactly— but from 12 to 15. 

t Mr. Tavenner. 12 to 15. Now, what was the other branch ? I be- 
lieve you said there were 3, did you not ? 
Mr. Izuka. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the name of the third branch ? 
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Mr. Izuka. The second branch is the Kaimuki branch, which, 
Keinecke represents, and the other one was this miscellaneous branch. 
This miscellaneous branch consisted of the OIO union, two- unions, 
like the Marine, Cooks and Stewards Union, the Marine Drydock 
Workers Union. Like McElrath and Ernest Arena and Kalph 
Tokunaga, who represents the CIO— not the ILWU group but the 
drydock and bakery, machinists independent, carpenters', union. And 
like Frank Thompson, David Thompson, and Kosenthal. They come 
under the miscellaneous group. m % 

Mr; Tavenher. Approximately how many in this miscellaneous 
group were employees or were members of these unions you have just 
mentioned? 

Mr. Izuka. Ernest Arena and McElrath belongs to the drydock and 
bakery workers, bakery union, and Okuhara represents the carpenters' 
union. Koichi Imori represents or at that time represented the inde- 
pendent union. I believe that is about all. 

Mr. Tavenner. You stated "represented various unions." What 
did you mean by that? 

Mr. Izuka. For instance, Koichi Imori, he represents the machinists 
union. 

' Mr. Tavenner. When you say "represents, do you mean that ne 
was a member of that union or that he had been elected by the union 
in some way in a representative capacity ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, Koichi Imori was a business agent. He was a 
business agent for the international association of machinists union; 
he was also a short-time business agent f or the teamsters union. 

Mr. Tavenner. But he was a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Izuka. I did not mean that he actually represented the union, 
but he actually represents as a party member from that particular 
craft. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, did you mean to say, when you 
refer to a person being from a certain union, to, say that he was a 
member of that union and also a member of the- Communist Party ? 

Mr. Izuka. Of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is what you mean? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, that is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. But he was not in any sense representative of a 
union, an elected representative to the Communist Party? 

Mr. Izuka. No. When I mentioned about certain names in con- 
nection with the Communist Party J always refer to him as a member 
of the Communist Party k and not of the particular union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. Actually, those who affiliated with the unions 
represent only a very small fraction 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenn^jr. of the union membership in any one of these 

unions, isn't that true? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes, that is right. The party members of any par- 
ticular branch of the union are the ones that arranges the agenda and 
the business program of a particular union. They meet secretly before 
any general membership meets together, even before the. executive 
board meets together. 

Mr. Tavenner. I don't understand what you said. Will you repeat 
that? 
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Mr. latmA. What I meant is this. That before any bona fide union 
meeting take$ place the Communist Party members get together and 
bring the matter up in the Communist Party fraction meeting, and 
they decide what should be taken up in the executive board of the 
particular union* Then when the executive board decides policies 
and the agenda of the general meeting, and before going there the 
Communist Party prearranges all the business transactions. In other 
words, they are rains behind these ILWU unions in the Territory, 
the Communist Party members. For instance. Jack Hall* he might 
be regional director, but in fact he is Communist Party first* The 
Communist Party comes firstj see? 

Mr, Tatcnker. In other words, by the method that you haye de- 
scribed, a comparatively small handful of Communists who hold 
important positions in a union or any other organization could impart 
the Communist line to that entire organization by decisions ahead of 
their meetings? 

Mi\ Izuka. That is right. Everything is prearranged, and in this 
particular, from my experience, the ILWU, the party members are 
actually the brain trust of any union in the Territory. 

Mr. Tavenm;r; Let's be more specific about that- I am speaking 
now of 1946, at the time "when you were — how long did you remain 
in the Communist Party? 

Mr, Biiuica. Well, I joined in 1938 and I resigned in 1946. 

Mr. Taybn2Tek, 1946, Well, during the time that you were in the 
Communist Party, let's be specific, say in the year 1946, can you tell 
this committee what action of the Communist Party was imparted 
to any union by the method you have described? 

Mr. Izuka.. I can bring out one instance that actually took place at 
Jack Kimoto's home at Makanani Drive, At that time I believe that 
the sugar workers had back pay on wages and hours pending. In that 
particular meeting we had party discussions as to what they should 
do about that $1 } 800, 000 in back wages under the Pair Labor Standards 
Act. At that meeting the party recommended that the money — that 
some party member should make a motion saying that the $1,800,000 
should be used as a strike fund to bolster the position of the 1946 
negotiations. And that meeting was prearranged for the convention 
that wasgoing to be held in Hilo, Hawaii. 

Mr. Taven^ t er. Convention of what union? 

Mr. IztnsiA. ILWU, in Hilo ; that took place in 1946. And the party 
members got together and .arranged what action they should take at 
the convention in Hilo. At that time, of course, that one particular 
party program did not hold true because all the field representatives, 
the workers, in the ILWU wanted the fair labor standards wages, 
the back pay, and they did not want to use that money for the strike 
fund. And when the party members brought the motion up an the 
floor, made a motion, I believe it was Toshikawa Muramoto from 
Kauai who made the motion that $1,800,000 money should be kept in 
reserve as a strike fund to prove to the employers that this money 
was going to be used as a bargaining position on the side of the union* 

Mr* Tatonner. But in this instance, if I understand, the decision 
that had been previously reached by the Communist Party was not 
carried out by the ILWU; it was unsuccessful? 

Mr* Izutca. It was unsuccessful because after the convention was 
held in Hilo, at that particular time, I think instead of the party 
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getting together and coming toone;concl^ 

by the leaders oyer there. 0^cer*Ka>\ r imo Tepo*rted tha% J" ack'Hall got 
drunk and McElrath got drunk and everything went haywire and 
nothing concrete could be established; Ajid then after the conyen- 
tion.imet some .of the delegates' were real sore because' the program 
failed and the convention ;did;not come/out-the way the party planned. 

Mr. Tavbnner, That is one instance in which the Commjmist Party 
was unsuccessful. Bo you know* of -.any* instance in 1946 3r when you 
were a. member of* the Communist tarty, when dt-was successful? 
Mr. IzjcrKA; Well, I jmentione^previously-^— ^ „, . - Zm \ 

Mr, Tavenweh. By the methods you &ave described? L ^ v> 

Mr. Iztjka. Previously, I say that during the 1940 10-month strike, 
which was in 1940, 10-month strike,, like Jack .Hall -and McElrath 
ana John Reinecke, John Reinepke said'.that : the Honolulu local, 
1JLWU local, should sympathize in the strike with Port Allen local, 
and Jack Kawano-did ^ot^wantHcinoltilu local -to be, involved in that 
sympathetic.strike,. And they had a conflict between Jack Hall and 
McElrath and Reinecke and the Kawano group. And they could not 
get this- thifrg'thrashecl out, ,so what they did,, they balled an- executive 
board meeting^ the Communist-Party and they, thrashed this thing 
Out :and finally they ■ agreed that the Honolulu local; being so weak 
as.it isj: should not sympathize with the'Pqrt Allen strike-^month-^

Mr. Tavbnnisr. In bther wordsj-ygu mean ; to .state that this was ; ari 
example of the efforts that ^vere^made by tlie^fioinmunist party-^- 
Mr* Izuka. Y.es/_ - - 

Mr* Tavenner, To impose, its will and its decisions upon unions,* 
members, of which were members of the Communist Party ,? 
Mr. Iztjica, That is right. 

Mi\ Tavenner. What type -of membership of the various unions 
and other organizations did^the Communist Party endeavor to induct 
into the Oommunist Party?' I mean by that, was it a campaign 
established for the rank-and-file 1 memberships of .these organizations 
or was it an effort to capture the leadership in these "various organi- 
zations? . 

Mr- Izuka. Do you mean what activity- the party members stood in 
capturing officers of the political party or some, kind of organization l i 

Mr. Tavenneh. jNo. I mean in- recruiting membership from these 
various organizations* Was any special effort made to recruit mem- 
bership from the leadership of these, organizations or merely to be 
contented with the rank and file membership % > 

Mr. Izttka^ I don't get that question clearly, 

Mr. Tave^ner, Yes. I will repeat it. The Communist Party 
made a constant drive for membership, did, it not ? 
Mr. IztniA, That is right* 

Mr* Tavenner. In m'aking this drive for membership, did it en- 
deavor to solicit those who were in the position of leadership in the 
various unions and other organizations of the Territory or did they 
merely content themselves with the attempt to solicit the rank and 
(ile members of those other organizations? 
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Mr* Izuka, Wellj their main-point or*driye is to try*£b' get -tbe lead- 
ership, the leaders of ; that particular organization, and not 'the entire* 
rank and file members'. 

Mr. Tavenker: Doyob recall attending a- meeting of the executive 
central committee' of the Gommuiiist Party in 1946, at which time the 
Hawaii Youth for Democracy was discussed ? 

Mr. IzimA, Yes. 

Mr. T Avenjstbr; Who were present at that meeting^? 

Mr, Izuka. At thafrmeeting the members^resent were Jack Kimotoj 
Charles Fujimqto, Eileen Fttjimoto, David Hyun, John 1 Reinecke, 
Jack Kawano, Mrs. McElrath. 
> How'many w&s that? 
1 (The answer was -read by the reporter.) 
* Mr. Isuisa. Do you 'have Jack Kimoto? 
■' The Reporter. Yes. 

Mr. Izujea, That is about all. Oh, Ralph Vossbrink. 
; Mr. Tavestner. WMt Occurred at that meeting, if anything, that 
you recall?, 

' Mr. Izukav Well, at that meeting they said thai since ^ that- particu- 
lar -branch, they did hot have an active part in their union, that they 
should try to work with the Hawaii Youth for Democracy to build 
that organization up.

Mr. Tavenner. In your testimony a few moments ago, Mr. Izuka^ 
you talked about thfeinfluence and^ffect of the Communist Party upon 
lab'Or unions; and I frankly did not understand just to what extent 
you meant the Communist Party was in a position to affect Or influence 
labor unions. I wisli you would explain what you meant. I think 
you used the 1 term, in describing it, as "any labor union." What, did 
you mean? 

'Ml' Izuka. Well, in this particular case I mean that where the 
TTjWTT union exist, the ILWU does not in a union like, for instance^ 
the A, I\ of L. union in Honolulu, I don't think they have many Com- 
munists in the A. F. of L. union. But when you mention Communists 
taking the leading role — — + 

Mr. Tavenner. Wait a minute* I didn't understand. 

Mr. IztiKA. I said in the A. F. of L, unions they have very few 
Communists taking the leading role, but in the ILWU unions the 
Commu nist Party members in the union are a brain trust in the f orm- 
ihg'of the policies- /.Chat means in, the ILWU unions in the Territory. 

Mr. TavenSer. So that is what you referred to when you used the 
term "any union"? 

Mr. Izuka. Yes. I meant particularly about those IliWU unions. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are speaking of the tilnrt in 1946 when you 
were a member or are you 1 speaking of any gsJier tkne^ 

Mr. Izvka* Well, during the time from die time I joined the Com- 
munist Paxty until 1946, and I assume even today they fire an the saddle, 
they are dictating the policies. 

" Mi\ Tatenner. In 1946, I believe you testified that there were 7 
^different groups on this island, of about 10 to 12 members each? 
Mr. Izuka, That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know how many branches there were on 
the other islands in the Territory at that time ? 
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Mr.xIzuKA„ Well, atthatitiine I'wiEis^iiifbimed^liat at-tlikt^tune^tlie 
outside islands had very ^few members &nd>they should&ave one branch 
each: on each island. > • * * ' - * ' " ~ » - H 

Mr. Tavenner. What in your judgment was the total 'membership 
of the Communist Party at thafctim'e, Mr* Izuka ?- j ■ - * * ' > ^" 
- Mr.. Izuka. At the time^ when I resigned l^heaf'd '^^report'that they 
had-about 130 in the whole Territory, the* entire Territory^ * 4 ' 
. .Mr. Tavenner. Now r do you know at.that time what the tot^mem- 
,bership of the ILWTJ was in the Territory ? : ' 

Mr. Izuka. Oh, I heard it represented about' thirty-five f tp forty 
thousand employ ees^-membership: 

Mr. Tavenner* How many ,6f the ILWTJ union 1 aSeitfbers wiere 
members of the Communits Party in your judgment, at th at tim e-? • * 
m Mr. : Izuka. I believe about 90 percent belonged : to tfie ILWTJ.-" " 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean 90 percent of the'*Cominunists members 
belong to the ILWTJ? : 

Mr: Izuka*. Yes. Communist members out of the 130 I mentioned 1 , 
over-90 (percent of ,theme. belong to: the II/WTJ; ^' *?i 

Mr. Tavenner. You testified this morning about the passing -dbwii 
of the party line to the rank and file.of different organisations'. < You 
*wer£ referring, I take it,- to k the-C6mmunist Party line, were~y6'u npti 

Mr.- Izuka. Yes.- ' : That is right/ I was referring' to-^-wheii T say 
"party line" that means, Gommunist Party line. f '» 

Mr. Tavenner. In other' words, members 6f the Commuinst Party 
would decide upon a policy-^- • * 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. \ * 

Mr. Tavenjster. And those Communist Party members wha'were 
leaders in the various organizations would then take that policy of 
the CommunSst Party line to their own organizations ? 

Mr. IzuKA.That is right. Yes,- sir. Because I can give you an 
example. Prior to the time when Earl Browder was the general sec- 
retary of the Communist Party in the United States, at that time 
we had a party line called the so-called labor-management no-strike 
program, and during that time I know that union leaders made friends 
with the bosses and tad a good time, but after the party line changed 
strikes were called in Hawaii, one after another. I think it.started 
t with the party line, the first strike that took place was the dry dock, 

* then it was followed up with the sugar strike, with the pineapple 
strike, and those orders all came from JSan Francisco. It is not a 16cal 
decision because I remember it very clearly, because Frank Thompson 
h told me, and even Lou Goldblatt told me. 

Well, he says, "Izuka, the people in Hawaii cannot get good condi- 
tions, wages, until this struggle ; you have to le&rn through the hard 
way; they have to go through a struggle." And that struggle he 
meant was that the people of Hawaii had to go through a strike. And 
that was the time when the Communist Party changed, when Brow- 
der was kicked out and Mr. Foster took over, and they had a big 
feud in San Francisco during the time of the committee for maritime 
unity, when Joseph Curran had a hot argument with Bridges: 

Mr. Tavenner. .Tell us in what other fieldl of activity the Com- 
munist Party during the period that you were„\a m6mber attempted 
to impart the Communist line to other organizations. 

Mr. Izuka. ,Well, I. remember very clearly about — in 1946— dur.r 
ing' th6 ^sugar Strike, when the J Communist Party— when these leaders 
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iik;e J&qk Hally Kawano* and McElrath and Frank Thompson,, when 
they tri§d tq impbse the ^dorsemenf of such political candidates to 
support them f and during that time I brought a man out in our frac- 
tion*, the Puunui fraction — that ths party should give' decisions^ and 
what the branch should do, during that 1946 sugar strike* And at 
th&t time, they ad a political campaign going ori^ and -nothing was 
reported, #nd Ralph Vossfrrdnlc said, "Well, we should nia;ke up otiiv^ 
we should do as w were told." So nothing happened* And certain 
leaders in the ILWTJ said the^umon should endorse certain candidates, 
so-called PAC caadidatesj for theprimary election* 

Mr. TAYENisTEKi Now, were there any other fields of endeavor in 
^hich the Communist Party attempted to impose its policies and its 
views? 

Mr* Izpka, yp&lly they had a mind to enter — to introduce a con- 
sumers' co-op, 'In Honolulu they organized a consumers' co-op and 
they were instructed that they should infiltrate in the' consumers' 
co-qp and -either control the. co-op lockj stock, and barrel;, or if they 
can't control^ to just try ,and make it so that it cannot organize 
itself* 

t In another instancy the Communist Party was trying to infiltrate 
into this— what is this — Hawaiian Association of Civic Unity. Their 
policy is either rule or destroy. If they ar& in the saddle, well, they 
are in the front, and if they .cannot be in the front, the only thing 
is to sabotage it, jnsfcmakeit so it won't work effectively, 

Mr. Tavennetc. In other words, you have described now the manner 
by which ^ the Communist Party endeavors to control through its 
membership all types of civic endeavor? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, yes; that is right 

Mr* TAVENinstt. And is it not true that their success depends upon 
their ability to bring into the. Communist Party leaders, or to make 
leaders in the various lines of endeavor? 

Mr, Izuka. Oh,.yes; their job is to build leadership. 

Mr, Tavenner. Do you kn&w Jim iTreeman? 

Mr. Izuxa. Yes. 

Mr. Tavennek. Have you attended any Communist Party meetings 
with him? 

Mr, Izuha. After the primary election, sometime in October 1946, 
Jim Freeman was dispatched from California; he was a man that 
California appointed .to be a full-time party functionary in the Terri- 
tory, and his pay should come — half of his salary should be paid 
by the State of California and half of his salary to be paid hy the 
Territorial Communist Party. 

Mr„ Tavenner. How many meetings do you< think you attended 
which he attended? 

Mr. Izuea, I believe I attended two meetings with him in the 
central committee. 

Mr* Taven^nter/Do you recall an incident in which Mrs., Reinecke 
came to you regarding certain advertising? 

Mr, IztmA. Yes, when I attended— when I was instructed to attend 
a Communist Party meeting. Before the meeting started, she asked 
me, well, she said, "The strikers on Kauai are soliciting advertising 
for the strike fund." And he asked me-^-she asked me to donate 
some money, in which that advertising cost a dollar, ghe said that 
I . can write any kind of slogan they would print it. Any amount of 
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moneywould be used for a strike fund. So I paid her a dollar. She 
told me that adwas going to be in this strike bulletin. 
Mr. Tavenner, Well, was it used? 

Mr. Istjka. Well, I thought it was used, but she mailed that ad and 
the money back to me. 
Mr. TavenjNER. What had happened in. the meantime? 
Mr. Iztxka. WelL in the meantime — — 

Mr. Tavennt3r. Between the time that she spoke to you about the 
ad and the collection of a dollar from you, and the time that you 
received the letter from her ? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, during that time I still was a party member. 
That was after the primary election of 1946, during the general 
election. Eight after that, after the meeting, well, after going into 
further detail, why that came about that' she sent this letter'back to 
me. When she solicited my ad, during that executive board meeting^ 
of course, we had terrible trouble about the Political Action Com- 
mittee endorsement, and the whole Territory for instance, from Maui, 
Kauai ? and Oahu, was confused on the issue of the endorsement Take, 
for instance, on Kauai, Maui, and Hawaii, the PAC endorsed all 
Democrats,' except one Republican, and-the rank and filers- were con- 
fused: Why is it that we should have Democrats on one sidej and 
then a Republican on this side. People like me supported labor, and 
he is now district president, Takempto from Mauri; from Kauai, we 
hadMarumoto andJKunemura* All these people that came to Hbnolulu 
to try to see what was the trouble with that endorsement, with' only 
one; Republican taking place in the other island: ' During that time, 
of course, so far as I am concerned, I was working for the army 
engineers^ and I had no part in taking in the union activity. The 
people outside, the delegates^ they found out that they had tp get 
somebody who can-be represented by us to bring this -problem to the 
union leaders, people like'KawanoJ Hall, McElrath, and Goldblatt 
started, to lielp them out, because they requested that* this endorse- 
ment be withdrawn. And they held, a caucuSffat pier 11 meeting,iarid 
X can say that Jack Hall, Goidblatt, and McElrath were worried 
about it. That is the reason why I was^' called in bi^theiGjesitral com- 
mittee that disciplined ine, because I was going against the pa^gp 
leaders, in their program. So. that, is the reason. " why ■ before 5£he 
meeting sta^rte4,vMrs. Reinecke- solicited that <ad,, arJS" during the 
general election,- well, bef ore the general ^ejtion, al^th^^npj^unist 
Party meeting, inthe Cpmmunist Party feting, vfiiep. the meeting 
started, they asked .me/^Well, what ha^^op 1 g(4t 1 tisr l ^ay B abiiut ffte 
endorsement pf Delegate Farringtoh % V ■ " -KlVj/v. - 

So T said the outside island 'delerate^"j^e;riE$$^ 
endorsement, and I tliink.it is. more than proper'Ehat The party coufcl 
riot endorse ho delegates .and let the Democrat candidates fight it for 
themselves r because the outside island delegates wanted it that way. 
Then Jimmy Freeman asked the question, he said, "If there is any 
cause for cfissention among the rank and file on this political issue, I 
think, and the party should withdraw the endorsement of Farring- 
toh." Then Kawario^ .and Jaeli Hall jumped iip on their 'feet, and 
said, "Well, there is no sign — what do you call^there is ho sigh of 
'confusion," and they said 1 everything would' be all right if we endorse 
Farrington. In the meantime we had a discussion^ .Finally Mrs, 
McElrath asked if the motion is ready, the chairman said yes, and she 
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made ^jnotion^thatTfrshe moved-th'at the endorsement of Harrington; 
be retained. They topk a vote,, and: everybody agreed to it*. The 
majority of them agreed that Harrington sliould be endorsed. So 
right after that,, I thought that I didn't belong in the party, because 
the outside delegates wanted to support the Democratic program.; 
The things which I said m the central committee- wa$ notjny personal 
opinion, but the opinion of the. outside dsland delegates. So after that 
decision tookplaee* I went.home> and I wrote ajetter of resignation to 
t^a Communist Party, an&that letter, together with my book, I gave, 
it to Dr. Keinecke. Then, in the general election I went around in 
support of th& Democratic delegate to Congress,, and we went from 
island to. island, and made campaign speeches on every Democratic 
candidate,, and we almost succeeded. In the meantime, Since I took 
opposite- action from the Communist Party, Mrs. Keinecke sent me 
my ad.b^ck and the letter, together with the money. That was after 
the general election. . ■

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eerned, it was not the party's program, and the party should have compelled the 
neutral stand on the dejegateship race, instead of- concurring the recommenda- 
tions of a few union leaders, when- it was know,n definitely, that it was a. mistake 
for endorsement of Farrirtgtph, 

'% Breach of party discipline should a^pTy to all who are not carrying oufc*the 
decision of the party* for the following reasons : How did the union members 
of Hawaii, know theendorsementSHof 2£vaw^ ^Ed ^Yingate,. about 2 months prior 
before the meeting of the endorsement corhmittee in Ilonolulu. 

Even Harry KamQku, according to Fred Low, who told me, Kamoku was 
for Doe Hill in the primary, regardless of the PAC endorsements.

is it right for Jack Halij who after the primary election, failed to convince 
EJiaolfa fr6m Kohala, who is 100 percent for Senator Silva^ £o switch to Keawe 
and Wingate? Failure to convince Hisoalia, Hail told Hisaoka, well you support 
Silva and Wing-ate, and 'to fight Hill, but not jto withdraW the endorsement of 
JTarrington, - 

:3. The^arty admitted the mistake ofendqrsing Harrington during the primary 
election, and at the time said that the delegate race was not the /important 
issue, the important issue is tq elect local representatives and senators, and 
tlie delegate race meant nothing. Who gets elected. But ttie action of the union 
leaders, by -means' of libel leaflets ahd ; 'undemocratic tactics proved otherwise, 
when the voters of Kauai and Maui were switching to Mr. Borthwick, On 
Kauai and Maui no attack was made Or^the leadership, of the ILWU, but to the 
contrary, the strikers were more solidified against the HSPA. The^ strikers 
of Kauai and Maui car* prove this, and even Kimoto can prove this because 
:when Berman and Mr/Borthwick>and Governor spolce on.Kanai at the democratic 
"ineeting, Kimoto was there, . . 

But when the leaflets were distributed on. Kauai libeling 3erman undemo- 
cratic and gangster iactics used ,pn Hawaii ; and when last minute phone calls T to 
Maui, giving orders to Maui union leaders, stating that by voting for Farring- 
ton. the 'Strikers are helping to win the strike. This was the time during the 
campaign on Hawaii that the attack was made at £lootieau Park on Hall an£ 
Kewanp because fouLmeans were started by the union leaders first 

4, At the last executive board meeting before my resignation, the board 
believed that if the endorsement of Farrington will cr,eate distention among the 
workers, the delegate race should be withdrawn. Hall and Kewaho argued very 
strongly that there is nothing to -worry about dissension, and everything will 
be all rrigbt for -the* endorsement of Farrington. I argued my best to convince 
.the board that the outside island voters will vote for Borthwick, because 
nearly every delegate from the outer islands was instructed to investigate on 
/the delegate race oh the question why, only one Republican should be on the 
vPAG endorsement; and why is that economically the- strikers: are fighting 'the 

HBSA, or the "big five " and politically the PAC is supporting Farrington, who 
is one of the representatives of the "big five," and the owner of a L million dollar 
newspaper publication* Mr. Farrington's record, historically sneaking from 
•1982 up to nis editorials were viciously ahthabor, and everything anti-New 
PeaL I thinlt. one' of/the basic principles of the party is to study the historical 
background, and to draw the best conclusion to be the vanguard of the workers, 

5. On Maui and Kau.ai, where Mr + Borthwick, Herman, and the Governor were 
.well received by the PAC and the .Democratic Party, and after their campaign 
'all of L the -candidates won by overwhelming votes, with the exception of Farring- 
ton, K. K, Kara, who led^ by a mere 100 votes in the primary, won by more 
:than-700 s votesTn the general, to. the -support of Berman and Borthwick on.the 
island of Molokaiv 1 Oh Kaua, Tom- Ouye, who: lost out. to Marcalinp (who is- a 
Tery reactionary Republican and'Stooge for H3FA, whom Farrington supported 
*ahd stumped for on Kauai) in the primary by a very small margin sbf Niibau 
votes, got a bigger vote in the*general and was elected even with ali'Niihaii votes 
Tvent to Marcalino, Wher H e Borthwick, Herman, and the Governor spoke for 
£fce Democratic candidates, every candidate anade a good shoivihgy but on the 
-islands of Hawaii and Oahu' where undemocratic and gangster tactics; were used, 
the PAC candidates made a very bad showing. I thinlc this proves that no 
disunity among the strikers were created and all local representatives and.sena- 
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tors were elected overwhelmingly. I further think a good lesson should be 
drawn from the results and the mistakes from the past campaign. 

6. If the leaflet which Kawano signed accusing Berman was correct and had 
convinced the party, I, for one, was willing to go out and campaign for Farring- 
ton, based on the arguments contained in the leaflets, but even the party wasn t 
too sure of the leaflet and kept quiet. The most important argument in favor 
of supporting Farrington were on statehood and appeasement of the Star Bul- 
letin. The members should know what happened to Chamberlain after ap- 
peasing Hitler. I like to know since when the party went for the "umbrella" 
policy. „ 

7. How can the party members build the party stronger, and at the same time 
be the vanguard of the workers by concealing the truth from the working masses.. 
The PAC endorsement of Farrington to the striker and the public was just like 
shoving down triple dose of castor oil down the workers throat which was taken 
reluctantly. When we speak of revisionism and Browderism as reactionary, I 
think over here, we have the combination of the two ; first by forgetting to edu- 
cate the workers in preparation for the strike, and the PAC program, and sec- 
ondly, by collaborating then with reactionary Star Bulletin and Farrington, the 
owner. The last election proved this when the voters gave the vote of confi- 
dence to Borthwick, despite the vicious attack on Berman by the leaflets and 
the attack on the Governor by the Farrington and the Star Bulletin, in other 
words, million-dollar paper and the PAC were against Borthwick, but the people 
and the workers of Hawaii gave their vote of confidence to Borthwick. The peo- 
ple of Hawaii and even the union members were convinced that only through 
the votes and the support of union members in the plantations, saved Farring- 
ton by a mere margin of 8,000 votes in the entire Territory. 

8. In conclusion I wish to remind the party members that by the lessons of 
political economy that we learned that politics, economics, and society must 
go hand in hand and cannot be separated. When the union leaders or anybody 
forgets where the strength of the union lies and forgets to convince the workers 
with the most mightiest weapon for the workers, the truth on all issues with 
time and patience, I think that it is time that something should be done and 
corrected. 

9. To clarify my position, I would like to again enclose a copy of my resigna- 
tion, because I think the full content of my letter was not read in full to all the 
party members, which I think it should be read.

Well, I know that^-not officially^ ,biifc I am sure that it 
hasdncreasediremeridously. Take* for instance, during the last water- 
front strike, by the reaction of the rank and file, *the strikers^prior 
to the strike, and after the strike, -there* was more militants. 

Mr, Mouujeh. I know, but -that is no proof that they are Com- 
munists. 

* Mr, Izuka; Yes. - 

* Mr.. Moulder. Now, you say that the total population in Hawaii is 
approximately 500,000 .peopled 

Mr. Izuka, Thatfs right. 

Mr* Moulder. So that your proportion is far less than the figures, 
according to the. FBI, aiid the report ipf this committee^ as to the 
number >of Communists in the. population ;on the mainland of the 
Uiiited:States, isn?t that so? 

Mr. Izutca, I don't know that. 

Mr* Moulder, I think that is all. 
' Mr,,IzuKA ; I wish to summarize my testimony in a couple of page& 
In conclusion I would like to quote one sentence from the preface ;of 
my pamphlet, "Truth. About Communism in Hawaii;" 

Because, of all that I did ^to istrengthen the Communist Barty? in 
the' days of -my j blindnessj I desire now to^tell you^ the <truth<of my 
experience, whatever ^the jconsequences .may; be to; myself*,-. There, are 
some minor errors in my pamphlet, such as the date: of ;the Hitler 
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attack on Russia, l)ut the many important- facfeJE give r in -my »story 
have never bej&n dispsovedi The Gommimists never brought aJibel 
suit; against ,me, because they knew I was telling the trftth, and 
they feared to face- the acid test in. court,,§o thay put pn ^ big smear 
campaign. They said I was a moron, and that I had received mcmey 
from;the,Big.Five. . . - 

In th e memorandum from Jack Hall to. all, the members, of the 
ILWU, subject: The Izuka Bamphlet, Hall said that "We. now have 

* proved that the pamphlet is part of the bosses 5 plot against our 
union." * - . / . 

He- said Izuka w:as merely a willing pawn in? this plot,, and that 

« ex-Communist Izuka lies when he' says Jack Hall is a G ommnni st. 
Then they issued a. pamphlet entitled "A Mysterious Stranger,;' in 
which Lee Ettleson formerly first president, was .reported to have 
advised the representative of the. Big Five as follows : "Find some 
ex-Communist, give }>\m plenty, give him some money and put his 
name to the pamphlet,, and b.e sure to expose every naiHtant leader 
as; a Red." This pamphlet was just, as such a ; libelous-att^ck on the 
Big Five, especially on. the pineapplja representatives, with; whpm 
Lee Ettleson : did confer, and was attacking theirvpharacter ,and>in- 
tegrity, Justus they attacked mine, ? ,and had a, great influence among 
the employees of both the sugar and pineapple industries, and ,1 was 
held up to scorn and contempt. But, as far as I know,- ;there/was 
never a word of xebuttal or denial from this* representative* of the 
industry.- Their silence ga^ve acoior of plausibility to the accusations, 
that I had been paid to be a traitor to the .labor movement, and to 
my fellow employees, although I never received a cent from -the 
industry for writing ^the pamphlet., I was smeared as a, .filthy/stooge, 
who would sell out f Or 30 pieces qfrsilver. Moreover, ,1 , could not.get 
a- job .from .big industry. My old employer woujd not t giye me my 
former job back, or: eiven-a job as^ a. casual, laborer; Everywhere Lgot 
the ^rush-off. ^here were hundreds v of facts ^alleged in my pamphlet, 
many of which an enterprising newspaper could have checked an the 
public interest. No such check was ever made to my knowledge. 

Today I am an independent ^'oultryman,. barely making a, living, 
but still independent. I believe if those leaders of industry v?ho (pre-^ 
fer* Communists to militant, honest Americans, are maMngc a serious 
„ mistake! They think>and believe that it is easy tp deal with. Commu- 
nists, because in the first place, when the party line is rigl\fy they can 
make deals with them without any trouble. r When the .party: liiie. is 
left, then the employers can throw a big Ked;scare.> 'In,other ; words, 
the^Communists are vulnerable to this type/of employer,, where .Com- 
munists are to be>pr.ef erred to real, Americans.-,* \ •< , 

Some employers are ^no* more honest than; the -CoiiimunistSL They 
approach ^tneir dealings to practice falsity and exploitation. To me, 
such employers; ;as well .as Communists, are<ehemies of our 'country, 
and that is why we will prove, once and for" all, 'that/ when I wrote 
- my pamphlet, I wrote the truths I did it,, Aot* under pressure^but 
t>f -my own*f ree will; It will alsc prove that even .though ^some?' Goirh 
munists occupy key positions, in Hawaii^ largest union, <they% are; -in 
f act, only a handful. 'Once exposed^these;. Communists will lose^much 
of their influence. They are -quick^to? call bother people' liars; itiut ;a 
hearing will prpve thakthey^are Hawaii's expert: liars. Therefore, 
this hearing should assist us in obtaining statehood. 
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' Every "State in the Union :has its Communists^ and their misguided 
followers. Even as a Territory, there has been a more effective and 
longer attack on Communists than in most States, I believe as a 
State the people will be able^to do even a better job. 

Mr. McSwebnj&y, I would like to ask you, how were you selected, 
by what method were you selected to go to San Francisco, to. the meet- 
ing, imd also over to the school in San 'Francisco $ How was that se- 
lection made, by appointments, or were you voted to receive that 
honor? 

Mr. Izuka. Well, usually the method of selecting the members, . pros- 
pects for Communists, they always look into the honesty and* sincerity 
of the worker. If they find* a worker is honest and sincere, and reads 
the pamphlets and leaflets, and the Communists literature, they would 
hot make contact right away^ they give you leaflets <and pamphlets for 
on or about & months, and then they observe whether I can be trusted 
on that. But, then, when I joined the party, Kimoto told me it is a 
big advantage for you to advance my knowledg&in Marxism, and they 
said that an executive member of the Communist Party said- that you 
are going to San Francisco and get this training, 

Mr. MbSwEENET* So, their later, estimate 6i your ability was con- 
tradicted or contradictory of whatthey thought about yon in the- ear- 
lier case? 

Mr. IzrrctA. I didri?t understand. ■ 

* Mr. McSwebne^ Their later estimate of yourability, in which they 
criticized you^ and called you different names, is contrary. =to their 
former estimate of you? 

Mr* Izuka. Oh, yes, yes; I'know that. 

* Mr, Yelde, Mr. Jzuka, I notice in your paperthat you are in favor 
of statehood for Hawaii. Pwill say that the' majority of us are doing 
all we can, and that Delegate Farrington, as a Hawaiian, has ctin^ 
tributed largely to that move. Bo you agree ivith that ? 

Mr. Boil. STou mean Mr. Jarrington agreed to obtain statehood 
for Hawaii ? 
Mr: Vjslde, Yes. 

Mr; IzttkA. Well, Ihave no opposition on that, but only for further 
clarification j I want to make one argument* 

Mr. Velde; Do you agree with that % You understand my question, 
You know that Mr. Farringtoii has favored statehood for Hawaii 
fora longtime? 

Mr. IzuKa. Yes, I understand that. 
, Mr* Yelde. That's all, 

Mr, Izuea. Well, before* I am excused, before that, I want touring 
out this matter very clearly, because before I wrote the pamphlet, 
when the pamphlet was in the stage of writing, I was talking to' the 
leaders, and I told them that the issue of communism is a big problem 
inHawaii, so why notthe Farringfcon group, and this Borthwick group 
bury the hatchet and then educate the people from communism. I 
discussed this matter with Mr. Hung Wai Ching two times, and with 
even Br. Kometani's office, and I offered them that I would notMf 
they were to accept my offer ; I would not even- -put the chapter in the 
pamphlet, but since they disregarded and dicuVt want tp Jbury -the 
hatchet, :well, Iiiave no other^altemative than to put the chapter inside^ 
Butj they -havesbeen given a chance f I gave them the chance.

Mr. Tavbnnbr. Who attended this meeting, that is, the meeting at 
^which you were the chairman ? 

Mr. EIamaka. Jack Kawano, Benjamin Kaahawinui, Frederick 
JKamahoahoa, George Mayenschien, James Cooley, Louis Welch, and 
JRachel Saiki. 

Mr. Tavenotsr. Are those the same people that had attended the first 
meeting, at the time you were voted upon to be the chairman? 
Mr. Eamaka. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What took place at this meeting, that you can recall ? 

Mr. Kamaka. In this meeting we elected a chairman and I became 
^chairman of this meeting. I told the committee, the members there 
present in that meeting, because I did not want to become chairman, 
^because I don't know beans about conducting a meeting. 

Mr. TAvenner. What was done at the meeting ? 

Mr. Kamaka. In that meeting, anyway, we go right ahead with it. 
I was elected chairman. Since I don't know beans, I was chairman of 
:the Communist Party for that particular meeting. So first point on 
.agenda two— on the agenda was the report of trade-unions. Second* 
~vvas recruiting, and third, political discussion. 

Mr. Tavenner. You state that recruiting was discussed. What 
•occurred under that subject? Had you been able to obtain any re- 
cruits, new recruits, by that time ? 

Mr. Kamaka. After that meeting I had two prospects in mind to

ITou say a meet- 
ing was held 3 days after the strike began ?

Hall made the report that the IB U 

Mr. Tavenxer. IBU, what does that stand for ? 

Mr. Kamaka. Inland Boatmen's Union was going to go out on 
strike. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did he say about the strike ? 

Mr. Kamaka. He said, "It looks bad now in case .they do go on 
strike now," and they wanted to keep the negotiation in peace in order 
to avoid the strike. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he give you any instructions as .to what should 
be done in the event a strike shoukloccur'? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us what he said. 

Mi\ Kamaka. We were instructed in this meeting that we should 
make a recruiting drive in the IBU, to look for an active/progressiye 
member in the I13U, in other words, to look the situation of the IBU 
in the whole picture and to organize the active member of the IBU 
into the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenxer. Well, what did you do after receiving those instruc- 
tions? 

Mr. Kamaka. Jack Hall asked that we need volunteers, members 
on the Communist Party, to attend this IBU meeting and tq feel out. 
the new prospects and to bring the report back to the- Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Tato^er. Who went to the IBU union meetings for that; 
purpose? 

Mr. Kamaka. Myself and Benjamin Kaahawinui. 
Mr. Tavenner. What type of men did you endeavor to pick out to 
interview as prospects ? What kind of men? 
Mr. Kamaka. Well, we saw four good prospects in the IBU. 
Mr. Tavenner. Why do you call them good prospects? 
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Mr. KamakA. Because one member was active in .their own union, 
and after looking all the clear picture of the prospect we figured it-, 
was ripe to organize. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, tell us what you did. 

Mr. Kamaka. After that meeting we got the prospects lined up. 
We brought it back to Kaahumanii Street again, the old Voice of 
Labor, hold a meeting there— the Communist Party— we proposed 
four names to be included, or to be recruited, in the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did any one of the four join the party ? Or, at this 
time>, you had just proposed their names, is that what you stated? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. State what happened next. 

Mr. Kanaka. Then we was instructed in this particular meeting, 
myself and Benjamin Kaahawinui, to organize Emil Muller, Jr., in 
that party.

Mr. Tavenner. To whom did you pay your dues after you joined 
the s'econd time?' 

Mr* Kamaka, I paid my dues to Jack Kawaho during the timfe I 
first got -in the Communist Party, in 1945 ; then we discussed in a meet- 
ing that we were going to have another meeting, electing officials for 
the longshore group, on a later date. 

Mr* Tavenner. Now, let me stop you there a moment* When you 
say "longshore group," you mean thc-se in the longshore group who 
were members of the Communist Party ; is that what you mean?

Who were the officers for that group that were 
elected for the coming year? 

Mr. Kahaka* In mat meeting I v^as elected secretary-treasurer of

Mr. Tayen^er. Were reports made of the progress of that work to- 
Communist Party meetings?

Mr. I^aka. ^ ^ d another meeting on Jack Kimoto's Tiouse, 
on Makanani Drive, We discussed the problems of forming PACand 
the progressive methods of organizing the Democratic precinct in 
mis joint inass meeting. In other words, the. meetings over at Jack 
Kimoto's house was a joint mass meeting of the Communist Party^ 
T mean various representatives notsent by the union but instructed by 
the Communist Party, such as I, for one, for the longshore group, 
McCabe, Hamilton, and Eenney, Major Okada for sugar, Joseph Kea- 
lalio for Castle and Cooke, and so on. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Tavenner, approximately how many attended 
that meeting? 

Mr. Tavenner. I want to ask him, too,, the names of others who 
he can recall were there. 

I want toask you if you can recall how many were m attendance 
at that meeting, approximately, about how many people were present ? 

Mr. Kabiaka^ Twenty-seven, or more. 

Mr. Tavenmjr. Now, you named Major Okada, for sugar: can you 
recall the names of any others? 

Mr. Kanaka. Yes, sir; myself, Benjamin Kaahawinui; Julian 
JNapimnoa; Saturnmo Cablay; David Pahinui, and Herman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall who represented the uptown group 
of the Communist Party? 1 

Mr. ICamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner, Who? 

Mr. Kamaka. Mr. Jack Kimoto. 

Mi\ Tavenner. Do ^ou know Levi Kealoha? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes > s * r - He was also present in that meeting. Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Fujimoto. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Had Levi Kealoha been present at other Communist 
meetings that you attended ? 

Mr. ICamaka. Yes, sir; he attended one Communist— he attended 
one Communist meeting, when we met at Benny's house, and were 
present. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let's go back to that meeting again where you say 
Levi Kealoha attended. Do you know Eobert Cum ? 
Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was he present at that meeting? 
Mr. Kamaka. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever attend a Communist meeting with 
JRobert Lum? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir; the next meeting after this meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, what occurred at this meeting which you 
•called the mass meeting, what occurred at that meeting? 

Mr. Kamaka. In that meeting we were introduced 'that certain 
individuals here represent certain groups, and so on, right down the 
line. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall who acted as chairman of that 
.meeting? 

Mr. ICamAka. Yes, sir, I do ; Jack Kimoto was the chairman of 
this meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are now speaking of the mass meeting? 
Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were reports made at that meeting of the progress 
that was being made in the organization of the precincts ? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir; it did; that all Communist member who 
Ibelongs to each group, to make the report in this meeting. 

. Mr. Tavenner. And what was the kind of reports that were made? 
"Whafrdid they report ? 

Mr. Kamaka. The delegates present there in the meeting, such as 
myself, made reports of the longshore group, by which I mean the 
•Communist member in the longshore group, that what took place in 
our Communist Party meetings, and who were sleeted as officials for 
the 'coming year, and that some of our members made good progress 
•of organizing Democratic precincts which they lived an. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, by organizing the Democratic precincts, what 
<do you mean? 

Mr. Kamaka. I mean exactly this ; that the member of the Com- 
munist Party start to form that which is a dead precinct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you say "dead precinct"? 

Mr. KamAka. Yes, it means a precinct without a chairman or presi- 
♦dent, for 1 or 2 years ; tq reorganize that precinct,, and -to put a leader 
from the Communist Party to organize a group there, and to form a 
-qudrum, in order to build this precinct club of the Democratic Party, 
arid also, to take dowii liow many members attended that meeting, arid 
liave some committee from the Democratic central committee to recog- 
nize that precirict, and sign the membership card to join the 'Com- 
inuriist Party — I mean the Demdcrat Party. . ; 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Emil Muller attend this mass ineeting that 
jou meritioned? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, he did. He attended this meetirig as an observer. 
Mr; Tavenner: Did you have a conversation with him? Did you 
talk with him at that meeting, and did he give you any advice? 
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Mi\ Kajha'KA, Yes ; we met at Jack Kiinotp's hpuse^ in that mass 
meeting, and he was instructed by Jack Kimoto- if lie will be kind 
enough to stay back after the Meeting adjourned* for 5 minutes^ 
which lie wanted to talk to JiJmil Muller. When th^ meeting, was: 
adjourned we left Emil Midler, and Emil Muller met Jack Knnoto- 
Kimoto was concerned because lie — Emil MuIIer, an old Party mem- 
ber, to come back into the Communist Party:, then, myself : and Benny 1 
ICaahawinui went downstairs, and the meeting adjourned, and wait 
until Emil Muller came out from the conversation with Jack Kimoto.. 
After lie came out, I met him, and we went to his ear, and myself and 
Benny Kaahawirtuj, and he told us, before we sat down, that we would 
be smart enough that we should jump out, 

Mr. Tavenster. That you should jump out? 

Mr. Kamaica. That's right, 

Mr. Tayenner. Jump out of what? 

Mr. Kamaha. Wliich means that if we. were smart enough- that 
we should get out from the Communist Party, and he &lso told us^ 
because this is no place to talk about it, if we had no place to go, and 
to go over to his house, and then talk this thing oyer, which we did. 
We landed at his house about 5 minutes after we leit the meeting,*, 
tind we got in his house and sit down, and relax a little while; and 
take a glass of ice water, and sit down, and chat, and then he told 
me and Benjamin Kaaliawainui that certain phrase he did not want, 
and on that phrase lie thought it was logical thing for ns to do so, to get 
out from the Communist Party.

Manifesto, which phrases the overthrow of the existing government. 
For that reason he thought thait because we were all friends^ together,, 
and it is wiser for us to remove ourselves, from- the Communist'Party. 

Mr, Tatc^ster, Now did you stay in the Communist Party after 
that? ■ i 

■Mf.Kamaka. If I recall it right, I left the party 6 months. 

Mr. Tave*o7EH. Yqu mean 6 months from that time ? 

Mr, Kamaka. From 1945 until the latter part of May some time, 

Mr. Tavenher. You mean 6 months after the time that you joined, 
the second time? 

Mr. Kamaka. That's right. 

Mr. Tayenner, Do you recall the date of the last Communist meet- 
ing that you attended? Do you know about when it was and where- 
it took place? 

, Mr. Kamaka. If I recall it right, it was either the latter part of 
April, or the first week of May, of 1946. 

L Mr, Tavenwer, Can you state' how successful the Communists had 
been at that time in getting themselves elected to positions^ of leader- 
ship in the various precincts which you referred to as Democratic 
precincts? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. As I said before,, it was in February of 
1946, we started the first drive of .electing a chairman and cocbairman 
of the Political Action Committee. His problem was to take in, in 
between times, our various meetings, we met, as well as the organ- 
izing of the Democratic precincts. 

Mr, Tavenner. Now tell us a litle bit more about the way in which 
you attempted to organizethe precincts? 
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* 'MwEArtdfA. If J recall-it right,- the 'second week- of February ye 
pushed/all members of the Communist Pa^^ 

toward,' or throughout various precincts, and to assist, and to^elect 
president, secretary-trea£urer r and so* forth-, in-each districts - . ; 

Mr Tatonner. -^ell> iiow, who were these persons that you, toed, 
to elect? Were they members of the Communist Party that you. toed 
to elect as committeemen? , : - - . - \ 

"Mr. 'Kaml£kA. Yes,, sir/ We were all members x>f the Oonmiunist 
Party, but our main hopes and aim was, we wanted to indorse William 
Borthwick for Delegate to Congress. - . 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, I am asking you about your form oi 
work, and the way in which you did the work in committees, or rather, 
in the precincts? What about the rank and file of the. Democratic 
Party ? Did they appear at the meetings and take part in the precinct 
meetings, or did you, as Communists, control those meetings? t 
< Mr. Kamaka. We had some of the places that are not t*ed up m 
the Communist Party, and had them in the Democrat Party, and sugr 
o-ested that either one of them, he or she, maybe could get elected 
at the place as chairman, or president of that precinct, and that 
would start the ball rolling. In other words, to have some perspn 
to bring us to life, and then, to such time that the member pf the 
Communist Party should take control of this precinct club.^ lhat 
was the main purpose, and the research work of the committee is 
to feel out on the various districts, whatever precincts was weak, 
or whatever precinct was funny enough, and that precinct should, as 
member of the Communist Party, should take over on it, and take 
control of that precinct in the Democratic Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, where the interest was very low 
in the precinct, on the part of the rank and file of the Democratic 
Party, you endeavored to take it over; take over the precinct organi- 
zation 4 ? /■ 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. . ' 1 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you also attempt to elect committeemen trom 
those precincts where, you were able to outvote the rank and file of 
the Democratic Party? . > 

Mr. Kamaka. I am pretty sure they did, and they made a good 
job of it. In the twenty-sixth of the- fourth, which is Palolo Valley, 
one of the Communist Party members was elected as president of the 
Democratic Party in that precinct. ; 

Mr. Tavenner. What is his name? . 

Mr. Kamaka. His name is Jack Kawano. Also, Benjamin Kaaha- 
winui was elected county, committeeman of the Democrat Party, of 
the Lanikala Precinct. - - - 

'•Mr. TAvenner. In other words, those were two of the precincts 
where the Communists were able to contrpl the vote by the use, of 
Communist members % m 

Mr. Kanaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you spoke of these two persons who were 
elected as committeemen; what committee, if you know, were they 
elected to from these* prebincts? ' 

Mr. Kamaka. Jack Kawano was the president of the Democratic^ 
Party in that precinct, the twenty-sixth of the fourth. , 
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Mi\ Tavenner. Possibly I misunderstood you. I think you said 
that one of the persons was elected as committeeman? Did you say 
that? 

Mr. Kamaka. Benny Kaahawinui; yes, sir. 
Mr. Tavenner. What position was he elected to?" 
Mr. Kamaka. County committeeman* 
Mr. Tavenner. County committeeman? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir ; of the Democratic Party of that precinct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether or not by his election as 
county committeeman, he became any member of any higher commit- 
tee, or the central committee of the Territory ? 

Mr. Kamaka. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner; You mean he did not, or you do not know? 

Mr. Kamaka. I don't know. 

Mr. Tavenner. I believe that is all I have. 

Mr. Moulder. At the beginning^ Mr. Chairman* I want to call your 
attention that two persons were named as being Communists, by the 
witness, and he stated that someone had told him so. Is that the 
testimony that you will produce ? It is purely hearsay, and I want to 
call your attention to the fact. 

Mr. Walter. I think, in view of that answer it might be well for the 
Chair to state, at this time that the names of many people have been 
mentioned, and any of those people who care to come to this hearing, 
and, under oath, state they are not now members, and have never 
been members of the Communist Party, will be accorded that privilege 
at any time. 

Mr. Moulder. You say, on the attempt on the part of the Com- 
munists you have mentioned, to work in the precincts, it succeeded in 
making headway^only in two ; is that so ? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes ; as to what I recall. 

Mr. Moulder. How many precincts are there in Hawaii, in the 
Territory? 

Mr. Kamaka. Sixty-seven, if I recall it correctly. 
Mr. Moulder. The total number of precincts? 
Mr. Kamaka. The total number of precincts. 
Mr. Moulder. Is that on this one island, the 67 ? 
Mr. Kamaka. Yes, on Oahu ; yes. 

Mr. Moulder. At the time you joined the Commuiiist Party, or 
became affiliated with the party, did you know, or hiave any informa- 
tion, as to the principles or political philosophy, or purposes, of that 
party, or did you know what you were joining ? 

Mr. Kamaka. That is a very nicequestioiu 

Mr. Moulder. A very nice question ? 

Mr. Kamaka. To give you first-hand information, I would say this 
much-: That any member, plus myself, that joined the Communist 
Party do not know beans, from the top to the- bottom. 

Mr. Walter. You may be excused. 

Mr. Velde. I have a question. 

Mr. Walter. Mr. Velde. * 

Mr. Velde. You quit the party in 1938, for the first time; is that 
right? 
Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir.

Mr. Veide. What were your reasons for quitting at that time 2 

Mr, Kamaka. I had two reasons for quitting. First, I cannot make 
lead or tail whether the discussion was political discussion, concern- 
ing Germany, China, Russia, and the United States. That was one. 
The second part of it, I did not want it very bad. That is hard for 
me to keep up, paying dues to the Communist Party and not having 
any return come back to me. That is another reason. 

Mr. Veu>e. You are now aware that the purpose of the Communist 
Party is the overthrow of our form of government, or Constitution of 
the Government, by force and violence, if necessary, aren't you? 

Mr. Kamaka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Walter. Thank you very much. 

(Excused.) 

TESTIMONY OF EMXL M. MULLER, JR. 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand? Do you solemnly 
swear that the testimony that you are about to give will be the truth,, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Muller. Yes. 
, Mr. Tavenner. Will you state your full name, please? 

Mr. MuLLER. Emil M. Muller, Jr. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you appear before this committee in response 
to a subpena served on you? 
Mr. Muijoer. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 
Mr. MnXiLER. I was bom in North Kona, Hawaii, April 2, 1915. 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you briefly sketch your employment back- 
ground for the committee? 

' Mr. MtjlIjEr. Well, I started in 1929, when I was employed by the 
Hawaiian Contracting Co., up until 1935, when I went to Maui, and 
I was employed by Maui County. Then, in 1937, 1 was employed by 
the Inter-Island Steamship Navigation Co., up until 1938, October. 
In 1939, I was employed by the WPA, In 1940 I worked with the 
W. S. Ching Contracting Co., and also the Oahu Construction Co. 
In 1941 I took a civil-service examination for the board of water 
supply. I was employed by the board of water supply up until 1943, 
in May. In May 1943, 1 then went to the Pearl Harbor jtfavy Yard. 
I have been employed at the Pearl Harbor Navy Yard up until April 
6, 1950. I was one of those that was put on the reduction-iji-force 
slip, and it was my turn to leave the yard, and now I will be employed 
by the O. R. & L. Taxicab Service. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. MuiiiiER. Yes ; I have. 

Mr. Tavenner. When? 

Mr. Mtouer. Well, it was during the Inter-Island strike, either in 
the month of September, or August. It was after the negotiations 
which were held with the Inter-Island officials that I was on the 
bridge near River Street, about 7 : 30 in the evening, when I was 
picked up by William Kamaka, Benjamin Kaahawinui, and Edward 
Berman. From there I was taken to Mr. Bartlett's place out at 
Wailupe. 
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* Mr. Tavenner. Let me stop you at that place. You said that you 
were taken to the hoineof John Bartlett? 
Mr. Muller. That's right. 

Mr, Tavenner. Mr. Kamaka has testified, I believe he stated, that 
the meeting was held at the home of, or rather, at the old Voice of 
Labor House. Was he in error about that ? or could you be in error? 

Mr. Mtjller. I think there was an error made in his statement, 
because he picked me up, also with Mr. Berman and Mr, Benjamin 
Kaahawinui, and took me to Bartlett's place- 
Sir. Tavenner. Proceed, . 
Mr, Mulder. Well, at Bartlett's place I was not really familiar with 
the meeting that they had, but Mr.TBartlett was in charge of the meet- 
ing. He told me that these meetings, these kind of meetings^ were 
held quite often. That I was a member well-looked on by the ILWTJ 
workers, that these meetings would help me out with my education. 

Mr. Tavenner. You did not know at the time that it was a Com- 
munist Party meeting? 
Mr, Muller. No, I did not know, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Had you, immediately before this, been active in the 
organization of your own union? 

Mr. Muller. Yes, I was. I was one of the delegates on one of the 
ships. I was a delegate f rom the Humuula. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was the representation made to you here that the 
meetings of the type which you attended, were designed to help you 
in your education? 

Mr. Mulder^ That is, so far as my education is concerned, yes. 

Mr. Tavenner, Well, now, tell us more about your education in 
this group. 

Mr, Muller. Well, at that meeting held there, they were talking, 
they talked on a political discussion, and on the negotiations, what was 
the outcome of the negotiations with the Inter-Island Steamship Co., 
they talked about the war with China and Japan. I really did not 
grasp all what was said there. And the next meeting I attended was 
up at Mr. Kawano*s house, 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, before we go to the next meeting:, can you recall 
the names of some of the people who were present at this first meeting 
which you attended ? 

Mr. Muller. Yes, I can. There was Mr. Bartlett, William Kamaka, 
Andr^y^J^ imP^ Basil Mayo, Haili Kapu, and myself, Jack Hall, 
^ancf MrrSerman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know Mr, Berman jmor to this time? 

Mr. Muller. I knew Mr. Berman prior to this time as the regional 
director for the CIO Longshoremen, and theJBU. 

Mr. Tavenner. And you said he was one of those who picked you 
up on this occasion? 

Mr. Muller. Yes. 
' Mr. Tavenner. Did you learn at any time in the future, or did it 
come to your wn'personal knowledge, that Ed Berman was a member 
of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Muller- No. 

Mr. Tavenner. It did not? 

Mr. Muller. No, sir. In fact, it was the only meeting, the only time 
or place of meeting like this that I seen Mr. Berman. 
Mr. Tavenner. ^his is the only one of the meetings ? 
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Mr. Mtjller. When I received my book, those that were present at 
the meeting was Mr. Kimoto, Rachel; Saiki, Benjamin Kaahawinui, 
myself, Hideo Okada, Andrew Kijmpa^ and Samson Chang. 

Mr. Tavenker. How many meeti^Tdid you attend, that is, Com- 
munist Party meetings, which were attended by the person who is 
referred to as Chang ? 

Mr. MuiiLER. I think that was the only meeting that Mr. Samson 
Chang attended with me, so far as I am concerned. I think that was 
the onl^ meeting that I had seen Mr. Samson Chang. 

Mr. Tavenotbr. Did he take part in the discussions? 

Mr. Mtjller. No; no part was taken by him in the discussions. 

Mr. Iavenner. Who advised you that this meeting would be had? 
# Mr. Mtjller. I was advised by two members. One was Mr. Ben- 
jamin Kaahawinui, and William Kamaka. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend other meetings after this? 

Mr Mtjller. There was another meeting I attended at the Voice 
of Labor. 

Mr. Tavenner. TeE us about that. 

Mr. Mtjller. Well,. there were some of the same members present, 
with the exception of Mr Jack Hall, who was present at the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you fix the date approximately when that 
•meeting was Jield? 

Mr. Mtjller. Well, probably about the latter part of 1938. 

Mr. Taveiwer. Do you know who were the officers of this group 2 
m Mr. Mtjller. No, I don't, but Mr. Eamotp presided at all the meet- 
m © f ™ the two me ^tfing8 that, I attended at the Voice of Labor 

Mr. Tavenner. What part did Jack Hall play in the meetings that 
you attended? to 

Mr. Mtjller. Well, at the meeting that I attended with Jack HalL 
he was talking about the sympathy, for the. outcome of the negotia- 
tions, and I also discussed the morale of the union and the. question 
of wanting to find a way of boosting the morale of the men who were 
out on strike. 

Mr. Taveotter. When did you leave the Communist Partv, or have 
you ever left the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Mtjller. Well, it was during the early part of 1939, and I 
believe it was either in February or March, I was called to another 
meeting, held at the Voice of Labor, and there I was notified I was 
expelled from the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you assigned any reason? • 

Mr. Mtjller. Well, the reason for being expelled from the Com- 
• mumst Party was relayed to me by Mr. Jack Kimoto and was that 
because — we had domestic trouble. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you ever asked to rejoin* the Communist 
-Party? * * 

Mr. Mtjller. Well,, in the latter part of-—yes: I was. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was that? 

Mr. Mtjller. That was about, oh, about the latter part of 1945 
Mr. Tavenner. Who asked you to join<? 

Mr ; Muller.^ Well I was picked: up at my house by William Ka- 
maka and Benjamin Kaahawinui, and then from my house we went 
to Benjamin Kaahawinui's house. Then, when I got there, right off 
the bat, I knew that there was going to be a Communist meeting 
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Mr. MtjllM. Yes. ' 
' Mv t Tavenner. Which he attended*? * 

Mi\ Muijubr. Yes. 
1 Mr. Tayekner, When you "were present? 

Mr'. Muller. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner, Now, I interrupted you. Proceed to the next meet- 
ing which you started to mention. . 

Mr. Muller. Weil, the next meeting was held at Mr- Kawano s place, 
and at this meeting practically the same persons that 1 mentioned was 
present at this meeting* I did not take much interest as to what was 
going on, but they took up the subject of the outcome of the negotiations 
with the Inter-Island Steamship Navigation Co. 

Mr. Tayenner. I believe that if you will lean a little further away 
from the microphone, and speak louder, we will be able to understand 
you better. Now, if you will' speak loud, please^ 

Where was this meeting held? 

Mr. Muller. At Mr. Kawano's place up in Pauoa Valley. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any other meeting after that? 

Mr. Muller. There was another time that I attended a meeting at 
Jack Kawano's place, I think about a week later after that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, tell us when you found out that you were 
attending a Communist Party meeting. 

Mr. Muller, It was at this meeting that I attended at Jack Kawano s 
place where Mr. Jack Kimoto was introduced, to whoever was present 
there, by Mr. Jack Hall, as one of the comrades that had come from 
Los Angeles, and it was at that meeting there I was notified that was 
a Communist meeting, and that I was one of the Communist members, 
a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you formally jointhe Communist Party at 
that time? 

Mr. Muller. Well, so far as joining the Communist Party ; I did not 
fill out any card, or anything, but there was a meeting hel<l after that 
one, down at the — I mean the New Voice of Labor, which was at the 
corner of Alakea and Merchant Street. 

Mr. Tavenner. What occurred at that meeting? 

Mr. Muller. Well, at that meeting I was -issued my Communist 
hook, and I paid an initiation fee of 25 cents, and at the time we were 
on strike, so the dues were 10 cents a month for those who were un- 
employed. 

Mr, Ta vender. Who gave you the Communist Party book ? 
Mr. Muller. Mr, Kimoto. 
Mr. Tavenner'. To whom did you pay your dues? 
Sir* Muller. To Mr. Kimoto. 

Mr, Tavenner, Will you describe for us the Communist Party book ? 

Mr. Muller, Well, the Communist Party book, to me, the color was 
sort of a bluish color, very dark. And with pages in the book giving 
you the months, from Januarv to December, of various years, and this 
was for 1938. " 

When you paid your dues, you were issued a stamp; on this stamp 
h there was the insignia of the hammer and the sickle. 

Mr. Tavenner. And who would be present at this meeting when you 
received your book? 
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' Mr. Mother. Yes, down at the ILWU hall, there was one &™ng 
that I went down with Benjamin Kaahawinui. Then we landed at 
the meeting and there was a Communist Party meeting. 
Mr. Tavekner. Tell us about that. 

Mr. Mother.' Well, at this Communist meeting, present at the tune 
was Jack Kawano, Frederick Kamahoahoa, myself, Kaahawmui, Mrs. 
Pearl Freeman, Mr! John E. Elias, and at the meeting the discussion 
-was taken up on the 

Mr. Tavestner. Speak a little louder, please. 

Mr. MhliiER. The discussion that was taken up was on the recruit- 
ing of new members into the party, and at the time Mr. John Elias 
-was in charge, of this meeting that they were holding with the delegates 
from the different companies, at the union hall, but he was to use 
liis judgment in recruiting the new members into the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tayenner. Have you already referred to Ben Kaahawmui m 
your testimony ? I don't recollect whether you mentioned him of not. 

Mr. MxnuuER. Well, so far as Benjamin Kaahawinui is # concerned, 
it was in 1947 that Benny was supposed to submit his decision to the 
•Communist Party, as to whether he would run for business agent or 
not. Well, at one time, as I mentioned in my statement before, that 
we met- up at Mr. Kimoto's place, and at one of these meetings the 
discussion took place under the subject of Mr. Frederick Kamahoa- 
hoa. Mr. Frederick Kamahoahoa had a little trouble with his wife, 
and they were separated. Fred sort of lost his mind and was sent 
to the hospital. Well, then, at that meeting there was the decision 
made that when Fred was to return to the water front, after he was 
through with the hospital, he was not to hold any office within the 
ILWU or within the Communist Party. That was the decision made 
at one of these meetings held at Mr. Kimoto's house. 

Mr. Tavenner. That decision was made by what group o± people* 

Mr. Mtoler. By the Communist comrades who were attending the 
meeting at the time, so far as I am concerned. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean that the members of the Communist 
Party decided that he should not hold office in the ILWU union? 

Mr. Mtjlijdr. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Proceed. 

Mr. Mtoler. Well, then, when 1947 came along, I guess there 
had been— I guess he was cuted of whatever he had, and went bactf 
to the water front to work. Well, then, there was a— they elected 
new officers within the ILWU, and then the Communist Party, to 
what I take from Benjamin Kaahawinui, they had Frederick Kama- 
hoahoa to run against Benjamin Kaahawinui. Mr. Kaahawinui was 
supposed to withdraw, in favor of Kamahoahoa. Then, when Benny 
came to me, I told him, irregardless of what the decision— or what 
the decision was made by the Communist Party at the time, was to go 
ahead and run, whether irregardless of what the decision was made 
by the Communist Party. But, he told me at the time that he had to 
let the Communist Party know whether he was going to run or not. 
So, he went down and he turned in his papers, and he told them he 
^was going to run. 

Mr. Tavenner. So, he defied the- Communist Party ? 

Mr. MttliiER. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right.

Mr. Muller; So,, after that, I found out he was automatically 
thrown out from the party for not living up to the decision of what 
the party had made. 

Mr. Tavenner. So, party discipline was applied, and he- was put out 
of the party? * 

Mr. Muller, Yes. 

# Mr. Tavenner. Well, did the JLWU elect him, in spite of the oppo- 
sition of the Communist Party? 
Mr. Muller. Yes, Benny was elected. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is. Benny Kaaha^inui & member of the party now, 
to your knowledge?* 

Mr. Muller. Well, the last time I saw Benny was when I got my 
interrogatory from the Navy Department, when I talked to Benny, 
Benny said, he was no more a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was that that Benny was<elected to the office 
you spoke of? 

Mr. Muller. In 1948. 

Mr. Tavestner. Do you know of any other person whxy was, a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party and is now out of the party, who was 
connected with your union in any way ? 

Mr. Muller. Mr. Jack Kawano and Mr. Julian Napuunoa. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you explain your statement ? 

Mr. Muller. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you explain your statement? How do yon 
know that? 

t Mr, Muller. Well, I met Jack Kawano, and I asked Jack if he was 
m the party,, and he said no,, he was getting out. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did he tell you that he was getting out. 

Mr. Muller. Oh, that was the very latter part of 1949. I think he> 
was out then when he. told me that, because I felt interested in Jack 
when I found out that he way not running for the president of the- 
union for the ILWU. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say he is not running; he did not run for the. 
presidency? 

Mr. Muller. No, he did not run for president. 

Mr. Tavenner. He had been president? 

Mr. Muller. He had been president all the time. 

Mr. Tavenner. And when did he make the decision not to: run 
again? 

Mr. Muller. That, I don't know. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did he leave the office of president of the- 
ILWU ? 1 

Mr. Muller. I think when the new seated officers took place for the- 
1950 year. 
Mr. Tavenner. For the year 1950 ? 
Mr. Muller. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenotsr. You have mentioned Samson Chang. 
Mr. Muller. Yes, I have; 

Mr. Tavennjsr. Do you know whether he is now a member of the* 
Communist Party? 

■ Mr. Muller. That I cannot say. I don't know whether he, is stilH 
within the Communist Party or not. But, as far as I know. 1 only 
met with Mr. Samson Chang once, at one meeting, at the Voice of 
Labor. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Now, are you familiar with the branch- or cell of the 
Communist Party which you became-a member of in the first instance * 

Mr. MtrduER. No, in the first instance, I cannot recall, but then 
when I attended— I attended the meetings after that, then I learned 
about the uptown group, and the downtown group. The downtown 
.group was supposed to^be* consisted^ of the- waterfront workers. 

Mr. Tavenner. Arid the uptdwn group ? 

Mr. MuiiiiER. That I don't know. Probably school teachers, pro- 
fessors.

Mr. Tavenner. You never met with the uptown group, did you* 

Mr. MtJiiUER. No, I ha'd never toet with the uptown group.

a. It interferes with, obstructs, coerces and abridges the exercise of ^the rights- 
and duties of political expression through speech, assembly, association and pe- 
tition, in contravention of the First Amendment -to the Constitution, of the United 
States. 

b. It deprives the - witness of the right to privacy and silence in such matters 
in contravention of the Fourth and Fifth. Amendments to the Constitution 1 of 
the United States* 

c. It interferes with, obstructs, coerces and abridges the exercise of the gov- 
ernmental powers reserved to the people of the United States in contravention^ 
of the Ninth and Tenth Amendments to the Constitution of the United States^ 

II 

The statute creating the House Committee on tin-American Activities on it& 
face and particularly as construed and applied is unconstitutional in that: 

a. It permits investigation of, and as construed and applied has been used 
to investigate, the content of speech and ideas, an area in which no legislation 
is possible, thereby exceeding the boundaries of legislative power under Article i 
of the Constitution of the United States. 

b. It permits the process of investigation to be used, and as generaUy con- 
strued and applied it has been used, to expose and stigmatize the content of any 
and all speech and ideas disapproved by the members of the Committee, thereby 
impeding and placing & burden upon £ree thought, speech and association in 
■violation of the First, Ninth and Tenth Amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

c. It deprives witnesses of property rights without due process of law in con- 
travention of the Fifth and Fourteenth Amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States. , 
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d/ It seeks to compel witnesses to testify against themselves in contravention 
-of the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States.

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have a record of the questions and the an- 
swers that you propounded, and the answers made? 

Mr. Wheeler. I do, sir. The entire interview was made on the ' 
Sound Scriber, in the presence of Ralph Tokunaga. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, your questions were recorded on 
the Sound Scriber, and likewise his answers were? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. On a machine of the character that this 1 is< that 
you see? 
Mr. Wheeler. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Taking down the testimony in this hearing? 

Mr. Wheeler. Yes. Identical to the machine behind the one there 
used in the hearing. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you the disks which recorded the questions 
and the answers ? 

Mr. Wheeler. I do, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, I desire to have those recorded disks 
heard. 

Mr. Walter. Before you do that, did the witness that preceded you 
know that this hearing was being recorded ? 
Mr. Wheeler. Absolutely, sir. It was done in his presence. 
Mr. Walter. Did he object to the recording? 
Mr. Wheeler. No, sir. 

Mr. Symonds. For the purpose of the record, I would like to object, 
» upon the ground that any records that are being played were not 
under oath, and, second, were not taken under oath, on behalf of my 
client. 

Mr. Waiter. The committee will recess for a minute. 
(Recess.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Wheeler, the disks which you are about to play 
are the recorded statement or statements of questions propounded by 
you and the replies made to these, questions by Ralph Tokunaga, is 
that correct? 6 ' 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. .Tavenner. And is that Ralph Tokunaga the same person who 
preceded you on the witness stand ? 
Mr. Wheeler. The same individual. 

Mr. Tavenner. And who refused to testify regarding the statements 
he had made to you? 
Mr. Wheeler. That is correct. 
Mr. Tavenner. Proceed. 
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(Mr. "Wlie A elef 1 tlien placed disks 'upon a Sound .Scriber and ffie 
following is a transcript „of tlte recordings on .said disks :)

Mr. Wheeler. You are. 

Mr. Tokunaga. Local 150. 

Mr. Wheeler. Local 150— is that ILWU? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeler. Are you an officer in that union? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. Just the rank and file. 

Mr. Wheeler. Just the rank and file. Have you previously held' any office in 
the union? | 

Mr. Tokunaga. At one time I was vice president of the union and then I was 
president. 

Mr. Wheeler. What year were^you president? 

Utr: Tokunaga. I was president in 1946, 1 think.

Mr. Tokuwaga, He was our secretary-treasurer, sort of business agent 

Mr, Wheeler, He was business agent of local 150, ILWtl? 

Mr, Tokunaga, Yes. 

Mr. Wheeled What is his present occupation? 
Mr. Toktjnaga: He is president of local 150. 

Mr, Wheeler. He is now president of local 150, Bid Mr. Arena issue to you 
a Communist Party card?

Well, I don't, know, I couldn't say offhand who else besides 
the ones I named,: excepting, McElrath. 
Mr, Wheeler. Robert McElrath, 

Mr, Tokunaga, He was at the next meeting. And \t remember now, a fellow 
named Frank Thompson was; there, 

Mr, Wheeler, Frank Thompson. Were these the ones in attendance at the 
first meeting, or the ones you remember as being in attendance at the three 
or four meetings that you attended at the Yossbrinks, 

Mr, Tokunaga. At the tfrree or four meetings. 

Mr. Wheeler, Would you identify Mr. Hall? 

Mr. Tokunaga. If you showed me a picture of him, I could point him out to 

Mr. Wheeler. Was he the representative of the ILWU here? 
Mr, Tokunaga, Regional director, 

Mr. Wheexer. Regional, director of the ILWU. Now, Ichiro Izaka — who T was 
Mr. Izuka ? 

Mr Tokunaga, Well, he was collecting the dues. When I £r$t went there I 
didn't pay any money or wasn't issued anything, but at the second meeting was 
when I officially began, I guess; - ' 
- Mr, - WHEBim At the- second, meeting you were- issued -a card. Who did you 
say issued this card to you? 

Mr. TojtcnAga. Ichiro Izuka/he was secretary.

Mr. Tokunaga. Koichi Imori. 

Mr. Wheeler. Who is Mr. Imori? Whaf was his occupation at that time? 
Mr. Tokunaga. At that time I helieve he was a business agent for the ma- 
chinists union. 

Mr. Wheeler. Business agent for the machinists union. Do you know what 
he does now? 

Mr. Tokunaga. No ; I don't — all I know is that he lives over in Maui.

Mr. Tokunaga. I guess so. 

■ Mr. Wheeler. That's the same individual. I think we've identified Ernest 
Arena. How about Robert McElrath ? 
Mr; Tokunaga. Right now he's in public relations for the ILWU. 
Mr. Wheeler. Is he the same McElrath who's on the radio every night? 
Mr. Tokunaga. That's the same one. 

Mr. Wheeler. That's the same one. Now, who is Frank Thompson? * 
Mr. Tokunaga. Frank Thompson was an ILWU' representative at that, time, 
helping to organize the sugar workers. 
Mr. Wheeler. Is he still here? 

Mr. Tokunaga. I don't think so-r-I haven't seen.him since. 
Mr. Wheeler. Did you see Charles Fujimofxxat any 'of /these meetings* of the 
Waikiki Club? x 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeler; How about Wilfred Oka? 

Mr. Tokunaga. He showed up about the third meeting. 

Mr. Wheeler. How about Donald Uesugi? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Donald Uesugi snowed up at the Makiki group, when we were 
transferred there., ' , , . . \ 

Mr. Wheeler. You never saw Donald Uesugi at the Waikiki group? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeler. You're positive. , 
Mr. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeler. Well, now, let's see, you've named 11, or that is 10, you've named 
10 individuals, including yourself, as being members of: the Waikiki group; tan 
you think of anybody else who may have attended these meetings?' 

Mr. Tokunaga.. You'll have to give me time.to go back in my memory. Ldi&n't

Mr. Wheeler. How about Adele Kensinger?

Mr. Wheeleb; You don't recall that-Hlo you remember Political Affairs?

Mr. Wheeleb. You bought that. 

Mr. Tokunaga. I don't know if that's the same copy or -not, but I know — — 
Mr. Wheeleb. That's a monthly publication. 
]&r. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeleb. Do you recall The Proletarian Revolution and Renegade 
Kautsky? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

Mi\ Wheeleb. You don't recall that. How about the Foundations of Leninism, 
by Joseph Stalin? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

' Mr. Wheeler. Our Country Needs a Strong Communist Party, by William 
Foster? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeleb. How about State and Revolution, by Lenin? Blue book 
there do you recall that? 

Mr. -Tokunaga.' I've never seen it — I don't recall reading it or buying it. 

Mr. Wheeleb. Do you still have the literature that you purchased? 

Mr. Tokunaga. No? I threw it away. -

Mr. Wheeleb. You don't recall that. The Communist Manifesto, by Karl

Mr. Tokunaga; I don't recall that. ^

Mr. Tokunaga. I did buy' that. 

Mr. Wheeleb. The Constitution of the Communist Party, this small blue

Mr. Tokunaga. I believe I was given one. 

Mr. Wheeleb. Were you given The Constitution pf the Communist Party*when 
you got your Communist Party book? 
Mr. Tokunaga. No. 
Mr. Wheeleb. No — later? 
Mr. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeleb. Do you recall buying most of this type of literature from Voss- 
brink at the Waikiki group ? 
Mr. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeler. While you- were with the Waikiki group, do you remember at, 
,any time being assigned to study any particular subject and the following week' 
make a report on it?

Mr. Tokunaga. We were told to read a few chapters and we would have a

Waikiki group? ■ 

Mr. Tokunaga, I wasn't very hep to jthe^ whole thing, so I just sat and they 
led the discussions. I listened to everything that was going on. 

Mr, Wheeleh. Who was the most active in this group? 

Mr. Tokunaga. How do you mean, active? 

Mr. Wheeled Well, who appeared to be the rnost interested in the group at 
the Waikiki ceil? 
Mr, Tokunaga, I would say Vosshrink was. 

Mr. Wheeler, Ralph Vossbrink. How about Jack, Hall— did Jack- Hall -par- 
ticipate in any discussion? 

Mr. Tokunaga. He was there when the debate over this Political Economy 
was going on. 

Mr. Wheeieh. He was there— did he participate In It? 

Mr, Tokunaga. XeSj he participated In it. 

Mr. Wheeled. On how many occasions did yon see Mr. Hall at this Waikiki 
group? 

Mr. Tokunaga. I guess every time I was there. 

Mr, Wheeleb, Every time you were there he was also. 

Mr. Tokunaga, Yes. 

Mr. Wheeled, After you were issued your Communist Party card there was 
no question in your mind that all these individuals were members of the Com- 
munist Party, was there? 

Mr. Tokunaga, NO, 

Mr. Wheelek, In your own mind yon were certain that everyone who was 
there was a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr, Tokunaga, Everyone was a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr, Wheelee. Is th^e wmythtug else that you can tell us about the WaiMkL 
group that hasn't beea discussed^ 

Mr, Tokunaga, Na Outside of always having the point stressed that we 
should try to recruit some more members. 

Mr. Wheeleb, I see. Who informed you or stressed the point about recruiting 
more members? 

Mr. Tokunaga. The chairman, 

Mr. Wheeleb. The chairman— that was Mr, Vossbrink, Now,, you don't recall 
anyone else attending the Wailriki group? ■ 
Mr. Tokunaga. I don't remember any more, j 

Mr. Wheeleb. You don't remember any more. Part of the Waikiki group was 
transferred to another group ; isn't that correct? 
Mr, Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeleb. What was the name of the second group? 
Mr. Tokunaga. Those who were Irving nearest to ^eanette Nakama's were the

Mr. Wheeled Makiki group— and the other people were to stay in the Waikiki

Mr. Tokunaga, I think that was it. 

Mr, Wheeler. Who was trarisf erred to the Makiki group?

Mr, Wheeler, Oka and yourself— just the three of yoir were transferred from 
the Waikiki group to the Makiki group? 
Mr. Tokunaga. I think so. 

Mr, Wheeleb, Do you knotv if any of these individuals were transferred to 
arty other group other than theMakiM group? 
Mr. Tokunaga, No ; I don't. 

Mr. Wheeler. You do not. What was the object of splitting the Waikiki group 
in half? 

Mr, Tokunaga, I had my own ideas about it, hut I don't know whether that's 
the truth or not, 
Mr, Wheeler, What are your own ideas?

Pauline was at one time 
owner, and I remember seeing her at the old Kaahumanu Street union hall. She 
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was there doing some research work for -our union, that's how I happened* to 
notice. 

Mr. Wheeler. In the MaMki group we have three individuals we have identi- 
fied, Koichi Imori, Wilfred Oka, and yourself, and, of course, Jeanette Nakama. 
The meetings were held at Jeanette Nakama's home. Is that correct? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeler. Where did Jeanette Nakama live? 

Mr. Tokunaga. I don't know the house. number, but I know it was Kaihee 
Lane. 

Mr. Wheeler. Kaihee Lane? . 
Mr. Tokunaga. I believe it was. 

Mr. Wheeler. Jeanette Nakama you've already identified. Who else attended 
the meetings at the home of Jeanette Nakama? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Mr. and Mrs. TJesiigi, Peggy and Donald, Mr. and -Mrs. Paul 
Kanemaru. 

Mr. Wheeler. What is Mrs. Kanemaru's name? 
Mr. Tokunaga. Alice Kanemaru.

Mr. Wheeler. You being chairman of the 150 .unit, you'd be quite .sure , that 
the Individuals you have named were members of the Communist Party? 

Mr, Tokuitaga. Those that were there.

Mr. Wheeler. Well, how did it start. I want you to tell me just in your own 
words. • ^ 

Mr. Toktjnaga. It started out when a cave man made arrows. Another hunter 
exchanged arrows for game. n When a fellow gave a big bear for one arrow, it 
wasn't -fair, so^he had to give maybe 10 arrows- for -one big bear, you know. And 
the value of exchange was then created. Bight now I'm kind of hazy — I can't— r 
I've forgotten most of it now. 

Mr; Wheeler. Who informed you of all this? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. This is my own story. - 

,Mr. Wheeler. Did you influence, anybody else ,to become members of the .Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. No, not outside of those two fellows. 

Mr. Wheeler. Did you ever talk to anybody who refused to join the Com- 
munist Party? 
Mr. Toktjnaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeler. Do you know anybody who has been approached by any member 
of the Communist Party who refused to. join? 
Mr. Toktjnaga. No, I don't. 
Mr. Wheeler. Do you know Jack Kawano? 
Mr. Toktjnaga. J. was introduced to him. 
Mr. Wheeler. You what? 
Mr. Toktjnaga. I was introduced to him. 

Mr. Wheeler. Were you introduced to Jack Kawano as a member of. the 
Communist Party? - ' " 

Mr. Toktjnaga. No— as president of local 136 when I was president of local 

150. t 
Mr. Wheeler. Yukio Abe? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. I was introduced to him, too. > 

Mr. Wheeler. Do you know him to.be a member of the Communist Party? 
» Mr. Toktjnaga. No. > . 

Mr., Wheeler. Were you ever in anybody else's home who held a meeting of 
the Communist Party? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. No. . 

Mr. Wheeler. Just 'the four places you've named— Ralph Vossbrink s home, 
Jeanette Nakama's home, ILWU, and the NMU. * |. 

Mr. Toktjnaga. I recall being up to, Vossbrink's new home at Punchbowl oust 
•once. . 

Mr. Wheeler. What was the purpose of that visit? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. I can't remember—there was only a,handful of us. 

Mr. Wheeler. Was that a Communist Party meeting? 

Mr. 'Toktjnaga.* No, it was local 150 boys and there was another fellow there. 
I don't remember his name now. He was a young fellow. 
Mr. Wheeler. You don't recall his name? 
Mr. Toktjnaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeler. From the Island of Kauai? 

Mr. Toktjnaga. He was. living in town ' at the time. He was very much 
interested in fish marketing. , 
Mr. Wheeler. Do you recall his name?. 

Mr. Toktjnaga. Tony— Tony something. I don't know what his last name 
is. He was around several .times. 
Mr. Wheeler. His first name is £ony. v 
Mr. Toktjnaga. Yes. 

Mr. Wheeler.. Did you ever attend any so-called "fraction" meeting of the 
Communist Party? ^ _ ' _ . * 

. Mr Toktjnaga. You mean the leaders of each, group— no. I , shied away from 
those meetings for I didn't want to be chairman. They asked me to attend one. 

Mr. Wheeler. Who asked you? , , 
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Mr, Toktjstaga, I believe it was Charles tfujimoto, 

Mr, Wheeler. Charles Eujimoto? Did he say where it was going to be held?' 

Mr. Tokubtaga,, Yes, he Aid; but I can't remember now. I didn't go so I -can't 
say where it was, 

■Mr, Wheeler, You've never been in Jim Freeman's home? 

Mr, Tokonaga, He was always moving around from place to place so I don't 
know where lie lived! * 

Mr, Wheeler, You've never been to his .home! 

Mr. Tokunaga, Yes, we did go up to his small, little apartment once— Makiki, 
I think it was, 
Mr, Wheeler, What was the^purpose of going to— : — 

Mr, Toktwaga, Some kind of a get-together, I don't remember— something 
of an educational meeting, 

Mr. Wheeled Do you remember who was there? ' 

Mr. Tokuwaga; I remember — M 'was there, Ttuth Ozaki, Easter Doyle 

and— - 
Mr. Wheeler Eddie Hong? 

Mr, Tokltnaga, Eddie Hong— no. Let's- see now, I think he was— Eddie, I 
don't remember which now, 

Mr t Wheeler, You don't know whether it was Ernest Arena or Eddie Hong? 

Mr. Tokuhaga, I think it was Eddie. We rode up in Easter Doyle's car, 

Mr, Wheeled What was I the purpose of the meeting? 

Mr . Tokunaga. I don't remember now, 
^ Mr, Wheeler. You don't remember now— when did you leave the Communist 
Party? 

Mr, Tokuwaoa, I left around the latter part of'1946. 

Mr, Wheeler, The latter part of 1946? 

Mi. Toktjnaga, I remember election was held in Honoluln, 

Mr. Wheeled That was for delegate to Congress? 

Mr, Tokunaga. Delegate for Congress. 

Mr; Wheeler, For what reason did youi leave? 

Mi\ TokuNAGA, At that time I wasn't very well, and the party was always 
hollering for more flnances, They wanted more money for this and for that, 
(New record started.) 

Mr, Wheeled 0, K„ will you continue now? 

Mr, Tokunaga. Just about- -that time Ichiro Izuka put ont a pamphlet about 
communism in Hawaii and that thing made such a big splash in the newspapers 
that I was scared, I didn't know what it was all about and just from what I 
saw at the 'meetings and Ichiro Izuka said did .not jibe and I started thinking 
and I told myself that there might be more than what's on the surface. This 
idea about Communists being the vanguard of the working people sounded all 
right but the ideas about communism taking over the world and making this a 
people's world, etc; had me scared, I didn't like the idea -of any revolutionary 
overthrow of American Government. I like this Government, It's done all 
right by me, 

Mr. Wheeler, You use the term " revolutionary over thro w' r of this Govern- 
ment: Where did you learn that? 

Mr, Tokunaga, In one of the pamphlets which I read — I believe it was in the 
Communist Manifesto — it used that phrase, 

Mr, Wheeler, Used that phrase— and that's when you began to think about 
what the Communist Party actually is? 

Mr. Toktjnaga, That's right. They gave us the pamphlets, 

Mr, Wheeler. Was your wife a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr, Tokunaga. No j she doesn't even know I was one. 

Mr. Wheeler, She's read it in the pamphlet, nasn't she? 

Mr. Tokwaqa, Well, then, yes— that's when she found out, 

Mr, Wheeler. What does she think about it? 

Mr, Tokunaoa. She just damn near pulled her hair out, 

Mr, Wheeleii, You mentioned a minute ago that when yon were in financial 
difficulty that you had just gotten some money paid back to Ruth Ozaki for the 
paper,, Now what was this money that you owed her? 

Mr. Tokunaga. It was for the Peoples World flown to Honolulu by airplane 
and it cost — I think it was about $18 a year, I believe at the time I didn't have 
any money and they just wanted to increase the subscribers— or something like 
that, and I put my name down and Buth advanced' the money. She said, "Take 
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your time about paymg.it back/' so X said, :' ? Fine, O, K."--so they put me down 

as a subscriber, , * ^rro 
Mr. Wheeler. And you picked. the-,papers up in IliWU ? . , 
Mr. Tokunaga. They were given to us whenever we did* show up at the tuw U 

offices. 

Mr.. Wheeler. Did it have your name on it or just a stack of papers? 

Mr! Tokunaga. Just a stack of papers. * - 

Mr. Wheeler. Did you formally resign from the Communist Party or did 
you just stop attending meetings? 

Mr. Tokunaga. I just told them I wasn't going to attend any more meetings. 
I didn't sign anything telling them Lwas resigning or anything like that-—! just 
told them, "Well, I guit. I can't afford to stay in this kind of party and I want 
to get out." 

Mr. Wheeler. To whom did you tell that? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Well, I told that to Ruth and 

Mr. Wheeler. To Ruth Ozaki? 

Mr. Tokunaga. Ruth Ozaki, yes, and Ernest Arena. 

Mr. Wheeler. Ruth Ozaki was then chairman: 

Mr. Tokunaga. She was at that time. _ . 

Mr. Wheeler. Have you ever been asked to rejoin the Communist Party/ 

Mr. Tokunaga. No. n 

Mr. Wheeler. Haven't they ever contacted you since you left ? 

Mr. Tokunaga. No ; they haven't. 

Mr. Wheeler. Not for money or anything? 

Mr. Tokunaga. No. 

Mr. Wheeler. They haven't? 

Mr Tokunaga. No. At the time when I did tell them I quit they told' me they 
would put me on the inactive list and if I wanted to join up again I could join up. 
Mr. Wheeler. In other-words, you think you're on the inactive list now?

Mr. Doyle. I was employed in the Hawaiian Gas Products, in die 
position of maintenance machinist. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you teU the.c&mmitt'ee jjust how it hap- 
pened that you became a member of the party? . i } » 

Mr. Doyle. Well, the officials of lpQal ,150. approached me and told 
me that one means of being a militant leader in the union wquld be to 
join up with the party, and by doing so I would b^ gathering inforina- 
ation as to what a union leader should be doing. 

Mr. Tavenner. So you were told toy the. leaders qf your, local

Mr. Tavenner. What position did Mr. Tokunaga hold in the local 
union at that time? ■ • . 
Mr. Doyle. He was the president of the union at that time. . 
Mr.. Tavenner. He was the president? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner; And Mr. Tokunaga advised you that you should get 
into the Communist Party in order to become a militant leader? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. . - ' . . 

. m Mr, Tavenner. Did you toiow at that time that both of these offi- 
cials in your local union were members of the Communist Party them^ 
selves? 

Mr. Doyle. No; but then I expected them to be,* since they were 
talking.about it to me. 

. Mr ; Tavenner. Did you; find out later whether they were in fact 
members of the ^Communist Party ? 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, Was there any other' leader of the' unions, in 
your local union, who gave you that same advice ? 
Mr. Doylei Not that I can recall. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, as a result of > the advice that you received 
from Ernest Arena, and Ralph Tokunaga, what -did you do? 

Mr. Doyle. We joined— I joined with- the express idea* of going- in 
there to get some education so far as a union leader is concerned. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Well, then, just tell the committee .what you did, 
&nd what occurred? Where, you joined, and under what circumr 
stances? 

Mr. Doyle. When I first started, they needled me into attending 
meetings, but then I held off for quite a while; that was after the first 
meeting with the president and secretary of the local, and until about 
the middle of 1946, and then I actually started attending .meetings 
.at Mr. Izuka's home at Puunui. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now let's go back to the time when you first became 
a member of the party. Did you attend a meeting at that time? 

Mr. Doyle. I was not actually a member, although a card was is- 
sued to me, which was at about the second meeting, I think, at Izuka's 
home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about the first meeting before we go into that 
meeting. 

Mr. Doyle. Well, the first meeting, there were .about half a dozen 
people there. Mr. Izuka himself, and myself, and Rachel Saiki;

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what Vossbrink's iirst name was?

Mr. Doyle. There were several people missing at that time, also. 
I later found out who they were. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall their names ? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes ; Wallace Ho and Willis Wong. 
Mr. Tavenner. Their names were mentioned there? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. But, they were not there in person ? They ,were not 
present? 

Mr. Doyle. Not present at the first meeting I attended. 

Mr. Tavenner. AH right. Now, let's go on to the. second meeting; 
where did that take place? 

Mr. Doyle. It also 'took place out at Mr. Izuka's home, with the 
■other people attending and the people that I had mentioned as not 
being present at the first meeting. 

Mr: Tavenner'. 'And what took place at that meeting? 

Mr., Doyle. They had a regular meeting, which was conducted in 
the manner that you would say would be conducted in any meeting. 
They had the minutes read and then a report. 

Mr. Tavenner. It was a regularly conducted meeing? 

.Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was it just a labor party meeting? 
Mr. Doyle. It was a regular Communist Party meeting. 
5 "Mr. Tavenner. It was a Communist Party meeting? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are absolutely certain about that? 
Mr. Doyle. I am sure. 
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Mr; Tavenner. I believe you stated that all the persons were present 
at this meeting that were there before, as well as two others whose 
names had been mentioned at the first meeting ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's true. • 

Mr. Tavenner. Who were these two persons? 

Mr. DoyiiE. Wallace Ho and Willis Wong. 

Mr. Tavenner. Wallace Ho? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And the second one? 
Mr. Doyle. Willis Wong; 

Mr. Tavenner. All of these persons took part in the meeting ?

Mr. Tavenner. In any manner. Do you recall ?

Mr. Tavenner. Well, tell us what you know -about Rachel Saiki, as 
to affiliations with the Communist Party..

Mr. Tavenner. Well, when you paid your ciue% to whom did you

Mr. Doyle. Rachel Saiki. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have.a membership cardiit the present time t 
Mr. Doyle. No ; I do not. 

Mr. Tavenner. What became of th6 old membership cards which 
you had? 

Mr. Doyle. Those my wife confiscated, [Laughter]: And she made 
a good job of it too. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do ybu know what employment Rachel Saiki had 
at that time? 
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Mr. Doyle. No.; I did: not. • < . * 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know how she is employed now k 
Mr. Doyle. No ; I don't. - * . - 

Mr. Tavenner. Did this particular group of the Communist- Party 
to which you first became affiliated have a name ? 
Mr. Doyle. It was known as thePuunui Club. 
Mr. Tavenner. Puunui Club? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right . 

Mr. Tavenner. How many members were there in that club? 
Mr. Doyle! As far as I can recall, .there were about six or seven; 
that is all. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, when Ernest Arena or Kalph Tokunaga talked 
to you and advised you to enter the Communist Party, did they make 
any statement to you as to how that would affect your position in your 
labor union? 

Mr. Doyle. jSo ; not that I caii recall of . 

Mr. Tavenner; Did you hold*an official positionin your local union 
at .that time? 

Mr. Doyle. Not that I , can recall of. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you later become an official in, your union? 
• Mr. Doyle. Yes; I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. When? 
. Mr, Doyle. That was in 1941 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you a member of the Communist Party at the 
time you were elected to office in your union % 
- Mr. Poyle. I was. • 

Mr. Tavenner. To what office were you elected? 

Mr. I)oyle. I was. the secretary of the local at that time, and then 
4ater on, in 1948, 1 was appointed the vice president of the local. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell the committee the approximate month 
of the year when you became a member of the party? " 4 

Mr. Doyle. I would say roughly about J une or J uly . 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, where were these meetings, this first mee.ting r 
held when you were made a member of the Puunui Club ? 

Mr. Doyle. It was, up at Mr. Izuka's home, ,and we also— I think 
it was after the rift that Mr. Izuka had with the ILWTJ that we 
had changed locations to Mr. Wallace Ho's home, which was up in 
Kaimuki. x < V* 

Mr. Tavenner. So, after Izuka split with the party, you met at 
the home of Wallace Ho ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr: Tavenner. Nqw, will you name those who attended the meet- 
ings while you were a member .of that party? Do not answer the 
question. Let me go back for other questions first. 

Hbw long were you a member of this particular club ? 

Mr. Doyle. I would say about five or six meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. You. attended about five or. six meetings? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Over- how long a period of time ? 
Mr. Doyle. That would be a period of" about 3 months^about 3 
months.- 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who attended the five or six meetings which 
were attended by you ? 
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Mr, Doyle. The same people. The same people: I have mentioned 
previously. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever hold any office in that branch of the 
Communist Party? 
Mr. Doyle. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. At the time of the meetings, what employment was; 
Ralph vossbrink engaged in? 

Mr. Doyle. I think he was business, agent of the marine cooks and 
stewards union, affiliated with the CIO. 

Mr. Tavenner. How was Wallace Ho employed at that time? 

Mr. Doyle. He was also with the marine cooks and stewards, as- 
business agent. 

Mr. Tavenner* Now, while you were a member of that branch of 
the' Communist Party, did you subscribe to any of the Communist" 
publications?- 

Mr. Doyle, No; I did not subscribe to any, but I had purchased 
some pamphlets and leaflets that they had at the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall what any of them were? 

Mr. Doyle. Political Affairs would be one of them. That is about 
all I could remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. What were the circumstances under whifeh you 
made those purchases? 

Mr. Doyle. It was the express purpose of getting the reason of the 
WC £r y arranged for discussion in the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. And from whom did you make the purchases? 

Mr. Doyle. From Mr., Ealph Vossbrink, in the absence of Wallace 
Ho. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you f recall subscribing to the educational pro- 
gram of the^did you'm'eet Euth Ozaki? Did you learn to know 
Ruth Ozaki?- 

Mr. Doyle. I did, but not at those meetings; 

Mr. Tavenner. Not at those meetings. Did you ever sit in the 
Communist Party meeting when she was present? 
. Mr. Doyle. I did. w ' 

Mr; Tavenner. .After having attended the five 'meetings at this 
original. branch of the Communist Party which you had joined, named 
the Puunui Club, were you transferred to some other cell or branch 
of the union? ' < 

Mr; Doyle. Yes; I was. 
- Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about that. 

Mr. Doyle. That was when the groups were changed into, local 
union groups. They were-^the people were broken up into organiza- 
tions that were— that would closely connect themselves with the 
work that they were doing, in their daily life; In other words, 
take a longshore group, they had a group at McCabe, Hamilton & 
Eenny, and also at Castle & Cooke, arid they were two separate cells, 
and then local 150 came under the- miscellaneous cell. In other words, 
all the Communist members within the local were segregated within 
units, and they were placed in units that were closely connected with 
their work.. . 

Mr.. Tavenner. AU right. And as a result of the reorganization* 
of the Communist Party, these cells, the Communist Party cell; was 
broken into local units? 
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Mr. Doyle. Yes; 'that's right. 
"Mr. Tavenner. What is your local? 
Mr. Doyle. Local 150 cell. 

Mr. Tayenner. You were a member of the local 15.0.?. . , 
Mr. Doyle. That's right. 
> ,Mr. T^ViENNER. Of the Communist Party ? f 
Mr, Doyjjs. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. And then the Communist Party forms' a group,, or 
cells, of Communist members who were also imenibers of that union? 
Mr. Doyxe. That's right. : 

Mr. Tavenner. And by that method the Communist Party adopted 
the name and the number of your local union ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's true. 
. Mr. Tavenner. And applied it to the union or to^ the Communist 
Party? ^ 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. v 

Mr. Tayenkbr. That is correct, isn't it.? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. " - ' 

Mr. Taveintner. And so that the^ Communist Party cell that you 
were a member of was known as the 150 cell? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes; that's right. Well, they called it local 150 cell, 

Mr. Tavenner.. Now, how many persons from local 150 of your 
union were members of the local 150 cell of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Doyle. I would say roughly about 12 to 16 people. 

Mr. Tavenner. Twelve to sixteen people ? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. * 
' Mr. Tavenner. Can you give us their names ? 

Mr. Doyle. Ruth Ozalri, Jack Hall, Robert McElrath, Douglas 
Inouyei '» 

Mr. Tavenner.- What is. that last name ? 

Mr. Doyle. Inouye. 

Mr. Tavenoter. I-n-o-u-y-e?, 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. Pedro Racela, myself, and Ralph Toku- 
naga. % 

Mr. Tavenner. That is<*the same Ralph Tokunaga whom you identic 
fied a few moments ago ? < ■ 
. Mr. Doyle. That is right. Edward Hong. 

Mr. Tavenner. Hongl H-o-n-g? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. Yoshito Marumo. : - 

Mr. Tavenner. Spell the last name;. 

Mr. D.oyle. M-a-r-u-m-o. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yoshito Marumo^ is that correct? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes. Mr. Ernest Arena. 
Mr. Tavenner. Ernest Arena.? 

Mr. Doyle. And, for a while, we had Frank Maehara in there also. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did you know Pearl Freeman? * 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr, Tavenner. Was she connected in* any way with your particular 
local? , . 

Mr. Doyle. Yes ; she was at times sort of an educational director 
with the group. 
Mr. Tavenner. With your group % 
Mr. Doyle. That's right. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Now, were all these persons f kiiown to you to be 
members of the Communist Party? \ 
Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who was the" chairman, or president, of this 
group? 

; Mr. Doyle. Ralph Tokunaga, for a while was, chairman of the 
group, and then Ernest Arena was elected chairman of the group; 

Mr; TavejWer. Who was the educational director ? 

Mr. Doyle. Ralph Tokunaga was'supposed to have been the educa-* 
tional director in the same capacity as— that ha was holdings presi- 
dent; - 

Mr. Tavenner. Who was the secretary-treasurer? 
Mr. Doyle. I was. 

Mr. Tavenner. And then, as secretary-treasurer, did these people 
pay their dues to you? 
Mr. Doyle. They did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you collect dues of all of these persons ? 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr, Tavenner, That includes-^you collected the dues of Ralph 
Tokunaga, the man whom you identified here this morning ? < 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. You collected the dues of Ernest Arena ? 
• s Mr. Doyle. Thatfs right. 

Mr. Tavenner. You collected the dues: of Ruth Ozaki ? 
Mr. Doxle. That's right. 

Mr. 'Tavenner. Did you collect the dues of Jack Hall? 
Mr. Doyle. That I would not be able to/say, if I did collect it from 
him, offhand. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well* why would there be any question about that? 
Mr. Doyle. Well, it seems^-it seemed that as at; all , of the meetings, 
except oixe of the local 150 cell, that they had, he was not there, 
Mr. Tavenner. He only attended one of these meetings ? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what other* positions, or what position 
that Jack Hall held in the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Doyle. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You do. not? Robert McElrath-^dii you collect 
dues from him? 
Jtfr. Doyle. I did ; from his; wife. 

Mr. Tavenner. You collected Robert McElratWs dues from his 
wife? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was there anything unusual about that? 
Mr. Doyle. Not necessarily so; I guess his wife was* the one- who 
paid the bills for him. 
Mr. Tavenner. Edward H'ong? 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr: Tavenner. JDid you collect the- dues from Pedro Racela? 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. From Douglas Inouye. ? 
Mr: Doyle. I did. 
Mr. Tavenner. Yoshito Marumo ? 
Mr. Doyle. I did. 
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Mr. Tayennkr. Frank Maeliara? , - r 

i Mr.,jDoY£E. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. From Pearl Freeman ? . 

Mr. Doyle. No. 

Mr. Tavjjnner. Why? 
. N Mr. Doyle., She was not a regular member of our regular ceil-. ' 

Mi\. Tavenner. She was assigned for special duty and serviceH to 
your group? , 

Mr. Doyle. That's- right. . / . 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you know how Bobert McElrath was 
employed at that time? - 

h , My; $)oji,% He was publicity chairman, T think. No ; he was in 
charge of publicity for the ILWU union in the Territory at that time. 

Mr.. Xavenner. And at the same time a member of your cell of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr> Boyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. How is he now employed, do you know? 
, Mr. Doyle. No; I do .not. Probably in the same position. 

Mr. Tavenner. How was.E&ward fitong employed at that time? 

Mr. Doyle. .Edward Hong was working with the Inter-Island Dry- 
dock for a period of time, and then later was employed by the ILWTJ, 
local 150 office, as business agei\t. He also held a position of vice 
.president under — no,- secretary-treasurer, that's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what position he holds at this time? 

Mr. DoYiiE. No, I do not. 
.» Mr. Tavenner. Pedro Racela, how was he employed at that time? 

Mr. Doyle. He was employed up at the union, office:, servicing the 
railroad workers which were men^betrs, of the' local 150 union; 

Mr. Tavenner.. Douglas Inouye? - 

Mr. Doyle. Inouye was also working with the railroad workers. 
He was employed by the local .union office. 
Mr. Tavenner. Yoshita Marumo ? 

Mr. Doyle. Yoshita Marumo was an employee of Love's, Bakery; 
Love's Bakery & Bread Co. 

Mr. Tavenner. You stated that he was, with your cell a compara- 
tively short time, I believe? 

Mr. Doyle. No, not him. 

Mr. Tavenner. That was another person? 

Mr. Doxle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Frank Maehara, I believe? 
Mr. Doyle. That's' right. 
Mr. Tavenner. Where was he employed.? 
Mr. Doyle. At Love's Biscuit & Bread Co. also. 
- Mr. Tavenner. You stated that he was a v person who had been as- 
sociated with that cell, or a member, for only a short period of time? 
'Mr. Doyle. That's right. * 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain that. * 
Mr. Doyle. It seems from information I was given, Mr; Mae- 
hara-^-given by Yoshita Marumo — that he was afraid of the whole 
set-ujV, /' 
Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Maehara was afraid of the set-up ? 
Mr. Doyle. Of the Communist Party. * 
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Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, by that do you mean that lie withdrew from 
the party? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know about when he withdrew? 
Mr. Doyle. No, I don't seem to recall as towhen he did withdraw. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did he h&ve any discussion with you when he 
withdrew?* 
Mr. Doyle. No. 

Mr. Tavenker. What was Pearl Freeman's position at that time? 

Mr. DbYLE. She was not connected with the union, asiar as our local 
was concerned, but then, I guess, she was here with her husband, Jim, 
on an organizational program. 

Mi 1 . Tavenner. Did you know her husband, James Freeman? 

Mr. Doyle. I had met him. 

Mr. Tavenster. What was his position in the Communist Party, if 
you know? - 

Mr. Doyle. If I recall correctly, he was supposed to have been sent 
down here on an organizational drive, in the Territory. 
Mr. Tavenner. From where? 
Mr; Doyle. From Los Angeles. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you have told us ^ho were the officials of 
your cell of the Communist Party, within your local union, did the 
officials change and was anyone else elected chairman at a later date? ' 

Mr; Doyle. That I cannot recall. They may have changed. 

Mr. Tavenner. I believe you told us that Ralph Tokunaga was the 
chairman of this group ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right; at one time. 

Mr.' Tavenner. And Ernest Arena succeeded him? 

Mr. Doyle. That's- right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, was it part of your duty, as' secretary aiid 
treasurer, to issue Communist Party books or cards ? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How often would that be done? 

Mr. Doyle. Once every year. * 

Mr. Tavennibr. What became of the old. cards that had been used? 

Mr. Doyle. These old cards were, turned back in to the secretary 
and treasure of the central committee. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you collect the old cards when you issued a 
party member a new card ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then, what would you do with the 1 old cards? 

Mr. Doylk These I would turn in to the— I had turned them over 
to Eileen Fujimoto, who was the middleman for me, and she, in turn, 
I guess, turned in to the central committee secretary and treasurer. 

Mr. Tavenner. Eileen Fujimoto was the middleman? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain that. 

Mr. Doyle. She had given me the stamps that were needed in our 
group, and also turned in the money that I had given her for the sale 
of the starnps. 

Mr. Tavenner. She acted as the party or as the person who gave 
out the stamps? * - 
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Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Which you used, and .collected the money which you 
turned in ? 

• Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

- Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you know what disposition was. made of 
the money that you turned in to her ? 
Mr. Doyle. That, no. 
Mr. Tavenner. And the old books ?. % 
Mr. Doyle. Jtfo. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who was the secretary of the Communist Party in 
the Territory of Hawaii at the time? 

Mr. Doyle. I don't know exactly at the time, but probably it could 
have been Rachel Sakai. 

Mr. Tavenner. It could have been Rachel Saiki at the time? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, when you took the old books, and you issued 
xi&w ones, can you recall whether — or who it was that you issued new 
books to, out of this group that you mentioned that were member^ 
of your celL? 

Mr. Doyle. I had issued the books to alLbut Jack HalL 
Mr. Taven^sher. Now ,while you were serving as secretary and treas- 
urer of the local 150 of the Communist Party, did you learn who were 
the members of the executive committee of the Territory, that is, the 

* Communist Party executive committee? 

Mr. Doyle. I had learned of several names indirectly, some of which 
are — were — Jack Kawano, Benjamin Kaahawinui. That would be 
about all, I guess. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, how many cells were there that you kiiew of ? 

Mr. Doyle. Well, I knew of three, which consisted of the McCabe 
group, and Castle & Cooke, and ours. 

Mr. Tavenner. How did you learn of the existence of these other 
two cells? 

Mr. Doyle. There was some discussion in the office as to the segre- 
gation of the different members of the — what would be called — district 
cells. 

Mr. Tavjenner. That was back at the time that they adopted the 
plan,? , 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tatonijer. At the time of organizing the various industries/in 
groups in the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Doyle. Thatfs right. 

Mr. Tavenner. That you learned that there were other cells ? ■ 
Mr. Doyle. That's right., 

Mr. Tavenner. So, you only actually knew yourself of the.proposal 
to establish two other cells?;. 

Mr. Doyle. No ; I assume it was" — it would have been done to all 
the different groups. 

Mr. Tavenner. Why is it that you did not Jmow the names, of all 
the groups ? . \ 

Mr. Doyle. Well, they were segregated into two different sections, 
that we did not actually know what they were called.. There was a 
.group of office workers, we don't know what their group was called; 
, We don't know whether they were segregated at.all. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever meet with any of the other 5 groups? 

Mr. Doyle. No ; I have not; I did not have a chance^to. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was it the custom or the practice in theCom- 
munist Party for a member of one cell to -know of the membership of 
another cell ? ^ 

Mr. Doyle. That was not the practice. 

Mr. Tavenner. That was not the practice? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain that. 

Mr;, Doyle. Well 5 for security measures of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just speak a little louder, please, 
i Mr. Doyle. For security measures, that was not a general practice 
that Communist Party members should know who; the other members 
were, outside of their group\ 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you explain that further, as to the* reasons for 
thatj how you know that that was the security provision, what you 
were told about it? Now, you have said that as a security provision, 
a No, 1 cell was not supposed to know who were the members of 
another cell. 

Mr. Doyle. That is sure. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, why? 

• ^ ® 0YISB - Well > dt could. have been this way : That an individual 
in the Communist: Party might divulge his identity to someone out- 
side of the party, which would— well, give somebody else the infor- 
mation as to what was* going on. 

Mr. Tavenner.. In. other words, it was the plan and purpose of the 
Communist Party to keep its movements and even its membership 
secret? 

Mr: Doyle. Probably so. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did the different cells ever meet together ? 

Mr. Doyle, At social gatherings, that would be about the only time 
that they would get together. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, were there' any other security measures that 
you recall now? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, I do. One would be speaking over the telephone, 
divulging the time and place of a meeting. That was strictly tabu. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave you those instructions, or how did you 
nrst learn these policies?- 

Mr. Doyle. From members who were in the Communist Party be- 
fore I was in. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, as secretary and treasurer, how did you main- 
tain- your records ? 

Mr. Doyle. Well, the records were kept on a month-to-month basis, 
}yith dues payments made, and names of individuals were not in that 
list at all, and it listed numbers, and also nicknames, to identify the 
person. 1 J 

Mr. Tavenner. Why was that? 

Mr.. Doyle. That was another measure of— r— 

Mr. Tavenner.. Of security ? 

Mr. Doyle. Of protection-, 

T™"*™; -Did you make any report or reports of the number, 
ot the members; m your group, in your cell, and if so, to whom, did 
you make these reports ? ■ 
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Mr. Doyle. I did make reports, to whom it.'went; ikdfm$ know. ■ We 
had liste&on the report-the*number«of dues pitying^members,- and the, 
different classification as to the amount of dues paid... % 

Mr. Tavenner.. Well, ( what disposition didtfou make of this re;oof d? 

Mr. Doyi*e. They were handed over to Eileen Fujimoto, and in 
turn, she had turned it over to someone elss., 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you ever able to learn, while you were a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, how many cells there were on this island? 

Mr. Doyub. No, I was not able to. 

Mr; Tavennbr; Of how many members there were in a particular 
cell? ' 
Mr. Doyus. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Other than the one that you were a member of ? 

Mr. Doyle. No, I didn't have the information as to that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was it possible for anyone in the position that you 
were in, even though secretary and treasurer of your cell, to obtain 
such information? 

Mr. Doyije. I don't think so, not unless the records were gotten 
from the central committee secretary. m 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know who comprised the central committee? 
I believe you named several. * . 

Mr. Doyus. I did. I think it was — one of them, was Jack Kawano, 
.and another one was Benjamin Kaahawinui. * 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at the time that you were required to report 
the membership dues to Eileen Fujimoto,, and while you were required 
to receive the stamps from her, how was she employed ? 

Mr. Doyije. She was employed as secretary of local 137 union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what her present employment is? 

Mr. Doyle. , No, I do not. - 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us the approximate date when the dis- 
trict cells were abandoned as a plan, or done away with as a plan of 
the organization, and the Communist Party went into the. unions and 
other organizations, and organized theii: own ceUs,,within those organi- 
zations. Can you tell us about when that happened? 

Mr. Doyiju. Approximately the latter part>of 1946, or the<early ,part

*Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall what position Jack Hall had^ at the 
time that that movement was made, or that Change in the plan of 
organization was made? 

Mr. Doyle. Position as to. what? • / , 

Mr. Tavenner. Within the union. 

Mr. Doyle. He was the regional director at thetime. r . 

Mr., Tavenner. He was thg regional .director of the ILWU? 

Mr. Doyle. OMhe/ILWU, iii Hawaii. t > # . 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what position >e held in the Com- 
munist Party at that time? , 

Mr. Doyle: No, I didn't. I think he was chairman of a meeting of 
the local with the 150-^that the 150 cell had, that was up at his home, 
up in Manpa. . He was ^chairman of the meeting. The officers were 
appointed, at which time- the officers took over. 

Mr. Tavenner., In other words, he took part in the, organization?, 

Mr. Doyle. That's .right. • 
.Mr: Tavenner. Of that first meeting? t ' 
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Mr. Doyus. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Within your local group* or your local union ? 
Mr. Doyle. True. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever' attend any of the schools or the labor 
schools, or Communist Party schools in California? 
Mr. Dotob. No, I did not. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us anything about the plan of the 
Communist Party in having its representatives attend Communist 
schools in California? 

. Mr. Doyle. No ; I don't think I would ba able to give you any 
information on that. I was never approached as to attending school 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether Ernest Arena, whom you 
have described as a member of the Communist Party, was a delegate 
to the ILWU convention in California f 

Mr. Doyi<e. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was that? 

Mr, Dotle. That was in, I think in, 194ft 

Mr. Tavenner. Is there anything about the Communist Party disci- 
pline, or the effort oi the Communist Party to discipline its members, 
which you can tell us ? 

Mr. Doyle. Will you repeat that question? 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, let's put it this way : To what extent was 
Communist Party discipline emphasized in your Communist Party? 

Mr. Doyle. They were very strict, so far as the party line was 
concerned. In other words, you went the way the central committee 
told you, or else you would be reprimanded for it. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, the party line, was hahded down to. 
you from higher up? • 

Mr. DoYiiE. That is true. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you have anything to ^do- with, the formation of 
the party line yourself? 
Mr. Doyle. No ; I don't think so. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you<ever consulted in any way about what the- 
policy of what the ; Communist Party should adopt*? 

Mr. DoYiiE. Not that I can remember; not that I recall. 

Mr. Tavenner. You 'say the party line 1 was landed down to- you 
from the central committee-? 

Mr. Doyle. That is true. . 1 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know where the central committee got its 
policies? 

Mr. Doyijs. No ; I do not. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you say that they were very strict about ' 
following the party line or the- instructions which came down* from 
thecentralcommitt.ee? 

Mr. Doyle. That is true. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you explain .that *a little more* how do* you 
mean, they were, strict about it? * < 

Mr. Doyle. Well> -there wa/3 one incident that I <can- recall, that 
was'told me by someone else. I don't know whether it' was true or iibt> 
but it isthe case of Ben Kaahawinui, in ah election they had at local 
137 office. Candidates ran for office at that time, and he/was on. the 
list as being business agent. It seemed that hi was not supposed to 
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have -run for office, for what reason I don't know. Theij, he insisted 
on running. What happened afterward was, something, I never 
really got to find out the end of it, but anyway, he was called on the 
carpet lor it. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, you mean to say that a member of 
the Communist Party could not run for an office unless the executive 
committee or unless the central committee said so ? 

Mr. Doyle. That pould be that. 

Mr; Tavenner. Not even in the local union ? # 

Mr. Doyle. I guess* he probably had some difficulties with the local 
officials themselves. ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you say that you had to follow the party line? 

Mr. Doyle. That is true. 

Mr. Tavenner. Or you would be disciplined? What dp you mean 
by 'being disciplined? 

Mr. Doyle. They would try to expel you from thejmion, or probably 
assess you with a fine or something. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say expel you from the ainioiL 

Mr. Doyle. Not from the union, from the party.; 

Mr. Tavenner. You meanfrom the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. ' * . « 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that what the membership of <the Communist 
Party were taught, that you must obey the instructions -of the central 
committee? 

Mr .Doyle. That is what. I understood. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that what you were*taught? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. " : - " v 

Mr.. Tavenner. Then, if you, as an rofficial pf your local union, were 
given the party line by the central committee, would you consider, as 
a Communist Party member, it was your duty tot carry out that party 
line in your local union? ; 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, I would. " 

Mr. Tavenner. "Would you consider, if you were/a lpyal^and regular 
member of the Communist Party, and it developed in the ; local union, 
in which you were an official, .that the interest of your union was con- 
trary to the interest of the Communist 'Party, as expressed by the 
instructions that came do^n from the' committee^, your central com- 
mittee, would you consider yourself bound tp, carry out the Cpm'munist 
Party instructions, regardless of the interest p£ypuFl:pcal union? 
Mr; Doylev No ; I would feel that- way as a Communist. m • 
Mr. Tavenner. As a Communist, you 'would be" disciplined?; 
Mr. Doyle. That is right. : „ . m 

Mr. Tavenner., If you did not carry out .those instructions; is that 
what you mean?. v v * • ' » 

Mr. Doyle. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did any members of the central committee ever 
attend, your local 150! cell of the Communist Party ? \ 
- Mr. Doyle., Jim Freeman, I think, would be the only perspn who 
could classify as such, being, as he was in the organizational work dospi 
here, he attended^several of 'purr meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know David Hyun? 

Mr. Doyle. I did. , * . . *~ 

Mr. Tavenner. Did David Hyun ever talk to you atiout com^ 
munism ? 
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Mr. Dora. He did. He was tone of the few people that had ap- 
proached me, previous to joining the party. He asked me one time to 
attend a class-that they had conducted up at Dr. Reinecke's home. 

Mr. Tayenner. He asked you to attend this discussion group or 
class at Dr. Eemecke's? ■ " , 

Mr. Doyle, Yes. 

Mr. Tavenneh. When was that? 
^ Mr ; Doyle. That was way back in- 1946. That was before I had 
joined the party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know of any other persons who attended 
those discussion groups? 
Mr Doyle: No; I did not 

Mr ; TAVEwwm What reason did he give you for aslring you to 
attend Dr. Reineeke's discussion groups^ 

a Mr. Doyxe, Wo specific reason, just that it would 1 be something 
interesting to learn. 

Mr. Tavenner, How was David Hyun employed at the time ? 

Mr. Doyle. I think he was employed at the^— in an office in town, 
working as a draftsman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you; attend 'those discussion £rouns I 

Mr. Doyle. No ; I did not. ~ 1 

Mr. Tavenker. Then, I understood you to say that he approached 
you about entering the Communist Party? 

Mr. Doyle. No. He approached me to attend the meetings; 

Mr. Tavenner. To attend what meeting?^ 

Mr. Doyle. Meetings, probably Communist Party meetings, but 
he did not divulge it at the time. He told me it was-^- 

Mr. Tavenner; I am sorry, I didn't understand you. Will >ybu 
repeat that ? 

Mr, Doyle. Well, David Hyun upproached jne and' asked me to 
attend some discussion meetings that they had up at Dr; Reinecke's 
home. 

Mr: Tavenner. So those were the meetings to which you referred? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right, 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, after you had Established your local 150 cell 
of the Communist Party, where did you hold your meetings? 

Mr. Doyle. At first our meetings werel^eld over at the old NMU 
Hall, which is on Kaahiimanu Street. Thfefl/ later on, Sie: meetings 
were held in the local 150 office, and then later in the Marine Cooks 
and Stewards office. Then, after a while, when the Izuka pamphlet 
came out, wehad^meetingsan r a ear. * * , 

Mr. Tavenner. In a car? 

Mr, Doyle. That's right, ^ ■ 

Mr. Tavenner, In x>ther words, your meeting place moved around;? 

Mr. Doyle. That's true. . 

Mr. Tayenner. Why was that? ' ■ 

Mr. Doyle. Well, they did not want to have-it in the-same place all- 
tile time. They were afraidpeople coming up ( thefeand ; catchm^them 
red-handed, I suppose. 

Mr. Tayenner; You say that you changed your place -of meeting' 
after the Izuka pamphlet canie 6Ut? f ■ 

Mr. Doyle, That's true. 
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.Mr. Tavenner. Tell us more about the effect of the Izuka pamphlet 
on the conduct of the Communist Party, or on the activity of the 
members of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Doyi*e. Well, when the Izuka pamphlet first came out, no 
policy was sent out to the different cells of the Communist Party. 
So, the members took it upon themselves to. play it safe. Some of 
them confiscated material that they had collected over a period of 
time. Others just sat tight, and waited for word from the central 
committee as to vrhat to do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what word came down from the central 
committee? 

Mr. Doyus. They mentioned something that there wasn't anything 
to be afraid of, nothing was going to be done at the present time, 



Communist Party and the ILWU is concerned. 

Mr. Tavenner. You have spoken of security measures generally, and 
soma measures in particular; did you have any instructions as to the 
security move as to what reply should be made, if anyone accused you 
of being a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. DoyiiE. Well, when the pamphlet first came out, I was still 
employed at the Hawiian Gas Products, until word got around that 
I was mentioned in the pamphlet, and the bosses approached me, and 
they asked me, "Are you a member ?" I told them— before then, word 
was given .me if they should ask you, why tell them I was one, but not 
any more. That was the answer that I gave them. 

•Mr. Tavenner. Did you receive any instructions by anyone known 
to you in the past to have been a member of the Communist Party, as 
to what attitude you should take here as a witness, when called before 
this committee? 

Mr. Doyle. I was approached last week, Tuesday or Wednesday, by 
Ernest Arena, and he asked me if I,was subpenaed by; the committee. 
I told him not yet, which was actually true. And he, in turn, told me 
that it would be a wise thing for me to consult their lawyers, as to 
wha;t position I should take. 
, Mr. Tavenner. Whose lawyers? 

Mr. Doyle. The lawyers for the ILWU, Bouslog and Symonds. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Mr. Arena say why it would be wise, it would be 
a Ayise thing for you to consult their lawyers ? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes; he had mentioned something about the Smith- 
Connally Suit Act, which I think was something all wrong, which 
actually should have been the Smith Act, about perjury, and he men- 
tioned the Alger Hiss case, also, and also the 11 men who were con- 
victed of perjury in New York City. 

Mr. Walter. Did he tell you anything about the immunity statute ? 

Mr. Doyle. He told me that the immunity statute would not apply 
in the case of the Federal Court, if occasion sliould come up. 

Mr. Wai/fer. Of course, there are a line of decisions to the contrary. 
Proceed, Mr. Tavenner. Excuse me. 

Mr.. Tavenner. In other words, he pointed out to you" the dangers 
of perjury? 

Mr. Doyle. That is true. 

.Mr. Tavenner. Therefore, you better see their lawyers? 
Mr. Doyle. That's right.

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Mr. Tavenner. Well, you were not worried about prosecution for 
perjury, if you intended to come here and tell the truth, were you? 
Mr. Dorm. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. And is that the course that you have followed vol- * 
untarily, in coming here in response to the subpena, and telling the 
truth to this committee? 

Mr. Doyle. I have. 

Mr. Tavenner.^ You mentioned James Freeman, did you ever 
attend a Communist Party meeting at the home of James Freeman? 
Mr. Doyle. Yes; I did." 
Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about that, please. 

Mr. Doyle. It was an instructional meeting for the officers of the 
different cells. The meeting was conducted by his wife, at the time 
he wasn't present. We were given a sheet of paper with questions and 
answers on it, which was supposed to have been used- in meetings, 
or questions similar to . what was to be. used in meetings. We were 
given a chance to answer some of the questions. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us who were present there represent- 
ing the various cells of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Doyle. I didn't recognize very many of the people there, 
although some of them were known. Ralph Tokunaga, Euth Ozaki,, 
and Doris Ozaki, and Jeannette Nakama. 

Mr. Tavenner. Jeannette Nakama? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes.' 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know anything about her party "member- 
ship? 

% Mr. Doyle. No; I didn't know anything about it until I saw her, 
until she was at the meeting. 
Mr. Tavenner. All right, proceed. 

Mr. Doyle. That would be a^out all I did recognize there. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you, in the performance of your duty as sec- 
retary of your local cell, distribute Communist literature, or sell it? 

Mr. Doyle. No; I didn't handle the sales of literature that were 
within our cells, but then, whiie holding the office of secretary and 
- treasurer with the CIO council, I was^given the job to distribute the 
leaflets throughout the Territory,. to different peQple in the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. You were given that job? Who gave it to you? 

Mr. Doyle. I don't recall exactly who had given me the job at the 
present time, but I did it. I think, twice. Then someone else took 
over. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right, tell us just what you did. 

Mr. Doyle. All right. The leaflets were bundled up and addressed 
to different people in the Territory who were supposed to have been 
the literature directors of the different islands. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who furnished you theJist of names? 

Mr. Doyle. I cannot seem -to recall that, but anyway, a list of names 
was there. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many names? 

Mr. Doyle. One for each inland. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just one person for each island? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you remember the names of the one person 
from each island? 
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Mr. Doyle. No. I never came in contact with them often enough 
to remember that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you tell us any- instructions that came 
down fi;om the executive-committee that you know of, directing what 
you should do, as members of the Communist Party, with regard to 
political action? 

Mr. Doyle. No; I cannot seem to recall anything like that, although 
it could have been possible that something like that was handed down* 

Mr. Tavenner. When, did you sever your connection with the Com- 
munist Party here ? 

Mr. Doyle. I severed my connection with them about the middle of 
1948, but not officially. I did not hand in a resignation of any sort, 
but then being that there was a contract with the Hawaiian Gas Prod- 
ucts, and local 150, 1 felt that my attending a Communist Party ^meet- 
ing was not necessary any longer, being that I was .in no capacity an 
official of the local. 

Mr. Tavenster. You saTy that you did not hand in a resignation? 

Mr. Doyle. No ; the constitution, I think, in part, of the Communist 
Party, reads that any misattendance at meetings consecutively 
for .about 3 months is enough to expell anyone from the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. I neglected to ask you who was the chairman of 
this party fraction, where there were representatives from the dif- 
ferent unions present, I mean the different party cells present? 

Mr. Doyle. Pearl Freeman was conducting the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who is that? 

Mr. Doyle. Pearl Freeman was in charge of the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have anything that you desire to add? 

Mr. Doyle. No ; I don't think that I have anything else to add, 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your present attitude toward the member- 
ship in the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Doyle. In my experience, being that the educational set-up in 
the Territory is not sufficiently covered, as far as the bad effects of 
communism is concerned, I felt that it was a very good experience, 
and something that I had learned about, but I feel that if at any time 
it is possible for you to stop anyone from joining up with any sub- 
versive organization, I would be glad to do it. * 
, Mr. Tavenner. Is that the reason why you have been willing to 
come here to tell the truth and not perjure yourself before this com- 
mittee? 

Mr. Doyle. That is true. 

Mr. Walter. We appreciate very much your contribution to our 
xecords, and we congratulate you. Thank you very much. 

I might state that under section 3486 of the United States Code, 
witnesses testifying before this committee are given immunity from 
uny prosecution, or because of any testimony that they have given, 
unless, it is perjured testimony. 

The subcommittee will stand in recess until 2 o'clock. 

(Whereupon, the hearing was adjourned until 2 o'clock p. m., 
on Wednesday, April 12, 1950.) -

Mr. Walter. The meeting will be in order. 

Mr, Tavenner* 

Mr. Tavenner. I would like to recall the witness Easter Boyle for 
one further question. 
Mi\ Waiter. Proceed. 

TESTIMONY OP EASTER J. DOYLE— Resumed 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Doyle, you testified at some length regarding 
the formation of Communist Party cells within the local unions or 
union locals. 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. There is one question that I failed to ask you, which 
I would like to ask you now. In your case, that is, in the case of local 
150, did the rank and file of your labor union know that the Communist 
Party had selected as its name "Local 150 of the Communist Party"? 

Mr. Doyle. I am most positive that the members of the union did 

not know that the Communist Party had adopted the local 150 name. 
Mr. Tavenner. That is all. 

Mr. McSweeney. That was the point I had in mind, Mr. Tavenner. 

When you selected your name, were you told from above what name 
to select or did you vote among yourselves in that one little cell, as 
to what your name should be. 

Mr. Doyle. As far as that is concerned, I am not quite sure as to 
how the origination of the name occurred, but then it may have been 
that the name was.handed down from up above as being a designation 
of the group. 

Mr: McSweeney. Was there any purpose in choosing 150 as your 
name? 

Mr. Doyle. As I ha-ve stated previously, it probably came about 
from the fact that the members of the Communist cell were members 
of local 150 of the union. 

Mr. Walter. Thank you very much. Call your next witness, Mr. 
Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Donald Uesugi. 

Mr. Walter. Will you stand up and raise your right hand ? 

Do you swear that the testimony you are about to give will be the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Uesugi. I do. 

Mr. Walter. Sit down. 

TESTIMONY OP DONALD UESTIGI 

Mr. Tavenner. You are Donald Uesugi. 
Mr. Uesugi. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you appear here in response to a subpena ? 
Mr. Uesugi. That is right. . 
Mr. Tavenner. Served on you? 
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Mr. Uesugi. I do. ' j 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born;? . 

Mr. Uesugi. IwasbornonKauai,inHanamaulu. 

Mr. Tavekner. Where are you presently employed? 

Mr. Uesugi. I am presently employed at the jMutual Telephone Co. 
in Honolulu. , 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that the telephone company which renders serv- 
ice generally over the Island of Oahu? 

Mr. Uesugi. That is right. 

Mr. * Tavenotjr: How long' have you been employed by that 
company? 

Mr. Uesugi. I have been employed about 17 years by them. . 
Mr. Tavenner. Did yoii complete the grade schools in your edu- 
cation? 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, I only had grade-school education, that is all. 
Mr. Tavenner. What is the nature of your employment with the 
telephone company? 
Mr. Uesugi. Well, I am an accounting clerk 5 there. 
Mr. Tavenner.- Are you married? 
Mr. Uesugi. I was married. 
Mr. Taven-jSTER. What was your wife's first name? 
Mr. Uesugi. My wife's first name was Peggy Uesugi. 
Mr. Tavenner. Peggy? . * 
Mr. Uesugi. Yes. 

Mr. TavenNer. You are now divorced? 

Mr. Uesugi. We are divorced now. 
* Mr. Tavenner. Wliere is she presently employed; do -you .know? 

Mr. Uesugi. Eight now I receive letters from her that she took a 
leave.of absence from/the ILWU and she is residing in California now. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been divorced ? 
' Mr. Uestjgi* It is almost a year now. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Uesugi, have you ever been a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Uesugi. I was. 
' Mr. Tavenner. Tell ,us about it. Tell us just how you became a 
member and what led up to you becoming a member. 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, \yhen I first got married, my wife was working 
for the ILWU, which was on Kekaulike Street, if I am correct, a 
little office up there. Then, at that time, I did not know anything 
about unions. And later on I got married to her, and, well, we had a 
baby, and 2 years later she talked to me about the Communist Party, 
which at that time I did not know what was a Communist, anyway. 
jSo, months after that I remembered being with friends, with Charles 
Fujimoto and Eileen Fujimoto, who knew my wife. Well, they are 
talking to me about unions. At that time the telephone company had 
a union which I wasn't interested in that union, so I listened to them. 

Mr. Tavestner. Now, when you say that you listened to them, 
what did you mean ? 

Mr. Uesugi. Mr. Fujimoto and Mrs., Fujimoto, they always used 
to come over to the house and talk things over between the meals, 
and one day my wife approached me to join the Communist Party.. 
I asked her what was the nature of the Communist Party. Well, I 
still remember her correctly saying it is for the interest of labor. So, 
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but yet, I did not want tq join the party, because I just don't want to 
join something, J have enough tilings to do. To cut the story short, 
one day I was forced to join the union. If I did not join the union, 
she will threaten me for a divorce,- So I said, "Well, if it is not:going 
to be any trouble, 1 will join the union," which they assured me there 
won't be any trouble at all. And, as I stay in, I don't remember cor- 
rectly what year, I remember they had a Territorial investigation, 
which was the first time I found out I was doing something wrong; So 
I told her, "I am going to quit and I don't want to go any more to' 
the meetings." But I still hung on to the party quite some time after 
that, but I wasn't going to meetings regularly unless I was pushed to 
go to the meetings, which I know was on Thursday nights, which I 
purposely stalled around and come home late or something. But she 
^ was right there pushing me to go to the meeting^ which I think Charlie 
Fujinioto would joick me up. Of course, I go to the meeting, which 
I am always afraid about going to, thinking people will follow me, 
and I used to^vait for the meeting to get over quick, as soon as possible. 
That is all I know about joining the Communist Party, 
Mr, Tatonker, Well, do you recall the first meeting that you at- 
tended of the Communist Party? 
Mr, Uesugi. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner, Where was that meeting held? 

Mr. Uesugi, It was not exactly- a meeting but it was. down at 
Waikiki, I don't know what the number is, but it was on Manukai 
Street, and that was at the Ralph VosSbrink home there. At the time 
he was living in Waikiki, 

Mr. Tavenner, Was Mr Vossbrink there at the time of the meeting? 

Mr. Uesugi, He was. 
- Mr. TAVENNER. Can you recaU the names of other people who were 
there? 

Mr. Ujesugi, As far as I can remember, Ixuka was there. That 
is where I first met him. And Jack Hall was there and Wilfred Oka 
was there. 

Mr. Tatonner. Wilfred Oka? 

Mr. Uesugi, Wilfred Oka, And what is that fellow's name who 
was here today ? Tokunaga, Tokunaga \vas there. 
Mi\ Tavennbr. Tokunaga? 
Mi\ Uesugi, ORalph Toiunaga, 
Mr, Tavenner. Ralph, What was his first name? 
Mr, Uesugi. Ralph. 
Mr. Tavenner. Ralph Tokunaga. 
Mr. Uesugi. That is right, 

Mr. Tavknner, Were you here in the hearing room this morning'^ 

Mr. Uesugi. No, I wasn't here. I came this morning but they told 
me to come back at 3 o'clock, There were some people there which I 
don't remember, 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the date of that meeting? 
t Mr. Ujesugi, Well, I can't recall dates because I wasn't interested, 
"but I think it was about 1945, the year 1945. What month and day, 
I wouldn't remember, 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you told us the names of the persons that you 
can recall who attended that meeting? 

Mr. Uesugi. At Waikiki ? 

Mr, Tato^tner, Yes. 
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Mr. TJesugi. That is about all I can recall at that place-there. 
Mr. Tavenner. Was your wife Peggy there ? 

Mr. TJesugi. No; She just dropped me by the corner and told me 
that is the place to go to. 
(Laughter in the audience.) 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Koichi Imori ? 
Mr. TJesugi. I do. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he attend any meeting of the Communist Party 
when you wer a there? 

Mr. TJesugi. Not at Waikiki, but other meetings, at other places, I 
met him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Other meetings, at other places? 
Mr. TJesugi. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, will you tell us at what other places? 
Mr. TJesugi. Well, at Waikiki. I recall that is the first place. 
Mr. Tavenner. Speak a little louder, please. 

Mr. TJesugi. At a Waikikrmeeting and at the Makiki meeting, which 
is on Kaihee Street, at. Charlie Fujimoto's homeland at MivVoss- 
brink's home at Pacific Heights, I seen him. 

Mr. Tavenner. First, at that meeting at the home of Charlie Fuji- 
mo to, who were present at that meeting? 

Mr. TJesugi. Those who were present there, I can remember, was 
Wilfred Oka, Imori 

. Mr. Tavenner. When you say Imori, what Imori are you referring 
to? 

Mr. TJesugi. What was his first name now? He was around the 
ILWU. Koichi. 
'Mr. Tavenner. Koichi Imori? 

Mr. TJesugi. That is the Imori that was over there. Paul K'ane- 
maru was there. 
Mr. Tavennesr. Who? 

Mr. TJesugi. Paul Kanemaru. Oh. Eileen Fujimoto was there and 
* Jeanette Nakama. She has a married name now, which I do£ 5 t know. 
And — well — Charlie Fujimoto was there, and Mrs. Kanemaru was 
there. 

Mr. Tavenner. What Kanemaru is that; what is her husband's 
name? - -] 

Mr. TJesugi. Her husband's name was Paul Kanemaru. Paul 
Kanemaru. 

Mr. Tavenner. Paul Kanemaru ? 

Mr. TJesugi. Well, Balph- Tokunaga used to come there too. There 
were some other ones which I cannot' seem to recall now. 
- Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Harry Kuhia, Jr. ? 

Mr. TJesugi. Oh, yes. He was there for a while too. Is that the 
fellow that is working for the Gas Products, or something, pr used 
to work there? 

Mr. Tavenner. I will ask you, where did Harry Kuhia, Jr;., work, 
so far as you know ? 
Mr. TJesugi. So far as I know, he was working for the gas company. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did you see him- at more than one meeting or not? 
Mr. TJesugi. Well, I saw him at about two meetings, to be correct. 
Mr. Tavenner. Now, what meetings were these? - * 

Mr. TJesugi. What do you mean? 
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Mr. Tavenner. I want to know whether they were labor meetings,* 
whether they were social meetings or whether they were Communist 
Party meetings, or whatever kind of meetings they were; 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, they were labor meetings and Communist meet- 
ings, top. ' 

Mr. Tavenbter. What do you mean by "labor meetings and Com- 
munist meetings, too 5 ' ? 

Mr. TJesugi. Well, discussing the labor situation, dock strikes, and 
all that. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean you discussed the labor situations there? 
Mr. UesugI That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. The persons who were present at these meetings, 
did you know them merely as members of labor unions or did you 
know them as members of the Communist Party? 

.Mr.. Uesttgi. I know them, most of them,, in, both ways, labor and 
Communist Party. 

' Mr. Tavenner. Do/you know who presided over these meetings ? 
Mr. TJesugi; Yes, I do. 
Mr. Tavenner. Who? 

Mr. Uesugi. That is Mr. Charles Fujimoto and Mr. Wilfred Oka 
was presiding at all the meetings at Makiki. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many different cells or branches of the Com- 
munist Party did you belong to? 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, let me see. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let's take up first the cell that you became a mem- 
ber of when you first went into the Commnist Party. 
Mr. Uesttgi. Well, that was at Makiki. 
Mr. Tavenner. Makiki? 
Mr. Uesttgi. Makiki branch. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long were you a member of the Makiki cell? 

Mr. Uesttgi. Well, I think about- a year we were there. 

Mr. Tavenner. While' you were in that branch of ,the party, to 
whom did you pay your dues ? 

Mr. Uesugi. i used to* pay my dues to Eileen Fujimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave you your card, or did you receive a ca*d, 
a Communist Party card? 

Mr. Uesugi. I did. 
. Mr. Tavenner; Who gave it to you ? 

Mr. Uesugi. My wife gave- that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you transf erred from the Makiki branch to 
another branch of the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Uesugi. I was. ■ 

Mr. Tavenner, What .was the name, of that branch? 

Mr. Uesugi. I don't recall which one I went to first, but I can name 
, any one. I went up to Mr. Vossbrink's home, up Pacific Heights, and 
there was another one, which I told Mr. Wheeler about, that was up 
Punchbowl. I don't know what street it is but I know where it is. 
That was at the Hyun family's residence there. 

Mr. Tavenner. The one that you are talking about now was at 
the home of KqJdIi Vossbrink ? 

Mr. Uesugi. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. But did you go to another branch of the party before 
that? ' * *

Mr. Uesugi. That is right. I am pretty sure I go to the'Punclibc»wl 
branch there- for a while, about two, or three meetings there. 

Mr. Tavenner. At whose home did that meeting take'place?. 

Mr. Uesugi. That was one of the Hyun boys. I don't know what 
his name is. It is the short one there. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you say that over again, please? 

.Mr. Uesugi. One of the Hyun homes. 

Mr. Tavenner. One of the Hyun's homes? 

Mr. Uesugi. Yes. The short one. 

Mr. Tavenner*. But you don't recall what his first name is? 
Mr. Uesugi. His first name, no. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long were you attending meetings at his home ? 
Mr. Uesugi. About three meetings there. 

Mr. Tavenjster. Will you give us the names of any persons who 
attended meetings at these other two branches .that you* have spoken 
.of whose names you have not given us ? 

Mr. Uesugi. All right. There was this lady, Adele Kensinge*, and 
the Hyuns. 

Mr. Tavenner. Wait just a minute. What was that name ? 
Mr. Uesugi. I am pre.tty sure it is Adele Kensinger. 
Mr. Tavenner. Adele Kensinger. All right. 
Mr. Uesugi. And then the Hyuns. Of course, I don't— and jufet 
the same old group that I mentioned before/ 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Ruth Ozaki? 
Mr. Uesugi. I do. . ' 
Mr. Tavenner. Where did you meet her? 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, I met her through my wife, down at the 
ILWU. That is how I got to know her. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever attend ,a Communist Patty meeting 
with her? 

Mr. Uesugi. Not that I knoTr of. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you recall the names, of any other persons 
that you met in Communist Party meetings ? 

Mr. Uesugi. J do by reading the i>aper. I recall something else. 
I remember I went to, a Waikiki meeting, to another place down next 
to the Niumalu Hotel, and that was the place I was transferred to later 
on. 1 don't know what time it was, but J was attending there for 
about two meetings down there, or three meetings, and I recall two 
more new names ?< such as Mr. McEuen, Marshall McEuen. 

Mr. Tavenner. McEuen ? 

Mr. Uesugi. Yes. He was' there. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say "Yes"? ■ ' 

Mr. Uesugi. Yes. Will, there is more than one there. 

Ml:. -Tavenner. How many was this you can name? 

Mr. Uesugi. Let's see. Marshall McEuen, Mrs. Eeinecke was there, 
so was John. 

Mr. Tavenner. Speak a little louder, please. 

Mr. Uesugi. Mr. and" Mrs. John Eeinecke were there. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is Dr. Eeinecke and his wife? 

Mr. Uesugi. That is right. And Mr: Eobert Greene, who is< with 
the ILWU. Eobert Greene. I am pretty sure. They call him Bob 
Greene or something. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what position Eobert 'Greene held 
here at that time ? 
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Mr. TJesugi. I didn't know exactly, only I know that he was meet- 
ing with our group there. I think he is connected with the Hawaii 
Civil Liberties — something. 

Mr. Tavenner. Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee ; is that what you 
are referring to? 

Mr. TJesugi. Something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what his position was with that 
organization ? 

Mr. TJesugi. I don't know because I never went to any of therti. 
Mr. Tavenner. But you know he was connected with it? 
Mr. TJesugi. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, are there any others? 

Mr. TJesugi. Well, not at the moment; I can't recall any more. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Wallace Ho? 

Mr. TJesugi. Yes; I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever sit in a Communist Party meeting 
with him? 
Mr. TJesugi. I never did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you at any time hold an office in any of these 
groups to which you were assigned, that is, Communist Party groups? 

Mi\ TJesugi. Well, you may call it as an officer's job or what, but I 
thihk I was a dues collector. That is all I know . 

Mr. Tavenner. A dues collector? 

Mr. TJesugi. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, whose dues dici you collect? 

Mr. TJesugi. Well, I collected myself, Wilfred Oka, Tokunaga. 

Mr. Tavestner. You say Wilfred Oka? 

Mr. TJesugi. Wilfred Oka and Charles Fujimoto and Jeanette Na- 
kama and Paul Eanemaru and Mrs. Kanemaru and Imori, Koichi 
Imori's dues, arid I collected Kuhia's dues for a couple of times. 

Mr. Tavenner. You said Harry Kuhia? 

Mr. TJesugi. Harry Kuhio or Kuhia; 

Mr. Tavenner. Senior or junior? 

Mr. TJesugi. I don't know whether it is junior or senior. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, can you tell us about what age he was? 

Mr. TJesugi. He should be about 30 years old. 

Mr. Tavenner. About SO years old. 

Mr. TJesugi. Or 34 by today. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, when you collected the dues, did you. give 
books or stamps to the individuals who paid you ? 

Mr. TJesugi. The individuals who paid me, well, I gave them the 
stamps there, a little greenish or bluish, a little stamp about half an 
inch Mock or less than that. 

Mr. Tavenner.. Where did you get those stamps? 

Mr. TJesugi. .Those stamps were given to me by either Eileen or 
Charlie Fujimoto, and if they don't see me they used to give them to 
my wife and she, in turn, would pass the stamps to me. I don't know 
from where they get them. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did you do with the money that you collected ? 

Mr. TJesuigi. The money I turned in, most of the time, to the Fuji- 
motos, Charles or Eileen. 

Mr. Tave3stner. Now, which one of the cells was it in which you 
held the position of dues collector ? 

Mr. TJesugi. That was at Makiki. 
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Mr. Tavenner. The MaMki ? . 
Mr. Uesugi. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know James Freeman? 
Mr. Uesugi. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where did you meet Mm ? 

Mr. Uestjgi. Well, I first met Mm, probably, at the Fujimoto's resi- 
dence, I tMnk, but I met Mm at Ms home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall about when that was, what year? 

Mr., Uesugi. Well, it must be, some time after 1945, way back,- 1 
think, about 2 years later that I met him, maybe in 1947 that I met 
James Freeman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what happened at his home on?that occasion? 
. Mr. Uesugi. Well, on that occasion, that was just an ordinary din- 
ner, I guess; perhaps some sMsh-kebab and stories is all I know. 

Mr. Tayenner. Did you go back again to the home of James 
Freeman? - ' 

Mr. Uesugi. I never did; at least till the strike came. over for the 
Mutual Telephone. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what happened then ? 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, at that time I was in a — well, I was in a daze, 
I guess, and I went "up, and since I had it together, I had my family 
trouble, and the strike was due the next day, and I was in town, walk- 
ing around, I don't know where the place, and I don't recall if I, met 
Charles Fujimoto, or he met me, but anyway, he took me down to* 
James Freeman's home,, and then they asked me : "What you want to 
do?" And I said, "I don't know." I told them first, "tomorrow I 
am walMng right through the picket line.. I am going to work, be- 
cause I had already quit the union," but then they told me I do not 
need to cross the picket line and go on strike, because they will rein- 
state me then, and I was reinstated the following day, and I was on 
the strike for 1 month. 

"Mr. Tavenner. What was the date of this conversation you had 
with James Freeman regarding the strike ; the telephone strike? 

Mr. Uesugi. That was on the night of December 20, 1948, that I had 
a talk with him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he make any threat of any kind to you? 

Mr. Uesugi. No ; he never did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you buy Communist literature while you were 
•a member of the Party ? 

Mr. Uesugi. Yes; I did. - , 

Mr. Tavenner. From whom did you buy?. 

Mr. Uesugi. Well, I bought it from Charles Fujimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you at any time sell Communist literature for 
the* Communist Party ? 

Mr. Uesugi. Literatures, I never did sell one of them. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you still a member of the party?' 

Mr. Uesegi. ISFo ; I am not a member. I quit that some time in the 
early part of 1948, 1948. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you write any letter of resignation, or did you 
just quit? ... 

Mr. Uesegi. ' I just walked ^up to Charles Fujimoto's home, and I am 
pretty sure I come to them about it now gave him a card back, and 
I said, "I don't want any part of it any more." 
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Mr. Tavenner. That you, did not want any more part of it? ~ 
Mr. Uesugi., Yes. . 
Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been requested since that tiriie to 
join the party again? 

Mr. TJesugi. No ; never did. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no- further questions, Mr. Chairman 
Mr. 'Harrison. On behalf of >the; committee, 'we desite to express to 
you ; our appreciation for cdming here today, and aiding us in the in- 
vestigation, and on behalf of the committee, I thank you . 
(Witness, excused. ) 

Mr. Tavenner. The next witness is Harry Kuhia. 
* Mr. Harrison. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are 
about to give will be the truth, the 'whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so 'help you 'God ? 

Mi\ Kuhia. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF HARRY KUHIA, JR. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Kuhia, will you' state your full name, please? 

Mr. Kuhia. Harry Kuhia, Jr. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are Htoy Kuhia, Jr. ? 

Mr. Kuhia. Correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born ? 

Mr. Kuhia. Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. On what date? 

Mr. Kuhia. April 27, 1916. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you appear here in response to a subpena asking 
your appearance before this committee ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where are you presently employed? 
Mr. Kuhia. At the Honolulu Gas Co. 

Mr. Tavenner. What other work, positions, have you' held prior 
to this time ? Where have you worked before this ?. 

Mr. Kuhia. I was in the CCC camp for about 18 months. 

Mr. Tavenner; How long have you been employed by your present 
employers? 

Mr. Kuhia. Thirteen years. 

Mr, Tavenner. Are you a member of a labor union ? 

Mr. Kuhia. I am ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What union is it? 

Mr. Kuhia. Gasoline and Oil Drivers, Local 904, affiliated with the ■ 
Teamsters' International Union. 
Mr. Tavenner. Is that American Federation of Labor? 
Mr. Kuhia. AFL ; yes. 

Mr. McSweenet. Affiliated with whom, please? 

Mr. Kuhia. The AFL, with Teamsters' International. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you hold any position with your local union ? 

Mr. Kuhia. I am business representative. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 
Mr. Kuhia. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are you now a member? 
Mr. Kuhia. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you join the Communist Party? •

Mr, Ktthia. I think it was the latter part of 1946, -or the early part 
of 1947. • J * 

Mr. Tavenner: Who recruited you, into the Communist Party? 
Mr. Ktthia. Koichi Imori. 
Mr. Tavekjster. Koichi Imori? 
Mr. Ktthia. Yes, sir; 

Mr. Taveniner. Will you tell the committee the circumstances under 
which you became a member ? 

Mr. ^ Ktthia. Well, at the time I was president of the local union, 
Koichi Imori was, the business agent; he and 1 'worked together 
trying to get a union contract with the Honolulu Gas. Co., and he 
thought that I needed more education, because of the fact that my 
literacy was not enough, in the presence of the' local. He invited me 
to join the Communist Party," but at that time he did not tell me 
the name of the party, he told me that it was more especially for an 
educational program than anything else, something pertaining to a 
trade-union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know at that :time that he was a member 
of the Communist Party? 
Mr. Ktthia. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, as a result of his invitation to you, what did 
you do? 

Mr. Ktthia. I attended the meetings that he invited me, and then 
late.r on he asked that I could join as a member, or sign a card, so 

that I can continue to go to the meetings, or get an education from 

which I understood was going to be held after the present class was 
going on, which was held at Dqc Eeinecke's home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend these classes at Dr. Kein^cke's home ? 

Mr. Kubdca. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you understood you were to attend classes to be 
held later ; is that what I understood you to say ? 

Mr. Ktthia. It was my understanding from Imori that I was sup- 
posed to ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What position did Koichi Imori have in addition 
to his being president in your local union? • 

Mr. Ktthia. He was. the business representative of our local union. 
I really do not know what position he held at that time, but later on 
I understood— he told me himself "that he was elected to the Territorial 
Communist executive board. . 

Mr. .Tavenner. To the executive board of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Ktthia. Yes^ sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, where was the first meeting held which you 
attended? 

Mr. Ktthia. It was held at Kaihee Lane, up in Makiki some place • 
the Makiki district. , ? 

Mr.. Tavenner. Do you know whose home? 

Mr. Kohia. It was my understanding it was Jeanette Nakama's 
home. 

Mr. Tavekner. Can you give us the names of the persons who at- 
tended that same meeting? 

Mr. Ktthia. Yes; it was Charles Fujimoto, Wilfred Oka, Koichi 
Imori, Masao Mori. 

Mr. Tavenner. Not quite so fast. Go ahead. ' 
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Mr.'KuHiA. And a lady by the name of Kensinger^ Panl Kanemaru, * 
Alice Kanemaru, Tokunaga, and Richard Toktmaga. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you say Richard Tokunaga ? 
" Mr. Kuhia. I guess his name is Richard, but anyway his last name 
is Tokunaga. There were, a few other fellows there, but I don't recall 
their names at this time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a person by the name of Donald 
TJesugi? 

Mr. Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. c Was he there ? 

Mr. Kuhia. He was. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know his wife? 

Mr. Kuhia. I never met her, but I saw her at the meetings that were 
held at that place. 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what her name is ; her first name was? 
Mr. Ktjhia. Peggy. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Ernest Arena? 

Mr. Kuhia. Yes, he was there, too. I could not recall his name. 

Mr. Tavenner. Richard Kageyama, do you know him? 

Mr. Kuhia. I saw him once in one of the meetings that I attended, 
but that was one of the later meetings that he was there; not at the 
first meeting ; no. 

Mr. TAVENttER. Do you know James Freeman ? 

Mr. Ktjhia. James Freeman attended some of the meetings ; about 
three of them. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the occupation of James Freeman, did he 
have a position of some kind ? 

Mr. Ktjhia. According to Imori, James Freeman was' the organizer 
of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many meetings did you attend of this group? 
. Mr. Ktjhia. Oh, about over^six; from six to maybe eight, or some- 
thing like that, 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you issued a CommunistParty card ? 

Mr. Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who issued it to you ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Koichi Imori. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did you pay dues? 
Mr. Kuhia. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. To whom did you pay it ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Donald TJesugi. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall the name of this group, how they were 
designated? • ' 

Mr. Kuhia. No, I never knew the name of the group ifaelf , or 
whether they were called a group or a cell, until I reported to the 
FBI, and they told me the name of it. 

Mr. Tavenner. You got the name from the FBI, of the group 
that you were a member of ? 

Mr. Kuhia. Correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. And you reported to the FBI the names that you 
have given us here today ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now what was the name of the group, as you 
learned it to be? 
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Mr. Kuhia. MaMM Cell. 

Mr. Tavenner. I believe you told us that Charles Fujimoto was the 
chairman of that group, or president of it ? 

Mr. Kuhia. That is cprrect. 
* Mr. Tavenner. "Who was its secretary? 
Mr. Kuhia. I really do not know. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know the name of the educational director ? 
Mr. EjftTTA. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you buy any literature; this Communist litera- 
ture? 

Mr. Kuhia. I did; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. .Who did you buy it from? 

Mr. Kuhia. Jeanette Nakama. 

Mr. Tavenner. I believe you stated you paid your dues to Koichi 
Imori? 

Mr. Kuhia. To Donahf Uesugi. ; 
Mr. Tavenner. Donald Uesugi? 
Mr. Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How often did this Makiki group of the Communist 
Party meet? 

Mr. Kuhia. Well, they used to meet on Thursday; I guess it is once 
a month. 

Mr.. Tavenner. You mentioned that one of the parties who was 
present at this first meeting was Adele Kensinger. Did sho, attend 
other meetings ? 

Mr. Kuhia. She was there at all the meetings I was there. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was her principal f unctiopuat these meetings ? 
That is, what part did she play in the meetings, if any? 

Mr. Kuhia. Oh, she just got into discussions, of what the thing was 
that was to be taken up at that moment. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, can you recall the details of any oi the pam- 
phlets or other literature that you bought from Jeanette Nakama? 

Mr, Kuhia. I would not remember ; it has been so long ago. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you subscribe to the Daily People's World, pub- 
lished 'on the west coast? 

Mr. Kuhia. I did, yes ; a year's subscription. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who took your subscription? 

Mr. Kuhia. Koichi Imori. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, while you were a member of the Communist 
Party did you have an occasion to go to California ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the purpose of your going ? 
Mr. Kuhia. I was elected a delegate to the meeting, the Eleven-State 
Western Conference. 
Mr. Tavenner. When was that? 
Mr. Kuhia. In 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you given an address before you left here? 

Mr. Kuhia. The address I'^ound in the brief case that I took with 
me to the mainland, which belonged to Koichi Imori, had an envelope 
in there with the address in it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let me see if I understand that properly : First, 
whose brief case ,was this ? 

Mr. ICuhia. Koichi Imori's. > 
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Mr, TATOtfjsrm How did you happen to be carrying his brief case? 
Mr, Kuhia. He loaned me the brief case to .carry some papers, when 
I was making the trip to the mainland, 
Mr. Tavenner. He let you use it? 
Mr, Kuhia. Yes. 

Mr. Tavehner.. And you found in that brief case an envelope ? 
Mr. Kuhia. Correct, sir, + + 

Mr. Tayeki?er, Well, explain a little more in detail what you 
found in there, 

Mr. Kuhia, Well, when I went to the mainland my wife gave, me, 
supposed to give me some address, to some of her family in San Fran- 
cisco, and that I thought was one of the addresses that I was sup- 
posed to look up, her cousin* The address, I think, was on Market 
Street, and it was on the second floor, and when I arrived there, on 
the door it says: "Communist Party of California," and I turned 
around and came back downstairs. . ^ 

Mr. Tavenner, I want you to explain a little more in detail how you 
got this note; whether it was just a note that was Ioqsq in the brief 
case, or whether it was given to you ? 

Mr* Kuhia. It was just an address, that is all ; an address of Market 
Street; on Market Street, 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, had that address been brought to you, or did 
youjust merely find it in the brief case? 

Mr. Kuhia, Well, I put everything in the brief case when I left 
here, and b.eing that I thought is belonging to my wifey and I went 
up and tried to look for her cousin, who was away for 18 years, and 
she never saw him before for a long time, and that is how I came to 
come across the address* 

Mr* Tavenner* Well, now, when you returned from California did 
you continue attending Communist Party meetings in Honolulu? 

Mr. Kuhia* No, sir, 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, why not? 

Mr. Kuhia, I was then told that I wasin the Communist Party, and

The heads of your own union told you to get out 
of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Kuhia. Well, they were here in 1947, and Imori was a repre- 
sentative of our local union r and their understanding was that Imori 
was a Communist, and that for me to come back in Honolulu and get 
rid of Imori but of the union. At the time they found out, somehow, 
that I was also a member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner, And you were given directions by the AFL to sever 
your 'connections with the Communist Party? 

Mr. Kuhia. Yes, after I explained how I got into the Communist 
Party, without knowing what it was for, and what it stands for. 

Mr. Tavenher* WelH did you get rid. of — or was the local of the 
American Federation of Labor able to get rid of Koichi Imori? 

Mr. Ktjhia^ I came back in May 19, 1947, and asked Koichi Imori 
to resign from the local union. He then turned in his resignation to 
the executive board of the local union. 
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; Mr. Tavenner. Now, in the course of your testimony you men- 
tioned Wilfred Oka^as one of those who* attended Communist Party 
meetings with you.. Do you knoW' what position Wilfred 0ka held 
at this time ? 

Mr. Kuhia. It is my understanding. that he is some Mnd.of a secre- 
tary of the. Democratic Party of Hawaii. 

Mr. Tavenner: Do -you know whether he is; secretary of the Demo- 
cratic central committee? ■ , 

Mr. Kuhia. I really don't know, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you see from the press that the central Demo- 
crat committee expelled a witness, who had appeared and testified 
before this committee ? 

Mr. Kuhia. I did, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is this man ?< Oka, who you say was the secretary of 
the Democratic Party committee, the same person you mentioned 
attended the Communist Party meetings with you ? 

Mr. Kuhia, Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have any knowledge 1 of who were the mem- 
bers of the executive committee of the Communist Party while yon 
were a member? "

He also gave a report on the three oil companies** "beef,": and ;said- that he- is 
still waiting for the decision before the contracts are signed.

55 So, I was in 
my car. H& came in,, and 4 he told me : that, "Yaiiia^ 55 he said, "I don 5 t 
know how to approach you, 55 but he told me, "You are a very mili- 
tant union man. 55 . Then he aslied me how .much education I had. So, 
I told him that I only went to the eighth- gfade. And he said, "Well, 
we are setting up a program where you can have a good education. 55 
So, I asked him what kind of education. He said, ? 'Well, all about 
being a labor leader in the labor movement. 55 I told him, "Well, 55 I- 
said, "What kind of school? 55 Well, he said, "We will come to that 
later. 55 So, he took out his Communist card, which I didn 5 t know what 
card it was, but I saw "Communist Party of America, 55 or "Cali- 
fornia, 55 but it was a blue— light-blue card. And he told me that 
he is not ashamed to show me the card which he was a 'member for a 
quite a few years. I'.told him, well, so far as I am concerned, I said, 
about joining theparty ; "Well, I don 5 t know anything about the Com- 
munist.

Machinist, Independent, with whom I was , associated before^ I became your- 
business representative. This I have consistently refused to .do. I know -and 
you know that any inter 7 uniqn warf ar'e at ,this time 'can only play into the 
hands of, the enemies o£labor.~ In fact, I am.convinced that the entire-Rutledge- 
Da^eJBeck raiding program has beeri; inspired, - i£ not conceived by Hawaii's 
Big Five. , As "you know,. I have, been active in organized, labor in Hawaii since 
1937, and have always worked in the interest p£;the workers, both organized -and 
unorganized. I have never and will never- be used, either, willingly or unwillingly, 
as a tool of Mr. Rutledge to smash any labor organizations, whether they are 
AFL, CIO, or Independent* and specifically i; will "not at this time attempt to 
wreck ttie\pineapple workers'* union when.th'ese, workers are desperately engaged 
in a lif^or death .struggle with .the Hawaiian pineapple; industry.;

« Retained in committee files. 
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S04j and X am paid by local 904, arid eyen though Mt: Hut ledge- and the iJoint 
council' -of teamsters: have certain dictatorial powers, they do hot have the 
power to hire, fire, or suspend employees of local 904, or any other local Unions: 
I am confident that if I. take this matter before the membership I will receive 
the fullest support, but I know that Mr. Butledge will eventual] y get the inter- 
national office of the union' to appoint him or the joint council of teamster^ 
asa "receiver" for Iocal*904 : , thus further restricting the limited democratic rights 
of our membership. 

3. Mr. Rutledge who now receives almost $1,000 per month in salaries and 
allowances from the dairy workers 1 union, bartenders 1 union, and the Inde- 
pendent transit workers 1 union, now associates, himself \rith one of the mosjr 
discredited, Incompetent, and questionable characters in Hawaii's -labor move- 
ment and is at this time using this person to further his scheme of smashing 
the pineapple workers 1 union. I, of course, cannot associate myself and risk 
my personal reputation with this individual. In view of the above, it is obvious 
that I can no longer remain business representative of local 904* I have pre- 
viously said that I am resigning with regret but I want to pass oh a word of 
warning to you and your membership— do not enter into the jurisdictional battle 
that Mr, Rutledge is fomenting.. Confine your activities to getting better wages, 
hours, and working- Condition from your employer and organizing unorganized 
workers and cooperate with all other workers in fcae- territory in doing the same 
for themselves. Do not start sinking hatchets in each other's>backs because once 
these hatchets are in, the forces that want to divide and weaken us will drive 
them deeper and we will all be driven back to the days of 1036 and 1937, when 
wages were 20 cents an hour and the workday was 10 hours and when Mr. 
Rutledge was selling dresses, perfumes, etc., to certain professional women who 
worked on Hotel Street, I do not know what lies ahead for me in the future 
but I feel that in ail honesty to myself and to my fellow workers I must offer 
my services to the pineapple workers in an, effort to save them from the catas-. 
trophe that Mr. Rutledge is attempting to bring about. I wjll offer ray services 
to them without compensation, if necessary, as I have so often done in the past.

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Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Hall, when and where were you born ? 

Mr. Hall. I was born in Ashland, Wis., February 28, 1914:. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you lived in Honolulu? 

Mr. Hall. I established residence in Hawaii in, I believe, August or 
September 1935. 

Mr. Tavenner. How are you presently employed? 

Mr. Hall. I am now regional director for the International Long- 
shoremen's and Warehousemen's Union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Hall, are you now~or have you ever been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Symonds. I advise my client not to answer the question upon 
the grounds that it might tend to incriminate him. 

(Conference between Mr. Tavenner aiid Mr. Symonds.) 

Mr. Symonds. Thank you, Mr. Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let me repeat the question. 

Mr. Hall. All right. Go ahead. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you now or have you ever been a member of 
the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Hail. On the advice of counsel, I refuse to answer the question 
on the ground it might tend to incriminate me. I want to add, how- 
ever, that I have filed with the National Labor Eelations Board the 
customary non-Communist affidavit. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, the witness declines to answer the 
question I just asked. I see no point in my asking him any further 
questions relating to his alleged: activity in the Communist Party. 

Mr. Walter. Mr. Hall, would you like an opportunity to answer 
some of the charges, that have been made against you? 

(Mr. Hall confers with his counsel.)

Mr. Tavenner. You are Masao Mori? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you live, Mr. Mori? 
Mr. Mori. I live at 2664 Booke Avenue. 
Mr. Tavenner. Were you served with a subpena? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Bequiring your attendance before this committee? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. How old are you? 
■ Mr. Mori. I am 44 years old. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where are you now employed? 

Mr. Mori. I am employed as supervising electrician at Hawaii 
Blowing Corp. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been employed there? 

Mr. Mori. About 10 years. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before you were so employed, what position did you 
have or what work did you do ? 

Mr. Mori. I was supervising electrician at Pacific Chemical, and 
before that I was electrician's helper. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Mori. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever attended any Communist Party 
meetings? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who asked you to attend? 

Mr. Mori. Koichi Imori. 

Mr. Tavenner. Koichi Imori? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell us when that .was ? 
Mr. Mori. I think it was in the latter part of 1946. 
Mr. Tavenner. What did Mr. Imori say to you ? 
Mr. Mori. He said, in order to be a good union leader, you could be 
educated by coming to our meetings. 
Mr. Tavenner. Bid you attend the meetings? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were the meetings held ? 
Mr. Mori. The first meeting that I attended was at Mr. Izuka's 
home in Puunui. 
Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Izuka? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir.

Mr. Mori. Four or five. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was "it an_ organized meeting, that is, a meeting 
that had a chairman or a president? 
Mr. Mori. I am not sure of that. 
Mr. Tavenner. Who conducted the'nieeting?* 
Mr. Mori. Mr. Vossbrink. 
Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Vossbrink? 
Mr. Mori. That is right. 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall his first name.? 
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Mr. Mori. I think it was Kalph Vossbrink. 
Mr. Tavenner. Ralph. Vossbrink? 
Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What other meetings did you- attend,? 
Mr. Mori. I attended Makiki meetings. 
Mr. Tavenner. The Makiki meetings? 
Mr. Mori. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What do you mean by the "Makiki meetings"? 
Mr. Mori. Well, there is a certain group that have a discussion of 
trade-union principles at that meeting. 
Mr. Moulder. Will you ask the witness to speak a little louder ? 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you speak a little loud/er, please ? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who told you where the meeting would be held? * 

Mr. Mori. Usually Koichilmori told me about it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Koichi Imori go with you to the meetings? 

Mr. Mori. Yes. Some of the meetings. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who were the officers at the Makiki group ? 

Mr. Mori. As far as I know, it was Charley Fujimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. What position did Charley Fuj imoto have ? 

Mr. Mori. I take it for granted lie was the chairman because he did 
most of the talking. 

Mr. Tavejstner. Do you recall the names of any of the other officers 
of that group ? 

Mr. Mori. I don't know who the officers were. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before you started going to the Makiki group, -did * 
you go to another group meeting ? - . . + ^ 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was that group meeting known as ? 
Mr. Mori. I think it was the Puunui group. 
Mr. Tavestner. Puunui group? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenker. You started out going to the Puunui group ? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long did you go there ? 
Mr. Mori. Once. 

Mr. Tavenner. Once. Did you know many of the people attending * 
that group meeting ? 
Mr. Mori. Not one of them. 

Mr. Tavenner. How did it happen that you stopped going to the ^ 
Puunui group meetings ? 

Mr. Mori. Koichi Imori told me that I will know more people when 
I go to this other meeting at Makiki. 

Mr; Tavenner. At Makiki. Well, then, how did you get instruc- 
tions as to where to go for the next meeting .after you were told you 
would be placed in a group where you knew more people ? 

Mr. Mori. Koichi Imori told me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, in this second group, which you call the 
Makiki group, will you give us the names of all those who attended? 
J ust a moment. Before answering that question, let me ask you : How 
many meetings do you think you attended of the Makiki grtiup ? 

Mr. Mori. Maybe about five. 

Mr. Tavenner. About five ? 
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Mr. Mori, Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Over how long a period of time ? 
Mr. Mori. About 5 or 6 months. 

Mr. Tayenner. Now, during that period of time, I would like for 
you to tell me who attended the meetings. 
Mr. Mori. There were Charles Fujimoto and Mrs. Fujimoto. 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you give us that name over, please? 
Mr. Mori. Charles Fujimoto. 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Mori. And Mrs. Fujimoto, Jeanette Nakama, Ealph Tokunaga, 
Harry Kuhia, Jr., Ernest Arena, Wilfred Oka, Koichi Imori, Paul 
Kanemura and Mis. Kanemura, James Freeman, and there was an 
elderly woman there, I couldn't very well recollect her name right 
now. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who presided over the meetings as a general rule? 
Mr. Mori. To all the meetings that I attended, Charles Fujimoto 
presided. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether they had a secretary and 
treasurer of that group ? . 

Mr. Mori. I don't recall who was secretary or treasurer or who the 
officers were. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let's see if you can recall the 'names of any other 
persons who were there, particularly who took some part in the 
meetings. 

Mr. Mori. At one of the' meetings Wilfred Oka was, they told me, 
was the discussion chairman. 
Mr. Tavenner. The discussion chairman? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall what Mr. Oka discussed ? * 

Mr. Mori. I dont' recall most anything, about that because, the 
reason is I haven't been attending those meetings regularly, and at any 
time that I attended there were different topics put up, and I don't 
know anything about it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you given any books or pamphlets? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir; the book was delivered to me, and that's when 
I found out it was the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. So you found out that these meetings were Com- 
munist Party meetings ? 

Mr. Mori. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall now the name of the book ? 
Mr. Mori. It says "Communist Party." 

Mr. Tavenner. Oh, you mean — well, tell me a little more about the 
book that you spoke of. 

Mr. Mori. Oh, it was more of a pamphlet, and I don't know exactly 
what was the title of those books because I gave it all to — what. few I 
had, I turned it over to the FBI. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, were there other books or pamphlets given 
you? 

Mr.MoRi; We had to buy it. 

Mr. Tavenner. You had to buy it? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. From whom did you buy? 
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Mr. Mori. If I am not mistaken and if I am correct, that is, I think, 
itwas JeanetteNakama. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any of those books or 
"what they were about ? 

Mr. Mori. I recall very well one phamphlet that was kicking around 
on my desk. It was something concerning China. It was a small 
pamphlet, and that little p.amphlet is in the hands of the FBI, too. I 
can't recollect the rest of the pamphlets. 

Mr. Tavenner. "Were you given any instructions about these pam- 
phlets and literature as to what you should do with it? 

Mr. Mori, Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner, T]ell us about that. 

Mr. Mori. We supposed to read that and have a little discussion 
about it, but I didn't have a chance to read it because I didn't attend 
enough meetings to know much about it, and another thing is this, 
that we were told not to thrpw those books all .over the place. 

Mr. Tavenner. What do you mean "told not to throw the books all 
over the place?'? 

Mr. Mori. Well, keep it where everybody couldn't see it. 

Mr. Tavenner, To keep them concealed or hidden? 

Mr. Mori. Well, hidden, or anyway to take it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell me whether or not it was in one of these 
discussion groups that Mr. Wilfred Oka took charge of the meetings? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr, Tavenner. How long did that meeting last, or, rather, let me 
ask you this : How long a period of time did Mr. Oka use, as far as you 
can remember, in talking to the group on the subject that was assigned 
to him? 

Mr. Mori. Well,, maybe an hour or so. 

Mr.. Tavenner. Do you remember whether that subject involved 
' some^book or pamphlet ?: 

Mr. Mori. I think it was a book. 

Mr.. Tavenner. Was it one of the books which had been sold to you I 
Mr. Mori. I didn't get any book. 

Mr. Tavenner. You didn't get any book. Well, was it about one of 
the pamphlets that you purchased? In other words, I want to know 
whether Mr. Oka was talking about matter contained in one of these 
pamphlets like you got. 

Mr. Mori. No ; I am pretty sure it was in the— from one of those 
books. 

Mr. Tavenner. One of the books? 

Mr. Mori. That's right, because when I attended these meetings, 
there wasn't enough books to go around, and we had to buy those 
books, and then I didn?t get any; 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall at this time anything about the 
book which Mr. Wilfred Oka was making the subject of his hour 
talk? 

Mr. Mori. Not on Mr. Oka's discussions, no. 
Mr. Tavenner. How many of these meetings did Mr. Wilfred Oka 
attend when you were present? 
Mr. Mori. Just once. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any other people 
that you have not already mentioned who attended these meetings? 
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Mr. Mori. Oh, in the first group in Puunui there was Kachel Saiki 
and a Chinese boy. His name is Willis Leong or something. 
Mr. Tavenner. Willis ? His first name was Willis ? 
Mr. Mori. Willis. Had a hair lip, that ? s why I recognized him. 
Mr. Tavenner. Now you started to give us his last name. 
Mr. Mori. Willis Leong, I am pretty sure. 

Mr. Tavenner. Could it have heen Wong [spelling]' W-o-n-g? 
Mr. MoRr. Leong, I am pretty sure. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any other persons? 
J ust take your time and try to remember. 
Mr. Mori. I can't recall it just now-. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a man by the name of Abe? 

Mr. Mori. Oh, yes. He was a short fellow. I don't know his first 
name. Maybe it was Kaoru or something like that. He and his 
Mrs., a white woman, Mrs., I believe. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did they attend these meetings? Is that what you 
mean to say? 

Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were these meetings held? 
Mr. Mori. In Makiki. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know in whose home? 
Mr. Mori. They told me it was Jeanette Nakama's home. 
Mr. Tavenner. Was Jeanette Nakama at the meetings? 
Mr. Mori., Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And the person by the name of Wilfred Oka,, who* 
attended this one meeting which you spoke of, and conducted the 
meeting, that is, the discussion group, do you know what his present 
position is? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. WTiat is it? 

Mr. Mori. He is the secretary of the county 'committee of the 
Democratic Party 
Mr. Tavenner. Did he hold that position at that time? 
Mr. Mori. I am not sure of that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us, or will you tell us, as nearly as you 
can, when that meeting was held, which was attended by Wilfred 
Oka? 

Mr. Mori. You mean the date or 

Mr. Tavenner. The month or the week, if you can, and the year. 

Mr. Mori. Maybe it was in the latter part of 1946. 

Mr. Tavenner. The latter part of 1946. Can you fix it more 
definitely than that? 

Mr. Mori. Well, I can't very well, because, you see, I have attended 
just five or six meetings at the most, and it was in a period of 6 or 
7 months. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a person by the name of Mrs. Ken- 
singer? 

Mr. Mori. Yes ; that is the name that I couldn't recollect, and she is 
an elderly woman.that I met— 1 seen her once. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where did you see her? 
* Mr. Mori. At the Makiki meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner- At one of these meetings ? 

Mr. Mori. - Yes, sir. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall her first name? Do you know her 
first name. 

Mr. Mori. I don't know. I can't recollect right now. 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Mr. Harry Kuhia, Jr- 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he attend any of these meetings? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. This was the same group that Mr. Kuhia belonged 
to? 

Mr- Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you ever given a'Communist Party card ? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about that. 

Mr. Mori. After attending the meetings, 5 or 6 meetings all told, I 
was delivered a Communist card, and it was delivered by Koichi Imori. 
I looked at the card, I looked at him, I stuck it in the drawer, and when 
he left I burned the card up. 

Mr. Taveni*jer. Did you say that after he left you burned the card? 
. Mr- Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now what did Koichi Imori tell you when he gave 
you the card? 

Mr. Mori. He didn't say anything. 

Mr. Tavenner. While you were^attending these meetings, were you 
asked to subscribe to any publication or newspaper. 
Mr, Mori. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about that. 

Mr- Mori. Well, Koichi Imori told us— told me to subscribe for one 
of these papers from the mainland. I think it was the People's— 
People's World or something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. The Peoples Daily World. 

Mr. Mori. Yes; something like that. I guess it was that, and it 
tiost $17.50 a year. And I paid half of it. But I didn't have a chance 
to read it, because my wife used to throw it in the crap can. 

Mr. Tavenner. Your wife would destroy the papers? 

Mr Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before you had a chance to read it? 
Mr. Mori. WhenIsay"Crapcan,''itisJhe.garbage can. v Don't take* 
it the other way. 

Mr. ^ Tavenner. Speak a little louder, please. The members of the 
committee cannot quite hear you. Was this a daily paper? 
Mr. Mori. I guess it was a daily paper; 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you know at the time that it was an official 
paper of the Communist Party, published in California? 
Mr. Mori. Nobody told me about it. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you were told to subscribe to it 

Mr. Mori. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner (continuing) : By Koichi Imori? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long did you take the paper ? 

Mr. Mori. Well, the paper used to come down to the house, and I 
didn't have a chance to read it, as I. stated before a little while ago. 
And we got a bill to pay the second- installment, biit we never did pay 
it, and my wife got mad about it and wrote a letter that they have 
nothing to do with them. 
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Mr. Tavebtner. Well, -was your wife mad about it because she 
thought you were spending money that you shouldn't spend or what 
was her reason? 

Mr. Mori. Her reason all the time, I could say right now that I felt 
the same way, she felt that everything, every meeting that I attended, 
was so secretive and I had — I was not supposed to tell her where I 
was going. All I had to say was to attend a meeting, but at the time 
and today on 24-hour call from the shop, and I had to leave a message 
wherever I am, I go, so I am on the other end of the string all the 
time, so they know where I am at, and she told me right from the 
start that she didn't like the meetings that I am attending on and off 
that are so secretive. 

Mr. Tavenner. Why did you burn the Communist Party card that 
had been given you by Koichi Imori ? 

Mr. Mori. Because he didn't tell me the true facts. He didn't tell 
me until I have — after I have attended 5 or 6 meetings. 

Mr. Taven^er. He didn't tell you what? 

Mr. Mori. That it was a Communist meeting. And I would further 
state even today that he never did admit to me that he is a Commu- 
nist, and I used to call him a Communist all the time he was trying 
to — while he was coming down to talk to me I used to call him a Com- 
munist, not knowing he was a Communist, after all this evidence. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you pay anything for the Communist Party 
card? 

Mr. Mori. Yes ; I did. 

Mr. Taven3Ster. How much? 

Mr. Mori. $2. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you make monthly payments while you were 
attending these meetings ? 
Mr. Mori. They got it when they catch me. 
Mr. Tavenner. They got it when they caught you? 
Mr. Mori. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. How often did they catch you? 
Mr. Mori. Well, when I attended the meetings. They got me when 
I attended those meetings. 
Mr. Tavenner. Who caught you? 
Mr, Mpri. Well, they told me to pay, so I paid. 
Mr. Tavenner. Whom did you pay it to? 

Mr. Mori. I think it was Jeannette Nakama or Mrs. Fujimoto ;> I 
don't know who. One of the two, I guess. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are not real certain which of the two 

Mr. Mori. No. 

Mr. Tavenner (continuing) . You paid it to? 
Mr. Mori. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you know you paid monthly dues? 
Mr. Mori. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. And how much were those monthly dues? 
Mr. Mori. $2. 

Mr. Tavekner. Did they tell you how the dues were assessed, as 
to why you paid $2? 
Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Whether that was the same amount that others 
had to pay? 
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Mr. Mom. No ; they told me that there is .a different arrangement on 
dues. There is a certain graduation and over so much a month you. 
pay a maximum of $2. 

Mr. Tavenner. And what about under so much? 

Mr. Mori. I understand' they paid as low as 5 or 10 cents, I guess. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you were in the higher bracket, weren't you? 

Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. $2. You mentioned the name of James Freeman 
in the early part of your testimony. 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any meeting at which he was 
present? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. In one meeting Koichi Imori told me thaWjust 
before the meeting, anyway— that he is going to organize an A. F. 
of L. group at Mr, Freeman's home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Koichi Imori told you that they were going to 
organize what? 

Mr. Mori. An A. F. of L. group. 

Mr. Tavenner. An A.F. of L. group where? 

Mr. Mori. Afr— well, I guess at Mr. Freeman's home, because we 
went there once. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, an A. F. of L. group of what party? What ' 
di&he mean by forming an A. F. of L. group ? The A. F. of L. local 
was already in existence, wasn't it? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir ; but the way he told me was that this would be an 
educational group, to educate those boys. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, Mr. Koichi Imori and Mr. Freeman 
were going to educate the A. F. of L. ? 

Mr. Mori. That's right; a certain group. 

Mr. Tavenner. And then they held a me,etin*g, you say, at Mr. 
Freeman's? 
Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How did they decide they were going to educate the 
A. F. of L. ? # * * * 

Mr. Mori. Well, I didn't get much of it, because I was sitting on 
the side. I didn't get anything outbf it. . • 

Mr. Tavenner, Now who , else was present at that -meeting ? 

Mr. Mori. Harry Kuhia, Jr., at that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Harry Kuhia, Jr. 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any others ?' 

Mr. Mori. Mr. Freeman was there, and Koichi Imori was there, and 
Mrs. Freeman and I can't recall anybody else right now, but at that 
time one— a fellow dropped in. I don't know who he was. I don't 
know even today. I don't know who.he is. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say you do not know who he is ? 

( Nodding negatively. ) 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Was Mr. Koichi Imori at that time an 
tiffice holder in a local union of the A. F. 'of L., or otherwise employed 
by a local union of the A. F. of L. ? 

Mr. Mori. If I am not mistaken— I might be wrong on this-^but 
he might have been a member organizer for the machinists' union or 
he might have been on the latter part, might have been business agent 
for 904 teamsters. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Well, as far as you know, were Mr. Koichi Imori 
and Mr. Freeman successful in their attempt to educate the A. F. of , 

Mr. Mori, I doubt 

Mr. Tavenner. According to the plans that they were trying to 
make? 

Mr. Mori. I doubt it, because I never heard anything about it. 
Mr. Tavenner. Now, when I was asking you about the names of 

persons who attended the MakiM group 

Mr. Mori. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Which you attended, you mentioned the name of 
a man whose first name was Willis, but you appeared to be uncertain 
as to his last name. 

Mr. Mori. Oh, that was on the Puunui group. 

Mr. Tavenner. The Puunui group? 

Mr. Mori. The first meeting that I attended. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you recall that his first name was Willis? 
Mr. Mori. I won't say I am positive on that, but it is Willis Leong 
or Wong. 

Mr. Tavenner. Willis Leong or Wong? 
Mr. Mori. Leongor Wong. Willis. 

Mr. Tavenner. W ell, now, tell us more about that individual. Do 
you know how he was employed at that time? 

Mr. Mori. No, sir. The only thing I know is by his physical defect 
on his lip. 

Mr. Tavenner. The physical defect on his lip? 
Mr. Mori! That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What do you mean by a physical defect? 
Mr. Mori. He had a harelip or what you call it. 
Mr. Tavenner. A harelip ? 
Mr. Mori. That's right. 
. Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever seen him since? 
Mr. Mori. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now did you continue to attend meetings after you 
were given a Communist Party card and after you burned up the 
card? 

Mr. Mori. No, sir ; not at all. 

Mr. Tavenner. You did not go to any more meetings? 

(Nods negatively.) x ■ 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you stay in the Communist Party or did 
you get out, or what did you do ? 

Mr. Mori. I told Harry Kuhia one time when he dropped in, that 
I burned the card up, to tell the boys that I am not going to attend 
any more meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. You told Mr. Kuhia that you were not going to 
attend any more meetings and for him to tell the rest of them ? • 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Then what did he say to you? 
Mr. Mori. He didn't say anything. 
Mr. Tavenner. And what did you do? 

Mr. Mori. I just didn't do anything until the attorney general of 
the Territory called our sales manager about concerning myself, 
that he wanted to see me, so I came down and saw the attorney general 
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at that time, and then when I went back I called up the FBI and made 
an appointment with Mr. Doyle at that time that I wanted to talk 
to him, and since then I have contacted the FBI quite a number of 
times, and I feel now that my conscience has been clear at all times. 
I feel that I have tried to help the FBI as much as I could. I give 
them all the pamphlets what I got, what I could pick up around 
the shop. 

Mr. Tavenner. In order that your conscience might be clear, you 
have made a clean breast of all your connections with the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir, 

Mr. Tavenner. And you did that when? When was it that you 
did that? 
Mr. Mori. Well, sometime in 1947., 
Mr. Tavenner. Back in 1947? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you give the Communist Party any writ- 
ing' to;show that you were getting out of the party ? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, telLus about that. 

Mr. Mori. Well, in order to run for office in the Territory,- in the 
AlFL union, you have to sigh an affidavit that you .am not, and has 
not been a member of the Communist Party, and I talked to. Mr. 
Arthur Eutledge concerning my case, and I talked to him before on 
a lot of times, and he told me if I had attended meetings "you are- 
a Communist," and I said, "I am not," and how to come out of there, 
and he said he will help me out, and draft a letter to Koichi Imori 
about my resignation. 

Mr. Tavenner. And did you do that? 

Mr. Mori. Yes; with the help of Mr. Berman; Ed. Berman. With 
the return receipt requested. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have a copy of the letter which you sent in? 

Mr. Mori. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. To Koichi Imori? 

Mr. Mori. No, sir; I looked all over the place, and the stenographer 
that took the letter is not here any more, and I looked over the files, 
and, three or iour times, with, this office clerk,, and I could not find any 
copy of it. 

Mr. Tavenner. And you have' been unable to find a copy of your 
Mter? ^ J 

Mr. Mori. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. But I understand you to say that you sent out the 
letter with the return receipt requested. 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, you sent it by registered mail? 
Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you get a return receipt? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner,. Do you have it? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you let me see it? 

(Mr. Mori hands paper to Mr. Tavenner.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Now this is the return receipt of the Post Office 
Department, dated— bearing date November 28, 1947, Honolulu, Ha- 
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waii, which bears the following information: Eeturn to M. Mori, 
2664 Kooke Avenue; Eegistered Article No. 10274. On the reverse 
side there is what is called a Eeturn Keceipt, which reads as follows: 

Received from the Postmaster the Registered or Insured Article, the original 
number of which appears on the face of this card, in the name of the addressee, 
Koichi Imori. Signature of authorized agent, M. Sera. Date of delivery, No- 
vember 26, 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who is M. Sera? 
Mr. Mori. I don't know. I have never seen her. 
Mr. Tavestner. You don't know who she is? 
Mr. Mori. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. And she signed this as agent for— as the card says. 
I desire to offer this card in evidence, and mark it "Exhibit Mori 
No. 1."* 

Mr. Walter. Without objection* it will be received. 2 ^ 
Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, we have a photostatic copy of this 
card, which I would like to substitute for the original, and return the 
original to the owner. I have no further questions, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Walter. Mr. McSweeney. 

Mr. MqSweeney; When did you definitely recognize and know, 
when you received the Communist card, and you were first notified to 
attend, that you belonged to the Communist Party? 

Mr. Mori. When I got my card, the Communist card, which says 
"Communist Party." 

Mr. McSweeney. That was the first evidence you had? 

Mr. Mori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. McSweeney. Thanks. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Wilfred Oka. 

Mr. Waheer. Will you raise your right hand, please ? ^ 

Do you swear that the testimony you are about to give will be the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you, God? 

Mr. Oka. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF WILFRED OKA 

Mr. Tavenipjr. You are Mr. Wilfred Oka? 
Mr. Oka. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you represented here by counsel? 
Mr. Oka. Yes, sir.* 

Mr. Tavenner. Will counsel identify herself for the record. 

Mrs. Bouslog. I would like my name, Harriet Bouslog, to be entered 
as counsel for Wilfred Oka, and at this time I would like to file with 
the. committee a motion to quash the service of subpena upon Mr. Oka, 
for the reasons stated* thereon. 

Mr. Walter. These are the same grounds? 

Mrs. Bouslog. These are, Mr. Committee Members, and I would like 
and urge the committee members to consider the grounds stated in the 
motion. 

Mr. Walter. It will be received for the purpose of the record. 
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(The matters referred to is as follows :). 

Before the Committee on Uw-Amertcan Activities of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States 

Motion to Squash Service of Subpena 

(By Wilfred Oka) 

How comes the witness above named by his attorney- and moves to quash 
the service of the subpena directing the witness to appear before the Committee 
on Un-American Activities of the House of Representatives 0 L f the United States 
on April 13, 1950, in the Senate Chamber, lolani Palace, at the hour of 9 : 30 'a. m., 
npon the following grounds : 

I 

The committee's utilization of congressional power, as an agency of govern* 
ment, to compel disclosure of private political opinion and association is for- 
bidden in that — 

a. It interferes with, obstructs, coerces, and abridges the exercise of the 
rights and duties of political expression through speech, assembly, associa- 
tion, and petition, in contravention of the first amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States. 

&. It deprives the witness of the right to privacy and silence In such 
matters in contravention of the fourth and fifth amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

a It interferes with, obstructs, coerces, and abridges the exercise of the 
governmental powers reserved to the people of the United States in contra- 
vention of the ninth and tenth amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

II 

The statute creating the House Committee on Un-American Activities on Its 
face and particularly as construed and applied is unconstitutional in that — 

a. It permits investigation of, and as construed and applied has been 
used to investigate, the content of speech and ideas, an area in which no 
legislation is possible, thereby exceeding the boundaries of legislative power 
nnder article I of the Constitution of the United States, 

&; It permits the'process of Investigation to be nsed, and as generally con- 
strued and applied it has been nsed, to expose and stigmatize the content 
of any and all speech and ideas disapproved by the members of the com- 
mittee, thereby impeding and placing a burden npon free thought, speech 
and association in violation of the first, ninth, and tenth amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States. 

e. It deprives witnesses' of property rights without due process of law in- 
contravention of the fifth and fourteenth amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States, 

d. It seeks to compel witnesses to testify against themselves in contra- 
vention of the fifth amendment to the- Constitution- of the United States, 
wherefore the witness prays that this motion to guash said subpena be 
granted:

Mr. Oka. 1151-A Sixteenth Avenue. 
Mr. Tavenner, In Honolulu? 
Mr. Oka. Yes, sir; In Honolulu. 
Mr, Tavekker. When and where were you born? 
Mr, Oka. I was born in Honolulu, November 11, 1911. 
Mr. Tavenner. I am certain the members of the committee are not 
able to hear you. Will you speak a little louder, please, 
Mr, Oka. November 11, 1911. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Is there something wrong with the microphone. 
Try again. When and where were you born? 
Mr. Oka. Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee what your present 
occupation is? 
Mr. Oka. Liquor salesman. 

Mr. Tavenner. I cannot hear you.. Will you state it again? 
Mr. Oka. Liquor salesman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Liquor salesman. Do you hold any official position 
of any character within the Democratic £a;rty ? 
Mr. Oka. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is that position? 

Mr. Oka. Secretary of the Oahu County committee, Democratic 
Party of Hawaii. 

Mr. Tavenner. When you state you are secretary of the County 
Committee of Oahu County, does that include the entire island of 
Oahu, or not? 

Mr. Oka. Yes; it does. 

Mr. Tavenner. When were you elected, or appointed to thatf 
position? 

Mr. Oka. I was elected by the Oahu County committee, which is 
composed of approximately 72 persons on the island of Oahu. They 
represent people from all racial groups, all classes, all different occu- 
pations, and that happened approximately 2 weeks after the conven- 
tion of the Democratic Party, which occurred in 1948, if I remember 
right; I think it is approximately in April or May; I am "not positive 
about the date. 

Mr. Tavenner. As secretary of the county committee, would you 
tell this committee whether Jack Kawano is president of the twenty- 
sixth precinct of the fourth district? 

Mr. Oka. He is the president of the twenty-sixth precinct of the 
fourth district. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was he elected to that position? 

Mr. Oka. He was elected to that position in 1948. I think it was 
in the month of April, and then, subsequently, he was elected — I 
cannot remember what happened the last time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether Ben Kaahawinui was elected 
convention delegate from the nineteenth precinct of the fifth district 
in 1948; or any other date ? 

Mr. Oka. I will not be positive about that. I cannot say positively 
that, he was elected in 1948. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was he a convention delegate? 

Mr. Oka. I cannot say positively whether he was an official delegate 
or not. He may have been an observer, or a spectator. 

Mr. Tavenner. What convention are you speaking of? 

Mr. Oka. I am speaking of the 1948 Democratic Party convention 
that was held at the McKinley High School. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are unable to state whether the person men- 
tioned held an official position as a delegate in that convention? 

Mr. Oka. Yes. May I explain the reason why? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Oka. Approximately 500 to 600 delegates, and I cannot remem- 
berthem all. 
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Mr. Tavenner. That's right, but I have only asked you about two 
so iar.

I have before me, Mr. Fujimoto, a photostatic 
copy of the Thursday, October 21, 1948, edition of the Daily People's 
World* which has. a heading across the top of the page "Famed 
Scientist Takes Hawaiian Communist Post. " Special to the Daily 
People's World. Honolulu, Territory of Hawaii, October 20," which 
reads as follows : 

Charles K. Fujimoto, 30, an outstanding 1 research chemist, has announced 
publicly his acceptance of the chairmanship of the Communist Party of Hawaii. 
His action is the first open declaration of Communist Party activity in the 
history of the islands. At the same time, Fujimoto resigned his post with the 
department of agriculture, chemistry and soils, of the University of Hawaii. 
His resignation stressed the right of Communists to be employed at the uni- 
versity or in any other position and emphasized that the action was due to the 
full-time nature of his new responsibiHties. In making public his acceptance of 
the new post through a letter tculir^^p^ald^hemanjjiead of the department of 
agricultural chemistry at the university, Fujimoto "declared that despite his 
continuing deep interest in science, he believes "by this action I can make my 
greatest contribution to the general welfare of the people of Hawaii." Fujimoto's 
first official act in his new post was to send the following wire to William Z. 
Foster, chairman of the Communist Party of the United States : "Wish success 
in. your legal fight against outrageous charges. Will do our utmost to mobilize 
broadest mass support for dismissal of charges." Fujimoto, son of a Japanese 
sugar plantation worker, was born at Kapaa, on the island of Kauai. He was \ 
student body president at Kauai High School, from which he graduated in 1936. 
He received a bachelor of science degree from the University of Hawaii, 1943, 
and master of science degree in 1947. From 1943 until his resignation he 
worked at the University of Hawaii Agricultural Experiment Station. He has 
had several articles published in scientific journals on various aspects of soil 
chemistry in Hawaii. His letter of resignation to Dr. Sherman said further: 
"The, Communist Party of the United States is contributing immeasurably to- 
ward the welfare of the American people and the people of the world. It is 
courageously and consistently fighting against the drive of the monopolists to- 
ward fascism and the third world war. Because of this unceasing struggle on 
behalf -of the people, the Communist Party is subjected to constant attack.. Be- 
cause of these considerations," he concluded "I feel compelled to actively parti- 
cipate in the political struggle of the people to preserve the present peace won 
at so great a cost"

Foster, president of *the Communist Party <of the "United States, testi- 
fied to the following, effect, under oath, before the Fish committee, in 
1935, when he was asked this question : 
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To be a member of the Communist Party, do you have to be an 
atheist? — 
and he said : 

There is no formal requirement to this effect. Many workers join the Com- 
munist Party who stiU have some religious scruples, or religious ideas, but a 
worker who will join the Communist Party, who understands the elementary 
principle of the Communist Party, must necessarily be in the process of liquidat- 
ing his religious belief s, and if he still has any leanings, when he joins the party, 
he will soon get rid of them. 

Mr. Fujimoto. No. 

Mr. Tavennbr. Your answer is that you did not know that he had 
made such a statement; is that it? 

Mr. FtrraiOTO. My answer is, to the question that you propounded 
that I am not aware, or if I am aware of such a statement, my answer 
is "No ; that I was not aware of any such statement he made." 

Mr. Tavenner. And if that statement be correct, which I read to 
you, and if that be the sworn statement of William Z. Foster, would 
3>-ou advocate it? 

Mr. Fujimoto. I refuse to answer the question on the ground that 
it might incriminate me, and for the other reasons that I have already 
given.

Buddhism, or Christianity, that if they became members, in the lan- 
guage of Foster, of the Communist Party, and if they understand the 
principles of the Communist Party, they must necessarily be in the 
process of liquidating their religious beliefs, and if they had any reli- 
gious beliefs when they joined the party they would soon get rid of 
them? * *

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions.

(Witness excused.)

TESTIMONY OP CHARLES ETTJIMOTO, ACCOMPANIED BY HIS

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Fujimoto, I believe possibly you answered this 
Question indirectly, if not directly, but in order that the record may be 
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clear, I want to ask you this specific question: Have* you or are you 
now, or have you ever been a member of the Communist Party? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Fttjtmoto. I refuse to answer the question on the ground that 
it might tend to incriminate me, and on the further ground that this 
committee is attempting to disclose what may or may not be the private 
political opinions and political associations, and on the further ground 
that the procedure of this committee in this hearing is a violation of 
the due process of law, and finally, on the further ground that this 
committee is? illegally constituted. 

Mr. Walter. You might be interested in knowing, in connection 
with this latter part of your answer, that at a recent session of Congress, 
of the entire membership of Congress, only 12 members voted against 
this committee. 

Is that all, Mr. Tavenner ? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Walter. You may be excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

TESTIMONY OE FEANK SILVA, ACCOMPANIED BY HIS COUNSEL,

Mr. Walter. Will you stand up, please ? Mr. Silva, do you solemnly 
swear that the testimony that you are about to give in the matter now 
before the committee will be the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Silva. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are Frank Silva? 
Mr. Silva. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that your full name? 
Mr. Silva. No. My name is Frank Gunza Silva. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are you represented by counsel? 
Mr. Silva. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Walter. Will counsel please identify himself for the record? 
* Mr. Symonds. Myer C. Symonds. At this time, Mr. Chairman, I 
would like to file a motion to quash the service of the subpena, in the 
same form as the previous motion. 10 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Silva, you appear here in response to a subpena 
asking you to come? 

Mr. Silva. That's right. # 

Mr. Tavenner. During the course of the testimony, Mr: Silva, Mr. 
Ichiro Izuka testified before this committee on Tuesday, April 11, as 
follows, at the time when I was asking him to identify before this 
committee those persons whom he knew to be members of the Com- 
munist Party. To my question: "Frank Silva?" Mr. Izuka's reply 
was: 

Frank Silva ; I knew Frank Silva for a long, long, long time in the plantation, 
and many efforts was made to recruit John Silva in the Communist Party, 

Mr. Tavenner (interpolating). I assume that that means Frank 

Silva. 

but the only one who can contact him was Jack HaU, and Jack Hall did, or was 
instructed many, many times, to recruit Frank Silva, but I think that no contact 
was made for a long time officially, but after Frank Silva volunteered for the 
Army, and after discharge from the Army, I had many, many talks with him in 

" io Text on motion to quash subpena by Frank Silva is identical with the motion filed 
on 'behalf of Ralph Tokunaga by bis attorney, Myer Symonds. See p. 1472. 
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the restaurant, and finally one day, at pier 11, he told me, "Well, Ichi, are you a 
Communist? Did you join the Communist Party?" and I said, "Xes, I joined the 
party 'way back in 1938," and he told me that he joined the party, and he showed 
me his card. That is the only incident I know that Frank Silva told me that; 
he showed me the card. He said, "See, my card, this is my card." 
( Question. Approximately when was the date of that conversation? 
Mr. Izuka. Oh, that was, I believe it was, after the sugar strike, sometime 
early in 1947. 

And then, on the following day, April 12, Mr. Izuka was brought 
back to the witness stand and was asked this question by me : 

Mr. Izuka, do you have any explanation or correction to make of any matter 
that you testified to when you were here yesterday? 

The answer of Mr. Izuka : 

Yes, by reading the papers, I found out that I would like to make a correction, 
on the part when I said that Frank Silva showed me his party card in 1947. I am 
sure it is all of the members who joined the Communist Party, including Frank 
Silva, that was during the time before I resigned from the party in 1946, and 
that actually took part during the same time, instead of 1947. 

Question. In other words, it was during 1946, instead of 1947? 

Mr. Izuka. That is right. 

Now, Mr. Silva, do you wish to either deny or affirm that statement? 
( Confers with counsel. ) 

Mr. Silva. I refuse to answer that question on the ground that it 
-might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Silva, did you attend a California labor school? 
(Confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Silva. I refuse to answer that question on the ground that it 
might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. On what ground? 

Mr. Silva. That it might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you a photograph, and you will notice there 
the figure 10 above a person at the upper right hand margin of the 
photograph.

Mr. Silva. It is the same answer for the same reason.

I hand you this envelope, and I ask you if you ever 
saw it before ? I will ask you particularly to look up in the left-hand 
margin, where the person usually places his address, when he sends 
a parcel or a letter through the mail, and I will ask you to read the 
name of the person appearing up in the left-hand margin of the enve- 
lope.

PTJETHER TESTIMONY OP WILLIAM A. WHEELER — Kesumed 

Mr. Tavenner. You have been sworn ? >. 
Mr. Wheeler. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Wheeler, you are investigator for the committee, 
and you have previously testified during this hearing? 
Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Will you look at theenvelope'marked "Silva Ex- 
hibit 2," and read the address in the left-hand corner? 

Mr. Wheeler. The address occurring in the left-hand corner is, 
"Frank Silva, % CLS, 216 Market Street, San Francisco, California." 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have an official citation of the labor school? 

Mr. Wheeler. I do, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. A citation by whom? 

Mr. Wheeler. There are three, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you read them, please? 

Mr. Wheeler (reading) : 

Cited as a subversive and Communist organization at 216 Market Street, San 
Francisco, Calif. (Attorney General, Tom Clark, letters to Loyalty Review 
Board. Released June 1, 1948, and September 21, 1948.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, the address appearing in the official citation 
by the Attorney General is the same address as that appearing on the 
envelope? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee the source of that photo- 
graph and envelope? 

Mr. Wheeler. Yes, I will. On December 8, 1949, at 9 : 30 p. m. I in- 
terviewed Mr. Daniel Frias at his home on the Big Island of Hawaii. 
Mr. Frias, in the interview, stated to me that he attended the ILWU 
convention as a delegate in April 1947, after which he attended the 
California Labor School. 

He also advised me that he attended the labor school with an in- 
dividual named Frank Silva. He made available to me the envelope' 
that was introduced into the record as "Silva Exhibit No. 2" and also 
the photograph that was introduced in the record as "Silva Exhibit 
No. 1." 

£ would like to point out that the person whom I interviewed, Mr. 
Daniel Frias, also appeared in the picture. He is designated by the 
numeral 6. 

Mr. Tavenner. No further questions. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you know what the CLS stands for on the 
envelope? 

Mr. Wheeler. It is awfully close to the California Labor School. 
That was the address at 216 Market Street. 

Mr. Walter. That's all. The subcommittee will go into executive 
session. 

(Recess.) 

Mr. Walter. The subcommittee will be in order. 
Mr.. Tavenner. Mr. Izuka.

Mr. Tavenner. Tou are Ichiro Izuka?

You have been previously sworn, and you have 
taken an oath before, during this hearing. 

Now, were you present m this room when the witness who iust 
preceded you testified ? 

Mr. Iztjka. Yes. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Was the person "who answered^ to the name of 
Frank Silva the same person to whom you referred jn your testimony 
as Frank Silva who had a party card that you have seen ? 

Mr. Iztjka. Tes; that was the gentleman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Ko further questions. 

(Witness excused.) 

TESTIMONY OE LLOYD M. STEBBINGS 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand and be sworn? Do 
you solemnly swear that the testimony you are about to give at this 
hearing will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
so help you God? 

Mr. Stebbings. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are Mr. Lloyd M. Stebbings? 

Mr. Stebbings. I am, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your present address? 

Mr. Stebbings. 3166 Oahu Avenue. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 

Mr. Stebbings. I was born in Des Moines, Iowa, October 28,. 1918. 

Mr. Tavenner. Would you give us a brief statement of your em- 
ployment background ? 

Mr. Stebbings. I formerly worked at Libby, McNeill & Libby. 
After that I worked at the United States engineers., I worked for 
the Star Bulletin, and at Pearl Harbor, and I am presently employed 
at the City Transfer Co. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have, you lived in the Territory of 
Hawaii? 

Mr. Stebbings. Since 1937, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understand that for a period of time you served 
in a confidential capacity for the Government? 
Mr. Stebbings. I did, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state whether while^ serving in that 
capacity, you attended any Communist Party meetings in the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii? 

Mr. Stebbings. I did, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us briefly about that. 

Mr. Stebbings. Back in 1938, when I resided at the Central YMCA, 
located at the time at the corner of Hotel and Alakea, I ran into some 
boys who belonged to the Communist Party. They wanted to know 
if I would like to attend some of the meetings. They rather felt me 
out on my — well, would I be willing to attend. I said I would be 
interested in it, and I attended a couple of meetings with them. 

One evening, at a friend's home, while I was up there for dinner, I 
mentioned that I had attended a couple of Communist meetings down 
there at Honolulu, and he said, "I wonder if you would be willing ta 
work for the Government, and give ais information on what goes on 
in the meetings." I said I would be willing to. He said, "We cannot 
hire you as an intelligence agent. We do not have the money at 
present. But, if you would be willing to serve in the capacity of one, 
on a volunteer basis, why, we would appreciate it." I still have reason 
to believe that my friend is connected with the intelligence agents in the 
same position that he held at the time. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Well, in pursuance of that arrangement, did you 
continue to attend Communist Party meetings? 

Mr. Stebbings. I did, sir. And after that offer, made a report to 
him of what went on, if there was anything of importance, and I 
later served with another intelligence agency later on. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who first invited you to attend a Communist Party 
meeting? 

Mr. Stebbings. Hiram Harris, who was the desk clerk at the Cen- 
tral YMCA, and his uncle at the time was a professor of the University 
of Hawaii, I believe. He told me that he was his uncle, anyway. Led 
me to believe his name was Blake Clarke, professor of the University 
of Hawaii, and he told me that although he did not belong himself, 
personally, that he believed his uncle D6longed. I am referring to 
felake Clark, of course. 

Mr. Tavenner. You didn't know that his uncle was a member? 

Mr. Stebbings. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You never sat in .any Communist Party meeting 
with his uncle, did you? 
Mr. Stebbings. Yes; one. 
Mr, Tavenner. With his uncle? 
Mr. Stebbings. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Where was that? 

Mr. Stebbings. That was located at the Nuuanu Book Store, a sec- ' 
ond-hand book store, located on Nuuanu Street, just mauka of Hotel 
Street, on the right-hand side, and we met on the second floor right 
there. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understand you to say that Hiram Harris told 
you that he was not a member of the Communist Party. 
Mr. Stebbings. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many meetings did you attend at the Nuuanu 
BookStore? 

Mr. Stebbings. I attended approximately 15 meetings. During 
that time I reported each one to my friend, and reported on what 
went on . at the meetings, and what we did in the meetings, and who 
attended. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you present? You were present at the 
meetings ? 

Mr. Stebbings. I was personally present; yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell us who attended the meetings that you 
were present at? 

Mr. Stebbings. Yes. Well, at the time there was a newspaper 
reporter, by the name of Lou Jo Hollingsworth who presently is em- 
ployed by the Star Bulletin, and she is in the courtroom here with us 
How, has been present, sir. And also Peter Hyun, who was an artist, 
•and there was Alice Hyun, who was a school teacher in the public- 
school system here, and Paul Hyun, who was a brother of the other 
two mentioned formerly,, and Dr. Reinecke, and Mrs. Ah Quon Leong, 
presently Mrs. Robert McElrath, Howard Clark, Hiram Harris, Blake 
Clark, and John B.artlett. 

If I can refer to my notes, sir, I would try to have a list of the mem- 
bers who did. attend with me, who signed a list at the time, if that 
would be all right with you, I would like to refresh my memory. I 
do have them marked. 
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Mr. Tavenner. That is permissible for you to refresh your memory. 

Mr. Stebbings. All right, sir. There was a man namecHP. P. Her- 
man, an elderly German man, who spoke with a very strong accent, and 
he definitely stated he was a member of the Communist Party. I 
went down to his room many times, where he resided, and he had Com- 
munist literature, and Communist pictures on the wall, sir. 

There was a Chinese girl by the name of Faith Ing. She was for- 
merly married -to, or, rather, has recently, since the war, married a boy 
who was of Jewish descent, I understand he is from Brooklyn, K Y 
He told me that he was a member of the Communist Party in New- 
York City. I think he was working on an Army publication, which 
was located at the University of Hawaii. I do not mean that the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii was the Army publication, but they had their quar- 
ters there,"where they produced it. He said he was putting out the 
Communist line through the Army publication, for me not to men- 
tion it. * 

At one of these meetings we received a letter from the secretary of 
the Communist Party in New York City, he said he was secretary, 
identified himself as the secretary of Earl Browder, I believe, sir, at 
the time, and he asked us if we would not try to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment in Hawaii and set up a Communist regime, to show how well 
communism could work in America. 

There was also a man who attended there, who was another news- 
paperman. His name was William Costello. I believe* he is now 
located in Japan, as head of one ofthe newspaper syndicates out there. 
Which one, I don't know, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, how do you know that he was a" member of 
the Communist Party? 

Mr. Stebbings. I merely stated that he attended the meetings of 
the Communist Party at the Niiuanu Book Store, and I was led to 
believe that he was a member, because you could not get in unless you 
were vouched for by one who was a Communist member, or was in 
fairly good standing, and was well known. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, where were these meetings held in the 
bookstore? > 

Mr. Sxbbbings. Well, they were held on the second floor, right therk 
in this second-hand-book store, the Nuuanu Bookstc>re. 

You could not get in unless the owner of the bookstore identified 
you, or you were with someone who was well known. I understand 
that they had at the time a leader or an organizer of the Communist 
Party from New York City here. They would work their way to 
Hawaii in the merchant marine, and there we would study ^ at the 
Communist Party. We would go to the meetings, and during the 
meetings there, the original part of it was, we would sit down and 
have a social hour, have a party in the store/ and then we would break 
up. into study groups. We would study Communist literature and 
theory, how to organize the Communist Party, and how to get new 
members, and how to increase the membership here in Hawaii. After 
that, why, we would have — we would take up a collection of 25 cents 
to defer the expenses of the cookies and wine. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, at the place of this meeting, in the upstairs 
part of this bookstore, was there any place where the Communist 
Party literature was kept constantly ? 
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Mr* Stebbings. Yes* There was a Communist library there, where 
one could check out books on Communist literature, and there also was 
a wooden chest, filled with the notes and minutes of the meeting of 
the Communist Party here locally, which was kept locked at the time. 

Mr, Txvenner. Was this open to the public generally? I mean 
this section of the building ? 

Mr. Stebbings. No, sir* You could not get in unless you were a 
member of the Communist Party, or passed by the owner of the 
Nuuanu Bookstore at the time. 

Mr, Taven2Tei{. Well, was it a part of the bookstore, where you 
could enter from one part of the bookstore to this particular place? 

Mr. Stebbings. No, sir, there was only one entrance to the booksfcorej 
other than the rear entrance. There was a front and a rear entrance, 
and then there was a small stairway in the back here, which led up to 
the second floor. Even myself, unless I was with other members of 
the party, I could not go up alone, unless I was with someone else* 

Mr* Tavenjster, I want to understand you* That stairway began in 
the bookstore, or outside of the bookstore? 

Mr* Stebbings. Inside of the bookstore, in the back, behind some of 
the tall bookshelves. It was fairly well hidden. 

Mr, Tavennee. Now, you have mentioned the names of a number 
of people, among whom I recall was Peter Hyun and Alice Hyun, do 
you know whether they were members of the Communist Party or 
not? If you do, how do you know it? 

Mr. Stebbings. Well, Alice Hynn asked me personally one evening 
when she drove me home after a meeting, whether I was interested in 
joining the Communist Party. I said, "Alice, how do you feel about 
the party ?" She said, "Well, I have been a member, and still 'am a 
member, I want to know how you stand* Are you really interested 
in joining?" And at the time, also, Peter asked me the same question 
at his place, where the party moved to at one other time. Also Howard 
Clark asked me to join, many times* 

Mr. Tavenner* I believe you mentioned the name of Marshal 
McEuen? 

Mr* Stebbings. I did, sii;, only in the one report, and that is that 
he signed for Communist literature only* I don't remember exactly 
meeting him there, sir. I could not say that I did or did not. I 
would not want to say at this time. / 

Mr, Tavenwer, You would not want to say whether j6r not he 
was present? f 

Mr. Stebbings* No ; I would not, / 

Mr. Tavenner. At any of these meetings ? / 

Mr. Stebbings. That's right; because I honestly don't/ remember, 
although he did sign for Communist literature there at the time. 

Mr. Tavewner, Tell us what ypu mean by that, 

Mr* Stebbings. They have— being a library, just likA a regular 
library, you had to sign out for Communist literature, iji and back. 
It was a small, looseleaf, blapk leather notebook. 

Mr. Tavennek* Could not any member of the public go enter that 
room and get Communist publications and sign out for them? 

Mr* Stebbings. They could not, sir. You had to.be a member of the 
party, or identified with it M some way, or vouched for by a member* 

Mr, Tavenner. You stated Dr. Peinecke, as I understand you, 
attended some of these meetings? 
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Mr. Stebbings. That's right, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you mean to say that he was a member 
of the Communist Party? _ n ^ _ . A _ . 

Mr. Stebbings. I was told he was by Howard Clark. At the tune 
they also— I was inquiring if there were any other cells in Hawaii. 
They told me that there was a cell in the ILWTT at the time, headed 
By Jack Hall, and that he was the leader of the Communist cell in 
thelLWU. „ . , Al xl . 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, I want to confine you to ]ust the tilings that 

you know yourself. 
Mr. Stebbings. All right. 

Mr. Tavenner. In my questioning to you, don't refer to just some- 
thing that someone told you about someone else. 
Mr. Stebbings. Yes. * „^ _ 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you mentioned the name of John Bartlett. 
Mr. Stebbings. Yes. I attended meetings with him there. 
Mr. Tavenner. How is that? 
Mr. Stebbings. I did attend meetings with him. 
Mr. Tavenner. You attended meetings? 
Mr. Stebbings. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether he was a member 01 the 
Communist Party or not? 

Mr. Stebbings. I have never seen a Communist Party card m my 
life, other than- the fact that I was told by some of the members 
personally that they were members, and that you could not get into 
the bookstore unless you were vouched for by a Communist member. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did any other person ask you to -become a member 
of the Communist Party other than the persons you have already 
testified to ? , 

Mr. Stebbings. Just those three sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is all. 

Mr. Walter. That is all. Thanks very much. 

Mr. Stebbings. You are welcome. 

Mr. Walter. The subcommittee will stand in recess for 5 minutes. 

(A short recess was taken.) 

Mr. Walter. The subcommittee will be in order. 

Mr. Tavenner who is your next witness? > 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, we have subpened for this after- 
noon the following additional witnesses: Eileen Fujimoto, Eobert 
Wenkam, Bessie Wenkam, and Adele Kensinger. It is my sugges- 
tion, Mr. Chairman, that you release them, if you see fit, from their 
subpenas, and if they desire to make any statement to the committee, 
you give them permission to do so. 

Mr. Walter. Will you repeat the names, please? 

Mr. Tavenner. The names are: Eileen Fujimoto, Robert Wenkam,^ 
Bessie Wenkam, and Adele Kensinger. 

Mr. Walter. The witnesses whose names have just been read are 
released from the subpena and they are now given the opportunity 
to make whatever statement they care to make.

I will state to the committee now that I represent 
Mr. and Mrs. Wenkam and Mrs. Charles Fujimoto and Adele Ken- 
singer. I have consulted with them and they do not desire to make 
any statement before this committee. 

Mr. Walter. You understand they are released. 

Mrs. Botjslog. Yes. Thank you. \ 

Mr. Walter. That is all the witnesses that were named, that she 
spoke of? 

Mr. Tavenner. That is right. In other words, counsel for the four 
persons called, Eileen Fujimoto, Kobert Wenkam, Bessie Wenkam, 
and Adele Kensinger, has notified the subcommittee that none of her 
clients desire to make any statement to the subcommittee. 

Mr. Walter. Proceed, Mr. Tavenner. 



Mr. Tavenner. What is your name, please? 

Mr. Chow. Frank Chow. , 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you live? 

Mr. Chow. Waimanalo Homestead, lot 10. 

Mr. Tavenner. How old are you? 

Mr. Chow. Thirty-three. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any Communist Party meetings at 
anytime? 

Mr. Chow. Well, I have attended several meetings, not knowing 
that it was a Communist meeting. I was shocked when I seen or I 
heard my name in the papers yesterday. That is the reason why I am 
up here, to clarify myself. I want to have my name cleared on it, due 
to the fact it might jeopardize the rights of one of the clients of the 
bureau of sight conservation, and I have a chance of being excommuni- 
cated from the church and also expelled from the board of the Lions' 
Club. That is the reason why I am here this morning, and in regard 
to myself, to explain my brief cause, which I have attended during 
the last 10 years when I was a member of the ILWU, that is the 
longshoremen down at McCabe, Hamilton & Kenny. 

I also been to a meeting, which they usually call it a council meet- 
ing, and we talk nothing else but union activities. I admit I have 
been to about 4 or 5 meetings during that time, but I didn't know that 
it was a Communist meeting because it was said nothing else, but 
labor or union activities, as you can put it. The only time 'I found 
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is person who 
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calls himself William'Kamaka, at that time he called himself William 
Palani, had approached me aiid" told me I had attended a Communist 
meeting and if I would wish to join-. After that I have known that 
it was a Communist meeting during that time, I have never attended, 
another meeting until to this present day. Therefore, as I seen last 
night my name in the paper, I have volunteered myself to come down 
here and express my opinion that I have never known and never has 
been a Communist. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, can you recall the names of any of the persons 
who were present at the meeting which you found out afterward was 
a Communist Party meeting ? 

Mr. Chow. Yes, I could. I may not have the full amount of names, 
it has been so loiig, but I could remember several of them. * 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell us who they were, please? 
Mr. Chow.. Well, one of them is Jack Hall, Jack'Kawano, Jack 
Kimoto, Bob McElrath, Harry Kamaku, Ben Kaahawinui. And if 
I am not mistaken, I think my good friend Izuka was there too at one 
meeting. I think I seen him because I went there several meetings, 
as I say. I found out Emil Muller was in there at one meeting, I 
think, I am not quite sure of that. But the meeting I attended, I 
cannot clarify it, as far as that is concerned, that they were Com- 
munists meetings or whatsoever, but I only found that out after it 
was approached to me by William Kamaka that it was a Communist 
meeting. I can't say whether they are members of the Communist 
Party because they have not told me they were or I have not seen their 
book. However, I have attended to those meetings only as council 
meetings pertaining to the union activities. In other words, we have 
meetings there to solve the problems of what the unions want or what 
is going to be. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state again the name of the person who 
asked you to join the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Chow. Yes. William Kamaka was the person that asked me 
to join the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. He. is the same person who told you that the meeting 
you had attended was a Communist Party meeting? 

Mr. Chow. That is right. In fact, he was the person that took me 
to the meeting. He mentioned about, "We have a council meeting." 
During that time I was on the executive board of the ILWTJ, so, 
therefore, holding a /position as director there, I found that I was sort 
of responsible for the discussion in that meeting, so I went. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before the meeting you were told it was a council 
meeting of your union ? 

Mr. Chow. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. But after you got out there you were told it was a 
Communist Party meeting? - . 

Mr. Chow. Not right off the bat. I attended about 4 or 5 meetings 
and then after that they told me about that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who presided at this meeting, who acted as chair- 
man? 

Mr. Chow. Well, I can't remember. They have several chairmen 
there: Every time they have a meeting they have several chairmen 
there. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall who they were? 
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Mr. Chow. Well, sometimes they have Jack Kawano there as the 
chairman of the meeting and sometimes I think they have Jack Hall. 
I am not so sure of that. I am not definite on that because it has been 
so long. 

Mr. Tavenner. After you found out that it was a Communist Party 
meeting, did you go back again? 
Mr. Chow. I never did go back until this present day. 
Mr. Tavenner. That is all, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Chow. Why I come here, the reason why I wanted to come here 
was to clarify and to clear up my name because I am afraid I might 
be excommunicated from my church and also be expelled from 'the 
member of the Lions Club and also jeopardize my affiliation with the 
bureau of sight conservation. 

Mr. Tavenner. We are very glad to have you explain. 

Mr. Walter. Thank you. 

Mr. Tavenner. Louise Hollingsworth. 

Mr. Wamer. Eaise your right hand, please. Do you swear that 
the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole truth; 
and nothing but the truth, so help you God. 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP LOUISE JOHANSON HOLLINGSWORTH 

Mr. Tavenner. You are Mrs. Hollingsworth? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I am Louise Johanson Hollingsworth— Mrs. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you signify your desire to make a statement to 
the committee as a result of your name having appeared in the 
testimony? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just 15 or 20' minutes ago? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. Yes.. 

Mr. Tavenner. We would be very glad to hear anything that you 
have to say. 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I am told that I was at a meeting or a party 
where only Communists were allowed. I think it was held at a book- 
store above the Nuuanu Second-Hand Book Store, in 1938. I recall 
that I was there. I was invited to a cocktail party and I understand 
that that marked the opening of it. I was invited by Howard Clark 
who, I believe, was the manager. I recall the incident because there 
were some people by the name of Bartlett there. Bartlett was said 
to be, or it was told me to be, a writer on Freudian subjects, and they 
had with them a 2- or 3-year-old child, who was very annoying, and I 
lost my temper and spanked the child. And then I was ushered out 
because the Bartlets were very distraught because their child had never 
been spanked before in its life. And that is the first and only time I 
was there, and that is the reason I recall it. I remembered it the 
other day. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell us the names of the other persons that 
you recall who were there? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. As I say, the Bartletts and Howard Clark, 
but aside from them 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember Mr. Bartlett's first name? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I remember it as Francis. He had written a 
book on Freudian interpretation or something or other. 
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Mr. Taven^er. Do you recall seeing the person there who just 
preceded you on the witness stand a little while ago ? 

Mrs. Holungsworth. I do not. I recall having seen him aroiind 
here and around places. I have had a speaking acquaintance with him, 
just seeing him on the street and around town. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you notice any particular literature or books 
being there, upstairs ? 

' Mrs. Holllktgsworth:. I am aware there were books there because it 
was a bookstore, but what it was, I don't know. 

Mr. Tavenner. You don't know the type of books that were in 
this particular room where the meeting was held ? 

Mrs. Holungsworth. Well, I assume it was radical literature. 

Mr. Tavenker. Why do you assume it was radical literature? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. Mr. Clark was rather advanced in his think- 
ing, as was Mr. Bartlett and his wife. 

Mr. Taveiwer. Who told you where this meeting was to be held? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. I believe it was Mr. Clark. I believe I went 
with him or met him in that neighborhood. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he take you up there ? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. As I recall ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was it in the back of the building or store? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. As I remember, we went into the Nuuanu 
Second-Hand Book Store, and went back and went up some steps, as 
I recall it, and there was a smaller room up there. 

Mt.Tavenner. Did you ever go back? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. 2To. 

Mr. Tavenner. No further questions. ^ 

Mr. Walter. Do you care to say anything further ? 

Mrs. Hollingsworth. That is all. Thank you for the opportunity 
to be heard. 

Mr. Walter. I assure you that the opportunity that has been given 
you will be given to anybody who cares to come here and under oath 
make a statement, oecause it is not the desire of anybody on this 
committee to smear anybody or to let.anj name be used in connection 
with any subversive activities without giving them an opportunity to 
answer.

Mr. Pahinui. Yes. There was a lot of them. All of them, in fact, 
what I had were all about the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. They were all about the Communist Party. Did 
they ask you to buy those pamphlets and books ? 

Mr. Pahinui.* Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. From whom did you buy them ? 

Mr. Pahinui. From Ben Kaahawinui. 

Mr. Tavenner. From whom? 

Mr. Pahinui. Ben Kaahawinui. 
% Mr. Tavenner. Well, were you required to buy them or did they 
just leave it up to you whether you wanted to buy them or not? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, if you didn't have the money to buy it right 
away, they buy it for you and you pay them later. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, it was required that you have the 
books, whether you paid for them then or not ? 
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Mr. Pahinui. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did they tell you to do with these books? 
m Mr. Pahinui. Well, they told me to read it. After I am through, 
give it to my friend, and I 'could have him come in, too, maybe he 
might like the way the pamphlet is written. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, after you had read it. and became 
acquainted with it, to usfe it to get some friend 

Mr. Pahinui. Into the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you try to get a friend into the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Pahinui. No. I wanted to make sure it was a benefit to me, 
it will be of benefit to my friend. 

Mr. Tavenner. You wanted to make certain first that it was going 
to benefit you before you would ask a friend to come in ? 

Mr. Pahjlnui. Oh, yes. I didn't want my friend to have any hard 
feelings toward me because of making a foolish move or like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ask any friend to come in ? 

Mr. Pahinui. No, I never did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Why? 

Mr. Pahinui. Because when I had the Communist card I thought 
maybe it was a bad move to make until I am sure I am going to have 
something or my money's worth before I do such a thing. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever become sure of whether or not it was 
of benefit to you? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, to find out I kept on going. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you get your money's worth? 

Mr. Pahinui. No, I never did get a cent's worth. 

(Laughter in the audience.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Therefore, you did not ask any of your friends 
to come in. 
Mr. Pahinui. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you said the first five meetings were held at 
the home of Ben Kaahawinni. 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes., 

Mr. Tavenner. After that time, where were the meetings held, or 
tell us about the next meeting after that. 
Mr. Pahinui. Do you mean to the different places ? 
Mr. Tavenner. The different places. 

Mr. Pahinui. The next place I went to was Jack Kimoto's home. 
Mr. Tavenner. JackKimoto? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes. That is where we have a joint meeting of two 
longshore groups. 

Mr* Tavenner. When you say "two longshore groups," you are not 
talking of members of the union as such, are you ? 

Mr. Pahinui. fto. See, they organize that as two groups instead 
of one, one longshore group as a whole. 

Mr. Tavenner. When you say "two longshore groups," you mean 
two groups of Communists who were also members of the longshore 
union? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes ; that is right. 
Mr. Tavenner. What were those two groups? 
Mr. Pahinui. One was called McCabe-Hamilton group and the 
other one was called Castle and Cooke group. 
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Mr. Tavenner. The reason they were called by thos.e two names is 
that those were the unions working for those companies ; is that it? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. But the groups you mentioned were Communist 
Party groups. 
Mr. Pahinui. Communist Party groups. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were the persons who attended those meetings, 
members of the Communist Party, so far as you knew? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the reason for this meeting of the two 
groups together? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, they still talk about union activities. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state that over again? 

Mr. Pahinui. They still talk about the union, activities. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who told you that the two groups would meet 
together ; do you know ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Ben Kaahawinui and J ulian Napuunoa. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he tell you why the two groups were meeting 
together at that time? 

Mr. Pahinui. No. They just told me they always get together 
after three or four meetings a month, they combine together to find out 
whether they are recruiting their groups; 

Mr. Tavenner; Who acted as chairman of the two groups when they 
met together? 

Mr.PAHiNUi. JackKimoto. 

The Tavenner. Well, did he give any instructions at that meeting 
to the members? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, he just stated mostly, the talk, tried to tell you 
how to conduct a meeting and we have leadership in the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us who were present at that meeting? 
Will you name-all you can think of, and.when you give us the name of 
each person, tell us how he was employed, if you know. 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, Wilfred Oka. Wilfred Oka was one-time 
organizer of the ILWTJ. Henry Schmidt. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just a moment. Was Wilfred Oka the same person* 
who testified here yesterday,, or were youJiere yesterday! 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes ; I was here, yesterday. I was in back there* 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you see him, on the witness stand ? 

Mr. Pahinui. That* is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was he the same person? 

Mr. Pahinui. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. 

Mr. Pahinui. And Henry Schmidt, a trouble-shooter for the. 
ILWU. 

Mr. Tavenner. Henry Schmidt? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that the same Henry Schmidt who was tried 
along with Bridges and convicted recently in California? 
Mr. Pahinui. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. You say he was present at the meeting? 

Mr. Pahinui. At the meeting at Kimoto's home; Then Yukio Abe, 
one-time secretary — I don't know if he is still the secretary— of the 
ILWU. 
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Mr. Tavenner. At any rate, he was an official? 
Mr. Pahinui. Something like that. 
Mr. Tavenner. Had an office or position? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Tavenner. With the ILWU? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. All right. 
Mr. Pahinui. Jack Kawano. 
^ Mr. Tavenner. Jack Kawano? What position did he hold at that 
time? 

Mr. Pahinui. President of 137 at that time. 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Pahinui. And Frank Kalua.' He was in the executive board. 
Mr. Tavenner. Frank who ? 
Mr. Pahinui, Kalua. 

Mr. Tavenner. Kalua. What position, if any, did, he hold at that 
time? 

Mr. Pahinui. He was in the executive board at the same time I was. 
Mr. Tavenner. He was on the executive board. 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Of what union? 
Mr. Pahinui. One hundred and thirty-seven. 
Mr. Tavenner. One hundred and thirty-seven. And did you say 
you were on the same executive board? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. All right. 

Mr. Pahinui. They had Julian Napuunoa there. 
Mr. Tavenjner. Now, how was he employed or what position did 
he hold, if any? 

Mr. Pahinui. I think he was second— well, he had some kind of, 
official position right next to Jack Kawano, I think, at that time. 
Mr. Tavenner. Official of what? 
Mr. Pahinui. ILWU. 
Mr. Tavenner. ILWU. 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was it local . 

Mr. Pahinui. One hundred and thirty-seven. 

Mr. Tavenner. How is that? 

Mr. Pahinui. One hundred and thirty-seven. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you .gentlemen hear him? 

Mr. Walter. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. 

Mr. Pahinui. They had Ben* Kaahawinui. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Pahinui. He was business agent at that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. He was business agent for what? 

Mr. Pahinui. For the ILWU, local 137. And they had Frank 
*or John Akana, his name was, which he was in the executive board, 
too. 

Mr. Tavenner. What position did he hold? 

Mr. Pahinui. As executive board. He must be some kind of 
official, I guess. And they had Cablay. I don't know his first name. 
Mr. Tavenner. What was the last name? 
Mr. Pahinui. Cablay. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Cablay? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. Cablay. 

Mr. Tavenner. Wliat was his first name, do you know? 
Do you think you would know it if you heard the name? 
Mr. Pahinui. Well, I cannot say about that because I just know the 
last name. 

Mr. Tavenner. You just know the last name. Now, see if you can 
recall others. 

Mr. Pahinui. Jack Kawano was president of that union. 
Mr. Tavenner. I think you have given us his name. ' 
Mr. Pahinui. Eileen Fujimoto. 
Mr. Tavenner. What Fujimotp? 
Mr. Pahinui. Eileen Fujimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. Eileen Fujimoto. How was she employed, do you 
know? . 

Mr. Pahdstoi. I think she was working in the office at the ILWTJ at 
that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was she a secretary to any particular individual? 
Mr. Pahinui. That I really don't know. And they had David 
Kamaka. 
Mr. Tavenner. David Kamaka? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. He has already testified. 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before the committee. 

Mr. Pahinui. Either him or William Kamaka, 

Mr, Tavenner. Speak a little louder, please. * . 

Mr. Pahinui. It is either William Kamaka or David Kamaka. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are not certain whether it is William or David \ 

Mr. ^Pahinui. No, because the name is between David and William. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you know it was one of those two ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Can you recall any others ? 
Mr. Pahinui. I am not very sure. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a person by the name of Domingo 

. Mr. Pahinui. Cariaso. 
Mr. Tavenner. Cariaso. 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was he there ? * 
Mr. Pahinui. He was there in Ben Kaahawinui's home.?* 
Mr. Tavenner. He attended the meeting, at Ben Kaahawinui's 
home? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. m 

Mr. Tavenner. Cariaso. What position did he hold, if any? 
Mr. Pahinui. Well, at that time he was in the executive board, too. 
Mr. Tavenner. Executive board. Executive board of what? 
Mr. Pahinui. ILWU, 137. 
Mr. Tavenner. And his first name was what? 
T^Mr. Pahinui. Domingo Cariaso. 

' Mr; Tavenner. Did you know a person by the name of Joe Blurr? 

Mr. Pahinui. Ye& ; I think he was on the executive board, too, at 
that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did he attend any of those meetings ? 
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Mr. Pahintji. Yes ; at Kimoto's home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether "Joe Blurr" is his true 
name? ' 

Mr. Pahintji. No ; I don't think that is his real name, but I think 
that is his professional name on the water front. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is his professional name. 

Mr. Pahintji. On the water front, like they use all the time, or 
something like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain that a little further to me. I didn't under- 
stand it. 

Mr. Pahintji. Most of the boys know him by that name—' Joe 
Blurr. 55 Nobody else knew him by his real name unless he work side 
by side with him, with the people he works with, I guess. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know his real name? 

Mr. Pahintji. No ; I don't. 

Mr. Tavenner. How is that? 

Mr. Pahintji. I don 5 t. 

Mr. Tavenner. All of these persons whom you have named that at- 
tended the joint meeting at the home of Jack Kimoto and who were 
members of a union seems to have had some official position in the 
union. Do you know why that was, why the members of the Com- 
munist Party were* officials in the union ?' 

Mr. Pahintji. Well, the way I see it, they tried to run the thing 
their way, instead of how the rank and filers think. 

Mr. Tavenner. I am not certain that was plain what you said. Will 
you state that over ? 

Mr. Pahintji. They wanted to run the meeting according to the way 
they wanted to 'run it, not the way the rank and fileys Tvant it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Explain a little more what you mean. 

Mr. Pahinth. Well, as you know, when they conduct a meeting and 
want to pass some kind of minutes in a meeting, like maybe make 
something to benefit the men, that if the men want to pass it, they 
will,, and if they don't, they won't. 

Mr. Tavenner. If I understand you correctly, the Commuist Party 
would endeavor to get into its membership persons who were leaders. 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And who held official positions. 
Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. In the various unions. 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that right? 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you know whether or not these persons 
you knew as members of the Communist Party endeavored to get their 
own members promoted to higher positions in the union? 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. You see, any one person won't have a chance 
to run against the ones that are running already. Like if you have a 
president running, the opponent won't have a chance. 

Mr. Tavenner. The average man, rank-and-file man, of the labor 
union, would not have a chance, you say ? 

Mr. Pahintji. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did it work out the same way with regard to 
policies ? 
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Mr. Pahinui. Well, policies were made by the executive board and 
taken to the rank and file, If the rank and file don't want it, thej 
throw it away, but most of the time the people that do the talking are 
always Communists themselves* They do all the talking. 

Mr* Tavenner* I wonder if you would change chairs. That is an 
unusually noisy chair, Is that bne better % 

Mr. Pahinui. I think this one is a little worse. 

Mr. Tavenner* Well, did the rank and file of the membership of 
your local union know that you and the other persons you have men- 
tioned, who occupied high positions in the union, were members of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr. Pahinui* No* 

Mr. Tavenner. Why didn't you tell them you were a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr* Pahinui* I wasn't so sure I was doing the right thing at the 
moment. 

Mr, Tavenner, Why didn't the other persons like the ones whose 
names you have mentioned tell the rank and file that they were mem- 
bers of the Communist Party ; do you know % 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, if they told them. I think they would tell them 
to go to Russia, I think* [Laughter in the audience. ] 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, if the rank and file of your local 
union had known that those men who were their leaders were mem- 
bers of the Communist Party, they would likely have changed their 
leadership ? 

Mr. Pahinui. That is right. 

Mr* Tavenner, Were you told by the members of the Communist 
Party whether you should tell other people whether you were a Com- 
munist or not? 

Mr. Pahinui* They told me not to tell 

Mr* Tavenner. Not to tell. Did they tell you .why they didn't want 
you to tell? 

Mr. Pahinui. No; they didn't say anything about that. They lust 
said, "Don't tell," that is all* ■ 

Mr* Tavenner. Do you think if it had been told that those leaders 
were members of the Communist Party, the rank and file would have 
put them out of their leadership % 

Mr* Pahinui. Oh, yes, 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, tell the committee, if you can, how these vari- 
ous officials, how these men who occupied positions in the union, were 
chosen to be candidates* How did they select the candidates; who 
selected them? 

Mr. Pahinui. That I don't know very much about, but the point is 
that always the Communist Party members are the active ones to move 
everything that they want to move on their side* You can't ever beat 
them. They are active. And they are known ampng their fellow 
■workers and they always have the chance to always move their fellow 
■workers with them and go and get what they want. 

Mr* Tavenner. How many meetings did you attend at the home of 
Jack Kimoto? 

Mr. Pahinui* About three meetings* 
. Mr* Tavenner, About three meetings. These persons whose names 
you have mentioned as having attended this joint meeting of the 
Communist Party groups from the two employers that you men- 
tioned, how do you know those persons that attended that meeting 
were members of the Communist Party? 
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Mr. Pahintji. Well,, that is the only kind of people that shows up 
there, and nobody else. [Laughter in audience.] 

And I saw onfy "Joe Blurr's" party group, so far as I know, and 
that is what makes me, gives me the impression that they all must be 
Communists. 

Mr. Tayenner. You had been asked to become a member of their 
group and were given a card, weren't you? 
Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. You have told us the name of the chairman of this 
meeting, this first meeting, but I have forgotten the name you men- 
tioned. The first meeting at Kimoto's house. 

Mr. Pahinttl That was Jack Kimoto. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who were the other officials of these groups, 
do you know? Did they have a secretary and treasurer ? 

Mr. Pahintji. Well, they never brings up to me who was the chair- 
man of the group, or secretary, or anything like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, you say there were three of these meetings 
. held at the home of Jack Kimoto? 
Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of meetings were they? Meetings of 
what group ? 

Mr. Pahintji. Well, they always talked about the union activities. 
That is what they always talk about, and they don't talk about other 
things. 

Mr. Tavenner. They were talking about union activities? 
Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us more about the group, the designation, the 
name of the group that met at Jack Kimoto's. 
Mr. Pahintji. Well, that is the one I just gave the name. 
Mr. Tavenner. The one you just named? 
Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr Tavenner: Well, what was that? I am not talking now about 
the names of the persons, but what did they call the group F 

Mr. Pahintji. Well, they just called them a Communist group, that 
is all according to my understanding. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who attended these other two meetings you 
have told us about ; the first one, as to who attended ? 

Mr. Pahintji. And the second one. 

Mr. Tavenneb. The same ones? * 

Mr. Pahintji. No. The two. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did the same persons attend the second and third 
meeting at Jack Kimoto's who attended at the first, or substantially 
the same? 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. Well, they recruited some more fellows, but 
I don't know their names. They were just recruiting at that time, too. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are not able to recall the names of the persons 
that they recruited at these other two meetings ? 

Mr. Pahintji. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, what was their plan for recruiting new mem- 
bers? Tell us how that was done, and what was said in the meetings 
about it? 

Mr. Pahintji. Well, they usually say, at the meeting, that it was a 
good thing, and a benefit for the labor cause, at which most of the 
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recruits showed up, and after that they did not show up any more. 

Mr. Tavenner. In their meetings did they discuss their plans for 
recruiting new members ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. New members for what? 
Mr. Pahinui. For the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. I would like for you to think and see if you can 
recall the names of any of those recruits who were brought in, in the 
same way you had been brought in, to begin with ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, I don't think I can pick their names out. 
There were some Filipino boys, and it is hard to pronounce their names. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a man by the name of Herman Irig? 

Mr. Pahinto. Yes ; he was one of them. 

Mr. Tavenner. And who is that? 

Mr. Pahinui. He was one of the recruits, too. 

Mr. Tavenner, He was one of the recruits? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes, 

Mr. Tavenner. How was he employed, do you know? 
Mr. Pahinui, He was employed at McCabe, Hamilton & Eennev 
at this. time. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did he stay in? 

Mr. Pahinui. He must be, because I understand he is, and he wa& 
while I was attending the. meeting ; he was still there. 

Mr. Tavenner. He was still there when you left? Is that it? I don't 
know whether I understood. 

Mr. Pahinui. When I was going to the meetings he was still there.. 

Mr. Tavenner. 'Oh, yes. While you were attending the meetings, 
he was still there? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any others? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know a person by the name of Levi Kealoha ? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us what you know about his connection with 
the Communist Party group, if any? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, he was at Kimoto's home, aiid sometimes he was 
out at Ben Kaahawinui's home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us how many meetings of the Commu- 
ninst Party he attended? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, I figured he attended about six meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you Jmow what position he held, if any? 

Mr. Pahinui. At that time I think he was third vice president of 
the ILWU, 137. F 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you name any persons who came into the Com- 
munist Party and then quit? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, there was one, a Robert Lum ; that is the only 
one I knew who came in the party. When they gave him a party card 
he broke it all up, and so he stopped going to the meetings, and did 
not go again. 

Mr. Tavenner. He broke the card up ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes; that's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he come to any meetings after he broke the 
card up ? 
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Mr. Pahinui. Never again. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know of anj> other person besides Lum? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mentioned the fact that a Mr. Schmidt attended 
this first meeting at the home of Jack Kimoto, when the two groups 
met together? 

Mr. Pahinui. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us more about Schmidt. What was his first 
name, do you recall? 
Mr. Pahinut.. Henry. 

Mr. Tavenner. What part did he take in the meetings? 
Mr. Pahinui. He did not do anything. He just sat there all through 
the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what position he held at that time? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, he came from the mainland at that time. He 
was down here to represent the dock strike threat, I think, in 1937 — 
1947. That is what he was down here for. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he attend more than one of the Communist 
Party meetings? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, he only showed up at that one time, and never 
came again, because he went back home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever talk to him yourself? 
Mr. Pahintji, Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he ever have anything to say to you about the 
<3ommunist Party? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mentioned a person that, you referred to as 
Tim Freeman. Tell us more about his attendance at the Communist 
Party meetings. 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, he was something like an organizer for the 
Communist Party. He was organizing, or tried to organize, some 
more of the members. He was trying to tell the menibers how to 
organize the party. 

Mr. Tavenner. He would tell them what? 

Mr. Pahinui. How to organize the party,, but which I did not use. 
I guess somebody else did, maybe, the other boys, maybe they did, 
but I did not use anything; so I did not make an effort to try. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many meetings did he attend? . 

Mr. Pahinui. Two meetings at Ben KaahawinuiVhome, ,and one 
.at Kimoto's home. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, when this man Freeman gave instructions 
.about organizing the Communist Party, would he give these instruc- 
tions openly in the meetings to all the members ? 

Mr. Pahinui. No ; just mostly to the ones that are active. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just to the ones that were active? 

Mr. Pahinui. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you hear him giving the instructions? 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, I only heard a little bit, how he mentioned it, 
to go out and try to bring the members in, see, but it is not easy the 
way he said it, but I think about how it is. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, see if you can tell us something about the 
way in which he said it should be done. 
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Mr. Pahinui. Well, he says to talk to the person, and then give 
him some of the literature we had, to let the person read it first, to 
get so he can: refresh his memory after that; he might want to think 
it over, and might come in, and you can have a talk with him now 
and then. That is as far as I went through that talk we had. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you subscribe to any Communist Party papers, 
or publications? 

Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, after having testified this far about Com- 
munist Party activities, can you recall at this, time the names of any 
other persons who took part in the Communist Party meetings, or 
who were present at the Communist Party meetings with you? 

Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, how long were you in the Communist Party % 

Mr. Pahinui. About 7 to 8 months. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you now a member of the party ? 

Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us about how you got out, and why. 

Mr. Pahinui. Well, I just left the party, being I never had my 
money's worth, and I left it on account of my wife, and she told me 
if I did not like to live with her I could leave, and so I decided to 
give up. She said if I quit now it would be much better than if I 
quit later, or get hurt later, arid I took my wife's advice. It some- 
times pays off. 

Mr. Tavenner. When you stopped going to the Communist Party y 
did you tell any member that you were withdrawing from the party? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you write any letter of any kind? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you turn your book in? 

Mr. Pahinui. No ; I burned everything^ My wife helped me do it. 
She told me to burn everything, and not to go to any more meetings. 
Mr. Tavenner. Your wife helped you to burn everything? 
Mr. Pahinui. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. 1 Have you^been asked to go back since? 
Mr. Pahinui. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further Questions. 

Mr. Moulder. You say that you received a Communist Party mem- 
bership card. Who delivered the card to you ? 

Mr. Pahinui. Julian Napuunoa; he delivered the card to me 
personally. 

Mr. Walter. Thank you very much; 

(Witness excused.) 

(Recess.) 

Mr. Walter. The meeting will be in order. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. James Freeman. 

Mr. Walter. Is Mr. Freeman in the room? 

Mrs. Bouslog. I think he is outside. Here he is. 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand. Do you swear that 
the testimony you are- about to give to be the truth, the whole truth,, 
and nothing but the truth, so help you God. 

Mr. Freeman. I do. 
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TESTIMONY OP DWIGHT JAMES FREEMAN, ACCOMPANIED BY HIS 
COUNSEL, HARRIET BOTJSLOG 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you Mr. D wight James Freeman? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you represented by counsel? 
.Mr. Freeman. I am. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will counsel please identify herself for the record? 

Mrs. Boxtslog. I would like my name, Harriet Bouslog, to be en- 
tered of record as counsel for Dwight James Freeman, and at this 
time I would like > to file with the committee a motion to quash the 
subpena served upon Dwight James Freeman. 

Mr. Wai/eer. It will be received for the record. 15 

Mr. Harrison. The motion is the same as the other. 

Mrs. Bouslog. Yes; Mr. Committeeman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you sometimes known or referred to as James 
Freeman? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And also as Jim Freeman? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you presently reside? 
Mr. Freeman. 30 Dewey Court, Honolulu, T. H. 
Mr. Tavenner. How long have you resided there? 
Mr. Freeman. Several months. I don't know the exact date we 
moved there. 
Mr, Tavenner. How are you employed? 
Mr. Freeman. Ask that question again, please. 
Mr. Tavenner. How are you employed ? 
Mr. Freeman. I am unemployed at the present time. 
. Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been unemployed? 
Mr. . Freeman. Since Friday of last week. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was your position prior to Friday of last 
week? 

Mr. Freeman, I was working on a construction job,. 

Mr. Tavenner. For whom? 

Mr. Freeman. C. W. Winstedt, Ltd. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you hold any 'other position at that time? 
(Confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Freeman. On the advice of counsel, I refuse to answer that 
question on the ground that it might tend to incriminate me, and for 
the other reasons stated in the motion to quash this subpena. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your educational background, Mr. Free- 
man? 

Mr. Freeman, I went through grade school. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born? 

Mr. Freeman. Born in Oklahoma, January 2, 1912. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you please give the committee a brief outline 
of your work record or occupation record? 

Mr. Freeman. On the advice of counsel I refuse to answer that, 
on the ground that it might tend to incriminate me, and for the fur- 
ther reasons as stated in the motion.

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Mr. Tavenner. When did you come to Hawaii? 
Mr. Freeman. It was sometime in the first part of 1942. 
Mr. Tavenner. Have you remained in Hawaii all the time since 
1942? 

Mr. Freeman. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were you living before you -came to Hawaii 
in 1942? 

Mr. Freeman. If I remember correctly, I think I was living in 
Oakland, Calif. 

Mr. Tavenner. Oakland, Calif. : where did you live in Oakland, 
Calif.? 

Mr. Freeman. I am not real positive of that address. I think it 
was 100 Ninth Street. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long had you lived there? 

Mr. Freeman. I think I had lived there something over a year, but 
I would not say exactly how long it was. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you live there as early as February or March 
of 1941? 

Mr. Freeman. I think it is possible. 

Mr. Tavenner. Prior to -that — prior to your living in Oakland, 
Calif., where did you live? 

Mr. Freeman. If I remember correctly, I think I was staying with 
my mother, in southern California, Garden Grove. 

Mr. Tavenner. Garden Grove, Calif. Where did you live in 
Garden Grove? 

Mr. Freeman. I don'tremember the number. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember the street? 

Mr. Freeman. I would not be positive, not on that, but I think it 
was G Street. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you at any time live at 33 Fourth Street, Gar- 
den City — I mean Garden Grove, Calif. ? 
Mr. Freeman. It is possible. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you live there in 1940, say, during the month 
of October 1940?, 

Mr. Freeman. I was staying at my mother's address in Garden 
Grove in 1940. 

Mr. Tavenner. In October 1940. Would that include October 
1940? 

Mr. Freeman. I don't remember for sure, sir. 

Mr. Walter. What was your mother's address ? 

Mr. Freeman. That is what I stated. I don't remember for sure. 
I lived a lot of places in the last few years. To remember them all is 
an impossible job. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let's see, let's see where some of the other places are. 
Have you ever lived in Salt Lake City ? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. I have lived in Salt Lake City. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you live there in November 1942 ? 

Mr. Freeman. I don't remember whether it was November or not. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where were you living in November 1942? 

Mr. Freeman. As* I stated, I don't remember whether it was in Salt 
Lake City or not. I am not sure of the exact dates. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, when did you come to Salt Lake City to live? 

Mr. Freeman. Sometime in the f alhof 1942. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you leave? 
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Mr. Freeman. In the spring of 1943. ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Then when you— well, now, let me ask you, where 
did you live when you were in Salt Lake City? . 

Mr. Freeman. I lived in Provo, Utah— well, I lived also m Provo, 
"Utah, and Salt Lake Gity ; what the addresses were, I don't remem- 

ber. • 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember the name of the street on which 
you lived while you were in Salt Lake City ? 

Mr. Freeman; No ; I do not. 

Mr. Tavenner. Could it have been Third Avenue? 

Mr. Freeman. It could have been. Even mentioning it, it does not 
bring it back to mind exactly. ■ It was an apartment house. It was on 
the third floor. _ , . 

Mr. Tavenner. I think that this might help to refresh your recol- 
lection. Might it have been 217 Third Avenue, where you lived at 
Salt Lake City? ^ , , , , 

Mr. Freeman. I would have to check through my records, perhaps, 
to answer that question, sir. • 

Mr. Tavenner. Now where did you move to in 1943 ? I understood 
you left Salt Lake City in 1943. 

Mr. Freeman. I think I went to San Francisco. 

Mr. Tavenner. You moved there in the spring of 1943. How long 
did you live there? . 

Mr. Freeman. It was just for a short period. I enlisted m the serv- 
ice. I think it was either in July or August. 

Mr. Tavenner. So, you may have been there in the latter part o± 
July or the first of August? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes; I don't remember the exact dates I went m 
the service, sometime, I think it was— I enlisted one night sometime 
in August, if I remember correctly.

I show you au application for .voluntary induc- 
tion, dated July 22, 1943, to Local Board 173 of Anaheim. Will you 
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state if that is the draft board to which you referred as having ihade 
the application to ? 

Mr. Freeman. So far as I know, that is. I think this may be the 
letter to the United States Navy. 

Mr. Tavenner. It appears to be signed by you. Dwight James 
Freeman. That is correct, isn't it? 

Mr. Freeman. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is your signature? > 

Mr. Freeman. It looks like it. I signed such a form. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, is there any doubt about it? 

Mr. Freeman. I said it looked like my signature. I signed such a 
"form. I am not a handwriting expert. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you know your own signature, don't you ? You 
know what you signed? 

Mr: Freeman. I stated it looked like my signature. I signed such 
a form. 

. Mr. Tavenner. Do you believe it is your signature? 
Mr. Freeman. I believe so. 

Mr. Tavenner. Here is a photostatic copy of a letter, addressed to 
Local Board 173. If there is any doubt about it, will you examine 
thstt letter and state whether or not you wrote it? [Handing docu- 
ment to witness.] 

You have examined the letter? 

Mr. Freeman. I have. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is it your letter? 

Mr. Freeman. It looks like it; yes. I think I wrote such a letter: 
yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, it is written in longhand, isn't it? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Signed in longhand? 

Mx., Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you write the letter? 
Mr. Freeman. I said I wrote such a letter. 
Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you write this letter? 
Mr. Freeman. I said I wrote such a letter. That could very well 
be it. It looks like my signature. I am not denying-^-* 
Mr. Tavenner.. IJniow, but neither are you admitting it. 
Mr. Freeman. All right, then ; it is. So far as I know: itds. 
Mr. Tavenner. It is your letter? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Signed by you? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes ; I said as much to start with. 
Mr. Tavenner. No ; you did not. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you now a third letter, dated November 15, 
1942, addressed to the Local Board No. 3, in longhand, and ask you 
to examine that, and m order that there may be no misunderstanding 
about it, state whether or not you wrote the letter. Is this your letter, 
written by you? 

.Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Moulder. That is a photostatic copy of his letter. 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. That is a photostatic copy. 
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I hand you now a* registration card, from tlie draft board, and ask 
you to, or rather a photostatic copy of it— it appears to be signed with 
your name at the bottom. Will you examine it, please, and state 
whether or not you signed it ? 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that your signature? 

Mr. Fkeeman. Yes. - 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you now a photostatic copy of a typewritten 
letter, addressed to the Selective Service System, in which you request 
permission to leave the United States for 12 months in order to accept 
•employment with the Pacific Bridge Co., contractors at Pearl Harbor, 
Territory of Hawaii, in which your name, appears to be signed. ^ Will 
you examine that photostatic copy and state whether or not that is your 
.signature? 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you answer the question? 

Mr. Freeman. State it again. 

Mr. Tavenner. After having examined the document I handed you, 
will you state whether or not it was signed by you, D.wight James 
Freeman. 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you a photostatic copy of a request for trans- 
fer for delivery, bearing date July 22, 1943, addressed to your- local 
board, and ask you whether or not your name is signed to it, and 
whether it is your signature? 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that your signature? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you now a photostatic copy of your selective- 
.service questionnaire, on which there appears the registrant's affidavit, 
and ask you whether or .not that is your signature to the affidavit. 
(Witness examines the document.) ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you identified the signature forming part of 
the registrant's affidavit as your signature? 

Mr. Freeman. It appears to 'be my signature. There is some on 
•that there, I was a little confused about, because the letter "V" is not 
the way, the same type of "V" I make now. Compared with the others, 
it is not quite the same as the other signatures. I think it is my signa- 
ture, and I remember giving this information contained on there in 
some form or other. 

Mr. Tavenner. You remember filing your selective-service question- 
naire? 

Mr. Freeman*. Yes. The exact details of it I don't recall. 

Mr. Tavenne6. I understand; but you recall signing it,.do you not? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

- Mr. Tavenner. And after having examined the signature, you are 
satisfied that it is your signature? 

Mr. Freeman". I think it is my signature. 

Mr. Tavenner. What do you mean by "think" ? 

Mr. Freeman. I told you, on the first name, it is a little different 
compared with the other signatures that you have there — it is slightly 
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different. The "F" is exactly or appears to me to be the same, and I 
think it is my signature, and I signed such a statement to the Selective 
Service Board. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you satisfied it is your signature? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes, yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you now a photostatic copjr of a page relat- 
ing to the naming of the beneficiary in your war-risk insurance, which 
carries the name, the signature, "Dwight James Freeman," and ask 
you to examine your signature on that document and state whether or 
not you signed that document. 

Mrs. Botjslog. Mr. Tavenner, this appears to be the eighth page 
of an additional document. Do you have the rest of the document 
present? 

Mr. Tavenner. I have addressed my question to the witness. 
Mr. Freeman. I don't know that I'understand the question. 
Mr. Walter. What is the question? 

Mr. Freeman. The rest of the document that this is the eighth page 
of, is it present? 

Mr, Tavenner. No, Mr. Chairman. I do not have any paper other 
than the one I have handed relating to that document. 

Mr. Walter. For what purpose is this question asked?- 

Mr. Tavenner. For the purpose of identifying his signature. 

Mr. Walter; I don't see any valid reason why you cannot answer 
that question. 

Mr. Freeman. I was merely wanting to know what is on the rest 
of the document,, that is all. As far as I know, that is my signature. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you another document, which is the oath of 
allegiance when ypu were inducted in the Navy, bearing date August 
19, 1943, which bears the signature "Dwight James Freeman," and ask 
you if you signed the original of that document, and whether that 
is a copy of your handwriting, your signature. 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that your, signature? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I now hand you a photostatic copy of shipping 
articles, bearing date August 19, 1943, which purports to bear your 
.signature, "Dwight James Freeman," and ask you to examine your 
signature and state whether or not that is a copy of your signature. 

(Mr. Freeman confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that your signature? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you now a letter bearing date June 21, 1943, 
addressed to local board 173, Anaheim, Calif., purporting to bear 
your signature, the signature "D. J. Freeman— D. F.— D. J. Freeman," 
relating to an appeal. Will you examine that letter and state whether 
or not it was written by you: and whether or not you signed it? 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Chairman, may I suggest to counsel don't you 
think it would be better to mark those documents as exhibits before 
submitting them to the witness, so that the record will properly reflect 
the documents? 

Mr, Tavenner. Each of these documents has already been admitted 
in evidence and bears an exhibit number on the document. 
Mr. Moulder. I hadn't heard you make any reference to the exhibit. 
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Mr. Tavenner. No, sir. That was done in Washington. I will pre- 
sent them here presently. 
Was that letter written by you, in your own handwriting? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. And signed by you? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes ; well, I would like to correct that., It was signed, 
by me. I would not guarantee the answer. I did not examine the; 
whole letter. Whether or not it was my writing or I had somebody 
else write it. . 

Mr. Tavenner. I will hand itback to you and ask you to examine it. 

(Witness examines letter again.) 

Mr. Freeman. I cannot say by looking at it whether it is my hand- 
writing or not, but I will say, if it is not, I did dictate this letter. 
Mr. Walter. Did you write such a letter? 
Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Walter. To the best of your recollection, it is that letter, that 
you wrote, yo.u signed. 
Mr. Freeman, res, sir; 
Mr. Walter. All right. 

Mr. Tavenner. You gave us your Honolulu address for the past 
few months, I believe. Where else have you lived in Honolulu other 
than the address that, you gave? 

Mr. Freeman. At what period are you referring, sir? 

Mr, Tavenner. Well, from the time you took up your residence in 
Honolulu. ' 

Mr. Freeman. On advice of counsel I refuse to answer that ques- 
tion on the ground that it might tend to incriminate me, and on the 
other grounds already stated. 

Mr. Tavenner. In November 1948, did you live at 1920 Kahakai 
Street, in Honolulu ? 

Mr. Freeman. Would you state that address again, sir? 

Mr. Tavenner. 1920 Kahakai. My pronunciation is not reliable. 

Mr. Freeman. Yes,' sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, each of the documents as to which 
the witness has identified Ms signature were received in evidence be- 
fore this committee in testimony which I will presently present to you 
again to refresh your recollection. I ask that they be marked "James 
Freeman Exhibits K-l, K-2" — were marked as follows : The appli- 
cation for voluntary induction, of July 22, 1943, as "James^ Freeman 
Exhibit K-l." 

Mr. Walter. I don't think you should offer that because that is the 
one document, as I recall it, in which he expresses some doubt as to 
his signature. 

Mrs. Bottslog. I think there is some misunderstanding. I think 
thereis a misunderstanding. 

Mr. Freeman. I don't think that is the document I had doubt on. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes ; I did not understand that there was. any doubt 
regarding his signature on any of them, Mr. Chairman. That is my 
recollection. * 

Mr. Walter. Lkt them be marked and received, and I will examine 
the testimony and if there is any doubt as to any one of them, as to that 
particular exhibit, it will be excluded^ 6 * 
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Mr. Tavenner. I say this first document has been admitted in evi- 
dence as "James Freeman Exhibit K-L" The letter of June 6, 1943^ 
addressed to the local board, as "Exhibit James Freeman K-2," 
another letter of Local Board 173, bearing date November 15, 1942, 
as "Exhibit K-3," the registration card as "Exhibit K-4," the letter 
to the Selective Service System, requesting permission to leave the 
United States for 12 months, as "Freeman Exhibit K-5," the request 
for delivery of July 22, 1943, "James Freeman Exhibit K-6," the 
selective service questionnaire as "James Freeman Exhibit the* 
page relating to the beneficiary in an insurance policy as "James 
Freeman Exhibit K-8," the oath of allegiance as "K-9," the shipping 
articles as "K-10," and the letter of June 21. 1943, to local 173 as 
"K-ll" 

Mr. Walter. Without objection, they will be received. I might 
state to counsel, if there is any reason you feel the documents should 
not be received^-? 

Mrs. BpusLOG. I would like to say that, not being aware, of any^ 
prior testimony before this committee, not being appraised of the pur- 
pose for which this line of questioning is offered, or what its purpose 
or point is v I don?t believe that .there is any showing of any relevance 
to the purposes-of this committee. 

Mr. Walter. I think your mind will be set straight, with respect to 
that as we proceed. " - 

Mr. Mother. 3?he first one was.Kr-1, and so on,, but the witness 
hasn't testified as to K^l except by your remarks when offering them- 
That is the reason I suggested they be marked before submitting them 
to the witness and referring to. them as "Exhibit so-and-so." t 

Mr. Tavenner. Each exhibit as presented to.him was described and 
I used the same description in. reading into the record the exhibit 
number, but if the committee desires, I will hand the entire;group back 
to the witness 1 and have him look them oyer again, if he desires to do 
so. 

Mr. Walter. I think they have been sufficiently identified.

Mr. Tavenner. Isn't it a matter of fact that you have already told 
the committee that that was your address in November 1948 ? 

Mr. Freeman. I think the record will speak for itself. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you prompted to make that reply by counsel ? 
I withdraw the question. 

But, if the chairman please, I think the witness is entitled to benefit 
of counsel but not to be prompted as to the replies that should be 
made. 

Mr. Walter. I don't agree entirely. If counsel wants to assume 
the responsibility of indicating what -the answer ought to be 

Mrs. Botjslog. It seems to me, Mr. Chairman, that as a matter of 
law that is the correct interpretation. Let the record speak for 
itself. 

Mr. Tavenner. I now hand you, Mr. Freeman, photostatic copies 
of four monejr orders which have previously been admitted in evi- 
dence and designated, respectively, "Q-5, Q-6, Q-7, and Q-8," and 
I will ask you whether or not you obtained these four money orders 
in response to your own application and that you mailed those money 
orders, mailed them to Felice Clark? 18 

Mr. Freeman. On advice of counsel I .refuse to answer the question 
on the grounds this might tend to incriminate me, and for the other 
reasons already stated. 

Mr. Tavenner. I will read for the record, first, Q-5, which is Fe- 
lice Olark, and it is marked "Paid, December 7, 1948," and the sec- 
ond, which is Q-6, is payable to Felice Clark, and is marked "Paid 
January 3, 1949," and the third is, Q-8, and is .payable to Felice Clark, 
and it is marked '-'Paid, November 24, 1948," and { the last which is 
Q-7, is payable to Felice Clark, and marked "Paid, October 22, 1948." 

Mr. Freeman, I hand to you a photograph which has been intro- 
duced in evidence as "Pahinui Exhibit No. 1," and I ask you if 
that is your photograph ; a photograph of you ? Will you answer the 
question, please? * 

Mr. Freeman. State the question, sir. * 

Mr. Tavenner. You have examined the photograph which I handed 
you? 

Mr. Freeman. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is it a photograph of you?

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you know Jack Hall?

Mr. Tavenner. For what purpose were you sent to Honolulu? 

Mr. Freeman. On advice of counsel, I refuse to answer the question,, 
on the ground it might tend to incriminate me, and for the further- 
reasons already stated. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions. 

Mr. Harrison. Mr. Freeman, you say you were in the United States- 
military service? 
Mr. Freeman. I was, sir. 

Mr. Harrison. For what period of time did you serve? 

Mr. Freeman. I served, I remember the date he stated there, July — 
August 194*3 to December 2, 1945. 

Mr. Tavenner. And where were you in the service? 

Mr. Freeman. That is, at different camps, sir? 

Mr. Harrison. No. Where did you serve in the military service?' 

Mr. Freeman. I was in the Navy; the Seabees,in overseas service- 
Mr. Harrison. Did you receive an honorable discharge? 

Mr. Freeman. I received an honorable discharge. 

Mr. Walter. You served your country well during the shooting 
stage of the war, Jim, why don't you answer those questions? 

.Mr. Freeman, I have been advised by counsel of my legal rights. 

Mr. Walter. All right. 

(Witness excused.)

Mr. Tavenner. And also for the purpose of determining whether 
or not those funds, or any part thereof, were remitted to the head- 
quarters of the Communist tarty in the cities of the United States; 
and the city of New York? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Will you state to the committee the results ofwour 
investigations, and then what you did? . . \ 

Mr. Wheeler. Information in the files of the Committee von 
TJn- American Activities reflects that the Communist Party of Hawaii 
•constitutes a subdivision of district IS, Communist Party, State of 
California, San Francisco, Calif., and also that district 13 of the 
€ommunist Party is affiliated with the Communist Party, United 
States of America, with offices in New York City. mm 

To conclusively prove that the Communist Party of Hawaii is 
s affiliated with district 13, and to show district 13's relationship to the 

Communist Party, United States of America, the following facts are 
*set forth * 

In the course of the investigation of subversive activities in the Ter- 
j, ritory of Hawaii, I examined the bank account of the Communist 

Party of California, Day and Night Branch, Bank of America, Powell 
•and Market Streets, San Francisco, Calif. An examination was made 
on Thursday, July 14, on Friday July 15, and on Monday, July 18, 
1949. 

Mr. Tavenner. In what name does that account appear ?. ^ 

Mr. Wheeler. The Communist Party of California, 701 Garfield 
Building, 942 Market Street, San Francisco, Calif. - 

Prior to the examination, preliminary investigation disclosed that 
the Bank of America requires depositors of commercial accounts to 
include on deposit slips the numerical symbol designating the payor s 
hank. Information developed that the numerical symbols designating 
hanks in Hawaii are from 59-101 up to, and including, 59-139. In the 
examination of the bank account, no such items appeared on the 
•deposit slips. . 

The Bank of America also requires the numerical symbol designating 
the post office station issuing money orders to be included in < the 
deposit slips. Stations in Hawaii are identified by four digits pre- 
fixed by the letter "X." Post office stations in Hawaii run from 
X-1000 to X-1198. Only four such money orders were noted during 
the period of time covered by the examination of the bank account of 
the Communist Party, State of California, in San Francisco. During 
the examination^ four items of interest were noted, the first appearing 
on the deposit slip of November 20, 1948. The description of the slip 
is as^follows: Commercial account, San Francisco; the date, October 
20, 1948, for the credit of the Communist Party of California, 942 
Market Street, Room 701, San Francisco 2, Calif. On this deposit 
<* slip appears item X-1000 in the amount of $24.05, and the total 

amount deposited was $169.30. Then a certified copy presented to me 
by Mr. E. J. Darbey, assistant cashier of the bank, I previously 
mentioned. 

I would also like to say a subpena was served on the Bank of 
America, and all this material was received, under the subpena, Mr. 
Tavenner. . . . 

Mr. Tavenner. I desire to introduce this deposit slip m evidence, 
and mark it "Wheeler Exhibit No. 1."

Now Mr. Chairman, at this point I would like to 
say that in anticipation of the failure of Mr, Freeman, when, called on 
the stand, to admit his signature to the money-order application f orms, 
and all the receipts here," and all the money orders and the forwarding 
of them to Felice Clark in California, we have undertaken^in advance, 
to prove by expert testimony, his signature to the application — to the 
money-order applications* Those money-order applications, as stated^ 
are exhibits, James Freeman, 0,-1 to Qr4, inclusive, .

V ■ I have also studied *the subject under ttie tutelage of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, and am a graduate of their National Police Academy, back in 1937 ; 

'and also a graduate of the detector laboratories at Northwestern University, Chi- 
cago; and a graduate of the United States Treasury Department Law Enforce* 
ment School. 
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Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been employed as an examiner of questioned 
documents in the Veterans' Administration?

Mr, Tavenker, From your examination and comparison of these writings, 
have you formed an opinion as to whether they were excused by the same 
person?

Mr. Tavenner. What is your opinion? 

Mr 'Gesell My study has resulted in the conclusion that Dwight James Free- 
man 'whose purported known waitings and signatures appear in Dwight James 
Freeman exhibits K-l through K-ll, did prepare pqsfc-offiee money order appli- 
cations, Form No. 6001, Nos. 594S29, 72SS57, 737391, and 749760, with the excep- 
tion of the figures appearing above the printed matter "Application for Domestic 
Money Order."

Mr. Tavehiter: Will you tell the Committee on Up -American Activities how 
vou '-arrived at the conclusion to which you have just testified? 

Mr Gesell. The process employed is a very simple one. The same processes 
emnloved as anyone would employ in the identification of your car or an in- 
dividual walking down the street with whom you had previous acquaintance; 
for example, by certain sears, .marks, characteristics, or dents m your car 
fenders that particularly set out your car in a group of 500 cars m a parking lot. 

In other words, each individual has his own individual handwriting char- 
acteristics, practically born with him, so to speak, and they stay with him until 

^Vir&tlvestu^ an <* carefully study all characteristics, 

including designs of letters, forms of letters proportions in connection pother 
letters, and these are all tabulated on what we call the work sheet- Sometimes 
it is quite tedious; sometimes it is quite easy* 

The questioned documents are examined in like manner and tabulated. 

Then the questioned and the known documents are brought together and tney 
are examined very carefully and minutely, and compared one with another to 
see how the characteristics tie in. When they have the same slope, same letter 
ratio, and so forth, then we must come to the conclusion, and do come to the 
conclusion, they are written by the same person, 

If we found two signatures written exactly the same size height, width and 
breadth that would be highly suspicious evidence of a traced forgery We have 
a certain rang^, and if the characteristics stay within that range, it is written 
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l>y the same person ; if not, it is written by someone else. That is principally 
the theory that no two things are alike, so to speak. 

Mr. Tavenner. I now show you a photostatic copy of postal money order 
No. 594S29, in the amount of $15, the remitter being Jim Freeman and the payee 
of the subject money order one Felice dark.

Mrs. Bristow. I have already refused to answer the question on 
the grounds that it might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you mean you refuse to produce the records in 
accordance with the direction of this subpena? 

("Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow, I refuse to answer the question. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you refuse to produce the records ? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. I refuse to produce the records on the grounds that 
they may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are treasurer of the Hawaiian Civil Liberties 
Committee, are you not? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. I refuse to answer the question on the same grounds. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are the records in your custody ? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. I refuse to answer the question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Tavenner. Speak a little louder. There has been produced, in 
response to a subpena, from the commercial department of the Ameri- 
can Security Bank, a signature card for the year 1950, in fact, it is 
dated January 23, 1950, or rather it is a photostatic copy of it. Will 
you examine it, please ? 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Is it not a fact that in pursuance to that identifi- 
cation card that the persons, the signatures appearing thereon of 
Esther M. Bristow and Stephen Murin were the only persons author- 
ized to sign the checks for the Hawaiian Civil Liberties Committee 
as of January 23, 1950 ; is that correct? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. I refuse to answer the question on the same grounds. 
Mr. Walter. Mr. Tavenner, I would like to ask the witness a 
question. 

Why do you think it might incriminate you to answer the question 
as to whether you are authorized to withdraw funds from that bank 
account? 

(Witness confers -with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. My counsel has advised me of my legal rights. 
# Mr. Walter. The only reason why you refuse to answer these ques- 
tions is because your attorney advises you not to ; is that it? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. My attorney advises me of my legal rights.

Mr. Walter. Did your attorney tell you that any testimony given 
here is privileged and that it could not be used against you or anybody 
else in any other proceedings? 

(Witness confers with counsel) 

Mrs. Bristow. My attorney lias advised me. 

Mr. Walter. Keep your voice up ; we cannot hear you. 

Mrs. Bristow. My attorney advises me, and my decision is my own* 

Mr* Waiter. Yes ; but did your attorney tell you that any testimony 
given here could not be used against you and that you could not be 
prosecuted because of what you said here before this congressional 
committee? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Brtstow. I believe that is a privileged communication between ' 
myself and my attorney. 

Mr. Walter. That is probably true, I don't know, but I am asking 
you merely : Were you told that you could not be prosecuted because 
of any testimony you gave here? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Brtstow. I hardly know how to answer the question except 
as I have already answered it. I have decided that I had the legal 
right not to answer the question because of incrimination. 

Mr. Walter. It is very distasteful to me and to the other members 
of this committee to be compelled to take action that we have taken 
in adopting resolutions to cite people for contempt. We don't want 
to make trouble for anybody. ' And that is the only reason why I am 
asking yoti if you know exactly what you are doing when you say 
that you are af raid you may be incriminated by answering an innocent 
question. 

Mrs. Bristow. Tes. I know exactly what I am doing. 
Mr. Waiter. Yes. All right 
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Mr. Tavenner. Will you examine again the card which I handed 
you, obtained from the commercial department of the American Se- 
curity Bank, and state whether the signature Esther M. Bristow is 
your signature? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mrs. Bristow. I refuse to answer on the same grounds. 

Mx\ Tavenner. I desire to offer the photostatic copy in evidence and 
mark it "Bristow Exhibit No. 1." 

Mr. Walter. Without objection, it will be received 12 

Mr. Tavenner. That is all. Wait just a minute. 

Mr. Walter. Just a minute, please. Call your next witness. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Owens. 

Mr. Walter. Do you swear that the testimony you' are about to give 
will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help 
you God? 

Mr. Owens. I do. 

TESTIMONY OE CO URTNEY E. O WENS 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state your full name, please, sir? 
Mr. Owens. Courtney E. Owens. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you hold a position with the Un-American 
Activities Committee of the House of Bepresentatives? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. I am an investigator for the Un-American 
Activities Committee. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been an investigator of this 
committee? 

Mr. Owens. Since September 1948. 

Mr. Tavenner. Prior to your employment as an investigator, what 
experience or training did you have in preparation for this work? 
t Mr. Owens. I immediately after the war, after serving in the^avy, 
I required another semester of college to get my degree in business 
administration, majoring in accounting. I returned to Tulane Uni- 
versity in New Orleans. On my return to Washington I was employed 
. in the office of Howard Smith, of Virginia, for approximately a year 
and 2 months, and then I went to work for the committee. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Owens, in response to a subpena duces tecum 
was there presented to you certain records of the Hawaiian Civil 
liberties Committee? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Upon whom was that subpena served? 
Mr. Owens. Mr. Katsuto Nagaue, room 202, Terminal Building, 
Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. What period of time was covered by the records 
-which were turned over to yon in pursuance to that subpena? ■ 

Mr. Owens. These records cover the period December 17, 1947, to 
February 7, 1949. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have those records with you? 

Mr. Owens. Yes; I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you analyzed those records?' 
Mr. Owens. Yes, sir.

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Mr. Tavenner. I desire at this time to ask you to give the committee 
the benefit of your examination of those records, and then I will desire 
to* put p ar t if not all of them in evidence. 

: Mr. Owens. Mr. Chairman, this is a short financial analysis of the 
records that were subpenaed and .what they showed : 

The Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee opehd a trust account 
with Mr. Katsuto Nagaue, accountant and aiiditor, room 202, Ter- 
minal Building, Honolulu, on December IT, 1947. Mr. JTagaue's 
function in connection with the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee was 
merely that of an accountant and was performed on a strict business 
basis. Tins account was opened by Mr. Nagaue at the instructiofifof 
Marshall McEuen, who, on December 15, 1947, at the formal organiza- 
tional meeting of the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee had been 
elected to head their organization committee for the'coming year$ that 
is, 1948. Marshall McEuen gave Mr. Nagaue $96.95 with which to 
open a trust account in Mr. Nagaue's name for the Hawaii Civil 
Liberties Committee. This trust account was maintained from 
December 17, 1947, until February 7, 1949, a period of just about 14 
months. The committee is now in possession of all financial records, 
statements, and canceled cheeky covering this period as a result of a 
subpena served on Mr. Nagaue. 

During this 14 months' period the income of the Hawaii Civil Lib- 
erties Committee was $9,790.34, This figure breaks down as follows, 
as shown by the financial records now in the possession of the 
committee. 

I would like to add that those three sources are the only sources 
of income on this statement. 

Donations, $8,510.44 ; benefit dances and parties, $1,195.90 ; member- 
ship dues $84. 

With the exception of the first 5 weeks of this account, when 
Marshall McEuen, John -Eeinecke, Aiko Eeinecke, and Doris Ozaki 
turned in a few donations, all money turned over to Mr. Nagaue for 
deposit was given to him by Eachael Saiki, who would give him a, 
certain amount of money and tell him the source, tell him whether it 
was a donation, social, or membership fees. 

The disbursements for this same 14 months' period were $8,460.57. 
The committee is in possession of the canceled checks representing 
this entire disbursement. Of this amount — $8,460.57 — $3,009.88 was 
paid to individuals identified before this committee as members of the 
Communist Party ; $1,500 was paid to Mr. Richard Grladstein for his 
representation of John Eeinecke during the Eeinecke hearing in 1948, 
August and September 1948 ; $1,128.11 was paid to Mrs. Harriet Bous- 
log and/or Mr. Myer Symonds ; $152.42 was paid to the International 
Longshoremen and Warehousemen's "Union as donations or reimburse- 
ment for services; and $102.50 was paid to the Honolulu Eecord, a part 
of which was for the purchase of stock in that corporation. This makes 
a total of $5,918.71, which represents 70 percent* of the total disburse- 
ments for that period. The remaining disbursements will be obvious 
from the face of the checks and are purely routine business. 

Mr. Nagaue gave { the Hawaiian Civil Liberties Committee a final 
accounting on February 7, 1949, at which time he issued a check to 
their order in the amount of $1,195.77. This was their net balance 
after deducting bank-service charges and a charge for accounting 
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service over this 14-month period, that gross balance having been 
$1,849.77. 

Since February 8, 1949, the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee has 
maintained their own bank account at the American Security Bank 
here in Honolulu, On tins date, Kqbert Greene and Rachael Saild, 
president and treasurer^ respectively, of Hawaii Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee for the year 1949, executed the proper signature cards at this 
bank and deposited their check of $1,195*77. 

I have here that signature card and the ledger sheets subpenaed from 
the American Security Bank,- which clearly shows the deposit of 
February 8 > 1949, in that amount. 

Mr, Tatonneh. I desire to offer the photostatic copies in evidence 
and have them marked "Exhibit Owens Nos, 1 and 2," respectively,

Mr, Tavenner, Now, is it the record of the deposits and the expendi- 
tures covering the period shown by that bank statement which would 
have been included within the snbpena duces tecum served upon Mrs. 
Bristow? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. For the period February 1949 to February 
1950, 13 months, there has been deposited in this account the sum of 
$879.04; disbursements for this same 13-month period have -been 
$1,694.40. Their balance as of March 1, 1950, was $380.41 

It is interesting to compare the average monthly income and the 
average monthly disbursements for these two periods just discussed, 
namely, the 14-month period of December 1947 to January 1949, dur- 
ing which period Doctor and Mrs* Reinecke were suspended, their 
case investigafcedj and a long public hearing held with regard to their 
alleged Communist activities, as a result of which they were suspended 
from their positions in the teaching profession here in Honolulu, Dur- 
ing this period, December 1947 to January 1949, the average monthly

bursement was $604.31, whereas the average monthly income for the 
second period, February 1949 to February 1950, was $6?:62, and the 
average monthly disbursement was $130.35. 

This Hawaii Civil Liberties jQommittee has been cited by the Attor- 
ney General of the United States as being dominated by the Commu- 
nist Party; and a Communist-front organization. The committee 
staff .of this committee will very shortly present to the members of 
this, committee for their approval and issuance, a complete and de- 
tailed report on this organization from its very inception to date. 44

been an accounting at the end of the period covered by the trust 
officer in his handling of the funds of this concern.

TESTIMONY OF STEPHEN MURIN, ACCOMPANIED BY HIS COUNSEL, 
' HARRIET BOUSLOG 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand, please ? 
Dq you swear that the testimony you are about to give will be the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you Godf 
Mr. Murin. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understand counsel, Mrs. Harriet Bouslog, is ask- 
ing about the return of the checks, which have just been introduced 
in evidence. I want to assure her that the checks will be safe and that

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slie will be able to get tliem back when we have 'completed-wifh our 
examination of them and the use of them. 

Mrs. Bouslog. Well, I am the attorney who is— I have. 'been the at- 
torney and I am the attorney of the Hawaii Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee and I assume you would follow the same practice as I have 
with others in duplicating their financial records and not holding 
the originals in the records of the committee. 

Mr. Tavenner. There was not a single record of that group which 
you will not be permitted to obtain when we complete vsdth our use 
of it. As* I understand it, you represent the organization of the Hawaii 
Civil Liberties CommitteeTn making that request. 

Mrs. Bouslog. Well, I represent the Hawaii Civil' Liberties Com- 
mittee and I noted sitting here that instead of offering duplicate 
copies as has been your practice in other instances you have -been 
putting original records into the record as an exhibit. 1 was merely 
making a request as one attorney to another that you duplicate them 
and return the original records to the organization. 

Mr. Tavenner. I just learned now that- we have duplicates here. 
We will return the originals when the committee chairman authorizes 
it and directs it. 

Mr. Walter. Well, for your purpose would the duplicates be* sat- 
isfactory? 

Mrs'. Bouslog. Is there any reason why the duplicates are not sat- 
isfactory for the committee, so that, the Hawaii Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee may have those ? 

Mr. Walter. Of course, we "both know what we have in mind, 
don't we? 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, may we proceed? , 

Mr. Walter. Proceed. v ' 

Mr. Tavenner. Has he been sworn? 

Mr. Mtoik. I have been sworn. 

Mr. Tavenotjr. You are Mr. Stephen Murin? 

Mr. Motin. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you represented by counsel? * 

Mr. Murin. I am represented by attorney Bouslog. 

Mr. Tave^ner. Will the attorney identify herself for the record ? 

Mrs. Bouslog. May the name of Harriet Bouslog be entered of 
record as counsel for Stephen Murin. At this time I want to file th&' 
usual motion to the committee. 50 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Murin, what official position, if any, do you 
hold at this time with the Hawaii, Civil Liberties Committee? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Murin". I have discussed this entire matter with my counsel and 
I have been advised and I fully agree that I cannot answer this ques- 
tion and other questions like it on the basis that it would tend to in- 
criminate me, and I also believe that my association of this committee 
in the past and at the present time may act — act against the liberties 
not onty of myself, but against larger numbers of the people. For this 
reason, in addition to the fifth amendment, I believe I must refuse te> 
answer that question and possibly others.

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Mr. Walter. Why do you think you would be-in trouble if you ad- 
mit membershipin this organization? 

Mr. MxnuMr. We are living in a very unusual time. 

Mr. Walter. Yes. . 

Mr. Mttrin. I am aware of it. I think you are. I think that one of 
the most serious things that I have ever been faced with is this oppor- 
tunity to appear before you. I considered very seriously what I might 
do and I don't believe that I would be serving the American people 
and the labor movement or myself in justice,, not injustice, but in 
justice, if I were to answer questions, which because of the peculiar 
atmosphere of the era we live in could be used against these larger 
groups of people. I believe that sincerely. Given the opportunity, I 
would like to enlarge upon that. 

Mr. Walter. Of course, that dangerous situation that you talk 
about is the imminence of another dictatorship, isn't it? 

Mr. Murin. I am almost tempted to refer to you as your Honor. 
What would he the proper title to call you, sir? ' 

Mr; Walter-. Mr. Walter. 

Mr. Mtjrin. Mr. Walter. I don't believe 

Mr. Walter. You can call me Francis if you felt like it. 

Mr. Murin*. Possibly a few years ago, Mr. Walter, I may have,, 
because I come from your State. I come from the Thirty-second Rep- 
resentative District of Pennsylvania. I don't believe that your formu- 
lation of the danger is one that I would agree with. The question that 
we are faced with today is not the imminence of another dictatorship. 

Mr. Walter. Don't you realize that this committee was set up by 
the Congress of the United States, and that it is a part of the Govern- 
ment of the United States? 

Mr. Mtjrin. I realize that. 

Mr. Walter. It is set up in the democratic manner that we in Amer- 
ica know. 

Mr. Murto. I agree it is according to the official machinery of the 
United States Government and I believe it was set up for the purpose 
which, I forget your formulation of it, an official proceeding for which 
committees have been set up in the past. 

Mr. Walter. Then why ao you think that in view of the. fact, times, 
rather, recently we got adopted a law that makes the testimony given 
before this committee privileged? It can't be used against anybody, 
and those of us who were interested in the activities of this committee 
in an endeavor to see to it that people would feel free to testify, had 
this law adopted. Now why do you think, that being the fact, that 
you might get in difficulty if you refused to answer questions? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Mttrin. I have discussed this matter earlier with my attorney 
and again now on the advice of counsel t think that I cannot answer 
that particular question; 

Mr. Walter. Then your refusal to answer the questions comes 
from the- fact that you have been told by your attorney not to answer 
it, not because of any feeling that you individually have ? 

Mr. Murxnt. No ; that would not be correct. I have been advised by 
my counsel of my rights. I have thought the matter over very seri- 
ously from the dictates of .my own conscience, and I hav^ taken it 
• upon myself with full concurrence with my counsel's' advice that I 
cannot answer that question. 
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Mr. Walter. Proceed, Mr. Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Murin, did I understand you to say that you 
were from the State of Pennsylvania ? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 
Mr. Murin. I answered that "Yes." 
Mr. Tavenner. When were you last in Pennsylvania % 
Mr. Murin. In- 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you been in the Territory of Hawaii since 
that time, since 1947? 
Mr. Murin. Tes; except— yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understood you to say you were from the Twenty- 
third District^-Thirty-second District of Pennsylvania. Identify 
more definitely the location of your residence wlien you lived in 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Murin. I lived in a small town 4 miles outside of Pittsburgh. 
It was called McKee's Rocks. 

Mr. Tavenner. McKee's Kocks. How long did you live atMcKee's 
Hocks, Pa.? 

Mr. Murin. I lived there from the time I was about 3 years old 
until I was 24. At that time I enlisted in the Navy and never returned 
as a resident. 

* Mr. Tavenner. While you were living there did you know a Steve 
Nelson, the Communist Party organizer? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Murin. I have been advised and I agree that I cannot answer 
that question, oh the basis that it would tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you refuse to answer that question on the ground 
of self-incrimination? Is that what I understand? 

Mr. Murin. That is right. 
1 Mr. Walter. Well, why dp you think that merely knowing Steve 
Nelson would get you into any trouble ? 

Mr- Murin. I think that, Mr. Walter, that if I were to enlarge on 
all of these questions I would >take up much time. I think that the 
important thing here before ^us is the activities of myself, and I want 
to know whether this committee can produce any evidence about any 
unlawful activity on my part. If the committee can. I will be very 
glad to discuss that, but matters relating ,to my own affairs, I feel that 
their discussion, an enlargement upon them, might tend to incriminate 
me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you learn to know or were you acquainted 
with Matthew Cvetic:, in Pittsburgh? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Murin. Under the advice of counsel, and again with my full 
concurrence, I must refuse to answer that because it might tend to 
incriminate- me. 

Mr. Walter. Now, just to refresh your recollection, Mr. Gvetic was 
a member of the Communist Party for upward of 8 years, very active 
in the Communist Party. During that period, he was an FBI agent. 
Now, does that refresh your recollection any ? 

Mr- Murin. I still will say that there is no reason why, to change 
my mind to answer that question. 

Mr: Walter. What do you think it might incriminate you if you 
admit you know the FBI agent ? 
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Mr* Mukest. You want me- to answer that? 
Mr* Tatonner, Yes* 

Mr. Mtjrw. I interpret that as a type of question, I don't think 
that it is to the point, and I would iike to repeat again that I refuse 
to answer the question on the ground that it might tend to incriminate 

' m Mr. Walter. Well, what is incriminating, about knowing an FBI 
agent? 

Mr. Mumw, I have, Mr. Walter, nothing more to say on that par- 
ticular question, because unless you wish to delve deeper into this v 
thing and go into matters which have no relationship to my ability— — 1 

Mr. Walter. My only interest is to see that a fellow Pennsylvaman 
doesn't get into trouble, 

Mr. MrrniN, I think, Representative Walter, that in my own mind I # 
have done no wrong, I have lived a pretty honest life, and as long as 
we discuss my lifeTthink I am on safe ground. 

Mr. Walter, I am absolutely positive of that. One of the radio 
commentators described me as being a "kind, white-haired old gentle- 
man." I suppose with that goes the knowledge of human nature that 
the years bring to white-haired old men, and I feel positive that you are 
a good American. 

Mr. Murist. Thank you, 

Mr. Walter. I don't see why," as- a good American, you won't try to 
help us clarify the atmosphere, 

Mr, Mtirin. Representative Walter, it is, I would like, there is 
nothing I would like better than to be recorded in the minutes of 
this meeting as having done my best for my country. It is because I 
believe that the actions that I am taking today is in the long run for 
the good of my country. If it were not for that I wouldn't take this 
attitude. It would be much easier for me to say, "Gentlemen, I have 
never been this; I have never been that," But if I believed that the 
interest of the American people, I mean larger numbers of the people 
would be served by having me swear to that, I would be glad to do it. 
It would save me ; it would save my family ; it would save me from the 
attitudes that wc have in, the g£Oup. here today. I don't enjoy being 
here and facing the prospect oi being cited for contempt. 

Mr. Walter, We don't enjoy being here either to do that. r ^ 

- Mr, MxmiN, Tkriowthat, and ; thatls : why I say that there are people 
in America, people like Tom Paine and more recently people like 
Franklin Roosevelt, people like even Truman, in the. 1948 election said 

that any attempt to encroach upon the right of tKe people to think fc 
for themselves, to associate with whom they please, to say what they 
will, is not itself American, If I myself were to say to save my 
own skin, in order to protect myself from the laughter of large num- 
bers of people here, I could go ahead and do it, but I feel that I 
would be betraying those people who in the long run, who in the 
' historic past had made America what it is. It is not because I want 
. to get you gentlemen angry, because I enjoy the job of sitting here 
and have the people say, /'That dirty this and that." It is not because 

- of that. I think in the long run history will hear ine out, those of 
ns who are standing up today and havingthe guts, if you want to call 

s it that, having the gufe to say, <( No agent of the Government can tell 
me that it is wrong for me to associate with John Doe ? or wrong for 
you to read that book," we are serving the American people, 
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Mr. Waiter. Let me say this, that this committee, as presently con- 
stituted, doesn't think anybody is guilty of anything through asso- 
ciation. 

• Mr.MuRisr. Iamglad-to hearthat. 

Mr. Walter. Then, will you answer the question? 

Mr. Murtn". I hope; Representative Walter, that it won't be neces- 
sary for me to repeat that I think I am. serving iny country best by my 
refusal to answer that question.

Mr. Tavenner. The question, did I understand, you refused t9 
answer is that whether or not you knew Matthew Cvetic ?

Mr. McExfen. Since 1930, with two interim periods when t -was; 
away. 

Mr. Tavenher. With the exception of 'two periods 

Mr. McEuen:, Interim periods when I was on the mainland. - 
Mr. Ta vennjek* Wonldyou state the time and duration of the periods; 
when yon were on the mainland ? 

Mr* McEuen. I went to the mainland about the middle of May 1947' 
and returned the 5th of November 1947 and went to 'the mainland last 
year about tlie 1st of July and returned the latter part of January. 
Mr. Tavehm:r. What is vour present occupation ? 
Mr* McEtjen; I am a printer. 

Mr. Tavennjee. How are you employed? Are you self-employed?' 
Mr, McEtien. No; I am working for the Honolulu- Star- Bulletin. 
Mr. Tavenjter, How long have you worked for the Honolulu Star- 
Bulletin? 

Mr, McEuen, This time, since the 23d of January, 
Mr. Tavenner. CM; what year? 
Mr, McEtien. This year. 

Mr. Tavenner. How were you employed prior to that time? 

Mr. McEue^t. I was during the period from approximately the- 
latter part of June 1946 until the middle of May 1947 codirector of" 
the Political Action Committee for the ILWU, and from about the 
5th of November until- May of last year— July -of last year— I was 
diraotor of education for the ILWU. 

Mr, Tatonnek, You say you were codirector of the PACT 

KivMcEjjBK* Yes, sir, 

Mt Tavji^^er. And from what period? 

M^Bue?^ I think I went to work for them on the 27th day of 
June 1946, and I was codirector of political action for the committee 
for the ILWU until about the 11th or 12th of May 1947, 

Mr* Tavenner. Do you recall whether Wilfred Oka was the record- 
ing secretary of the PAC during October 1946 ? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. McEuest. I don't know. h I don't remember.

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Mr. Tavenner. Well, you know that he was a member of the PAC? 
Mr. McEuen. No, sir; I don't remember that. 
Mr. Tavenner. You do not remember that? 
Mr. McEtjen. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let me hand you what purports to be a copy of 
minutes of October 10, of October 11, 1946, and ask you to look at it 
and see if it refreshes your recollection regarding Mr. Oka's position. 

(Witness examines document.) 

Mr. Tavenner. It is on the front page. 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. McEuen. Will you repeat the question? 

Mr ; Tavenner; I askedyou if the paper I handed you would refresh 
your recollection about Mr. Oka's position in the PAC; 
Mr. McEuen. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. It does refresh your recollection? 
Mr. McEuen. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then what is your present recollection? 

Mr. McEuen. I was honest in the statement that I didn't know that 
«or remember, at least, that Mr, Oka had been the recording secretary 
•of the PAC, since there has been a good deal of water that went under 
the bridge in very large volumes since that time. 

Mr. Tavenner. I didn't question the honesty of the answer. 

Mr. McEuen. However, apparently, if the minutes are- correct, he 
•was recording secretary of the PAO. 

Mr. Tavenner. From your examination of this paper, do you now 
recall that he was a member of the PAO and was the recording 
secretary? 

Mr. McEuen. I still; don't have any personal recollection of Mr. 
Oka as recording secretary of the PAQ. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you a delegate who attended the meeting on 
October 11, the minutes of which I showed you ? 

(Witness examines document and confers with counsel.) 

Mr. McEuen. Let me point out, Mr. Tavenner, that to ask me if I 
;attend'ed. a meeting on a certain date is an extremely confusing thing, 
because, as a matter of actual fact, there were times when I attended 
three meetings i& 1 day, and to ask me to. go back for 3 years, and ask 
■a question about attendance, is almost an impossible thing from the 
■standpoint of memory. 

Mr. Tavenner. I am not interested so- much in a meeting as I am 
to determine the namfes. of persons who were members of the PAO 
:and whether you recall you attended a meeting on this particular date 
or not I am not interested in it, but you were a member from the Oahu 
-district, were you not,, ot the PAC I 

(Witness' confers with counsel.) 

Mr ; Tavenner. My only purpose in giving you the minutes is to 
help you refresh your recollection. 

Mr. McEuen. Dealing with the technical point of organization, 
Mr. Tavenner, my impression is that, although my name may be listed 
as a delegate officially,. I didn't come as a delegate^ because my recol- 
lection is that the delegates were on the basis of a question oi repre- 
sentation, something of that kind, and, not'being a member of any 
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CIO union, I would not have been officially a delegate. I should -have 
been listed as codirector. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was Jack Kawano one of the delegates from 
the same district where you were listed as a delegate ? 

(Withers confers with his counsel.) 

Sfr, McEuen. I don't remember. 
' Mr; Tavenner. Let me hand you the minutes and see if this refreshes 
your recollection. 

(Witness confers with his counsel.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Does that refresh your recollections? 

(Witness confers with his counsel.) 

Mr. McEtjen. I am giving you the appearance of dodging the issue. 
I am not dodging any issue. I don't remember. However, I would 
have referred to the minutes myself to find out whether I was or was 
not a delegate. I assume^ since he was at most of the meetings, he 
probably was a delegate. 

Mr. Tavenner. You recall his, attendance as a delegate? 

Mr. McEtjen. Yes. 

Mr. TDavenner. Well, I would like to ask you the same question 
regarding Jack Kimoto. 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 
, Mr.. McEtjen-. I don't remember of any specific time. There is no- 
remembrance there to any specific time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Let me hand you the minutes and see if they refresh 
your recollection. 

(Witness examines document and confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you answer the question now? 

Mr. McEtjen. Would you restate the question, please? 

Mr. Tavenner. I handed you the paper and asked you> if — for you 
to examine it to see if it would refresh your recollection as to whether 
or not Jack Kimoto attended as a delegate meetings of the PAC? 

Mr. McEtjen. I believe that he did. I am not certain. 

Mr. Tavenner. As a delegate from Oahu, would you say? 

Mr. McEtjen. Let me answer on the general statement, Mr. Taven- 
ner, as to. the situation. I was asked sometime the early part of June 
1946 to become a codirector of the PAC. Now, up until that time I 
had almost no knowledge whatsoever of the performance and organi- 
zation of the CIO unions of the Territory of Hawaii. I stepped into- 
a job that came pretty close to putting both the other codirector and 
myself in the hospital because we worked our heads off. Now, very 
unfortunately, I would have been smart if I hail taken a couple of 
weeks away from the office after the election was over, but I simply 
took it for granted these groups. I don't remember who was in any 
particular group, and I didn't check into the question of delegates, 
regarding the delegates, or anything of that kind. I didn't know the 
organization, because there was too much immediate work to be done. 

Mr. Walter. Did you keep any record yourself? 

Mr. McEtjen.. No, sir. I left that entirely to the clerical staff. 

Mr. -Walter. Did you confer with the clerical staff concerning the 
preparation of these records? 

Mr. McEtjen. What was that question? 
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Mr. Walter. Did you confer with the clerical staff, in connection 
with the preparation of these records ? 
Mr. McEtjen. No ; I did not. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, are you a member of the Hawaii Civil Liberties 
Committee? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. McEtjen. On advice of my attorney ,and with my full concur- 
rence with that advice 3 1 refuse to answer on the ground -that it might 
tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Walter. Why do you think it might incriminate you to answer 
the question? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. McEtjen. My attorney has so advised me and I have confidence 
in his judgment. 

Mr. Walter. And that is your only reason for not answering the 
question? 

Mr. McEtjen. No ; that is not my only reason. 
Mr. Walter. What is your other reason? 

Mr. MoE-oen. I feel that the present type of investigation, in view 
of the fact that the United States Government was set up and has 
maintained over a good many years what we as a people considered a 
democratic process functioning through the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, functioning through the Federal grand-jury system and 
through the United States Department of Justice, and that that set-up 
should be proper and adequate to take care of any necessary investiga- 
tion of conditions which might alarm the Congress. And I feel also 
that the people who are called in those investigations are protected, 
surrounded with the protection which the democratic people have 
found to be necessary. 

Mr. Walter. What protections? 

Mr. McEtjen. The right to cross examine, for instance. That is 
prohibited here. When a person is brought in before the courts, our 
ordinary established courts, they are given the opportunity to sub- 
pena witnesses, to a jury trial. 

Mr. Walter. Yes; but this is no trial. We are not prosecuting 
anybody. This is merely an investigation, and anything that any 
witness testifies to is privileged and will not be used against you unless, 
of course, it is perjured testimony. 

Mr. McEtjen. I am quite well aware, Mr. Walter, of the significance 
of your statement. 

Mr. Walter. All right. Go ahead, Mr. Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you open the account of the Hawaii Civil Lib- 
erties Committee on December 17, 1947, with the deposit of $96.95, or 
by the delivery of a check for that amount to Mr. Katsuto Nagaue? 

(Witness confers with his counsel.) 

Mr. MoEuen. I refuse to answer on the ground it might tend to 
incriminate me. 

Mr. Walter. Why do you think it might incriminate you to admit , 
that you opened a bank account. It has never been a crime to open a 
bank account. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you now, or have you ever been a member of 
the Communist Party f 
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Mr. McEuen. The same answer. 
Mr. Walter. What is that answer? 

Mr. McEuen". I refuse to reply on the ground that to do so might 
tend to incriminate me. 
Mr. Tavenner. There are no further questions, Mr. Chairman. 
(The witness was excused.) 
Mr. Walter. The subcommittee will be in recess. 
(A short recess was taken.) 
Mr. Walter. The subcomittee will be in order. 
Mr. Tavenner, call your next witness, please. 
Mr. Tavenner. Eachel Saiki. 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand, pleased 
Do 1 you swear that the testimony you are about to give will be the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God?

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Owens, I hand you from "Owens Exhibit Kot % 1? 
check No. 162, dated June 8, 1948, and, ask you to examine* it and see 
if from the cash book entry the purpose of that check is* .mentioned 
or is listed. 53 
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Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. The disbursement section of the cash book 
shows that this check was made payable on June 8 to the ILWU build- 
ing committee, and the reason stated therein is "telephone tolls." 
That same statement appears on the financial statements submitted 
to the HCLC periodically by their accountant, with the identical rea- 
son given for the expenditure.. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know or can you ascertain from the records 
where that telephone was located; does it so appear from the records? 

Mr. Owens. ISTo, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. I show you check No. 184, dated J uly 3, in the amount 
of $11.45, payable to Eachel Saiki. Is there a notation in the cash 
book of the purpose for which this check was used? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, there is. 54 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you please state it? 

Mr. Owens. In July, disbursements for July 1948, it is recorded on 
July 3, a check payable to Eachel Saiki, and the reason stated is "gift 
for Robeson"; that appears also on the financial statement submitted 
to the HCLO for that period. 

Mr. Walter. Gift for whom? 

Mr. Owens. Eobeson. 

Mr. Tavenner. Eobeson. 

Mr. Walter. Paul Eobeson? 

Mr. Owens. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you from the same "Exhibit Owens 6" a 
check of July 7, payable to Pacific Eecord Co., in the amount of $50, 
drawn on the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee's account. Will you 
examine .the cash book entries and state the purpose for which that 
check was used? 65 

Mr. Owens. July 1948 disbursement page shows that July 7 there 
was a check drawn payable to the Pacific Eecord Co., the following 
notation immediately thereafter: "Shares." The same notation ap- 
pears on the financial statement for that period submitted to the HCLC, 
and beneath the financial statement is the recapitulation by Mr. 
Nagaue, on the same statement that was submitted,, which states: 
"Pacific Records, shares, $50." That appears on the financial state- 
ment submitted. 

Mr. Tavenner. I show you a check taken from the same account, 
from the same exhibit, "Owens Exhibit No. 6", bearing date August 
20, 1948, payable to Pacific Frontier Broadcasting Co., m the amount 
of $68.50, on the account of the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee. 
Will you examine the financial statement rendered by the accountant 
and state what it says the purpose of that check was? 

Mr. Owens. The financial statement submitted for that period to 
the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee states on August 20 the check 
was drawn payable to the Pacific Frontier Broadcasting Co. for radio 
time, in the amount of $68.50. 58 

Mr. Tavenner. I now hand you the exhibit marked for identifica- 
tion only as "Owens Exhibit No. 10," and ask you what connection 
it has with the check you have just read, you have just examined? 

Mr. Owens. This is the paid invoice which was obtained from the 
files of the Pacific Frontier Broadcasting Co. whereby the Hawaii 
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Civil Liberties Committee paid for one-half hour program on the date 
of August 8, 1948, from 10 to 10:30, and the broadcast type is described 
as follows : 

One-half hour program (discussion of Reineeke case) 

This'was obtained from the general manager of that corporation. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you another check obtained from "Owens 
Exhibit No. 6." bearing date September 17, 1948, payable to radio 
station KULA, in the amount of $90, and drawn on the same account.^ 
Will you examine the financial statement submitted to the Hawaii 
Civil Liberties Committee for this period and I ask you what the, 
purpose of that check was? 

Mr. Owens. The financial statement submitted to the HCLC for 
this period shows that on September 17 there was distribution to radio 
station KULA in the amount of $90 for radio time. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you exhibit marked "Owens Exhibit No. 11 
for identification only," and ask you to state what relation it has to 
the check you have just described and the entry you have described ? 

Mr. Owens. This is a paid invoice from the files of station KULA, 
stating that — 

one-half hour program, from 7 to 7 :30 p.-m., on September 17, 1948 ; was paid for 
by tne Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee, in tbe amount of $90 — 

a certified true copy by the general manager of that corporation pro- 
duced in answer to a subpena served on him. 

• Mr. Tavenner. I take the following check from "Owens Exhibit 6," 
check bearing date of September 7, 1948, payable to Masaru Shimoni- 
shi, in the amount of $46, and drawn on the funds of the same account, 
and ask you to examine the financial statement submitted to the HCLC 
covering this period and state what the entry is covering that disburse- 
ment. 

Mr. Owens. The financial statement submitted to the HCLC for 
that period shows this to be a distribution on September 7 to Masaru. 
Shimonishi in the amount of $46, with the notation "Witness." 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, the committee has received a report 
from the attorney general's office of the Territory of Hawaii giving the 
names of the witnesses at the Keinecke hearing and the dates of their 
appearances. The first on the list is that of Masaru Shimonishi, 
Tuesday, August 31, 1948. 

I hand you another check from the same exhibit, bearing date of 
September 7, 1948, payable to Sam K. Stevens, and drawn on the 
same account, and ask you -what notation appears in the records regard- 
ing the purpose of that check?

Mr. Owens. I can answer that.

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you another check, bearing the same date r 
payable to Celeste Strack, in the amount of $110, arid I will ask you 
to examine the record, and state what is shown with regard to the pur- 
pose of the issuance ox that check? 60 

Mr. Owens, On the same financial statement as Murin, to Mrs. 
Strack, there appears a disbursement under date of September 7, 1948* 
to Celeste Stjrack, in the amount of $110. It has the reason : "travel." 

Mr. Tatonner. Did your investigation disclose whether or not the> 
individual mentioned by yon, that is, Celeste Strack, appeared on the^ 
radio program here in Honolulu, while she was here on that occasion? 

Mr. Owens. No, sir; I endeavored to, and the investigation dis- 
closed that this trio toured the islands here during the Reinecke hear- 
ing, and over on the island of Hawaii appeared on Radio Station 
KIP A. I wrote a letter to that station, and I believe you have the 
answer there before you. 

Mr. Tavenngr, Is this a report of the manager, Big Island Broad- 
casting Co A 

Mr. Owens. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. To which you referred? 

Mr. Owens. That is correct, 

Mr. Tavenner. Does it give an account of the records of their 
company with regard to the appearance of Celeste Strackl 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. I believe,, as I recollect the letter, the second 
paragraph gives you the date of the- appearance, and the subject of

Mr. Tavenner. I will read the paragraph to which you refer 
[reading] : 

In checking our records, I find that the Hawaii Civil Liberties Committee, on 
September 11, 1948, contracted with .this station for a broadcast, 30 minutes, 
to be released on the 12th of September ID 48 \ 0 : 30 p. m.

The people who appeared on the program were Celeste Strack, educational

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the writer), it is written; also of Honolulu. The program was entitled "In- 
vasion of Civil Liberties." 

and it is signed A. H. Greene, vice president and manager of Big 
Island Broadcasting Co. 

I hand you now another check, bearing date of October 19, 1948, 
payable to Bergstrom Music ^Co., in the amount of $80, and drawn 
on this same account, and I will ask you to look at the financial state- 
ment introduced in evidence, I believe as Owens Exhibit 5, and state 
the purpose of the issuance of that check ? 61 

Mr. Owens. On the financial statement submitted to the Hawaii 
Civil Liberties Committee for the period October 1 to November 5, 
1948, inclusive, the following disbursement appears, under date of 
October 19, 1948 : The payee, Bergstrom Music Co. ; the amount $80, 
and the reason, "hearing." 

In the lower left-hand corner appears the notation : "HCLC W-175. 
wire spool, 3 ' and next to that notation is a pencil notation of "ILWU; 

Mr. Tavenner. ILWU, is there any explanation on the records as 
to the reason for "ILWU" appearing/on the check of the HCLC? 

Mr. Owens. No, sir. The financial statement contains no refer- 
ence to the ILWU, but that is the notation on the check itself, when 
it was turned over "to us. 

Mr. Tavenner. I hand you two documents, which you have pre- 
sented, and are designated Owens Exhibits 7 and 8 for identification 
only, and ask you what bearing those documents haye on that trans- 
action? 

Mr. Owens. The two invoices; the first of which is dated August 
12, 1948> from the Bergstrom, Music Co.; your order No. Robert 
Greene, sold to ILWU educational and legal department, pier 11, 
Honolulu, T. of H., calling for four 1-hour wire spools; unit price of 
$5, to the amount of $20. 

The second invoice is identical to the first, as to your order number, 
and to whom it was sold, and calls for twelve 1-hour wire spools, at the 
unit price of $5, and for $60 ; the total of the two units being $80.00. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that the amount of the check to which you 
referred? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, it is to be noted from reading these two bills, 
that they are both directed, to, or addressed to ILWU educational 
and legal department, pier li, Honolulu, T. of H. 

Will you state, if the checks in payment of these bills were run 
through the HCLC account; is that what you state? 

Mr. Owens. Yes, sir; the references substantiate that. 

Mr. Tavenner. I desire at this time to offer the two documents in 
evidence. They are designated as 7 and 8 for identification only, and 
I ask that they be given the numbers 7 and 8. 

Mr. Walter. So, mark them. 62

Mr. Tavenner. You were business agent of the ILWU at the time? 

Mr. Lorenzo. Yes ; at the time.. 

Mr. Tavenner. Three persons came to you and talked to you 
about joining the Communist Party? 
Mr. Lorenzo. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And they told you, if I understood you correctly, 
.that 'they jiee<&& you. to- influence the Filipino workers ? 

Mir. Lorenzo. Yes.

You have the; thanks of this subcommittee for doing' 
a very courageous thing this morning. It is not easy to make the kind 
of statement you made, but it is because of people like yourself and 
those who have been m favor of statehood feel more firmly convinced 
than ever that statehood should be given to the people of Hawaii 
You have made a great contribution to that cause. Thank vou 
very much.

TESTIMONY OE EEANK Gr. SILVA (Resumed), ACCOMPANIED BY HIS 
COUNSEL, MYEE C, SYMONDS 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. McElrath— excuse me, Mr. Silva, you appeared 
as a witness here a few days ago. That is correct, isn't it? 
Mr. Silva. That is correct.' 

Mr. Tavenner. This morning the witness by the name of JTedrico 
Lorenzo testified that he attended a Communist Party meeting at the 
home of Jack Hall, at which you were present. Were you present 
at such a meeting, held in 1947 ? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Silva. I refuse to answer the question oii the ground it may 
tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. I asked you when you were on the stand bef ore if 
you had attended a labor school in California. My recollection is 
you refused toanswer the question. Did you^attend that school at the 
time under the GI bill of rights and was that school removed from the 
list at a later date from recognition as a school in which Federal funds 
could be used for that purpose ? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr.. Silva. I refuse to answer the question for the same -reasons. 

Mr. Wai/ter. Mr. Silva, why do you refuse an answer to that 4 ques- 
tion on the ground it would beself -incriminatory if, at the time you 
attended the school, it was recognized as* a proper institution for the 
training of men who, like yourself , served their country so well 1 ? 

Mr. Silva. Again, on the advice of my counsel and my own deci- 
sions, I feel that I do not want to answer the question. 

Mr. Walter. As I understand it, during the period when it *is 
alleged that you went to that school, it was an accredited school, many 
GPs took advantage of the laws of the United States and were edu- 
cated at this s6hooL How did you ever reach the conclusion, if you 
were one of those men that took advantage of the Government's gen- 
erosity, that that would in any wise criticize or incriminate you^? 

Mr. Silva. I refuse to answer that question for the same reasons. 

Mr. Walter. Mr. Silva, I understand that you have an outstand- 
ing war record, and, being "a veteran of both wars -myself, I am dis- 
turbed at the position you take; Do you realize that anything you 
testify to at this he.aring is privileged, and by that I mean cannot be 
used against you in any other proceeding. Do you realize that? -Let 
him answer the question. Do you realize that ? 

Mr. Silva. I do;

Mr. McElrath. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. When and where were you born ? 
Mr. McElrath. Spokane, Wash., May 27, 1916. 
Mr. Tave^ner. Will you give this committee a brief outline of 
yqur educational background-? 

r., Mr. McElrath,. I went to school in Spokane, Wash.,, Freewater, 
Oreg.j. and possibly other places I don't recall. 
. (Laughter in the audience.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Maybe I will ask you. Did you 'go to any Com- 
munist school for part of your education ? 

• Mr. McElrath. I ^decline to answer the question on the ground it 
might tend to incriminate me. I dp so on advice of counsel. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, outside of the Communist schooling, which 
you have refused to, testify to, what other education did you have? 

Mr. McElrath. I attended classes at Berkeley, YMCA school, in 
Seattle. I don?t recollect, honestly. 
¥ Mr.. Walter.^ Just to the best of your recollection. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is good, enough. Now, will you give, .the 
committee a brief statement of your employment background and 
record? 

Mr. McElrath. The major portion of my working life is as a sea- 
man and as a labor representative, as a machinist for Inter-Island Dry- 
dock during the first few years of the war; i' worked in a wholesale 
grocery warehouse. * • 

. Mr. Tavenner. Now, let me ask yon a little more in detail. When 
did you come to the Territory \of Hawaii and make this your residence? 

Mr. McElrath. January 1941.

Mr. Tavenner. Well, prior to your coming to Hawaii in 1941, How 
were you employed? 
Mr. McElrath. I was a seaman. . _ , 

Mr. Tavenner. "Where was your residence at that time when not 

r at sea ? . . _ , _. , , 

Mr. MoElrath. My father's home is m Seattle; I stayed in various 
hotels throughout the country. Galveston, Tex., San Francisco, Port- 
land, Seattle, New York, Baltimore. # 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you married prior to 1941 or not* 
Mr. MoElrath. No ; I was a single man. m 
Mr. Tavenner. Did you live at the home of your father m beattle 
from the time you first -went to work until 1941, when you came here? 
Mr. MoElrath. At certain times I did. 
Mr. Tavenner. At what times? 

Mr. MoElrath. During the 1936 maritime strike. I happened to 
be involved in that strike at Seattle,,and I stayed at home. 

Mr. Tavenner. How were you employed at that time ? 

Mr. MoElrath. I was a, member of the crew of the steamship 
Magenmc, and we were tied up in Seattle. • . 

- Mr. Tavenner. What was the address of your father s home {• 

Mr. MoElrath. I can't recollect. I believe it was on East Jefferson. 
Street. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then did you live there after that ? 

• Mr. MoElrath. In, 1940 1 was these for a short while.. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long? V * ' 

Mr. MoElrath. I would say not'over a week. 

Mr. Tavenner.* What mbnth?' * . 

Mr. MoElrath/ I was a member of the crew of the steamship 
Aleutian, and that ship dpes not opiate in the winter because of the 
ice in Alaska, so it was just prior to .the winter, possibly July or, 
August. * 

Mr. Tavenner. All right; now, were there any other ? periods when 
you lived at your father^- home prior to* 1941 and>after 193.6;? 

Mr. MoElrath. Yes. In 1937, for several weeks, after I returned 
from Japan. ** 

Mr. Tavenner. In what month do you think ? 

Mr., MoElrath. It was the month after the Sino^ Japanese- War 
beoun. I was in the 'Orient when it started and I r emember returning 
rigkt afterward. , 

Mr, Tavenner. Any other periods of tihie when you lived' there, at 
your* father's home, between 1937 and 1941 ? 

> Mr. MoElrath. r If I had my ship - discharges .with me, I could 
recollect, but I don J t"believe;sov ' 

• Mr. Tavenner. Now, when you came to the Territory of Hawaii in 
1941, how were you employed after your arrival here? 

Mr. MoElrath. Will you please repeat the question ? 

Mr. Tavenner. How were'you employed in the Territory of Hawaii 
after your arrival here in 1941.? 

Mr. MoElrath. I worked with the Kauai longshoremen, who were 
on strike at the time I arrived here. I was asked to* go over to Kauai. 

Mr. Tavenner. For whom did you work there f 
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Mr. MoElrath. The ILWD and the United Cannery, Agricultural, 
Textile, and Allied Workers. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long did you continue in that employment? 

Mr. MoElrath. I stayed on Kauai until tlie longshore strike ended, 
which I believe was May 1941. 

Mr. TavejSTNTer. Then what, was your employment after that? 

Mr. MoElrath. I worked on a paper, the Herald was the name of it, 

Mr. TavenjnTER. How long did you work for the Herald? 

Mr. MoElrath. Perhaps 4 months. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then come right on through and tell us what your 
employment was. I just want you to give the Committee a record 
of your employment background. 

Mr. MoElrath. And then I took a job on the Kilauea. That is a 
ship owned by the Inter-Island Steam Navigation Co. I stayed on 
that ship, traveling to the South Pacific islands until, I believe, May 
or June 1942. I left the Kilama and went to wqrk for the Inter- 
Island Steam Navigation. Co. as: a machinist. I believe I worked for 
Inter-Island until the middle of 1944, when I became a full-time official 
of the Independent Marine Engineers and Drydock Workers Union! 

Mr. Tavenner. What date was that, do you think? About what 
date was that? 

Mr, MoElrath:. I believe it was in the middle of 1944. We .or- 
ganized the union in February 1943. I was the organizer, and I did 
not infiltrate the union either. I say 1944. 

Mr. Taven^ter. How long Were^ you employed in that capacity? 

Mr. MoElrath. Until the end of the union: the union voted to 
affiliate with the ILWTJ. 

Mr. Walter. Was that ati independent? 

Mr. MoElrath.. It was ah independent union ; yes. * It was 
organized by the men during the war. Ernest Arena, myself, Bill 
Perry were the organizers. I had book No. 2 in the union; In 1945, 
I believe, we voted to go into the ILWU. And. then I was hired by 
the ILWTJ as Territorial representative. No, as editor. I don't recall 
the title I had.

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a 'member of the Communist 
Party of the Territory of Hawaii ? 

Mr. McElrath. I decline to answer the question on the same'grounds. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you now a member of the Communist Party 
of the Territory of Hawaii? 

Mr. McElrath. I decline to answer the question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you a member of the HGLC? 

(Witness confers with. coiinsel.) v ' 

Mr. McElrath (after long paus6). Has -the HCLC been listed on 
this Attorney General's list as a subversive organization ? 

•Mr. Tavenner. Would that make any difference as to whether you 
were a member or not? 

Mr. McElrath. It surely would; absolutely. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you mean that would change the fact of whether 
you were a member? 

Mr. McElrath. I beg your pardon -j I did not get your last question. 

Mr. Tavenner. I said, would it change the fact of whether or not you 
werS a member^ as to whether it was cited as a Communist-front organi- 
zation or not ? : . .

Mr. Tavenner. Will you answer the question.

Mr. Yossbrink. It may haye been the eighth of the fourth. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been^or are you now a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

(Witness confer^ with counsel.) 

Mr. Vossbrink. I have been advised by counsel to refuse to answer 
that on the same grounds stated previously. 

Mr ; Walter. You do refuse to answer the question? 

Mr. Vossbrink. Yes, sir. On the same grounds stated previously, " 
that it would tend to incriminate me. ~ 

Mr. Tavenner. The other questions which I asked you and which 
you failed to answer, do you refuse to answer them? 

Mr. Vossbrink. No, sir. My answer still remains as they were 
given to you. v 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, then, let's go back and see. Now, did you 
ever attend a Communist Party meeting with Alice Hyun ? 
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(Witness confers with counsel.) ' • 
Mr. Vossbrink. Again, my attorney advises me;.to ; refuse to answer 
that question on the grounds it might tend to incriminate me.

Mr Tavenner; You stated a, moment ago when I asked you if you 
attended Communist Party meetings at which Alice Hyun was pres- 
ent that your counsel advised you not to answer, but I am asking 
you, do you refuse to answer the question? ; 

Mr. Vossbrink. I don't refuse to answer that last, but 1 do believe 
that such a question would tend <to incriminate me, and on that basis 
I refuse to answer it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then you do refuse to answer; is that what you 
mean to tell us? 

Mr. Vossbrink. On the grounds that I.have previously stated. 

Mr. Walter. In other words, you are not going to answer the 
question? 

Mr. Vossbrink. I think it is clear.

Mr. Tavenner. Do you understand the consequence of your refusal 
to answer, that it might result in contempt proceedings by this 
committee? 

Mr. Vossbrink.^ I have weighed this question very thoroughly in 
my mind 2 and ,1 haven't answered^ these questions like — I believe; as 
an American I take my citizenship very seriously, that I must, in 
order to defend my Americanism, take the position that I am, taking 
before this,committee. 

Mr. Tavenner. No further questions, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Walter. The/subc.ommitt$e* will recess until 2 o'clock. 

(Whereupon, at 12 : 15 p. m., April 17, 1*950, a recess was taken until 
this afternoon at 2 p. m.)

(The hearing was resumed at 2 p. m.) Kepresentatives Francis 
E. Walter (subcommittee chairman),,. Burr P. Harrison, Morgan M. 
Moulder, and Harold H. Velde being present.

Mr. Tavenner. Prior to that time, how were you employed? 
Mr. Nakano. Part of that time, I was with local 136 as secretary 
and treasurer. 
Mr. Tavenner. For how long a period? 
Mr. Nakano. Since August 1941, up to 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Nakano, have you ever been a member of th6 
Communist Party ? 
Mr. Nakano. I was, in the past. 
Mr. Tavenner. Tell the committee about it. 

Mr. Nakano. Well, I attended a party in 1946, I think it was about 
July, I think. I quit in some time about February 1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell the committee about just how you Became a 
member, and why.

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, your home is on what island? 
Mr. Nakano. Hawaii. 

Mr. Tavenner. Dr. Eeinecke lives in Honolulu,, doesn't he? 
Mr. Nakano. That's right, but he gave me the card while I was 
down here. 

Mr. Tavenner. But you were here in Honolulu ? 
Mr. xTakano. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you become a member here, or were you trans- 
ferred back to your own island ? 

Mr. Nakano. That, I don?t know, but I was given a card. , Of 
course, that card meant, I think, for Hilo, I think. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many meetings did you attend? 

Mr. Nakano. Well, I attended many meetings, but those meetings 
were all concerning all union matters. Actually, t could not tell you 
how much I attended. I think I went to one meeting where we dis- 
cussed some political activities. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, just a minute. When I asked you how many 
meetings yciu attended, I meant how many meetings of the Commu- 
nist Party, not talking about labor union meetings now, or PAO meet- 
ings, or some- other kind of meetings. I mean Communist Party meet- 
ings, Communist groups, where were the meetings had.? 

Mr. Nakano. I don't remember very "well, you see, because they 
had just come around and asked me to go out to the meetings, never 
told me it was a Communist meeting, or PAC, when things weje dis- 
cussed, except one meeting we discussed politics.. In my opinion it 
was not a Communist meeting, but it was 

Mr. Tavenner. I didn't understand ypur last statement. 

Mr. Nakano. They didn't tell me it was a Communist meeting, as 
a Communist meeting. In my opinion, I didn't think it was a Com- 
munist meeting, I felt it wag a political meeting. That is my opinion. 
. Mr. Tavenner. You mean for political purposes? 

Mr; Nakano. Well, we discussed about candidates before the 
election. 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes, but who was it that told you to cpme to the 
meeting? 

Mr. Nakano. I just can't remember who told ms >to come, but I 
happened to be there, because I was PAC director in Hawaii. 
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Mr/TAVENNER, Wellj now, let's- go back to ,the time -when you first 
became a member of the Communist Party,. L after.yQU were given the 
card, the Communist Party card, didn't- you attend a Communist 
Party meeting after that?

Mr* Nakano. i far i^^Bfc > was Communist or not, I 

am not so sure, ^axuse rra^^Pth^ ,v:w- r j showed me their member- 
ship card, I have not seen them with the membership card* I have 
not seen them pay dues. I know Harry Kamoku, because he collected 
my dues, and Henry Johnson once told m.e that he was a party member, 
Mr. Tavenner. Is Henry Johnson one t of those who attended the 
meeting? 

Mr. Kakano, Yes; that's right, he was there, because he was chair- 
man of the endorsement committee of the PAC. 

Mi\ Tavenner. Well, now, wheri you were told to attend this par- 
ticular meeting that you were talking about, were you told to attend 
the PAC meeting, or were you told to attend some other kind of 
meeting? 

Mr, Nakano. My understanding was that we were going to discuss 
political candidates, so come to the meeting. If it was a Communist 
Party meeting, I would not have brought Mr. Morita because I did 
not want to gefc< that man involved in the thing. But this is it now. 
After the endorsement or the discussion on the political candidates 
was over, I left the place and what took place after thatj I don't know, 

Mr, Tavenner. W§11 3 how many meetings did you attend with 
Kamoku ? 

L Mr. Najiano. Well, the only meetings I went to Kamoku was there 
becadse;he was president of the local at that time. 
' Mr: Tavenner. How long did you stay & member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Nakan<x I believe it was about 8 months* 
: Mr. Tavenner. Eight months? 
■ Mr, Nakano, That's right. 

Atr! Tavenner. Why did you get out of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Nakano. I got out of the Communist Party because I did not — 
I just could not believe in communism — and I thought by being a 
member of the Communist Party I wasn't going to be of any help to 
the labor movement. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us the names of any of the other persons 
who attended the meetings that you attended? 

Mr. Nakano. Well, Harry Kamoku — &nd August Asau was one of 
them ; Henry Johnson was in that meeting also and Arakaki was there 
also and Carl Fukumoto, I believe. I can't remember the rest. 
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*' Mr. VeldE. Before- you' gb/'ahejad, could' you distinguish" a little 
further as to the meeting that 'yoU' attended?' In other words, how 
did you know that these were Co mmu nist Party meetings . that you 
attended? " . ;; 

Mr. Naka.no. Well, a little while ago I made the statement I didn't 
know it was a Communist Party meeting.' They asked, me ;to come to 
the meeting. , _ . 

-A Mr. Veede. How did ithey ask you, by telephone or -by personal 
coiitact? " ^ * . ^ 

Mr. Nakano. Well, they told me by personal contact, "We are going 
to have,a,meeting tonight, come up." We held a meeting in the union 
hall, where we had the PAC office. 

Mr. Velde. That's all. , „ „ 

Mr. Tavenner. And who told you to come to the meeting? 

•Mr. Nakano. I think it was Harry- Kamoku, I think. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now is there anything else that you can tell us 
about your withdrawal from the Communist' Party .as'a member? 
When you got out. _ Tell; us how that happened. 

Mr. Nakano. Well, I made up my, mind that being affiliated with 
the Communist Party was not going to help me or the labor unions 
or labor organizatipns I represented, and I decided I would get out. 
I tore up my card, and I just stepped *out.- I told Mr. Freeman that 
I was going to get out 'of the party when T met him. * . 

. Mr. Tavenner. You told Mr. Freeman? 

Mr. Nakano. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is Freeman's first name? 

'Mr. Nakano: I think it is James Freeman. ^ * 
1 Mr. Tavenner. Did Janies Freeman come 6ver : to your island? 

Mr. Nakano. When I saw him in Honolulu I told him I was going 
to get out, but already I had torn up my card. 

^Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall his attending any of the meetings on 
your island? # 

Mr. Nakano. I think he came to Hilo once — and I think, yes, he 
sat down in one of the meetings and we discussed about the differences 
between Harry Kamoku and myself. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was Mr. Freeman a member of one of the unions.?' 

Mr. Nakano. Well, he used.tp be a member of local 136, the long- 
shoremen's. I understand he was working as a longshoreman in 
Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what position he had in the Com- 
munist Party? 

* Mr. Nakano. The position he held was — I don't know that, but 
I knew he had been' a member of the party because I found out that 
be vas a party member.

Mr. Motjlder. May I ask a question. The witness examined 
a card that was introduced in evidence a while ago. May I ask the 
witness whether or not it is similar or identicaLas to form as the card 
that he received? 

(Witness examines card.) 

Mr. Nakano. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether the card was in two parts? 
Mr. Nakano., It was folded up, book type. 
Mr. Tavenner. Book type? 
Mr. Nakano. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was>that a part of the card, do you know? 

Mr. Nakano, You mean that card there ? - , 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 
. Mr. Nakano. The one that I got was something like, just like, that 
card there, it was just folded up, with space made for stamps, 

Mr. Tavenner. "Well, was the part that you saw and which you 
signed, was the top card to it which could be torn off when the top 
part was like what you see here ? 

Mr. Nakano. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. It was ;not. When did you get your, card, the part 
of the card that jou got? The part of the card that you got was a 
different piece of paper than that? 

Mr. Nakano. Yes. 

Mr, Tavenner; Do you know whether it had anything to the top of 
it, or had it been torn off before you got it ? 

Mr. Nakano.; That J[ don't remember. I just got a card and with 
space marked for dues stamps. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you giyen^any Qommunist Barty ^feature 
or pamphlets? 

* Mr. Nakano. I di&receive some, 

Mr. Tavenner. What did you ; do with them? 

Mr. Nakano. Well, I just packed it up and later on I threw it 
away. I didn't open it. I didn't read it. I didn't have the time. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave it to you ? 

Mr. Nakano. They sent us some, down to our place. Bundles used 
to come down, and I got some. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know who sent the bundles to you? 

Mr. Nakano. That I don't know, At one time, of course, they had 
a lot of literature lying around. I picked it up but I just threw them 
away later on. 

Mr, Tavenner, That is all. 

Mr. Harrison. Mr. Nakano, as I understand, you tendered your 
resignation-of the Communist Party to Mr. Freeman? 

Mr. Nakano. I did not. I just tore up my card, and when I met 
Mr. Freeman I told him I was quitting<the Party, 

Mr. Harrison. What did he say? 

Mr. Nakano. He didn't say anything. 
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Mr. Harrison. Didn't say anything at all? 
Mr. Nakano. That is right. 

Mr. Harrison. How did you know he was a member of "the Oom- 
munist Party? , , 

Mr. Nakano. Well, I definitely knew that life was a party member 
because he told me the ones that belonged to the party. 

Mr. Harrison. He told you? 

Mr. Nakano. Yes. ■ 

Mr. Harrison. Under what circumstances did he tell you* 

Mr. Nakano. When he asked me, "How is things going in Hawaii k 
Then-he told me that -he- was— he caifrerout and told me he was a 
party to it. . , . 

Mr. Harrison. Now you said there was Communist literature lying 
around. Is that your answer? 

Mr. Nakano. Bundles were sent down. 

Mr. Harrison. Sent to*whom? . 

Mr. Nakano. Down to the office.. 

Mr. Harrison. Down to whose office? 

Mr. Nakano. To the ILWU office. 

Mr. Harrison. To the ILWtJ office? 

Mt. SFAkano. That is right. 

Mr. Harrison. Have you found this literature lying around the 
ILWU office ; is that right? 

Mr. Nakano. That is right. \ 
, Mr. Velde. Do you remember airy'-of the titles of the pamphlets or 
the' literature? 

' Mr. Nakano. I don't remember, 

Mr. Walter. Is that all, Mr. Tavenner? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes,, sir. 

Mr. Matt. Mr. Chairman- 

Mr. Walter-. Is it still lying around ^the office? - 

Mr. Nakano. What is that? * . 

Mr. Walter. Is it still lying around the office,, the Communist 
literature? * 

Mr. Nakano. Not that I know of. 
' Mr. Walter'. You stopped;it from lying around; is that right? 

Mr. Nakano. Not in my office. . 

Mr. Matt. Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the committee, I wonder 
if I might ask the witness a couple of questions? 

Mr.. Walter.. No. . That is, not the procedure. The 'attorney may 
merely advise * the witness, because this is not £ trial, not a hearing. 
We will have to conduct it . t t . 

Mr. Matt. May I then, Mr. Chairman, correct a misimpression? 
At the beginning, I jokingly mentioned that I hoped the Democrats 
were not in disfavor here. My purpose was to elicit a smile from the 
chairman, but it "laid an egg ; " Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
committee, I wonder if the witness may make a statement for the 
record. 

Mr. Walter. Certainly. 

Mr. Nakano. Gentlemen of the committee, I am a union man. I 
believe strongly in labor. In the August 1938 interislahd strike on 
Hawaii, the strikers were fighting for recognition and better wages. 
We believed the strikers were fighting a just cause. The abhorrent 
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thing about the strike was that the:£mployers had the police on their 
side. The police were armed with machine gufts momited on iripqcls> 
which were placed in strategic positions. They were also arm'ed With 
riot guns, with fixed bayonets, and with- tommy guns'. EVen the fir0 
department was called to help the employers. 

When we tried to enter tlie public pier> the police used tear gas/ This 
led to the dispersal J of the demonstrators, who broke through the police 
line and took refuge in the apron of the pier, where we sat down for 
about 45 minutes, without police resistance. During this jieac^ful 
demonstration, the police suddenly fired into the union crowd arid shot 
about 50 of us, including ^ woman. As the result of this brutality, I 
am maimed for life. Incidentally, the offenders were not prosecuted: 

As you know,! am now strpngly opposed to communism^ I dori f t 
believe that communism can help organized l^b.or., J F strQngly^eiieye 
in free enterprise and in the dignity and work of th$ mdiwUial. Oil 
the other hand, my reference to the 1938 strike is to indicate tp you 
Congressmen and to the people on the mainland that there are em- 
ployers in the Territory of Hawaii' who are Fascists in their thinking 
and actions. I aim opposed to 'fascism and to any other form of totali- 
tarian methods in Government or business. 

Recently, Mr, Dwight Steele, of the Hawaii Employers Council, and 
several leaders of industry in the Territory made statements that it 
is their desire to treat their employees as human beings., I hope that 
these are not mere words, that they will change their attitude and 
.conduct toward all those who- work for and under them. If they do, 
they will go a long way toward eradicating those conditions that lead 
men to look to other ideologies. If they do not and there should come 
another stoke like that of 1&38, as a union man I would again fight any 
injustice to labor* ' " ^ - 

Mr, Mail We would like to file that statement with the record, 

Mr. Moulder, Does that refer to 1938, the reference you make? 

Mr. Nakang, Yes. 

Mr. Walter. That is alL

■ Mr. Iavenjjer. OOo you have a rank in the National Guard % ' 

Mr, Johnson. Master sergeant. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Master sergeant., How long have, you been in r the 
National Guard? 
Mr. Johnson. November 6, 1946. 

. Mr. Tavenner. What was your employment before that time* 

Mr. Johnson.. Secretary-treasurer for local 142, ILWU. 

Mr. Tavenner., And did you leave that position in order to take 
your position in the National Guard? 

Mr. Johnson. I resigned from the ILWTJ in 1946 and was unem- 
ployed for about a year before I. got a job with the National Guard. 

Mr.. Tavenner. Prior to your position as secretary-treasurer of the 
local union, were you also business agent for the local union? 

Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr., Tavenner. Now, prior to that, how were you employed? 
Mr. Johnson. Welder for Honokaa Sugar Co. 
Mr. Tavenner. How long were you employed with that company? 
Mr. Johnson. About a year. 

Mr. Tavenner. What type of work did you do for that company? 
. Mr. Johnson. Honokaa Sugar Go. ? 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 
Mr. Johnson. Welder. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you had a high-school education? 

Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. -Tavenner. AtHilo?. 

Mr. Johnson. HiloHigh School. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Johnson, have you ever been a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Johnson. I carried a. card. I had a membership card., * 

Mr. Tavenner. You carried a card for how long? 

Mr. Johnson. I received the card. sometime either October— let 
me see. September or October of 1945, and I turned the card back 
in either April or March 1946. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who asked you to join the Communist Party* 
« Mr. Johnson. Well, I was first approached in San Francisco by 
Alice Meigs. • . 

Mr. Tavenner.. Well, tell 'us how you happened to be in ban Uran;- 

cisco. ' * ■ * 

* Miy, Johnson. I went to San Francisco in 1945-/ March, theiatter 

part of March,, to attend an ILWU convention. I was one of the 

delegates from Hawaii. I stayed over for the convention, and after 

I got through the convention I attended a California labor school. 

I stayed in California about 3% months^-about 3 months. ^ / * 
Mr. Tavenner. Were you at the labor sfchool at ^the: time you were 

♦approached to join the Communist/Party? •* 

Mr. Johnson. I was not approached at the labor school., ^ ^ ' 
Mr. Tavenner! But were- you going €o the labor "school afrthe.time? 
Mr. Johnson. That is right. . v 

Mr. Tavenner". Was*there anyone else from the Territory of Hawaii 

attending the school at the same time you were^do you recall? v 
Mr. Johnson. No ; I don't. I can't recall that. 4 1 donft remember 

whether there was anybody <&Lse or not. , t 

"< Mr. Tavenner. Now, tell us all about you beirig -approached by 

Alice Meigs regarding joining the Communist Party. Just tell the 

committee all you Tmbw'about it*. u ' ■ 
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Mr, Johnson. Well, I boarded at Alice Meigs' home there while 
attending the labor school and she indirectly began talking to me 
about some of the different things, as she put it, that some of the 
Communist principles and ideas— she put this thing— she put it in — 
she said it was educational and would be beneficial to myself after 
I got back to Hawaii and got into the labor movement. Then there 
was an evening felieije when she asked me if I would care to sit in 
on a meeting that they were going to hold at her home; so I asked 
her what sort of a meeting it was, and she told me it was more or 
less discussion on different principles and different things and there 
was nothing wrong with it. And she said I could learn some- 
thing by sitting in on the meeting. So I sat in on the meeting. 

Mi\ Tavenner. How did you happen to stay at the home of Alice 
Meigs? 

Mr. Johnson. When I first went to San Francisco I stayed at 
the Pickwick Hotel until the convention was over and the rest of 
the delegates came back to Hawaii, I was living there by myself, 
and staying at the hotel was kind of too expensive, so I approached 
Louis Goldblatt and suggested that maybe he could suggest a finer 
place for me to stay that may be cheaper, and he in turn made 
arrangements and lie- was -the one that told me to go ■■up' and see 
Alice Meigs.. He ^ave me the address and her name, and I went up. 

Mr, Tavenner. You attended this Communist Party meeting in her 
home. Do you recall the names of any of those present? 

Mr, Johnson, No, 

Mr, Tavenner, After attending the meeting, what did you do? 

Mr. Johnso^ What d<*you mean, "What did I do"? 

Mr. Tavenner, Was the question of Communist Party member- 
ship taken up with you again? 

Mr. Johnson. Well, Alices-after that, Alice Meigs began talking 
to me more about different things and the party line, aud she sug- 
gested I visit or meet different people in San Francisco and she 
arranged a meeting between me and two people in the Garfield Build- 
ing on Market Street, and I met a man there. I went up and I met 
a man, I don't remember his name, and I met a- woman. 

Mr, Tavenner, Do you know her name? 

Mr. Johnson O'Connor Yateis, This was in the Garfield Building 
on Market Street. I talked to the man and he told me, after I got to 
talking to him, he told me when I got back to Hawaii to go to see 
and get in touch with either Jack Hall or Harry Kamokm 

Mr. Tavenner. This man whose name you don't recall, but who 
was with O'Connor Yates? 

Mr. Johnsok. No, He wasn't with her. They were in two sepa- 
rate offices.. 

Mr. Tavenner, The^ were in two separate offices ? 
Mr* Johnson, That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner, At any rate,, this man told you when you got back 
to get in toueh with Jack Hall? - 
Mr, Johnson, Or Harry Kamoku. 

Mr* Tavenner. Or Harry Kamoku, Where was this office in San 
Francisco? Can you tell us that; give us some description of the 
place? 

Mr, Johnson, In the Garfield Building on Market Street, 
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Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether that was 942 Market Street? 

Mr. Johnson. I would not. Offhand, 1 wouldn't know, 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you tell us whether the Communist Party 
"headquarters were in the same building or not ? 

Mr. Johnson. From what I understood, at the time, it was. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is there any way you can identify the man who 
gave you those instructions; can you tell us more about him? 

Mr. Johnson. No. That was the first time I ever saw him or met 
him or talked to him, and that was the last. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, tell us more about the conversation you had 
with that man, that you can recall. 

Mr. Johnson. I can't recall much of, it, only that when we ended: 
up, when I was just about ready to leave, that is when he told me when 
I got back to Hawaii to be sure and* get in touch with Kamoku and 
Jack Hall. 

Mr. Tavenner. About what matter? 

Mr. Johnson. What do you mean? 

Mr. Tavenner. I mean, why did he want you to get in touch with 
Jack Hall or Harry Kamoku ? 

Mr. Johnson. During the conversation he informed me that the 
party in Hawaii, established in Hilo there, was supposed to have been 
dead or underground, was not active. 

Mr. Tavenner. What party ? 

Mr. Johnson. The Communist Party was not active at the time, 
and he said that that— that was in 1945— and he said it would be pretty 
close to the time when it would be becoming active again. To come 
back to Hawaii and get in touch with Hall or Kamoku and get it 
going again. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was the conversation that you had with Mrs. 
O'Connor Yates? 

Mr. Johnson. It was nothing; nothing much; more or less intro- 
duction and just hello. Nothing much. Nothing too much. She was 
kind of busy. So after the meeting, why, I went over and met this 
fellow. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where did you meet her; was it in the same 
building? 

Mr. Johnson. In the same building, in a different office. 
Mr. Tavenner. Then how long after that was it that you returned 
±o the Territory of Hawaii? 

Mr. Johnson. I got back in Honolulu on July 3. 

Mr. Tavenner. This was 

Mr. Johnson. 1945. 

Mr. Tavenner. 1945. Had you known Jack Hall before that time ? 
Mr. Johnson. That is right. 
Mr. Tavenner. You knew him? 

Mr. J ohnson. I had met him at meetings and at the ILWU meetings 
and conventions in Honolulu and Hilo. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, did you go to see Jack Hall when you 
came back? 

Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. You did. Well, tell the committee just what 
happened. 
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«. -Mr. Johnson. I got .off the boat, it was late in thenevenitig, it was- 
. Sunday, and the place was allclosed. I shippedback to Honolulu as a 
cook on the shin and when I got pretty close to Honolulu. I expressed 
the desire that 1 wanted to leave the ship in Honolulu* and -the captain 
kind of put .a stop to it. They didn't want me to leave the ship. So 
when I got to Honolulu I got with the passengers and got»off the ship 
and I called Jack Hall and told him the situation I was in -and .asked 
him if it would be. possible for hini to get me off that ship because 
I did not want to go back to San Francisco again. At that time it 
was still blackout. I spent the night at Jack Hall's home out in 
Kaimuki. And I mentioned to him that I had, met these; people in 
Sail Francisco. And we did jaot talk communism or Communist Party 
on .this occasion. I just told him that I met these Wo people in San 
Francisco: And >he> suggested when I got back to Hilo to get in touch 
with Harry Kamoku' and tell him who I met. 
Mr. Tavenner. To get in touch with Harry Kamoku* and tell him 

what? . ■ . , J . 

Mr. Johnson. And tell him that Jack Hall told me to talk to him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you follow his suggestion ? 

Mr. Johnson. I did. 
. Mr. Tavenner. And after returning to Hilo, you saw Harry 
Kamoku? 

Mr. Johnson. I did not see him first. I talked to August Asau 
and then August Asau talked to Kamoku, and after a while I got 
around to Kamoku. But at first they were reluctant to take me in 
or tell me anything. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, tell us about your conversation with 
Asau first. 

Mr.. Johnson. I approached him one day; I met him in the union 
hall, and I approached him and started to talking about the Com- 
munist Party with him. And he wouldn't commit himself or say 
anything to me concerning the Communist Party there. So I kind 
of forgot it for a while, and then after a while I was approached by — 
I think Asau told Kamoku that I had approached him. So I don't 
remember whether I approached Kamoku or he approached me^ but, 
anyway, we got together and talked over different things, about my 
trip and who I talked to in the States, and stuff like that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he talk to you about the persons that you had 
talked to? And you remember their names at that time, I suppose, 
didn't you? 

Mr. Johnson. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You didn't. Then just tell us what occurred at that 
time? 

Mr. Johnson. Well, I told Kamoku that I was told in San Fran- 
cisco by this fellow that maybe that would be about the time for the 
party to come out again and start being activated. We didn't talk 
, much about that. We let it go .for a while like that. And Hilo was 
getting slow. Everything ^vas getting slow. Nobody did nothing. 
There wasn't any break or anything like that, so far as union activities. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was said to you about the Communist Party, 
j oining the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Johnson. What do you mean? 

Mr. Tavenner. Up to this time you had not got the card, had you? 
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( Mr. Johnson. No. I did not gefc/a card for some time. Either 
September or October. I think it was September of 1945. * 

Mr. Tavenner. Tell us what led up to you getting the Communist 
Party card? " 

' Mr. Johnson. Let's see. September or October 1946 ; 1946* was 
election year. . There was a PAC on and- at that time I was elected 
chairman of the PAC endorsement committee. And, being chairman 
of the endorsement committee, quite a few of the politicians were 
trying to get endorsed, and they would bring— kind of hang around — 
and I talked to Kamoku, and quite a few of them were trying to get 
endorsed. So Kamoku told me not to do anything about it, not to 
niake any commitments until we got together with the lioys. 

Mr. Tavenner. What do you mean by "got together with the boys" ? ; 

Mr. Johnson. Well, until we helcf a meeting and decided how the 
thing would run, who would be endorsed, who would be recognized, 
who would beTecommehded.for endorsement. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was such a meeting held? • " • - 

Mr. Johnson. That is right. * 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of a meeting was ^that? # . 

Mr. Johnson. Well, it started out as a PAC endorsement committee 
meeting. 

, Mr. Tavenner. Up to that tiitfQ had you gotten your Communist 
Party card? 

Mr. Johnson. No. I got my card at that meeting, toward the end 
of the meeting. I got the card — it was given to me by Arakaki. 
, Mr. Tavenner. You mean at this meeting, at this very meeting, 
you were given your 'Communist Party card ? 
/ Mr., Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, now, you discussed endorsements at that 
meeting? 

Mr. Johnson. We discussed endorsements. After we got through 
with the endorsements we discussed the party. 
1 Mr. Tavenner. The party? - . 

Mr. Johnson. Some of the members who were in the meeting tliere 
left the meeting early, but, I don't reqajl wl\o left and who didn't., 

Ml', ^avenner. So -the meeting, that started out as a PAC meeting 
w'ound lip as a Communist Party meeting?* Is that what you means 

Mr. Johnson. Well, I don't-- — 

Mr. Tavenner. You state it just as you feel. 

Mr. Johnson. All I say, I went to a PAC endorsement committee 
meeting. I worked on recommending- endorsements for candidates, 
and after that was oyer we discussed the Communist Party business 
and I got my card at that meeting. So whether it was a Communist 
Party meeting or not, I would not be able to say. 

Mr. Tavenner. AH right, now^ who were those persons in that part 
of the meeting when you received your Communist Party card? 
' Mr. Johnson. I would not remember. I have forgotten seme of 
them. I don't remember. Some of the boys walked out before that 
part of the meeting went on. As I remember it, Kamoku was there, 
Arakaki gave me my card ; there was Isaac Kauwe. 

Mr. Tavenner. He was there? 

Mr. Johnson. He was there. 
' Mr. Tavenner. Do you know where'Isaac Kauwe is now? 

Mr. Johnson. No. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember the names of any others who 
were there at that time ? 

Mr. Johnson. Offhand, no. If; r I would see them, I would be Uble 
to identify them, but their names I have forgotten. 

t Mr.: Tavenner. Did you know those persons whose names you have 
given to be members of the Communist Barty ? 

Mx. Johnson. I would not say that. I had never seen them get 
their cards, or never seen their cards, so, I was left with the impression 
they were boys who could be talked to, who could be trusted. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any other meeting after that which 
you could identify as a Communist Party meeting? 

Mr. Johnson, No, No meeting that I could really say was a Com- 
munist Party meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you at any meeting at any time when litera- 
ture, Communist Party pamphlets and literature, was distributed? 

Mr. Johnson. Not in Hawaii. In San Francisco ; yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Alfonso Lorenzo? 

Mr. Johnson. Alfonso Lorenzo? I know one fellow by that name. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ever attend a Communist Party meeting 
with him? 

Mr. Johnson. No. Let me see. There was another fellow. There 
was- one Filipino- at that meeting in Hilo. It was not Lorenzo. It was 
Valesco, from Olaa Sugar Co. I might have gotten the names twisted. 
Valesco of the Olaa Sugar Co. 

Mr. Tavenner. And- did you know him to be a member of the\Com- 
munist Party or not? 

Mr. Johnson. I did not see him get a card or see his card, so I would 
not say "Yes" or "No." 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at this meeting which you said started off as a 
PAC meeting and some of them left and then you began to talk about 
other matters, what matters did they -talk about ? 

Mr. Johnson. Eeactivation of the Communist Party in Hilo. 

Mr. Tavenner, They talked about reactivation of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr., Johnson. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner, And what did they say about it? 

Mr. Johnson. At that time the discussion was sort of along the lines 
of reactivating the party and also to select different individuals who 
might be— who we might be able to get into the party, might be 
recruited. 

Mr. Tavenner. You talked about the persons that should be 
solicited? 

Mr. Johnson. Not the persons. It was just that the party — it was 
brought up that the party should be activated and would be activated 
about that time, to kind of increase the membership there, try to get 
different people to come in if possible. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did they say about getting in new people 
or recruits;- what people were discussed, what class of people? 

Mr. Johnson;. Well, .there was no class, or who to get in. It was 
more or less people who might be, who might be in line with the party 
ideas or who might be beneficial to the party toget in, for us to get 
them in. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, at that time the party had -not been 
fully reactivated. Is that what you mean to say ? 
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• Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

.MivTaotnner.. And-the 'date of that was-abgijt when? 

• *3«iC^WNSON. 'About^September of 1946. ' I wouldn't say. Either 
September or October 1946. > m 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, as a result of your discussions there that, night, 
did- you talk to anybody about coming into the Communist Party? 

• Mr. Johnson. Yes. 
Mr. Tavenner. Who ? 

Mr. Johnson. Offhand, I can't remember. I talked to, I would 
say, about a dozen boys. Well, I would, say a half dozen of the boys, 
but I don't remember all their names. I only remember two people. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you talk to Amos Ignacio? 

Mr. Johnson/ I approached him on it; 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you ask him to come into the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Johnson. I asked him to come into the party? I asked him 
his ideas about, what did he think about the Communist Party. There 
is a. difference of opinion along that line. I did not ask him to come 
into the party. 

Mr, Tavenner. But you talked to him about the party? 

MY. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he give you any encouragement about joining 
the party? 

Mr. Johnson. No. He said he would think about it for & while. 

Mr. Tavenner. That he would think about it. Did you report that 
back to the group ? 

Mr. Johnson. No; I didn't, because there was no meeting of any 
kind held after that, so nobody to report to. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, when you got your Communist Party card 
there at the meeting which you said you attended, did you pay your 
dues? 

Mr. Johnson. At that time I was on strike, the sugar union. I paid 
10 cents dues. 
Mr. Tavenner. To whom did you pay it? 

Mr. Johnson. I can't remember whom I paid it to because I re- 
member paying dues about twice, that is all. 

Mr. Tavenner. I think you have already named all who were pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Johnson. That I can remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. "At the time that you discussed reactivation of the 
Communist Party? 
Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Whose names you can now remember. 
Mr. Johnson. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were there other persons there whose names you 
cannot remember at this time? 
Mr. Johnson. Yes, yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many do you think in all were at that part 
of the meeting ? 
Mr. Johnson. About a dozen. 

Mr. Tavenner. I understood you to say that the meeting, when it 
started out, there were only 12 or 13 there.

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Mr. Johnson. That is right. Well, I would say about two or .three 
walked out. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember the-person to whom you paid your 
dues after that night? * 
Mr. Johnson. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did Mr. Arakaki talk to you about the reactivation 
of the party or Communist matters at any time other than at this 
meeting? 

Mr. Johnson. We discussed the thing a couple of times outside. I 
dofr't recall what mostly went on, what was said there. It was not 
too much. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, what did you finally do with your card: :did 
you turn it in to anyone? 
, Mr. Johnson. I gave the card to Arakaki. 

Mr. Tavenner. You gave it back to Arakaki ? 

Mr. J ohnson. That is right. I met him at a service station some- 
time in March or April 1946, and that card was for 1945. It was a 
1945 card and he told me at the time that the cards had been taken 
back in and new cards would be issued eventually, but I never did 
get a card. I gave him m^ old card and never did get a new one. 

Mr. Tavenner. You paid 10 cents the first time, did you? How 
much did you pay for the other months ? 

Mr. Johnson. Ten cents. I paid 10 cents. I think I paid dues 
about twice. 

Mr. Tavenner. What did other members pay? 

Mr. Johnson. I don't remember. 

Mr. Tavenner., Were you told how much was paid by Harry 
Kamoku? 

Mr. Johnson. No. It was supposed to be, I think, if I remember 
correctly, a -percent, supposed to be according to how much you made. 
At that time I was on strike so I paid a dime and after I was on strike; 
I was unemployed, so I didn't pay anything after that. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you subscribe for the Daily Worker? I 
mean — yes, the Daily Worker or the Peoples World ? 

Mr. Johnson. I was given a subscription by Alice Meigs as a gift 
when I left San Francisco, and I received the paper for about a year,, 
but I did not keep it up. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you receive any other Communist papers or 
pamphlets? 

Mr. Johnson. Before leaving San Francisco she gave me quite, a 
few books. Political Economy, by Lenin, I think. Capital by Karl 
Marx. A whole pile of books and pamphlets. Quite, a few. I can't 
remember all tjieir titles, I still have the books. 

Mr, Tavenner. Did you ever discuss the Commuxrist Party with 
Jack Hall after the time he sent you to Harry Kamoku? 

Mr. Johnson. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, after that first meeting, when you talked 
about reactivating the Communist Party on your island, do you know 
whether much work was done at that time to reactivate it ? 

Mr. Johnson. Not too much. 

Mr. Tavenner, Is there anything else you can tell the committee 
that would be of help in finding out the facts relating to Communist 
organizations in the Territory of Hawaii ? 

Mr. Johnson. No. 
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1 Mr. TivENNERi 'Now, I dbn't belteve you have told His how -you with- 
drew from the Communist- Party, if you did withdraw from it. Did 
^ou ^withdraw? . _ 

Mr. Johnson. Well, after: resigning from, the union in— let s see— . 
I think itf was in November— October— the latter part of October, I 
was-iihemployed there for a while. 1 began to think the, thing over. 
It did not look' too good, did not sound too good, so I got in -touch 
•with the CIB gentleman in Hilo. 

Mr. Tavenner. With whom? T 

Mr. Johnson. The Counter -Intelligence, Bureau, I think it is. 1 
-cannot remember correctly. But its office is in the Federal Building in 
Silo. I got in touch with Iiim and talked to him about- it, and he in 
-turn got in touch with the FBI agents in Honolulu and a week later 
.an FBI agent in Honolulivcame down to Hilo. I talked to them and 
o-ave them all the information I had and showed them my member- 
Ihip card and everything. And they urged me to continue member- 
ship in the party, not to withdraw. And I have kept it up and every 
•once in a while they would come back to Hilo, about every 2 months, 
^or 6 weeks, they would come back to Hilo and I would talk to them 
.and tell them what I knew, or it may be that nothing new came up. 
.So I finally turned in the card to ArakakL As far as paying dues or 
.anything like that, and that was the end of it. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you attend any Communist Party meeting after 
you handed in your card? 

Mr. Johnson. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions* 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Chairman, may I ask, to whom did you- pay 
your dues? 

- f Mr. Johnson. I don't remember who. 

Mr. Moulder. One other question. Did you read the literature 
-that was given to you in Calif ornia, the Communist Party pamphlets 
•or books? 

Mr. Johnson. Some of it. 

Mr. Moulder. Bef ore or after you quit paying dues ? 
Mr. Johnson. Some of it -before and some of it after. 
Mr. Moulder. That is all. 

Mr. Velde. At the time you joined the Communist Party, you say 
you were in San Francisco at the home of Miss Alice Meigs? 

Mr. Johnson. No, I did not join it there. I was not given a. card 
{until I got back to Hilo. I was told about the party.

Mr. Tavenner. You are at the present time the international repre- 
sentative of the ILWU? 
Mr. Imori. ILWU. 
Mr. Tavenner. ILWU,? 
Mr. Imori., Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you been so employed? " 
Mr. Imori. For approximately 2% years; 

Mr. Tavenner. And now, prior to that time, how were you 
employed? 

,Mr. t Imori. As organizer and business agent for the A. F. of L. 
Teamsters Union. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you put out of that union for the reason that 
you were charged to be a member of the Communist Party? 

(Witness, confers with counsel.) 

» Text of motion to quash service subpena by Koichi Imori is identical with the motion 
filed on behalf of Ralph Tokunaga by his.attorney, Myer C. Symonds. This motion appears

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Mr, Imori. The reason that I resigned from the A. F., of L. Team- 
sters Union as .business agent was because I ha,d refused to go along 
on a proposed raid of pirie.ap^Je workers who: at that time-^- 

that is,*theqpiiieapple* workers were in . negptiatiojis with the employers 
for a wage increase. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then, you state to, the- committee that the severance 
of your>conneetion with the A. F. of L. was due entirely to a legitimate 
difference in policy between you and your employer ? * 

Mr. Imori. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then how do you explain your letter of May 26, 
1947, to the membership of the teamsters union of Hawaii, in which 
you state: 

Mr. Rutledge, in violation of the teamsters constitution ousted me, the elected 
business representative of local 904, for alleged Communist activities. 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 
Mr. Imori. May I see the letter ? 

Mr. Tavenner. At the beginning of the first sentence in the. second 
paragraph. 

Mr. Imori. I will .explain this/ That the cause of my refusal, which 
was known to Mr. Eutledge, that I was refusing to go along on this 
program of raiding the ILWTJ, he had publicly charged that I was 
engaging in. certain Communist .activities,, and had a secret meeting, 
that is, I say /a secret me6ting = because it was secret to me, I had no 
knowledge of a meetings of what was known as the joint council of 
teamsters executive board. That meeting was called without my knowl- 
edge and certain charges were filed against me., I didn't know and 
I was not informed of the charges against me by the joint council of 
teamsters nor .did the officers of the local that I was working for, and 
as far as I knew, as I sa^ in my letter here, this charge of engaging 
in certain Communist activities was unfounded, and I so state in my 
letter. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was that a true statement*? 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Im:ori. I would like to know what you mean by "a true state- 
ment. 55 What was the 

Mr. Tavenner. The statement that you just made and read from 
that letter. If you will hand me the letter, I think I can call what 
you said. You read from the letter. 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Tavenner. You read from this letter the first sentence in the 
second paragraph, which is this, "The charge is," meaning the charge 
of communism, "of course without foundation," in your letter of 
May 26 ,1947. I ask you if that was a correct statement. 

(Witness confers Tvith counsel.) 

Mr. Imori. Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask you whether your 
question is : Is the charge true or not or whether the reason that I was 
ousted from the teamsters' union was correct? I didn't quite under- 
stand your question. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Imori, I don't see how I could state the ques- 
tion more plainly than I have. You state in your letter, "The charge 
is. of course without foundation." . That is, fhe charge of communism. 
Now, is that a correct statement? Was it without foundation? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 
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Mr./lMORi. Mr; Chairman, \thafc. was. nofr—that was .not the reason 
that I was outside. 

< Mrj Tavenner; Butlhavejiotaskedyou that. 
(Witness confers with counsel.) 
Mr. Tavenner., Please answer my question. 

Mr. Imori. I refuse to. answer the question. [Laughter in the 
audience.] 

Mr. Walter. I would like to remind the audience that you are 
here as guests.. I trust that you will be orderly. No demonstrations 
or indications as to how you might feel about any answers that come 
from the witness. 

May I see that letter ? 

You wrote this letter, did you not, Mr. Imori ? * 
- Mr. Imori. Yes, sir. - 

Mr. Walter. The letter went to the entire "membership of the 
teamsters' union of Hawaii. Is that correct?. 

Mr. Imori. I just submitted that letter to the executive board, of 
local 904, the local that employed me as business agent. 

Mr. Walter. But it was addressed to the/membership of the team- 
sters union of Hawaii. 

Mr. Imori. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Walter. In the letter you said, "The charge- bi course," of 
Communist activity, "is of course without foundation." Now, if you 
were willing to tell all of the members of the teamsters' union that 
you were not a Communist, why aren't you willing to, tell us the 
same thing? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Imori. I liave already stated that I refuse to answer that 
question on the ground that it may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Walter. 1 ou were not under oath when you wrote that letter, 
were-'you? . * 

Mr. Imori. Mr. Chairman — 

Mr. Walter. I say, you were not under oath when you wrote the 
letter, of course? 
Mr. Imori. No, sir. 
Mr. Walter. But you are now. 
Mr. Imori. I understand that. 

Mr. t Walter. Is that why you refuse to answer the question? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Imori. For the reason that I have already stated. 

Mr. Walter. All right. 
. *Mr. Tavenner. What position did you hold in the Communist 
Party of the Territory of Hawaii from 1945 until the present date? 
Ov rather, what positions have you held during that period? 

Mr. Imori. I refuse to answer that question on the ground that it 
might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr, Tavenister. Do you know Harry' Kuhia, Jr.?' ' ' / 

Mr. Imori. I refuse to answer that question on the same' grounds. 

Mr. Walter. Why do you think you may incriminate ytfurself by 
saying that you know him ? 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Imori. Mr. Chairman, I take that position on the advice of my 
counsel. . 
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Mr. Tavenner. Are you now or have you ever been ,a member of 
the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Imori. I refuse to answer that question on the ground that it 
might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions, Mr. Chairman.. 

Mr. Walter. All right. That is all. . 

(The witness was excused.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Kobert Wenkam. 

(Mr. Tavenner and Mrs. Bouslog conferred together.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chafrmaii, that witness^and another witness 
were released on the 13th of April, and I desire to have them resub- 
penaed, but I believe the subpena has not been served. My next wit- 
ness is Herman Ing. 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand, please? Do you 
swear that the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, thb 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Ing. I do.

Mr. Ing. I was born on the island of Maui. 

Mr. Tavenner. When? 

Mr. Ing. February 19, 1914:.. 

Mr. Tavenner; Where have you worked or rather, let me ask you 
.this, where are you working now? 

Mr. Ing. I am now employed at McCabe, Hamilton & Benny. 
Mr. Tavenner. How long have you worked there ? 
' Mr. Ing. For about 9 or 10 years. 
Mr. Tavenner. Before that time where did you work ? 
Mr. Ing. Triplex* General Hospital. 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Ing, have you ever been a member of the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Ing. Yes, I have. , 
Mr. Tavenner. When did you become a member? 
Mr. Ing. As iar as-I recollect ^it.wa$/in 1946. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee just how you happened 
to become a member, who approached you and talked to you about it? 

Mr. Ing. Pardon me. Before I go any further, Mr. David Pahinui 
in his testimony last week said I was recruited in 1947. I am quite

Well, prior to joining the Communist Party I was very 
active in union affairs on the water front, and one of the boys on the

party, not knowing it was a Communist Party, at first. ^ 
. Mr. Tavenner. Did you hold a position at that time in the labor 
union ; your labor union?

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall whether he was present at; those 

meetings? .

Mr. Ing. Yes ; he was preserft at the- meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. What about Frank Kalua? • ■ -

Mr. Tavenner. He was there,, too?

Mr. Tavenner.. You are certain that-allthose persons were presents 
Mr. Ing. Yes; I am certain. ; 
Mr. Tavenner. Who told you when the meetings were to be called \ 
Mr. Ing: It wasmsually one of ;the boys would tell us, "There is a. 

meeting tonight" or "No meetings tonight;" They would pass the 

word around. 

Mr. Tavenner. When you paid your dues every month, were yoir 
given a receipt or anything to show for the money you paid? 

Mr. Ing. As far as I can recollect, they gave us^small stamps to 
insert in the book. m 

Mr. Tavenner. How long did you remain a member of the party- 
after you had received your membership card? 

Mr. Ing. Oh, I would say about„7 or 8, months. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Were meetings held at any place other' .than at the 
home of Ben Kaahawinui ? 

Mr. Ing. Yes. We held about two or three meetings down at pier 
11, ih-the marine cooks^and stewards office there. 

Mr. Tavenner. You meandn the company's office? 

Mr. Ing. Well, the marine cooks and stewards is part of the CIO. 
They have an office right down at pier 11 and we have our meetings 
in that office.. 

Mr. Tavenner. Communist Party meetings? 

Mr. Ing. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who presided over these meetings, particularly the 
ones that were held down at pier 11 ? 

Mr. Ing. Julian— I believe Julian Napuunoa was chairman at the 
time. 

Mr; Tavenner. Did any other person act as chairman, that you can 
recall, during the 7 or 8 months that you were a member? 
Mr. Ing. I don't recall. 

Mr. Tavei^ner. You mentioned that literature was given out. Tell 
us how that was done. That is, pamphlets. 

Mr. Ing. Well, usually the pamphlets were given out, small little 
pamphlets, aiid they were given out, just given out; the rest of them, 
we had to pay about 5 or 10 cehts,f or them. 

Mr. Tavenner. Some were given to you and some you paid for? 

Mr. Ing. That is right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave them out ? 

Mr. Ing. Jf I remember correctly, it was Jack Osakada. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you buy some of them? 

Mr. Lstg.. Yes ; I did. 

Mr. Tavenner. Whom did you pay the money to ? 
Mr. Ing. I don't recall who,I paid the money to. 
Mr. Tavenner. Can you recall the names of any of those pamphlets 
that you got ? 
Mr. Ing. No ; I haven't. 

Mr. Tavenner. What were;they about; can you tell us what they 
were about? 

Mr. IngI Well, 1 bought quite^a-number- of -pamphlets but. I did not 
take the time to read them. I glanced over a few and they mentioned 
about socialism and things of that sort. 

Mr. Tavenner. Are you still a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Ing. No ; I am not. 

Mr. Tavenner: Tell the committee when you stopped being a mem- 
ber? 

Mr. Ing. I will start from the beginning. When I joined the Com- 
munist Party I thought it was for progressive labor; As I went fur- 
ther—I did not mention it to my wife. When I finally did, about 2 
or 3 months later, she jumped up in the air and said it was something 
that I should not belong to because she knows something about com- 
munism. She reads a lot. And I disagreed with her. And she told 
me, "Well, you will find out later on." And after that; time I went back 
to the meetings and had my eyes wide open. I began to think : Why are 
the, meetings- held so secretly and pamphlets given out ? And that is 
when I took more interest in the pamphlets, started reading them, 
and I put two and two-together and I figured it must be something that 
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I shouldn't belong to: And when I listened to. a lot of those broad- 
casts over theradio, J believed then it was'programs for spearhead for 
Americanism, and they were saying alofc of things about communism,; 
saying it was for the overthrow .of the Government;, and* I figured that 
organization was trying to overthrow our present form of .government, 
it is no place for me to oegin. So I made up my mind I am going to 
get out. But I figured it would be a hard time for me to get out be^ 
cause I know very well if I go down there and tell the boys I am 
quitting and I go out, naturally the boys will say ? "You. are just a 
phony." That is what I figured the boys would call me. 

So I talked it over with my wife, and we talked it over, and she 
said^ "Don't forget. When you go to the next meeting, tell them you 
just resigned." I went to that meeting but I hadn't enough guts to 
come out with it. So I went home that night and she raskedni^ and 
I told her no ; I didn't say ;any thing: She said, "You* iriake.sure^ when 
you go back in the next meeting." So I really made up my mind then. 
And when I went back to the hext: meeting, when the first order of 
business came up. I told the chairman, "I made up my mind and I 
was going to get out of the party and there was no two ways about it, 
I really meant what I said. I don't want no part of it. And besides, 
my wife threatened to leave me if I don't get out of this party." So 
the boys talked it over and finally agreed, well, if I* had to get out 
there is nothing they could do about it. Well, even if they wanted to 
do something about it I would still leave the party anyway. So I re- 
member when I got through talking to the boys in there and I walked 
out, Jack Kawano, the president of the local at the time, 'he walked 
out and told me, "Well, if you are leaving the party, I hope you don't 
have any feelings against labor. I hope you will always remain a 
good union man." 

I told Jack Kawano — I then told Jack Kawano, "I believe in the 
unions and I will always remain a good union man." Which I did. 
Since then I have not attended any Communist Party meetings and 
I have always remained a good union man and I am still now a mem- 
ber of that same local. 

Mr % Tavenner. Is there anything else that you want to say? If 
there is, go ahead and say it. 

Mr. Ing. You mean in conclusion? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Ing. In conclusion, I wish to state that I am an American citi- 
zen. I am proud to be one. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, I don't think there is anyone can say any- 
thing more than that. 

Mr. Ing. May I continue? 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes. 

Mr. Ing. As I said, I am an American citizen, and proud to be 
one. I am the father of three children, and I am a Christian. The 
very thought of me being in the Communist Party, and the very idea 
of the members that belonged to that party, entertaining the idea of 
the overthrow of our present form of government, I don't want to 
have any part of it. 

And I wish to state further that maybe after my testimony a lot 
of my fellow union brothers and sisters may think that I was a rat. 
But they may even call me a stool pigeon, but I say that, if they 
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expect -this aiiiion to exist, and still .entertain the thought of the over;- 
chrdw-tof this ^present form of government, I don't think that this 
union will ever exist. All our efforts that a lot of men have put forth 
building up this union, the very idea of thinking to overthrow this 
Government, is just destroying the union. It is not a constructive 
way of thinking for the labor man. I think it is destroying every- 
thing that they have built, these past number of years. 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman, for giving me* this privilege of express- 
ing myself. 

Mr. Walter. No good union man, particularly no leader deserving 
the name of a labor man, will call you a rat. It will be only those 
who have some ulterior motive in mind when they .participate in their 
activities will describe you.as that. Thank you,, 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Wai/ter. We will, adjourn now until 9 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing.

Mr. Tavenner. What is your full name, please? 
Mr. Cariaso. Domingo Cariaso. 
Mr. Tavenner. Where do you live, Mr. Cariaso ? 
Mr. Cariaso. 430 North King Street. , 

Mr. Tavenner. How are you employed; what work do you clo? 
Mr. Cariaso. I am a dock foreman. 

Mr. Tavenner. I didn't understand your answer, state it again, 
please; what work do you do? 

Mr. Cariaso. I am dock foreman — in the loading. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Cariaso. Yes. * . . 

Mr. Tavenner. "Will you tell us who came to see you and asked you 
to become a member? 
Mr. Cariaso. Julian Napuunoa, Kaahawinui^Jabk K^wano.

Mr. Cariaso. I remember 1945— around November. 

Mr. Tavenner. What took place at that meeting? What happened ? 

Mr. Cariaso. Just discuss about the union, the ILWTJ, tell us, "Tell 
all my friends to elect for delegate to convention in the States,, would 
like to vote for delegate for convention in the States." Tell me, "Tell 
all your Filipino friends, 'For this guy.' " And so and so. 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of meeting did you say it was,? 

Mr. Cariaso. They tell me Political Action Committee. That is 
what I understand. 

Mr. Tavenner. That is what you understood then? 

Mr. Cariaso. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well when was anything said to you about the Com-: 
munist Party? , 

Mr. Cariaso. Oh the second time, they call me again. Where are 
you going again ? He told me that to go to discuss the union, Political 
Action Committee, Benny's house. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where? 

Mr. Cariaso. Benny's house, Benny Kaahawinui's* house. 
Mr. Tavenner. Benny Kaahawinui's house? 
Mr. Cariaso. Yes. , . 

Mr. Tavenner. Benny Kaahawinui, that is the right pronuncia- 
tion? 

Mr. Cariaso. It is hard to understand Hawaiian words. 
Mr. Tavenner. All right. Did you go to his house? 
Mr. Cariaso. He push me again to go inside that house. 
Mr. Tavenner. Who came to see you that second time? 
Mr. Cariaso. That sante guys; they put me in the car, to Jack 
Kawano's car.

Mr. Tavenner. Who were there at that meeting? 

Mr. Cariaso. Oh, I saw Jack Kawano and Freeman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who? 

Mr. Cariaso. Freeman. I don't know what the last name, one haole 
from the States. 

Mr, Tavenner. Would you say that name over again? 
Mr. Cariaso. Freeman. 
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Mr. Taveotter. Freeman? 
Mr. Cariaso. Yes. 

Mr. Taven^er. Do you know what Freeman's first name was? 
Mr. Cariaso. I don't know the first name, but they called turn Free- 
man. That is, what I heard. That is what I understand. 
Mr. TAyEk^ER. All right. Who else?: 

Mr. Cariaso; Benny, and William Kamaka, and Simeon Bagosol, 
and Bob Lum, Herman Ing, John Akana, and Frank Kalua.

Mr. Tavenner. At the first meeting? 

Mr. , Cariaso. Yes. 
• Mr. TayenjSter. Who was there at the first meeting ? 

Mr. Cariaso. Fujimoto. 

. Mr. Tavejoter. Well, now, did you see more than one pamphlet 
about communism? 
Mr. Cariaso. No, sir. 
Mr. Tavenotdr. Just the one? 

Mr. Carlaso. Yes; just only one; because he did not show me. "It 
is entirely secret," he said. 

Mi% Tavenster. Now, did you see anyone paying dues, paying any 
money at that house at the time of the. second meeting? 

Mr. Cariaso. The second meeting, sir, they collected $1 each person. 

Mr. Tavenner. What was that dollar for? 

Mr. Cariaso. He said for the dues. I told him, "Well, I am broke. 
I no can pay this $1." He said, "That's all right. You broke today. 
You give $1, pay your dues." I said, "I don't want to pay;" He said, 
"You buy kau-kau for here." That is Benny Kaahawinui told us. 
You pay for the food. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now who was that collected this money? 

Mr. Cariaso. Ben Kaahawinui. 

Mr. Tavekner. What did they say the money was fqr? 
Mr. Cariaso. He said for to buy food ; that's all. 
Mr. Tavenner. For food? 
Mr. Cariaso. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you get a card of any kind? 

Mr. Cariaso. No. He showed me one card, but no let me hold. 

Mr. Tayenner. He would not let you hold it? 

Mr. Cariaso. That's ri^ht, sir; 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of a card was it? 

Mr. Cariaso. Well, if I no make mistake, just like a blue card; blue 
card. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, explain that. 

Mr. Cariaso. A blue card. 

Mr. Tavenner. Blue? 

Mr. Cariaso. That's right. 

Mr. Tavenster. How big was it? 

Mr. Cariaso. Well, about 2 inches wide and about 3 inches long. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did he ask you to'signit ? 

Mr. Cariaso. He didn't tell me to sign, but somebody here picked my 
name. He said, "Your name inside," he told me. That's all. 
Mr: Tavenner. That your name was inside?

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Mr. Cariaso. Yes, 

' Mr. Tavenner. Did you see any writing on the card ? 

Mr. Oariaso; Well, I don?t remember, sir, because too far for me. 
It is like you and I, so f ar ; besides, it is at nighttime. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what did you understand this cardmeant? , 

Mr. Cariaso. Well, they got the big sign, the sign is "Communist 
Party, 5 ' that is why I understand that it was a Communist card. 

Mr. Tavenner. You understood that it was a Communist Party 
card you saw? 

Mr. Cariaso. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you pay any money yourself ? 
Mr. Cariaso. Well, they collected me about two dollar, that is what 
they collect me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, when you paid the money, did you pay it then, 
or did you pay it later? 

Mr. Cariaso. Oh, they collect me in our office on the job. He told 
me, "Give them $2 for to pay dues." Well, I told him, "Why only 
me, $2?" 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, did you find out whether some people were 
being charged less than that? 
Mr. Cariaso. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you pay the money at one time, or at different 
times ? I mean, $1 one time, and $1 another. How did you pay it? 
Mr. Cariaso. I paid one time $2. 
Mr.. Tavenner. That is, you paid $2 more than once ? 
Mr: Cariaso. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you get any receipt or anything for the money 
that you paid? 

Mr. Cariaso. No, sir. They no give me receipt. These guys, they 
hide from me, don't give me nothing. Just like my one enemy for 
that. So that time they too far from me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Was this meeting open to the public? Could any- 
body attend this meeting? 

Mr. Cariaso. No, sir. That is what they told me. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was the meeting secret ? 

Mr. Cariaso. No ; the second time I went, that was at Benny's house, 
they close all the windows. "What for they close the window?" I 
told them, "By and by, somebody hear us." That is why I find out it 
is against American Government. It is part of Bussia then. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, at any of these meetings, was anything said 
about the Communist Party, and if so, what was said ? 
^ Mr. Cariaso. Well, he don't say anything about meetings, only 
discuss about the Political Action Committee, PAC, he said. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you hold any office in the local union at the time 
that they asked you to come to these meetings? 

Mr. Cariaso. They put up my name on the executive board, in the 
meeting, about every Wednesday, for us to meet again, executive board 
meeting. I told them what, nobody put me in the office. "That's all 
right, you are a strong union man. You go down to the union and 
discuss about union meeting.- You can talk to your countrymen, and 
tell them about that. Tell them to pick that man. Never mind, you 
go down and talk." I go down in the meeting, and they do mostly 
the talking, Benny and Julian, John Akana, and this guy, they give 
me — they no give me a chance for talk. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Were you elected to this office after you went to 
the, meeting? . 

Mr, Oariaso. They -were elected from the office, in the union omce. 
They pull up my name without asMng me a question. 

Mr. Tavenner. They put up your name without asking? 

Mr. Oariaso. That's right. 

"Mr. Tavenner. That is, after you had gone to these meetings? 

Mr. Oariaso. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you elected? 

Mr. Oariaso. They check my name off, without asking me a question. 
Mr. Tavenner. I Jmow, but the election was in your favor, I mean? 

Mr. Oariaso. Well, they told me 

Mr. Tavenner. I mean, you won the election? 
Mr. Oariaso. I won the election, but nobody vote for me. 
Mr. Tavenner. If I understood you right, you say that you won 
the election, and nobody voted for you? 
Mr. Oariaso. That's right, sir. 
Mr. Tavenner. How do you explain that? 

Mr. Oariaso. Well, I see my name on the list, executive board com- 
mittee. They put my name as Domingo Oariaso. I tell him, "What's 
the matter? I am not an educated man. I am not a smart man." 
They tell me, "That's all right, you can talk for your countrymen, can 
tell them all about it." So, I no likeHhis kind of job, work labor 
enough, but Benny and Julian push me inside. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you go to any more of these meetings ? 

Mr. Oariaso. Well, the last time they told me, "Your committee 
meet again." He told me executive board meeting down pier 11. He 
puts down. "What's the matter, got another executive board meeting ? 
That's not this office." He said, "You go inside." And they closed the 
door. Just like make me calaboose man, he put me inside. 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of a meeting was this ? 

Mr. Oariaso. At the time that they called the meeting, they said, 
"You got people, friends, Filipino, who can vote, who want elected, 
just like delegate, that to sign up. That's what he told us,, and I got 
friend to tell all our friends vote for these guys. That forced us, 
tell all these people how they can vote for these people, PAO, Political 
Action Committee, that's what he said. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were the same people present at that meeting, most 
of them? 

Mr. Oariaso. Not most, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who were there? 

Mr. Oariaso. I seen, but I don't remember the name. I seen two 
Japanese from Kauai, Jack Kawano introduced me. Jack Kawano, to 
the two Japanese guys. William Kamaka, Andrew Naeole, John 
Akana, and Herman Ing, and Frank Kalua. 

That's all I can remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. At this meeting that this man Freeman attended, 
the earlier meeting, what did he have to say in the meeting, do you 
remember? 

Mr. Oariaso. They told us that down at Benny's house, make strong 
union, force all the people, they no can understand that union, they like 
more union, more profit for strong union. 
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Mr. Tavenner. A*£tei? you- were shown the card, your Commtmist* 
Party card, how long did you stay in the Communist Party, or did you 
stay m it at all ? . 

Mr. Cariaso. I didn't stay in there so long, because I found out I 
am against Atnericaii Government. Goddamn. I don't like this party 
over here. It is part of Eussia. That is, if I could get him, I would 
shoot this guy. Because I don't like this against United States 
Government. 

Mr. Tavenjster. Did you go to any more meetings ? 

Mr. Cariaso. No; that is the last meeting I go, pier 11. They call 
me gcutc i down to theiiieeting, and I said— I told them no like, no like 
to go. He scratch my name off , -scratch my name f> rom-the CIO, because 
I no like any more to 'join any party. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions. 

Mr* Walter. You are excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Tavenner. Saturnino Cablay, 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand, do you swear that the 
testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Cablay. Yes. 

TESTIMONY 0E< SATURNINO CABLAY 

Mr. Tavestbter. What is your name, please? 
Mr. Cablay. Saturnino Cablay. 
Mr. Tavenner. Where were you born? 
Mr. Cablay. I was born in the Philippine Islands. 
Mr.^TAVENNER. How long have you lived in the Territory of 
Hawaii? 

Mr. Cablay. I lived here for about 20 years now. 
Mr. Tavenner. Are you an American. citizen? 
Mr. Cablay. I was on the naturalized list, for naturalization, at 
1947. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you work? 

Mr. Cablay. I am working for McCabe> Hamilton, Eenney Co. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you worked for that company? 

Mr. Cablay. I worked with the company for about 8 years. 

Mr. TavejCtner. What type of work do you do for that company 
at the present time? 

Mr. Cablay. I am stevedore foreman. > 

Mr. Tavenner. What type of work is done by the men of whom you 
are the foreman? 

Mr. Cablay. I direct my men, to show how they handle the job. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is their job? 

Mr. Cablay. It is loading and discharging the boat. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you join the Communist Party at one time? 

Mr. Cablay. Yes ; I joined the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. When was that? 

Mr. Cablay. That was the early part of 1945, sir. 

Mr. Tavenjster. Will you tell the committee how you happened to 
join the party, the reason for your joining, how it came about? 
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Mr. Cablat: On .the first beginning, I did not know it was -the 
Communist Party. I was approached by Mr. William Kamaka to 
join that party. At that meeting I didn't know it was a Communist 
Party, because we were brought, during the evening, to go to Mr* 
Benny Kaahawinui's house. When we were there in that house, we 
were locked up, nobody can hear us. I didn't know it was a Com- 
munist meeting. But, on the last four more meetings I attended, I 
found it out that it was the Communist line, because they distributed 
us Communist pamphlets, in order to learn something about the' 
Eussia lines. That is on this last meeting. The meeting I attended. 
I realized to myself that it is against Aoierica. After all, I think 
America is my country. So, I told them not to call me for any more 
meetings. I quit entirely those meetings. I was forced to pay my 
dues for a dollar a month. I was given a membership card, but I 
was forced to turn it back to Mr. Julian Napuunoa. So, t turn back 
my membership card, because they forced me to. take it back. Then 
on those meetings we had, we were taught to obey in the Communist 
line, because they show us how to go in the Communist line/ and 
which Julian Napuunoa gave me. When I realized, it is bad for me, 
so I resigned that party line, sir, in the early part of 1946. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who gave you the Communist Party card? 

Mr. Cablat. Julian KTapuunoa gave me the Coinmunist Party 
card. 

Mr. Tavenner. How many times did you pay your dues, do you 
think? 

Mr. Cablat. Well, if I was not mistaken, it was the early part of 
the month of March 1945, up until the last day of 1945, and' in a few 
months on the part of 1946. I stop paying my dues since that time. 
I think it over and over, to quit from that line. 
. Mr. Tavenner. Who did you pay your dues to ? 

Mr. Cablat. I paid to Julian Napuunoa or Mr. William Kamaka;. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, did they give you any reason why they wanted 
you to j oin the Communist Party, any of them ? , - * 

Mr. Cablat. Well, Mr. William Kamaka approached me, and he 
wanted me to be elected on the Filipino side. 

Mr. Tavenner; Did you : hold a position in the union at the time, 
in your local? 

Mr. Cablat. Yes ; I was once ; I was voted as second vice-president 
on the Filipino side, on the board of trustees, without my consent. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you elected to that position before you joined 
this group, or after you joined the group? „ 

Mr. Cablat. I was elected before I joined this group. > 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you .elected to any position after you joined 
the group? 

Mr. Cablat. JSTo; X was not elected any more when I joined the 
group. . . » • v 

Mr. Tavenner. Now,* will* you tell us the names of those persons 
who attended these meetings which you attended? 

Mr. Cablat. They . are Mr. William- Kamaka, Julian zNapliunoa, 
David Pahimii, Domingo Cariaso, Robert Lum^Simeon ]B,agasol, Mr. 
Jack KawaQO," George Kamaka, Herman. Jng,-,^o;^^ 
Kealoha, Joe Blurr, Kichard Shigemitsu,^ ji^lfTKamoto, "Eileen 
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Fujimoto, John Elias and Fred Kamhoahoa, Frank Kalua, aiid Pedro 
Damolan. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mentioned the fact that Communist pamphlets 
were given out to the members. Can you remember what those! 
pamphlets were about, that is, the names of any of the people who 
wrote the pamphlets or who were mentioned in the pamphlets. 

Mr. Cablay. Well, I can— I don't quite remember now who were 
the authors of those pamphlets,' but it is a pamphlet as written in 
Communist propaganda on J the headlines and were distributed, a 
small size, about half a foot in length and 6 inches in width, and 
they are thin books, they are very thin books. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you asked to pay for those pamphlets or 
were they given to you, the pamphlets or books? 

Mr. Cablay. I used to pay from 10 cents up to 25 cents. 

Mr. Tavenner. Who distributed the pamphlets? 

Mr. Cablay, Mr. Julian Napuunoa distributed the papers and Mr. 
Benny Kaahawinui. 

Mr. Walter. Did those pamphlets explain that in Communist 
dominated and controlled countries labor unions were not permitted ? 

Mr. Cablay. I beg your pardon. 

Mr, Walter. Did you learn from those pamphlets that in Com- 
munist-controlled cotifitriSs labor uliidiis are not allowed? 
Mr. Cablay. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Walter. Did the pamphlets explain that? 
Mr. Cablay. Yes. 

Mr, Wai/ter. Couldn't have a labor union? 
Mr. Cablay, Yes. 

Mr. Walter. Did the pamphlets explain that workers could not 
strike in Communist-dominated countries? 

Mr. Cablay. No. What I think, I remember in my mind is that— 
how to always win over the employers and how to whip them by doing 
false ideas. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you have anything else that you would like to. 
say about your membership in the Communist Party or the activities 
of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Oablay. Well, I am sorry to say, sir, that I joined such Com- 
munist Party line and I hope that from now on I am not be betrayed 
by those people because I love America and I love this country and 
now I told the truth to help my country, America. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions. 

.Mr. Walter. My attention has been calledto the fact that on sev- 
eral occasions witnesses have been criticized who have testified here, 
and I would like to announce that it is a very serious thing.

Mr. Tavenner. Before that. 
Mr. Shimizu.. Before that? 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes*. 

Mr. Shimizu. Well, first I was vice chairman. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Well, then, when were you first made vice chair- 
man? 

Mr. S tttmtz tt. In the year 194:7, # 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you hold any position before you were 
made vice president? _ , « 

Mr. Seceviiztt. No. No, I don't recall. Yes; only as member of the 
executive board. i-.lt. ^ 

Mr. Tavenner. When were you made a member ot the executive 

board? 

Mr. Shbviizu. The year of 1946. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party at any time since you were a member of the executive board o± 
your local union? , . , , 

Mr. Shimizu. On the advice of my counsel, I refuse to answer that 
question, on the basis that it may tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions. 

(Witness-excused.) . , 

Mr. Tavenner. That is all the witnesses that have -been subpenaed 
for this morning, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Walter. The subcommittee will stand m recess until 2 o cloc&. 

(Thereupon, a recess was taken until 2 p. m., Tuesday, April 18, 
1950.) 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

(The hearing was resumed at 2 p. m., Representatives Frands B. 
Walter, Burr P. Harrison, Morgan M. Moulder, and Harold H. V elde 
being present.) . 

Mr. Walter. The meeting, will come to order. 

Mr. Tavenner.- Mr. Robert Lum. 

Mr. Walter. Will you raise your right hand. Do you swear that 
the testimony that you are about to give will be the truth, the whole 
truth, an&nothing but the, truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Lum.' I do. 

Mr. Walter. Sit down, please. 

TESTIMONY OF ROBERT ITJM 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your name, please? 
Mr. Lum. I am Robert Lum. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you live, Mr. Lum, at the present time? 
Mr. Lum. My home, now, you mean? 
Mr. Tavenner. Yes ; where you live now. 
Mr. Lum. Waipahu. 
Mr. Tavenner. Where do you work? 
Mr. Lum. McCabe, Hamilton & Renny, stevedore. 
Mr. Tavenner. How long have you worked there? 
Mr. Lum. Since 1942— '42. . # 

• Mr. Tavenner. 1942. Have you ever held a position m your local 
union? 

Mr. Lum. Yes; member of the executive board, 137. 
Mr. Ta^n^r.. When:- were you.maide a memb.er^ of ?the executive 
'board' bf your - unit, your local ? 

Sir. Lum. I guess it was about '46, 1946. 
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Mr; Tato^ner. Did you hold any position -before that time?, 
Mr. Lmvi. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. In your local union? 
Mr; Ljjm. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party?; 
Mr. Lrac. Yes. 

Mr.. Tavenner. Will you tell the committee about that, "how, -you 
happened to join, and who asked you to join ? 

Mr. I/rac. Well, to start with my story, you see, when I was an 
executive board member, local 137, 1 attend that meeting, as a labor 
board meeting, see, and this person, John Akana, approached me, well, 
say every— almost every day, anyway, to try to convince me to attend 
a certain kind of a meeting. So, see, finally, I agreed with him, I 
said— "Well, I will go to the meeting just—" for my part, just to 
please him. So, he told me to meet him at Aala Park. Then we got 
on the bus, and then we went up to — it is going to Benny Kaahawinui's, 
he has got a big nose. So, we call him Big Nose. 

Mr, Tavenner. That was Benny—- ^ 

Mr. Ltjm. Kaahawinui. 
* Mr. Tavenner. Kaahawinui. 

Mr. Ltjk. We called him Benny Big Nose, anyway. So, I was 
left outside on the porch. And then this person, John Akana, went 
in, and they had a discussion, I guess for about 5 minutes, and then 
.they called me in. So, I went in. I went in there, and the room was 
kind of -dark, dim. They had dim lights. The windows was down. 
The curtains were pulled over. So, I felt, gee, this must be some 
kind of a funny kind of L meeting, so, I didn't know it was a Com- 
munist Party meeting. Then they had a discussion. They had a 
•discussion about some kind of work, I don't remember. But when they 
addressed the ; chair, they said, "Comrade Chairman." 

Mr. Tavenner. They said what? 

Mr. Lrai. "Comrade Chairman." That is how they addressed the 
chairman. And there I saw a lot of the boys from my company which 
worked there, attending the meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. iWell, -now,. I understood* you to say that John 
Akana had asked you a good many" times to join the Communist 
Party? ' * * - . * * - - - . - 

Mr. Lrai. That's right. . c \ > 

\ Mx. Tavenner. Well*, then,, did you* agree to join the— did you agree 
with him that you would join the Qommunist Party or did jbu first 
want to go to a meeting? * 1 * 

Mr. Lott. No. I agreed with John Akana to go. I did not agree 
to join the Communist Party at the time.. 

Mr. Taveotter. .You did>npt agree'at that time ? 

Mr. Ltntf. No. But he always was after me^. every day, and finally 
I got tired, and just to please him, I went to. that meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. You went to the meeting ? - 

Mr. Lum. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. What kind of a meeting was T this that you went to ? 

Mr. Lum. Well,, the first I went to,- anyhow, at first* I did not know 
what kind of a meeting it was, until after the. meeting, and they gave 
me a book, a great big red bo'qk. I remember the title, it says, "The 
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Great Conspiracy Against Russia." That is the big red book they gave 
me. They told me to read it, if I have- time to read it; Don't let .any- 
body see that book. 

. Mr. v Tavenner. Not to let anybody see that book? . 
Mr. Lrar. That's right. ' 

Mr. Walter. The title .of that book was, "The Great Conspiracy

Mr. Ltnvr. "Against Russia." 

Mr.. Taven-ner. "Was this the meeting that John Akana wanted you 
to go to?

Mr. Taven^er. Who did you go to this meeting with? Did you 
go with anyone? ' J 

. Mr.Xmr: I went with him. 

Mr. Tavenner, Went with him ? 

Mr. Lrar. Yes ; I met him at Aala Park that afternoon. 

Mr. Tayenner. Now, did you get a Communist Party card? 

Mr. Lrar. Yes ; I did liaye one. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you. get your card? 
:• Mr. Lrar: Intheearlypartof 1946, 1 guess: 

Mr. Tatoistner. Well, with reference to this first meeting, did you 
have a card before '^ou went to this meeting, or did you get your.card 
after you went to this meeting? 

Mr.. Lrar. After the meeting.

Mr. Lrar. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, was it the same night or . was it at some 
later :date?

Mr., Lrar, Well, this Julian Napuunoa, or something like that, is 
his name, he was the one that told me that they were going to have 
a party meeting. 

Mr. Taxenner. A party meeting? 

Mr. Lrar. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, what do you mean by a party meeting, there 
are lots of patties. 
Mr. Ltoi. Communist Party meeting. - 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. Who told you that? Heboid you that? 
Mr. Lrar. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. And did anybody else tell you anything about that 
meeting? w * * 

Mr. Lrar. No. - • - - 
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Mr. Tavenner. Did lie tell you where the meeting wasto be held? 
Mr. Ltjm. No.; but he told me to meet at Benny's house, Benny's 
Kaahawinui's house. 
Mr. Tavenner. Then, did you go to Benny Kaahawinui's house? 
Mr. Ltjm. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. By yourself, or with someone else? 
Mr. Ltjm. No ; by myself. 

Mr. Tavenner. By yourself. Then, tell us what happened. 

Mr. Ltjm. I went- ther# by myself, because I knew it was-^-first I 
went there once before, see? Then I met Benny oyer there. Then 
I waited for a while over there, and then he told me that we are going 
to catch the bus. So we got the same bus that goes up that way. 
We rode on the bus, and we dropped off some place. We dropped 
off at the bus also, and we started — and he started to walk backward, 
back again. You know, I mean, after he dropped off. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean he went beyond the place ? 

Mr. Lum. That's right. Beyond the place. Then started to walk 
back. I asked him where he was §oing. He said it is farther down, 
you see. So I kept walking with him. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just a second. Did he tell you why he went on 
beyond the place? 

Mr. Ltjm. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. All right. 

Mr. Ltjm. Then he kept on walking, and then he started to return 
again the same way. 
. Mr. Tavenner. Return again? 

Mr. Lum. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. In other words, he went down, then went back? 

Mr. Lqm. He went back again. That's right, see ? 

Mr. Tavenner. Just a minute. I want to .find out about that. 
Where did you go when you got off the streetcar, I mean the bus, 
and came back, did you go, to anybody else's house? 

Mr. Ltjm. No. Just on the highway. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just on the highway. You turned around? 
Mr. Ltjm. He turned around. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now,, did he tell you why he was going to turn 
around and go back again ? 

Mr. Ltjm. No. He didn't tell me why. I asked him. So, "What 
are we doing now ?" I told him. He said, "Oh, just going back again.?? 
Then he went there to the house, and he looked around if anybody 
was around there, and we just walked up 'the stairs and entered in 
Jack Kimoto's house. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who else were in the house? 

Mr. Ltjm. Jack Kimoto was there, and a woman, Eileen. 

Mr. Tavenner. A woman by the name of Eileen? 

Mr. Ltjm. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know what her last name was ? 
Mr. Lum. Eileen Fujimoto. 
Mr, Tavenner. All right. 

Mr. Ltjm. And then there was Joe Kealalio, and Levi Kealoha, John 
Elias, Richard Shigemitsu. There was David Kamaka, there was 
Herman Ing, and Frank Kalua, and John Akana. 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you remember any others? 
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' Mr. Ltoi. Well, at the first meeting at Benny's house, I remember 
some of the boys from the McCabe side, there was Simeon Bagasol, 
Benny, Jack Kawano, Kamaka, and Sain Cabigon. 

Mr. Tavenner. What Kamaka was that? # 

Mr. Ltjm. William Kamaka, at Bennyfs, William Kamaka. 

Mr. Tavennek. You mean to say William? _ 

Mr. Lxnvr. Tes, that's right. At Benny's house, there was Frank 
Kalua and— I don't know what his last name was, Naeole, something 
like that, Herman Ing. I mentioned Herman Ing, I guess. Julian 
Napuunoa. , A ^ _ . . 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you say Naeole ? I didn't understand. 

Mr. Ltot. Naeole. He works where I am working at McOabe. 

Mr. Tavenner. He works at McCabe? 

Mr. Ltot. Yes. ^ , 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you remember his first name t 

Mr. Lrai. Andrew. 

Mr. 'TAVENNER. Now, were all these persons employed at the same 
place where you were working?^ 

Mr. Ltjm:; Except Joe Kealalio. 

Mr. Tavenner. Is this Joe Kealalio known by any other name* 
Mr. Lrar. Joe Blurr, I guess. 
Mr. Tayen^er. Joe^Blurr? 

Mr. Ltjm. Yes. , 0 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, who was the chairman of the meeting? 
* Mr. Ltjm. Jack Kawano. That was at Benny's house. 
Mr. Tavenster. Who was the chairman of this second meeting? 
Mr. Lum. JackKimoto. 
Mr. Tavenner. Jack Kimoto? 

Mr. Lu,m. Yes. t • 

Mr. Tavenner. At this first meeting, can you tell us what they dis- 
cussed, what they talked about, do you remember? 

.Mr. Lrar. Well, they were discussing about extending the labor 
movement, and the party, so far as the party is concerned, .the Com- 
munist Party. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, I didn't quite hear you. 

Mr. Ltjm:. They were ' discussing about the labor movement, and 
about the Communist Party. . 

Mr. Tavenner. The labor movement and the Communist Party * 

Mr. Ltnvr. The Communist Party, 

Mr; Tavenner; Now, can you- tell us what they said about the labor 
union, or the labor movement and the Communist Party ? Do you 
remember anything that they said, or that was said by anyone? 

Mr. Lira. Well, they were discussing about recruiting more mem- 
bers, to attend this party meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. When you say party meeting 

Mr. Ltoi. Communist Party meeting. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean Communist Party? 

Mr. Ltjm. That's right. % . 

Mr. Tavenner. Can you remember anything more that was said* 

Mr. Ltjm. Well, they asked me to try to get a few persons to attend 
that kind of meeting, which I did 1 not do. 

Mr. Tavenner. To attend what? 

Mr. Ltjm. The Communist meetings, to get recruits, or recuitmore 
men to attend the meeting. 
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Mr, Tavb^ner. Now, at .this- second meeting at the home of Jack 
Kimoto, who was the chairman' of that meeting? 

Mr.Luai. Kimctto, -. J$ck Kimoto, ^ " _ 

Mr. Ta tonser. Can you 'tell us what was talked about, what was 
discussed at that meeting? ' < 

Mr. Luar. Well, I heard- this woman, Eileen, say she* was here about 
the sugar strike, that is what I heard,, I know that she mentioned 
something about the sugar strike. . 

Mr. Tavenneii. Do you remember whether there were present per- 
sons at that meeting from other locals besides yours ? 

Mr, Lum, You mean union locals? 

Mi\ Tatonner. Yes. 

Mr. Lum. There was the McCabe group, and the Castle & Cooke 
group. 

Mr. Tavennes. So that was a joint meeting? 
Mr. Lum, Joint, that's right. Joint. 

Mr, Tayb^ner.* Now, when you say joint meeting, it was a joint 
meeting of what? 
Mr. Lusi. Party meeting, Communist Party meeting, 
Mr. Tayenner, Communist Party meeting? 
Mr* Lum. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenher. You mean of different r branches? T 
Mr. Lum. Different branches, that's right. 

Mi\ Tatoiwer. When you called these branches by the names of 
the company, you mean that people who were members oi the Com- 
munist Party wer.e working at these places ? 

Mr. Lum. That's right. . 

Mr. Tavenner. Is that correct? 

Mr. Lum. That's right. That's correct. 

- Mr. Tavenner. Now, did you^ee Communist pamphlets distributed 
among the members at any time,other than at that first meeting, when 
you received your big red book? 1 

- Mr. Lum. Wo. . * - *■ 

Mr. Tavenner. To whom did you pay dues? 

Mr. Lum;. I remember I paid my dues to William Kamaka. 

Mr. Tayenster. How many: times. did- you pay.him? 

Mr, Lum. I remember just one time, I guess, that is when he^-I 
was working on pier 15, and he was the-superintendent, of course, over 
there. He is in charge over there. He asked me for'my dues. So, 
he told me I was $6 back, which I did not pay dues at the beginning. 
Well, Ihadalittlemoney at the time, so I gave him- $6. 

Mr. Tatcnner. Now,* were, yon piit on the executive board before 
you became a member of the ►Communist Party, or after you bec&me 
a member. - 

Mr. Lum. I was put on, you see, j didn't know I was elected as ,an 
executive board member until when they had the election, ahd-tliey 
told me I was elected, which I did not run for that office. In other 
words, I was railroaded in. 

Mr. Tavennbr; You wer$ railroaded into office? - 

Mr. Lum. That is wh^t I think of it. 

Mr. Tavenker. It was withoutyour knowledge? 

Mr. Lum. That's right. 

Mr,. Tayenotjr: Well, how do you account for that, how did that 
happen, when you did not stand for election yourself? ; 
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Mr: Iaxm. Well, they had, tliey had held a rank and file meeting, 
which they had, and they named me, which, I was not there, and they 
had myname on the list. 

Mr. Tayen-ner. Who had your name on the list? 

Mr. I/OTr. Well, the secretary of the union, I guess, when we had the 
regular rank and file* union meeting. 

Mr: Tavenjter. Who was the secretary then? 

Mr. Ltim. It was Abe, Yulrio Abe. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did YuMo Abe attend any of these meetings? 
Mr. Ltjm. No. 

Mr. Tayen^er. That you attended? 

Mr. Ltox. What meeting? 

Mr. Tavenner. The Communist Party meeting. 

Mr. Lxnvr. No. 

Mr. Tavenster. Well, I started out by asking you whether you were 
put on the executive board after you became a' member of the Com- 
munist Party, ox before, in other words, when you joined the Com- 
munist Party, were you a member of the executive board, or did you 
become a member later? 

Mr. Ltnuc. Well, I was a member of the executive board. 

Mr. Tavenner. Before you became a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Luk. That's right. Well, from there on, after I was a mem- 
ber of the executive board, John Alcana started to work me in. 
Mr. Tavestner. What is that? 

Mr. Ltox. You see, when I was a member of the executive board, 
then this fellow, John Akana, approached me to attend these Com- 
munist Party .meetings. _ . . . 

Mr. Tavenner. I see. Then, if you were a member of the executive 
board before you became a Communist, or a member of the Commu- 
nist Party, then the Communist Party did not have anything to do 
with your being made a member of that board ? 

MiVLuar. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. So far as you know, is that right? 
Mr. Lum. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long before you were made a member of the 
Communist PaHy was it that you were elected to the executive board? 
How long had you been on the executive board before- you became a 
member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Luai. Well, from January 1946, to about March or February^ 
anyway. 

Mr. Tavenner. January, until March? 
.Mr. Ltol Yes, between March and February. 
Mr. Tavenshgr, What position did J ack Kimoto hold in the union at 
that time? 

Mr.Ltnvr. I don't know what position he was holding. • 
Mr. Tavenner. Do you know whether Ben Kaahawinui held any 
position at that time ? 
Mr. I/om. In the Communist Party? 

Mr. Tavenner. Whether he held any position in your local union? 
Mr. Lrovr. Well, he was business agent. 

Mr. Tavenotjr. Now, you told us that Jack Akana, or John Aka'na-^ 
that John Akana had asked you many times to become a member of 
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the Communist Party. Can you tell us when he first asked you .to be- 
coifre a member? * ' 

Mr. Lxjm. I can't remember, even in the year 1946, the early part 
of 1946.. 

Mr. Tavenner. It was the early part of 1946. Now, do you re- 
member whether it was before you became a member of the execu- 
tive board,, or whether it was after you became a member that he first 
talked to you about it? 

Mr. Lxtm. After I was a member of the executive board. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, how long were you a member of the Commu- 
nist Party? 

Mr. Lum. Well, about, say, about 9 or 8 months. 
Mr. Tavenner. Did I ask you who gave you the Communist Party 
card? 
Mr. Ltxm. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Would you tell us % 

Mr. Ltjm. To tell you the story, one morning, when I was going to 
my job, Julian Napuunoa called me over on the side. So I went over 
there to see him. Then he gave me a small little card, and he told me 
to keep it hid, keep it hid all the time,* so, I did not look at the card 
at first, I put it in my pocket. Then I continued on my way. After 
I got through work, then when I was home, then I tooli a look at the 
card, and I seen it didn't have my name on it, but there were code 
numbers, some kind of numbers on the card, on the top of the card, 
and there was some kind of a signature, almost at the bottom, but at 
the bottom there was a signature of William Z. Foster, 

Mr. Tavenner. William Z.Foster? 

Mr. Lttm. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you find out who William Z. Foster was? 
Mr. Lmi. No. I suppose I didn't know, then I started reading the 
paper, and then I found out who it was. 
Mr. Tavenner. And who was he? 

Mr. Lum. He was the Communist Party, some kind — he held office 
in the Communist Party, anyway, some kind of office. 

Mr. Tavenner. He was chairman of the Communist Party for the 
United States? 

Mr. Ltbiw Yes, that's right. I think that is how it was reading, on 
the card. William Z. Foster^ chairman of the Communist Party, 
tJnited States of America. That was on the bottom of the card, the 
Communist Party card. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did you, while you were in the Communist Party, 
did you learn to know the name of William Schneidermann? 

Mr. Lrai. I don't know. I don't remember. 

Mr. Tavenner. You don't remember. Why did you leave the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Ltjm. Well, I don't believe in what they preach. They ain't 
doing no benefit for me. 

Mr Tavenner. Well, how did you get out of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lttm. Well, I just didn't go to that kind of meeting no more. 

Mr. Tavenner. When did you stop going? 

Mr. Lum:. Well, I think — I remember, I think, it was, see, about 
October. 
Mr. Tavenner. What year? 
Mr. Lxjm. October 1946. 
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Mr. Tavenner. Have you. ever been back to the Communist Party 
meeting since that? 
* Mr. Lmr. No. , 

' Mr. Tavenner. Is there anything that you want to say about your 
membership in the party, or anything that you can tell us about 
that, that I have not asked you about ? ' 

Mr. Ltjm. Well, I am glad that I am, out of the party now. I am 
glad that I am living in this country, the United States of America. 
1 am very proud to live in this country. It is a great America, and I 
shall oppose any group or any party that wants to overthrow my 
Government of the United States of America. 

Mr.. Tavenner. I have no further questions. 

Mr. Velde., Do you still have the red book entitled "Conspiracy 
Against the Soviet Kussia"? 
Mr. Lrar. No, sir. 

Mr. VeixDE. Have you ever read it through? 
Mr. Ltoi. No. 

Mr. Velde. You are satisfied that the Communist doctrines are 
un-American, and teach the overthrow of our form of government by 
force and violence? 

Are you satisfied that the teachings of the Communist Party, that 
the teachings or the principles of the Communist Party are un- 
American? 

Mr. Ltoi. I am not satisfied with that kind of preaching. 

Mr. Velde. You are not satisfied with the Communist preachings? 

Mr. Ltoi. Yes. 

Mr. Velde. And that is one of the .reasons .that you left the party, 
isn't it? 
Mr. Ltoi. That's right. 

Mr. Harrison. On behalf of the committee, we desire to thank you 
for your appearance here today, and your courage in giving us your 
assistance. That's all.

Mr. Tavenner. Mrs. Adele Kensinger. 

Mr. Harrison. Will you stand and hold up your right hand, please?

Mrs. BousLoa That is right The motion is in the same form 
and on the same constitutional grounds as the other motions,' and I 
understand from the chairman that they will appear before any 
testimony of the -witness in all the cases.

Do you recall whether there was a Filipino 
boy present besides yourself? 
Mr. Lorenzo. No, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you know Tom Tagawa? . _ 
Mr. Lorenzo. I also forget to mention his name. He was also in that meeting. 
Mr. Tavenner. Tom Tagawa was there? 
Mr. Lorenzo. Yes, sir. 

Will you-please state to the committee whether or not you were 
present at such a meeting? 

Mr. Moulder. You mean present at a meeting there $ # 

Mr. Tavenner. Yes, sir.' At such a meeting. At a meeting at Tom 
Yagi's house and, if so, what kind of a meeting it was, if you know, 

Mr. Tagawa. Did it state the date, the year of the meeting?^ 

Mr. Tavenner. The date was in 1947, according to the testimony, 
and I am endeavoring to ascertain between what months. Let me 
ask you a question. Do you recall attending a meeting in 1947 at the 
home of Thomas Yagi? . _ _ . T 

Mr. Tagawa. On Lorenzo's allegation, I can honestly say that 1 
have never been to a meeting with Lorenzo at Yagi's house. I have 
been to several meetings, that is, union meetings, in the union office, 
because at that time, if I recall correctly, he was the union business 
agent/ and I have attended meetings, stewards' meetings*' council 
meetings, and so forth. 
■ Mr. Tavenner. At the union? 

Mr. Tagawa. At the union office. 

Mr. Tavenner. The question I asked you was about your attend- 
ance at a meeting at the home of Thomas Yagi. Do you recall whether 
you attended a meeting at the home of Thomas Yagi? 

Mr. Tagawa. I do not. 

Mr. Tavenner. You mean you don't recall. 

Mr. Tagawa. I don't recall any meeting with Lorenzo. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you recall attending a meeting at Thomas 
Yagi's. house, whether Lorenzo, whether you remember whether 
Lorenzo was there or not. « 

Mr. Tagawa. I don?t recall any such meetings. 

Mr. Tavenner. Now, do you recall attending any meeting at the 
home of Thomas Yagi, during 1947, regardless of the kind of meeting 
it might have been/ regardless of who were present at the meetings? 

Mr. Tagawa. Well, we had gatherings, that is, political gatherings, 
social gatherings, and otherwise. Go over there to have some hekka : 
dinner and discuss things. That is, union matters, political matters, 
or even the weather. 

Mr.. Tavenner. At the home of Thomas Yagi? 

Mr. Tagawa. That is not the official meetings. Just go over there. 
Yagi would call me up and say r "Let's "have a chicken hekka dinner 
tonight." But no such thing, was discussed as far as communism is 
concerned. I can assure you that. 

5 Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you recall attending a meeting at Thomas 
Yagi's at which Frank Takahashi was present and also Robert Mura- 
saki, Kameo Ichiifiura, Ben Nakamura^ Koiclii Imori, and Fedrico 
Lorenzo? 
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Mr. Tagawa. Not all at one time. Sometimes. I am there and. 
sometimes I am not. Sometimes Yagi— I mean these dther people- 
were there. 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, do you recall being there at any time when, 
Fedrico Lorenzo was there? 
Mr. Tagawa. Not that I know of. 
Mr. Tavenner. You say not that you know of ? 
Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you mean you don't remember, or do you mean 
that you were not at any such meeting?

Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Did you see any of the same type of material at the 
place where you say you did meet on union matters, in the ILWTJ 
union office? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. Just unioii literature. 

Mr. Tavenner. Just union literature. 

Mr. Tagawa. Yes. 

Mr, Tavenner. Did you see any Communist Party literature there's 

Mr. Tagawa. No. 

(Counsel confers with witness.) 
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"Mr. Tavenner. Have you ever- — - 

Mr. Matt. I am sorry. 
. Mr. Tavenner. No, I did not want to interrupt you. If you desire 
to consult with Mm, I don't mean to interrupt. 

Mr. Tarawa. How do you distinguish between Communist litera- 
ture and union literature? . . 
- Mt.Tavenner. Well, wouldn't you think that the Communist Party 
constitution might constitute Communist Party literature? Did you 
see that at any time ? 

Mr. Taoawa. Not that! kno,w of. 

Mr. Tavenner. .Here is some of the Communist Party literature, 
ior instance, whichMr. Fedrico Lorenzo introduced in evidence here, 
which was given to him, according to his testimony, by Thomas Yagi, 
.and in order that you might know just what that Communist Party 
literature was, in response to your inquiry, I will just give you the 
titles of some of the papers and some of the pamphlets. Constitu- 
tion of the Communist Party of the United States of America. Did 
you see that? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. . 

Mr. Tavenner. What You Should Know About Communism and 
About Communists. Did you see that pamphlet there ? . *

Mr. Tagawa. No. . 

Mr. Tavenner. V. I. Lenin, Marxist Pamphlets No. 4, entitled 
-"The State." Did you see that? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Does that give you a fairly clear idea of what 
•Communist — - 
Mr. Tagawa. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. Pamphlets and literature consist of? 
Mr. Tagawa. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Another is this: Is Communism American? by 
Eugene Dennis— Nine Questions About the Communist Party An- 
swered. Organized Labor and the Fascist Danger, by William Z. 
Foster. Did you see that? 

Mr. Tagawa. I have seen that. 

Mr. Tavenner. You did see that in the union hall ? 

Mr. Tagawa. Yes, sir. 
' Mr. Tavenner. No.w, let me ask you about some others. What You 
Should Know About the Communists, published by the Communist 
Party, U. S. A., New York City' Did you see that? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Communist Keview. Did you see that? 
Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. The Menace of a New World War, by William Z. 
Poster. I 

Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Then all you can recall is having seen one of those 
pamphlets that I mentioned? 

Mr. Tagawa. That is right. * , 
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Mr. Tavenner. Were any of them offered to you? 
Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were any pamphlets offered to you, whether yoin. 
recall their names or nbt, relating to communism ? 
Mr. Tagawa. I don't recall. 
Mr; Tavenner. Or Kussia? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. Well, once in a while I have through the jnail," 
I have some pamphlets sent over, pamphlets like The Truth About 
Unionism ; Why Work for Nothing? and so forth. 

Mr. Tavenner. I am sorry ; I could not understand you. 

Mr. Tagawa. Well, pamphlets like Why Work for Nothing? 

Mr. Tavenner. Well, that is a good subject. Who sent you that?' 

Mr. Tagawa. Maybe it is from the union, because that happens

Did anyone appear to be in charge of those meetings- 
or gatherings that you attended at Mr. Yagi's home? 

Mr. Tagawa. No. No chairman or anything, 

Mr. Moulder. Did you know whether or not any of the persons who* 
attended any of the meetings were members of the Communist Party* 
or not? 

Mr. Tagawa. I don't know. 

Mr. Moulder. You don't know? 

Mr. Tagawa. Yes. 

Mr. Moulder. Whether they were or were not? 
Mr. Tagawa. I don't know. I didn't inquire. 
Mr. Tatonner. Do you know any person who is a member of the 
Communist Party in the Territory of Hawaii ? 
Mr. Tagawa. No. 

Mr. Tavenner. You don't know a single soul who= is. a member of 
the Communist'Party, to your knowledge. 
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Mr. Tagawa. Yes. . 
Mr. Tavenner. I have no further questions. Do you know Koichi 
Imori? 

Mr. Tagawa. I do. 

Mr. Tavenner. At the time that you met with him at the home o± 
Thomas Yagi, had he been kicked out of the American Federation of 
Labor because of his Communist activity 5 do yon know whether that 
was before or after? . • . 

Mr. Tagawa. I believe that was after. Whether he was kicked out 
or not, there are two stories about that, I gather from the newspaper. 
One story is that he was kicked out and another story is that he 
resigned. 

Mr. Tavenner. All you know about that is from hearsay, what you 
saw in the paper.

Mr. Tavenner. What is your name, please? 

Mr. Wheeler. William A. Wheeler. 

Mr. Tavenner. You are an investigator of this committee? 

Mr. Wheeler. Correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. You have previously testified during the course of 
this hearing? 
Mr. Wheeler. Yes. 

Mr. Tavenner. Will you state to the committee whether or not r 
during the course of your investigation, you obtained a photostatic 
copy of the minutes of a meeting of the Hawaii division executive 
boafd, United Sugar Workers, ILWU, local 142, bearing the date of 
December 14, 1947, and if so, whether that is a photostatic copy which 
you received?

AFTERNOON SESSION 



(The hearing was resumed at 2 
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Mr. Wheeler. Yes; I identify this as a copy of the minutes that 
you refer to: 

Mr. Tavenner. I desire to offer the document in evidence, and mark 
it as "Exhibit Wheeler X." 

Mr. Walter.. It will be so marked and received. 8 * 

Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, I would like to read into the record 
portions of the minutes. 

Mr. Walter. Proceed. 

Mr. Harrison. What is the date? 

Mr. Tavenner (reading) : 

December 14, 1947 : The meeting was called to order at 9 : 40 a. m. by Chairman 
Amos Ignacio. . . . 

. Brother Amos Ignacio announced that as of today he will resign as division 
vice president of the ILWU; local 142, and return to his own unit 6 at Pepeckeo. 
He added that his unit 6 is not going to affiliate with the ILWU. He stated : 
"People might accuse me of being bought by the bosses. I would like to make 
particular references to the pamphlet by Izuka pointing out communism in the 
ILWU. I know that what was printed in the pamphlet, in some instances, not 
all, are members of the Communist Party. I realize that the union is for the 
betterment of the working people. I want to be a free man and want no part 
of communism. In the interest of the workers in the plantations, we will set up 
an independent union. I realize that we are going to run on rough sailing with 
the ILWU out to destroy us. I realize that there are other units that would 
like to take the same stand. I would like to tell you now that I am dead broke 
and I am going to stay dead broke. The ILWU local may withhold my wages 
for the last 2 weeks. I can go to the trust company.. My leave of absence with 
the company expires the end of December. 

They may accuse me of listening to Stainback; EJlks, and others that com- 
munism have been practiced in the ILWU and local 142 and other locals in the 
Territory. I am sick and tired. I want to be called a free American. I be 7 
lieve in the Constitution of the United States, and as a free American I take this 
stand. Any laws passed by Congress that have been enacted are to be respected 
as such, even if they hurt Any law passed for the advantage, we can use it to 
the best advantage. This is what I would like to discuss with this group, be- 
cause I am positive that unit 6 as of this morning is an independent union. Has 
anyone anything to say?" 

Brother Cipriano Coloma stated that as a delegate from Laupahoehoe unit 
he will take. the same stand as Brother Ignacio. 

Brother William De Lima took the same stand a.s Brother Ignacio for the 
Paauhau unit. , . _ 

Brother Eddie De Mello took the same stand as Brother Ignacio for the 
Naalehu unit. 

Brother Ybshito Murai took the same stand as Brother Ignacio for the Hilo 
Sugar unit. „ „ , . _ 

Brother Akira Okayama took the same stand as Brother Ignacio for the 
Honokaa unit. . M „ ^ 

Brother Daniel Frias took the same stand as Brother Ignacio for the Pepeekeo 

Brother Umataro MuRAarARtr. Do we know whether or not the ILWU is 
actually running on a communistic plan? If there is no proof I don't think 
there is any good reason to split at the present time— with negotiations coming 
on. I think this thing should not be taken up in the moment of excitement, when 
communism is in the air. We should think a little further until we take any 
further action. I don't know a thing about communism. As long as labor is. 
concerned we should know something about it. As long as ILWU is concerned 
it has given us a good chance. Splitting from them at this time without going 
into the thing further is. rather hasty. So at the present time as far as the 
officials of Paauilo is concerned, we are going to stay out and watch. 

Brother Ignacio. Communism have been preached in one unit and also to the' 
steward council and- it has been going on for the last 2 years. I was approached * 
2 years ago to go under the Communist Party and I refused. I will not have no, 
part of it. Ever since then they are, after my neckr If, they are after my neck 
I am willing to get out. t 

Retained in committee files. 
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Brother MtntAMAnu. This Is the first time this thing has been brought up to ,us^ 
What we are interested in, is in the betterment of labor, and first thing we should! 
consider is betterment of working conditions^ 

Brother Dave Thompson This comes as a great shock to me. Rumors have- 
been going around about communism, but In spite of these rumors that I have 
heard I, as international representative, have been working here, trying to nelpr 
the people of this island. I have not given these rumors much credence, I have- 
had differences of opinion in the past with Brother Ignacio, but I thought we 
were working along an honest program. I trusted him and I trusted them. At 
this time we are going into negotiation— time which is difficult for labor union, 
we had to have unity at all cost. We tried to work with- anyone who tried to^ 
follow the union program. So this comes as a. surprise to me. This action is- 
going to destroy the labor movement in the Territory if you are successful. The 
ILWTJ is not going to sit down. This is going to he taken to the membership. 

Now, I would lilte to point out to you what you are doing. There is a move- 
being made of communism. Communism is not the issue. Many of us in the 
unions have different beliefs, but we all have one common interest, and that is to* 
form a union of working people of all the working people to win and hold for- 
themselves what working people want. Because we have united up to now, we 
have succeeded in obtaining these things. Without unity you are going to lose- 
what you have now — now or 2 years from now. As an Independent union your- 
units will have favors for a couple of years, until the employers can succeed in- 
destroying the union here. You must realize the power the international has* 
given you. I don't see how you can take this step irt honesty, You are not 1 
representing the wishes of tiie rank and file. 

There is one other thing. On the question of communism, I don't know what 
Amos means when he mentioned that in one unit communism* was preached for 
2 years. Union officers and representatives are not preaching communism. I 
don't think that anybody in this audience can ever say that I have preached 
communism to the rank and file. Communism is not the issue. It is a weapon- 
that the bosses are using to destroy the union in the Territory, But if that is 
the issue, you are off the beam. The ILWU is not a Communist organization. 
It may be that some ILWU members are Communists, but the program of the- 
ILwU is what the people make it. 

Brother Yoshito Mueai, When we first started the organization in November 
1943 we didn't know anything. I approached lots of the old Japanese people and 
this is what they said, "We trust you, Murai, as long as we? have no Communist 
in our union." I cannot mention his name, but I was approached by an ILWU* 
organizer to join the Communist Party, 

Brothei- Dave Thomson I don't know what some individuals said to change- 
your mind to become Communist. But what has it got to do with the program 
of the union? This move is going to split the labor movement in the Territory, 
Brother Yabtjki Arakakl I am one of the guys in the pamphlet— one of the= 
first ones. TVe are going on to negotiations and preparing for a possible lock-out* 
and meet the take-It-and-lilre-it attitude of the employers.. Ever since Bridges, 
split from the ILA and Joe Ryan he has been accused of being a radical and 
Communist. He was even offered ,$50,000 to "leave the country and go to Australia ' 
He spent seven long years fighting his case In court to prove that he was not a, 
Communist, If we issue a lawsuit, we have one of the best attorneys in the 
Territory. The Hawaiian court will condemn anyone in it and it will go to the 
Supreme Court, Will tins help the union? Bridges spent 7 years righting in the' 
courts, during which time he could not help his union. Xou make your decisions 
now. We can leave our job and fight the case. Ever since we organised they 
have been calling us radicals, and now they are using the same thing as they did 
m the Pacific coast— we are being called Communists. . 

When this consolidation move came in, some of the leaders have been putting 
a block m it. Some of the people who are not In favor of consolidation. 

Brother Ciprta^o Coloma. When Frank Thompson was here it was you 
(Arakalci) and Bert who blocked consolidation. 

Brother Ahakaki. I will hot answer it now. The pamphlet of iBufta is trying 
to mislead the memberhip. The history of American labor movement tells of 
lied baiting, whatever you decide here is going to be history. 

Brother Ignacio. I was approached by Henry Johnson to Join the Communist 
Jtrarty* * 

Brother Masato Hirata. I was also approached by Henry Johnson: 
TT ^? tl]er Yoshito Murai. I was approached by Wilfrert 03ta> UPWA and 
ILWU business agent.

Brother Arakaki. How many of you know what communism is? 

Brother Yoshito Mtjrai. Owned by the state and run by the state. 

Brother H. Jensen. The government takes care of everything. Even when your 
wife needs a doctor, you must report to the office and they will inform you when 
the doctor will see your wife — maybe 1 week later. I have been with, the 
United States Government for 18 years and I want to keep it that way. 

Brother William De Lima. No free enterprise. 

Brother Arakaki. Do you know what free enterprise is? 

Brother Ignacio. You have no right to cross-examine the delegates. You 
have said in one steward council meeting that the union will take over the 
plantation and run it. And at Pahala you have said that in 20 years we can 
take over the plantation. And also you said that communism is for the union. 

Brother Arakaki. I did not. 

Brother Cipriano Coloma. We are not going to break this thing to the 
members. He can come and talk to the rank and file what his opinion is con- 
cerning communism. Since the start of the organization Brother Arakaki and 
Bert Nakano came to me with all kinds of propositions. He wanted me to 
run as business agent and wanted to run Amos out as official of the local 142, 
but my conscience does not accept these things. The rank and file have decided 
that they don't want to accept this program of Communists. During the time 
of consolidation, my union was against it. The results prove to be true. 

Brother Murai. I am not rurining for unit office, and I will have no part 
in leading the rank and file one way or the other. 

Brother Akakaki. Did you take this step because you hate communism? 

Brother Murai. We were first to start the union. When we approached the 
men to join they asked me about communism. ' 

Brother Arakaki. . Because of Communist infiltration you are going to quit 
the union? 

Brother Murai. I am not quitting the union. I will still be a member. 

Brother Muramaru. We must be sure if the present ILWU is being led 
by Communists or not. Our program now is for the- betterment of the working 
conditions. I hesitate to form an independent union. If I am convinced that 
the present program is led by the Communists, we must do something. 

Brother Ignacio. Are there Communists in the ILWU? 

Brother Thompson. Yes; there are. I am sure that there are Communists 
in the ILWU. . 

Brother Ignacio. Are they a threat to the welfare of the workers? 

Brother Thompson. So far as communism is concerned in the United States, 
I don't think that the United States is willing to be a Communist country 
next week or 10 years from now. I don't think that they will become Communists. 

Brother Ignacio. The ultimate goal of the Communist Party is to overthrow 
the United States Government. 

Brother Thompson. There are people who believe something different. There 
are people with all kinds of beliefs. Our union is not going to overthrow the 
Government and overthrow the industry. Some of the ILWU and the CIO 
men who approached some -members saving that communism was a good thing, 
talked to just a few men. We have 8,000 workers in our membership. I don't 
tiiink that our union is trying to make Communists out of the members. 

If Amos asks me if I am a Communist, I will tell him it's none of your . 
business. If he asks me if I am trying to break the working conditions for the 
working people. Twill teirhim, "No." 

Brother Louis De Rego. We don't want to have any Beds in the union. 

Brother Whxiam Be Lima. If communism is so good, why beat around the 
bush? We want to stick to the United States. We want to be free Americans. 

Brother Thompson. It is not a question to discuss in a union meeting, We 
came together to discuss union program. Do you think that if I'm a Communist, 
then I am not a good American? I fought in the last war for America and. 
have a wooden leg now. 

You can't run as an independent union. You are not going to make the' grade. 

Brother Leoncio Velasco. In the United States we have two parties, Democrat 
and Republican. These two parties check on each party to correct any wrong 
program. Our program is to fight collectively, to fight the bosses. We must have 
an honest union. We are here to correct anything wrong and work for the 
betterment of the working people. If we form an independent union we cannot 
accomplish our union's program. We must study what the issues are and what 
we have to do. We must consolidate ourselves. 

Brother Victor Dela Cuadra— — 
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I don't know whether it is C-u-a-cl-r-a or G-n-a-d-x-a. I believe it is 
C-u-a-d-r-a. 

This is a very grave issue. Our unit is the smallest. We have about 230 to 
240 members and you can push them around like a ball, and they are weak to 
stand by themselves. I would like to say this, that out of the 240 members none 
of them have said that the ILWU had done nothing to them. They are very 
thankful of the services of the ILWU. For example, I myself realize the services 
the international had done for me. If I tell yoii the working condition I went 
through you will not believe me. Before the union came I had 24 cents per hour^ 
after our successful strike my wage was doubled and tripled. What faults can 
we find with the ILWU that we cannot find in ourselves, If the leaders have 
been preached or are being preached communism in the ILWU, that is the 
greatest and gravest issue. We cannot present it to the rank and file. If we 
present that issue it will split our union and break our solid unity. If that 
solid unity is crushed, we will he going back blinded as before. Brother Amos 
spoke of forming an independent union. Maybe he 1 is correct hut I still doubt 
it, whether we can reach the object of gains and better conditions as we have 
gained up to now. As a delegate of 240 members I am not taking any sides. 
I am not going to hold my members in anything I don't know. I am just going 
to hold my members to stay where they think and -where they know it's right. 
Speaking of communism, if we go back to our Constitution, it says that we can 
impeach any officers in the organization if he is not doing his services to the 
members and if we members in the organization think that our leadership are 
Communists why should we not impeach them? 

Brother Jacinto Conol, I am in favor of the independent union although X 
am thankful of the ILWU. We learned the hard way in the ILWTJ and if we 
set up an independent union we will learn the bard way again. We have always 
wished for a union organization in the Territory, and the ILWTJ has helped us. 
But, we want an honest union, we must fix the house that we have built. 

Brother Akiba Ojcayama. Every one of us have made mistakes* VFe are not 
human if we do not make mistakes. As far as any organisation goes, it is 
understood that they make a lot of mistakes. It is O, K, if we make mistakes 
and later benefit from it, but instead of improving it if we get worse it is the 
wrong direction we are traveling. As far as the ILWU is concerned, it did good 
for the workers, but coming down to myself I have been told to sacrifice and 
sacrifice. Sacrifice is O. K, t provided someone benefits from it. There is a 
limit to everything. Pertaining to myself, at one time I lost 30 pounds and as 
far as finances go, I sacrificed about .$50.0 in lost time and as far as sticking my 
neck out, I stuck it out as far as it would go. Security to my family-comes first, 
Eeds and communism, I don't go for that. 

— Brother H. Jensen The HBT is an independent union in Honolulu, I don't 
see why we can't make a go of it. 

Brother Mtjuamaru. If we can stand as an independent union is another 
question. I hope you will succeed. I don't know if the past program of the 
ILWU was a communistic one or not. In any organization there are different 
beliefs, religious and otherwise^ As long as it is not practiced in the movement, 
let's leave that thing alone. Employers are trying to break down the union by 
calling us Communists, and so forth. If we do take communism as an issue we 
are just falling into their trap. Even if you are intending to withdraw from 
the ILWU and form an independent union, I hope you form a good organization. 

Brother Victor Dela Cuadra. If you will ask me if I belong to the Commu- 
nist Party, I will say I am not: I don't belong to a Communist Party and I 
don't like commuuism because it holds hack my freedom and rights. If I was 
smart I will speak on foreign policies. If we think communism is being prac- 
ticed in our union we must ban the business agents. The public is against the 
ILWU. It means we have no help from anyone but stand as we are. The law 
is oppressing us. The public is against us, We waut to live free— free from 
fright, free from trouble, et cetera. We have not proven yet that communism 
is in our union. When we find out that our top leaders are Communists, we can 
throw them out. 

Brother Mtj&ai. Dave, you said that we nave no right to question a man's 
belief and all that but in the unit executive board meeting we decided that if 
the leaders cannot answer our Question, then they have something to hide. 
We are having a meeting next Sunday at 0:00 a. m, and the executive board- 
feels that if the people named in the pamphlet can convince them that they are 
not Communists they can speak to the rank and file; 
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Brother Masato Herata. I am in no position to speak for unit 3-A at present 
due to the fact that after the end of the year I plan to leave and not being the 
top officer it is not fair to them and not fair to myself to decide. I will take this 
question to the executive hoard. 

Brother Faustijjo Roedan. Officers of the old local 142 felt at the * time of the 
Territorial consolidation that it was too big a' bite to take. Since consolidation 
it seems that the top leaders are planning fantastic ideas which is very con- 
fusing and demoralizing- to us who are very yound members —

hers, I am unable to say-— 

Young members in this, organization. We need more time to decide any thing- 
it is really hard for -us to settle our- mind in a short time. If the majority goes 
t;o the other side, it; is o$ po use going on the. minority group.

^ Brother Sichard Xlda. It seems that the members are opposed .to. commu- 
nism. They didn't give a concrete reason why communism is doing damage to the 
union. Leaders may believe in communism if they do not try to overthrow 
the' Government We are about to get our classification and wage openings 
started and -here we- are. trying to-split up. I -am not? asking anyone to stay in 
the ILWU. *Yqu officers more; or less can answer by yourselves. But what is" 
wrong if we stay in the ILWU? ' ' * V 

We should stay until Ifareh; or February and if employers refuse to deal 
with the ILWU as a communistic union, then- we cani <Jrive~them out. If we 
have to strike toy gain -all our cjemands. n.11 the, tim.e x it is better -for us to stay in 
the independent union. In March if the employers will sit on tfte table and bar- 
gain as in the past we should stay in the ILWU. Maybe some of the leaders 
belong to the pommunist Party. The Government can take care of it. If they 
'don't inir communism owith the union program, it is O. K. 

Brother Thompson. The bosses don't care what beliefs your leaflets have a£ 
long as they believe in something to help the workers. The bosses arescared of 
that. The bosses will give, you sl good deal at first. But once! vqu have the 
ILWU wiped out and you have just the independent union, then the bosses will 
say, we won't pay you any more. The bosses will pay you off to keep you in 
an independent union and when the time comes when ho international, un (on is 
around, the bosses will say, no dice, and when you fight themV they will start 
calling you Communists or some other name. 

If I am> embarrassing the ILWU, I will go out of the organization as an indi- 
vidual. If you form an independent union you are either going to play ball with 
the bosses or fight. If you fight you are goiag to get the same treatment the 
ILWU is getting now* 

Brother Eijas Domingo. I didn't expect, that thjs meeting was going to he 
to decide whether this union in the Territory will live. ' I have worked with you 
for 1% years. We have tried to build our union in order to help our brothers 
We have helped with the aid of the IIAVU. I am not against any action that is 
going to be taken at this meeting, But we must see that, when we started this 
union, we tried to build it up and gain somethiugf or our people. For tSe cominf? 




destroy our union. I know that* It is under the freedom of the United States 
Constitution to belong to any belief, Catholic, Protestant, Communist, or and so 
forth. But as long as they are not going to har.m the people it is all right I 
can't see why -we must dusJi that, issue to break the union. Let's wait a while 
2 or 3 months, to see whether or not this union is going to live or not. If we live 
how we are going to break the union right now. As an executive board member 
I urge you to reconsider and retract your position taken today. We' must brine 
this Issue to the rank and file, whether to join the ILWU or belong to the ind£ 
pendent union. 

Brother Daniel Fiuas. I have pushed the organization of the ILWU rteht 
along. I was proud of the ILWU and the leaders! If there are no communism 
in the organization I don't know why no -charges have been taken against Izuka 
Anol all the men named in the pamphlet proved to. the members that they are 
not Communists. 

brother Murai. I suggest that we bring -this matter up to tha rank and file 
to decide for themselves,

Mr. Tavenotir. Mr. Wheeler, during the course of the hearings 
here, mention has been made of the testimony of Matthew Cvetic, 
or relating to, and pertinent matter, I would like for you to read 
the excerpt of the testimony of Matthew Cvetic. "First, hefore reading 
it, I will ask you if you know who Matthew Cvetic is ? 

Ml\ Wheeled Mr. Matthew Cvetic worked as an undercover agent 
for the Federal Bureau of Investigation for the years IMS to 1949. He. 
became prominent in Communist Party circles in western Pennsyl- 
vania, holding many positions within the party, as well as numerous 
positions in front organizations in that area. In addition he held 
offices in the Communist Party of the United States on a national level, 
serving as Slovene representative on the Nationality Commission of 
the Communist Party, IX. A. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did he testify from time to time over a period of 
several weeks before this committee in Washington ? 

Mr, Wheeler. Yes, sir. .. 

Mr, Tavenner, What was the date of the testimony which you have 
before you? 

Mr. Wheeled. February 23, 1950, 

Mr. Tatonner. Will you read the pertinent excerpt from his testis 
mony? 
Mr. Wheeeer (reading) : 

Question* You mention Bessie Steinberg as the national director of the com- 
mittee. Do you know whether she was married to a person other than Steinberg* 
at one time? 

Answer. Yes* She isn't married at the present time, as I recollect. Her 
maiden name was Steinberg and she was married to a Communist Party member 
whose last name was Murin. 

Question. Was that Steve Murin, M-u-r-i-n? 

Answer. Steve — that is correct. 

Question. Bid Steve Murin live in Pittsburgh? 

Answer, When I met Bessie Murin. Steinberg; she had already been divorced: 
and I havo never had contact with Steve Murin except I iihow from conversa- 
tions within the organisation that she was married to him at one time, 

Mr. Tayenjseu. I would like to clear up tips question. During- 
the course of your Investigation, I believe you contacted a person by 
the name of Lloyd M. Stebbings. Is that correct? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct. 

Mr. Tavenner. Prior to your . contacting Lloyd M, Stebbings in, 
Honolulu, did you know in what capacity he had worked several years- 
prior to that time? 

Mr* Wheeler* It was established from the- investigation that during- 
the period of time covered in the testimony of Mr. Stebbings that 
he was in contact with and cooperated fully with a Government agency 
here in Honolulu. 

- Mr. Tavenner. And that he was acting for a Government agency ? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 
" Mr. Tavbnkisr, With that knowledge, did you then interview Mr^ 
Stebbings and obtain his cooperation in testifying here? 
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Mr. Wheeler. Yes, , sir. 1 ^ 

Mr. Tavenner. I liave no further questions. 
* Mr. Walter. Mr. Wheeler, this man Oetic you mentioned, during 
the period between 194:1 and 1M9, was it ? 
Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Walter. When he became a leader of the Communist Party of 
;the United States, he was actually an FBI agent ? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, sir. According to Ms testimony, he- 
was onthe payroll of the FBI during that period of time. 

Mr. Walter. All right. 

Mr. Harrison. They paid him a little better than the Communist 
Party, didn't they? 

Mr. Wheeler. I think so. 

Mr. Tavenner. Do you recall that during the course of his testi- 
mony he described a Communist Party cell which he assisted in or- 
ganizing in the Crucible Steel Co., where the membership was as low 
,as 10 or 12 members, that is, a cell of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Wheeler. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tavenner. Did his testimony develop that that cell, composed 
of 10 to 12 members, was able to organize and take over a union com- 
poped of 2,800 individuals ? 

Mr. Wheeler. That is correct, Mr. Tavenner. 

Mr. Tavenner. And that the cell did control that union until the- 
leadership of that union were identified as members of the Communist 
I 'arty, when the union members ousted them ?

ftfr. Walter. Eaise your right hand, please. Do you swear the 
. testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 
Mr. Berman. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF EDWARD BERMAN 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your name, please ? 

Mr. Berman. Edward Berman. 

Mr. Tavenner. Where do you live, Mr. B erman ? * 

Mr. Berman. At 5311 Paiko Drive," Aina Haina, Honolulu. 

Mr. Tavenner. What is your occupation? 

Mr. Berman. I am an attorney at law. 

Mr. Tavenner. How long have you lived in the Territory of 
Hawaii? 

, Mr. Berman. I first came .to Hawaii in 1931 ; I left in 1938 to study 
law and I returned in 1946. So I have been of the islands or close to 
the islands since 1931. 

Mr. Tavenner. Were you ever affiliated with an organization known 
as the Hawaiian Association for Civic Unity ? 
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Mr, Serbian, I joined that organization and was a member of it 
for about two meetings, in 1947. 

Mr. Tavenster. Tell the committee briefly the liistory of that 
organization, 

Mr. Bekman. The Hawaiian Association for Civil Unity was or- 
ganized hack around 1946, was supposed to be a liberal organization 
for the purposes of civic unity, and so on, and social matters, and as I 
got the. background of the organization, it had a very good response 
from the liberal and conservative people of this community, as an 
organization that they could join. I learned in 1947 that a lot of peo- 
ple, hftd moved into, the organisation who wore, repugnant to the orig- 
inal membership and that the organization, which had originally had 
about 200 members, dwindled down to around 25 or 30. 

At the meeting where I was invited to attend where I joined, I was 
iiivited tft see if something could be done to neutralize the group that 
entered into the organization, who had practically taken it over. The 
situation on that particular night was that the organization was try- 
ing-^-! believe it was during a legislative session here— to put over 
$ FEPA bill, a Fair Employment Practices Act, and that they were 
trying to propagandize the organization, this small element there, that 
there was need for a bill here to eliminate racial discrimination, and 
were trying to create the impression within the organization that racial 
.discrimination was very, very wide in these islands. The group "that 
I joined with there included Mr. Arnold Wills, of the National Labor 
Relations Board, and I remember specifically was trying to show that 
no evidence had been produced by this other element that there was 
rank discrimination against races in these islands and until such 
evidence could be produced before the legislature itself, it would be 
almost hopeless to get such a bill enacted. This element argued that 
regardless of whether there was any evidence of discrimination or not, 
I recall in this meeting, a bill like this should he forced through the 
legislature so that if any discrimination should develop here they 
would have an ax that they could chop someorte ? s head off with, and 
m forth. Finally, as a result of this fight and conflict between what I 
W.Quld call the letting and right-wing groups of HAOU, Hawaiian- 
Association for Civic Unity, the organization just collapsed. In other 
words, the left-wing element lost its strength and it just went out of 
existence, and that was the end of HACU^, toyard ^the end of the 
legislative session of 1947. - 

Mr. Tavenner. Then, did you become associated or affiliated with 
another organization, that is known as NAACP, meaning National 
Association for Advancement of Colored People % 

Mr. Bekmaw. Tes,.I did. ' Sometime in 1$48 1 got a call from a, ]Vfrs. 
Catherine Christopher, who lived at that time at Pearl City, whose 
husband was in the Government service, and also from a Miss Mary 
Noonan, who is secretary gf the local Republican Club, and they asked 
me if I would not get into the NAACP, that the same elements who 
had once controlled HACU h&d moved into the NAACP, and she 
mentioned the Eeineckes and the Fujimotog and a few others* I went 
out there to the first NAAOP meeting, and I found that the san}§ grpiip 
that had been in the HACU meeting had now move^d over to the colored 
people out there at CHA 3, put there at Pearl City, and tad prac- 
tically taken over that organization and were using that as a spring- 
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board for putting over an FBPC bill among the colored people wh.6 
are tvbrkiiig in tne Government feef viee. We got k few r mo¥e people 
and moved in there and were soon in a position where our own strength 
was about equal to theirs. As a result of bringing in about 15 or 20 
new people who could combat this group$ there was ail election held^-I 
thihk the newspapers publicized it^-f or a ieft^wiiig jftesiderit and h, 
right-wing president, the right wing backing one and the left wing 
another, in which the election resulted -in a tie vote. Following that, 
there was another election a few months later* and again the election 
resulted iii a tie Vote. , Both groups were trying to bring iii people 
to offset jeach other. Finally, Walter White came through here,- secre- 
tary of the NAACP, on the Denny Tour of the Air that was here last 
year. And as h result of a report made to him of the situation,- 
members of the executive boaM of the NAAdP^edeived Tetter^ from 
the riatibiial headquarters as to Mrs. (Catherine Christoplier'g position 
and not to hold a third meeting because of the situation in the 
and we were asked to correspond Tvitix tike* oi^aoiizatioii.

Mr.BniRMAHs Yes. This is the letter that I wrote. 
Mr. Tavenner. Will you read it, please? 

Mr. Bermast. This is dated September 26, 1949, arid ig add* essed 
from Honolulu [reading] :

Catherine Christopher, acting* president of the Honoiuhvbranch,- NAACP^ acted 
in gbba faith ana for the best interest of "the organization by hot Mdihg an 
election under the circumstances that prevailed here in Hawaii. 

I was at one of the election meetings at which one FranK Mar~ shaii Davis, 
formerly of Chidago (add formerly editor of the Cfiifcago Communist paper's the 
Star) suddenly, appeared on the scene to propagandize the membership about 
6ur "racial problems" in Hawaii. He had just sneaked in here, on a boat, and 
presto, was an "expert" on racial probles in Hawaii. Comrade fiavis was sup* 
ported iby others who recently "sneaked" into the organization with, the avowed 
intent and purpose of converting it into a front for the Stalinist line.. 

These others were the same party liners who. tried, to take oyer and dominate 
an organization known locally as, the Hawaii Committee for Cliyie "Unity, the 
organization cojiapsed, due to their tactics; 

Having destroyed that organization they would now destroy the local oranch 
of the ftAA<3i\ , # , . 

, They create a mythical racial problem here. They.agitate with the same fervor 
that .the Communist press does on the mainland. The result is discord and dis- 
trust, not unity., 

We have no Harlems* little or big, in Hawaii. We have. ho Chinese quarter,- 
6r Japanese quarter, or Hawaiian quarter. 

I am a Caucasian. A Hawaiian lives to my right; a Japanese family across 
the street from me and a Chinese family to my left. We are staunch friends. 

There is no segregation here. 

You have probably heard there are one or two disreputable barrooms on 
Nuuanu Street (slum area) that exclude Negroes. My answer to that is that 
no self-respecting citizen of African descent or any other race would go near 
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those places with a 10-foot pole. The Eoyal Hawaiian, the Moana, the Haleku- 
laiii (there Walter White stopped) do not exclude M'egroes or any otlier race. 

The point I am malting is that the Communist Party was deliberately trying 
to stir up racism in, aft area where there Is fine racial unity and harmony. 

It is better to have no organisation than to have tuese'tactics continue. Mrs. 
Christopher acted in good faith. She Knew what was.goi.&S on and it was her 
method of checking them. Already, scores of Negro members were frightened 
away from these meetings he cause of the influx of this element. Only by a 
reorganization, with a policy that will cheek this Infiltration,, can we hope to. 
get former members baclt into a local NAACP branch. We are going to have 
to have that authority over here— otherwise you'll have a branch exclusively 
composed of yelping Stalinists and their dupes — characters who are more con- 
cerned about the speedy assassination of Tito than they are about the advance- 
ment of the colored people of these United States, 

Mr. Walter. You ought to write that same kind of letter to Bill 
Boyle,, chairman of the Democratic National Committee* 

Mr. Tavenner. I desira to offer the letter in evidence and mark it

Deab Mfts, Christophers The national board of directors, at Its meeting on 
November li, 1949, upon recommendation of the committee on brandies^ voted 
to revoke the charter of the Honolulu branch for the following reasons: 

1. The officers of the Honolulu branch have, by their failure, refusal, or 
neglect to complete the holding of the election of officers as required by the 
constitution and bylaws for branches and as ordered by the national office, 
been guilty of. conduct inimical to the best interest of the NAACP. 

2, The 'difference in the problems of racial discrimination in the continental 
United States and their solution as contrasted 1 with the problems of the Terri- 
tory malies difficult the applicability of techniques and methods used by 
branches arid the nationtal office to effect the policy of the association In the 
Territory t 
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3. This difference in program and the distance of the Honolulu branch from 
the national office has made it difficult for the national office to adequately and 
properly supervise the activities and program of the branch. 

The above matter was considered by the committee oh branches at^ length. 
Wriotis members of the executive committee were communicated with and 
their opinions considered. 

The constitution and bylaws for branches in article X, section 2 states 
that 

Notice of the findings and action of the board shall be sent by the secretary 
of the association, by registered mail to the president and secretary of the 
branch, and may be published in the official organ of the national association. 
In case the charter of the branch is suspended or revoked upon receipt of notice 
by the president or secretary by mail, publication, or otherwise,, the branch 
shall cease to function and the officers shall forthwith forward all records, 
property and monies of the branch to the national office where the same may- 
be applied in its discretion for the benefit of the community wherein the branch 
was located. 

In accordance with the above, will you kindly forward the charter of the 
branch, all records, property and monies of the branch to the national office 
immediately upon receipt of this notice.

Mf; BEMcAw: * W^Iij hete is a community that shouts about a certain 
organization being Communist dominated. They are open-front 
organizations and people talk about them. But nobody seems to do 
anything about therii, $Tow^ I would say this. I don't know any- 
thing about the IICLC except what I have read in the papers and 
what I have heard from the testimony at this hearing. It was organ- 
ized at the time of the Reinecke hearing. If 20 or SO people in this 
town would go into the HCLC, the/ could take it over and reform its

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Mr. Tavenner. Mr. Chairman, that is all the evidence that the 
staff desires to present to the subcommittee at this time. I might 
say that there is other evidence which it desires to present to the com- 
mittee at a later time,- when you reassemble in Washington, but at the 
present time that is as much as we plan to present to you. 

Mr. Walter. On behalf of the members of this subcommittee^ I 
wish to thank most sincerely the people of this very lovely community 
for the cooperation they have given this subcommittee. It is indeed 
educational for those of us who have never had the privilege of visit- 
ing this beautiful place to see democracy at -work. The cooperation 
that we have gotten from the local officials, the police, has been very, 
very helpful, and I repeat, we appreciate it very much. 

Now, if there are people who would like to make statements, whose 
names have been mentioned, Mr. William Wheeler and Mr. Courtney 
Owens of our staff are living at 1547 Ala Wai Boulevard, Apartment 
244; their telephone is 917844. These people will remain here until 
Monday. 

Mr % VEu>E. Mr. Chairman, on behalf of the minority of the sub- 
committee, I want to concur in the chairman's statement of apprecia- 
tion of the cooperation of the people, all you good American people of 
Hawaii, have shown us in this hearing. We nave tried to make them 
impartial and fair as possible, and I hope that you will agree that we 
have done that to the greatest extent. 

Mr. Walter. The subcommittee is now adjourned.

The files, records, and publications of the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties contain the following information concerning Rudie C. Lambert: 

A Statement of Vote in the State of California (p. 20) listed Rudie C. Lambert 
as a candidate of the Communist Party for State senate, sixteenth district of 
California, 1934. A membership list of the Communist Party, Lbs Angeles 
division, 1938-39, showed him to be a member of the Communist Party repre- 
senting the Machinists Union, downtown section. 

In testimony of John L. Leech in executive hearings before the Special Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities (p. 1126) he stated that "* l * * leading 
members of the section-executive committee (of the Communist Party) * * * 
Rudie Lambert, and myself, had many meetings with Jerome * in the home of 
Dr. Inez Decker, * * * and- he told us that his instructions were not only to 
bring about a general strengthening of the party's apparatus in the Hollywood 
district, such as increasing its financial income and party membership, but that 
he was also to* devote. special attention to the development of cultural organiza-r 
tions and to trade-union problems." - ; » 

Mr. Leech also stated in his testimony that Rudie' Lambert was an "active 
member of the Communist Party." * (Executive hearings, Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities, August 16, 1940, p. 1390.) 

It was pointed out by Ichiro Izuka, during his testimony in 'the case; of Dr. 
and Mrs. John B. Reinecke, August 12< 1948, that Rudie Q. Lambert was a 
director of the Worfiers Schbol in San Francisco. (Transcript ; of proceedings, 
Hawaiian Department of Public Instructions versus Dr. and Mrs. John E. 



V. J. Jerome, cultural head of the Communist Party. 
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Beinecke, p. 100.) The Workers School of San Francisco is one of the Com- 
munist workers' schools scattered throughout the United States. 

Rudie Lambert was a delegate* of the Bay Region Congress Against War and 
Fascism as i shown in the March 1934 (p. 15) issue of Fight, the official organ 
of the American League Against War and Fascism, later known as the American 
League for- Peace and Democracy. 

The American League Against War and Fascism was cited as subversive and 
Communist by Attorney General Tom Clark in lists furnished the Loyalty 
Review Board and released to the press by the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission December 4, 1947, and September- 21, 1948. 

The American League Against War and Fascism was cited as a Communist- 
front organization by Attorney General Francis Biddle. (In re Harry Bridges, 
May 28, 1942, p. 10.) , , t ^ , 

"The American League Against War and Fascism was organized at the First 
United States Congress Against War which was held in New York City, Septem- 
"I>or 29 io October 1, 1933. Four years later at Pittsburgh, November 26-28, 1937, 
the name of the organization was changed to the American League for Peace 
and Democracy. * * * It remained as completely under the control of 
Communists when the name was changed as it had been before." (Special 
Committee on Un-American Activities, report March 29, 1944, p. 53; also cited m 
reports, January 3, 1939, pp. 69 and 121; January 3, 1940, p. 10; June 25, 
1942, p. 14.)

The records; files, and publications of the Committee on Un-American , 
Activities contain the following information concerning Betty Gannett: 
UTTn sworn testimony before the Committee on Un-American Activities, May 6^1 
JRT49 Paul Crouch, for 17, years a member of the Communist Party, told the 
committee that he had been acquainted with Betty Gannett from 1937 until 
1941, and that "she was district organizer, in 1937, of the Young Communist 
League of Ohio. She came to New York in, 1938 for full-time work, and for 
some time was a member of the secretariat of XCL with me. She was in 
charge of the trade-union department. * * In later years I knew little of 
the exact party responsibilities assigned to Betty Gannett but met her at all 
meetings of the- central committee of the party from 1932 through 1939. When 
I went to California in 1941, 1 found that she was in the party in San Francisco, 
but, to my surprise, did not attend meetings of the district bureau."

Mr. John L. Leech, former member- of the State committee, 
Communist Party of 'California, testified in executive session^ before a sub-, 
committee of the Special Committee on Un-American Activities, July 16, 1940, 
that Betty Gannett was the educational director of the Communist Party in the 
California district (executive hearings, p. 939). Later, during the same hear-, 
ings, evidence was submitted' to show that the Communist Party bank account 
in the California Bank, an the name of Betty Gannett (jointly with Sam Cher- 
nick), showed $15,872.70 deposited (executive hearings, p. 1139); in an 
affidavit by William B. Holther (July 19, 1939), submitted as. evidence in^ 
testimony of George Oliver Bertholori, former member of the Communist Party; 
Betty Gannett was referred to as "perhaps the foremost female Communist in 
California."

Ichiro imiltii) a witness in behalf of the Hawaiian, Department of Public 
Instruction, August 12, 1943, testified that Betty Gannett had been one of his 
instructors at the Citimhiufiist Pai'ty Workers School in California, and that 
she was' a inelhber of the Communist Party (pp. 103 and 104 of the testimony), 

Betty Gannett contributed articles' oh Marxism and Idealism ; A Rejoinder 
on & Study of Marxism" and Idealism, and Win the Youth for Peace, Democracy* 
and Socialism, to Political Affairs (issues of ^Tuly 1948, p. 628 ; May 1947 v p, 441;

She- is believed 
by Officials here to be a native of Eussiav although: it was reported in Washington 
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that her birthplace is said to be Kielce, Poland. Her true name, is said to be 
Eebeka or Rifka iXaroszewska-. She arrived for 'permanent residence' in this 
country in 1914,-from Poland!" The article farther states that she was released 
under bail of $1,000 which was "furnished by the American Committee for the 
Protection of Foreign-Born.**TA photograph of Miss Gannett, together with her 
attorney, Carol King, during deportation hearings, appeared in the Daily Worker 
of October 5, 19& {p. 6) J tt, 

Attorney General Tom Clark cited the American Committee for- Protection of 
Foreign-Bora as subversive and Communist (news releases of June 1 and 
September 21, 1948) ; and the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
found that the organ iaztion was "one of the oldest auxiliaries, of the Communist 
Party in the United States" (reports-of June 25, 1942, and March 29, 1944). 

In ant article concerning deportation hearings against Betty Gannett which 
appeared in the New York Times on September 21, 1949 (p. 19) , i£ is noted 
that "Russian-born Miss Gannett, wfeo i& 42 years old, was admitted into this 
country Jii 1914. The Immigration Service said tbat she is also known as Betty 
Tormey, Betty Grayson, Hifka Yaroshefsky, Rebecca Yaroshefsky, and Betty 
Yaros/< 

Reference to one Betty Grayson appears in public records, files, and publications 
of this committee j the catalog of the Jefferson School of Social Science for 
• Septembei^December 1947 (p.»52) lists the name of one Betty Grayson as a 
guest lecturer at the school. Attorney General Tom Clark has cited the Jeffer- 
son School- of Social Science as an "adjunct of the Communist Party" (press 
release of December 4, 1947) ; and the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities found that -'at tiie beginning of the present year (1044) the old 
Communist Party Workers School and the School tor Democracy were merged 
into the Jefferson School of Social Science" (report 1311 of March 29, 1944, by 
the special committee * * *.)

The files, records, and publications of the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties reveal the following information concerning Louise Todd : 

The Daily Worker for April 29, 1935, page 2, and May 1, 1935, as well as the 
Western Worker of April 25, 1935, page 3, refer to Louise Todd as a Communist 
Party section organizer at Los Angeles. The 'California Young Communist 
League Yearbook of 1937, ftew Frontiers', page 27, refers to Louise Todd as former 
State organization secretary of the Communist Patty of California and a member 
of the Young ;Communist League district committee in 1927, 192S, and 1929. 

According to the Daily Worker of January 14, 1936, Louise Todd was in the 
women's prison, Techaehipi, Calif. Further reference to the fact that she had 
been jailed appeared in- the Daily 'Worker, March 26; 1936, page 3,' which also 
shows tbat she had beea acollector of Communist Party petitions. 

Louise Todd was a delegate from 1 California to the national convention of the 
Communist Favty in New- York City, While there, she was confirmed as a mem- 
ber of the .national committee, of the Communist Party and participated in the 
discussion when the decision was made that Communist Party branches would 
become community political clubs. She reported to the California committee oh 
her return to San Francisco (see Daily Worker, December 3, 1942, p. 4, and 
People's World, December 14, 1942, p. 2.) 

In the Daily Worker of December 3, 1942, page 4, Louise Todd is shown as a 
member of the national committee of- the Communist Party ; and she is listed as 
a member of a subcommittee of the national committee of tie Communist Party 
by the Daily Worker of January 12, 1944, page 4. 

From. May 1944 to July 1945 when the Communist Party was known as the 
Communist Political Association, Louise Todd was also a member of its national 
committee, as shown in the Daily Worker; May 23, 1944, page 2, and in the 
Proceedings of the Constitutional Convention of the Communist Political Asso- 
ciation, May 20^22, 1944, page 4. 

The Worker of August 13, 1944, page 10, lists Louise Todd as the secretary of 
the California, COmmunxsp Political Association; 
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* Louise Todd has Held tlie office of legislative director of the Communist Party 
of California according to People's World, January 2S P 1948, page 2; February 
6, 1948, page 3; November 13, 194S, page 3; and the Daily Workei\ October 1, 
1048, page 10, 

' As shown in the Daily Worker, December 3, 1042, page 4, Louise Todd was a 
speaker at a Communist Party conference ; and, according to People's World, 
January 28, 1048, page 2, she spoke at a Lenin memorial meeting held by the

William Schneiderman was a member of the national committee of the Com- 
munist Party as shown fry the hearings of the Special Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities (1939, vol. 7,p, 4281), and a-memorandum from Earl Browder dated 
November 27, 1939, The Daily Worker for December S, 1942 (p. 4), and the 
Daily People's World for December 14, 1042 (p. 2), reported that William Schnek- 
derman was confirmed as a member of the national committee of the Communist 
Party at the national conference of that organization held in New York, N. Y., 
November 20-Deeember 1, 1942, and that lie gave a report at that conference 
on regional war production and its relation to ejections. A letter from the Sec- 
retary of State of Minnesota listed William Schneiderman as the Communist 
Party-candidate for Governor in the State of Minnesota in 1932. An official organ 
oi the Communist Party, Party Organizer, August-September 1933 (p. 30} listed 
, William Schneiderman as a Communist Party district organizer in Minnesota, 

A statement of vote from the secretary of state of California listed William 
Schneiderman as candidate for Presidential elector in California in 1036. The 
Daily Worker of June 17, 1936 (p. 2), reported that William Schneiderman was 
an organizer for the Commimist Party in California. He was listed as State- 
secretary of the Communist Party in California, in the Daily Worker of Febru- 
ary £2, 1938 (p. 6) ; tlie Communist, July 1938. <p. 663:) ; October 1938 (p. 919) ; 
Young Communist Review, May 1939 (p. 37) ; Daily Worker, April 29, 1040 (p. 4) 
Challenge, July 14, 1940 (pp, 1 + , 4) ; the Worker, November 8, 1942 {p. 3) ; and 
Daily Worker, November 27, 1942 (p, 4), 

In his capacity as State secretary of the Communist Party for California,. 
Mr. Schneiderman was a member of the presiding committee for the tenth 
national convention of the Communist Party as shown by the Daily Worker of 
May 28, 1938 (p. 5) ; he gave the report from California at the convention as- 
shown by the Daily Worlcer of May 31, 1938 {p. 4) ; he sent a telegram to the 
California State committee of the National Election Campaign Committee on 
the Browder campaign as shown by the Daily Worker of September 6, 1040 (p. 
4} ; he spoke at an election rally in Los Angeles, according to the Daily Worker 
of September 10, 1940 (p. 4) ; he spoke at a rally honoring Earl Browder iu Los 
Angeles, as shown by the Daily People's World of January 20, 1943 {p. 4) ; and 
he spoke on Jobs for West Coast Workers Depend oa Postwar Unity as shown 
by the Daily People's World of May 12, 1944 (p. 7). 

The Daily Worker of June 25, 1936 (p. 2) , reported that William Schneiderman 
was a member of the convention presiding committee of the Communist Party. 
The Daily Worker of June 1, 1938 (p, 5), reported that he was chairman of the 
Organization -Education-Literature-Press Committee of the Communist Party and 
a speaker at the tenth national convention of the organization, Mr, Schneider- 
jnan presided at an election rally held by the Communist Party in San Francisco, 
Calif,, in 1940 as shown by the Daily Worker of September 14, 1940 {p. 1) . The 
text of a speech delivered before the California State Assembly by William 
Schneiderman in defense of the Communist Party appeared m the September 
27. 1940, issue of the Daily Worker (p. 4). The Daily Worker of January 12, 
1944 (p. 4), reported that Mr. Schneiderman was a member of the executive 
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committee of the National Election and Political Action Committee of the Com- 

* munist Party. _ . , 

William Schneiderman contributed to Party Organizer, an official publication 
of the Communist Party, as shown by the March-April 1932 (p. 25) and August- 
September 1933 (p. BOY issues. He contributed to the Communist as shown by 
the issues of April 193T (p. 342) ; October 193S (p. 919) ; July 1938 (p. 663) ; 
June 1941 (p. 563) ; and Party Organizer for August 1937 (p. 45) . Mr. Schneider- 
man contributed the Anti-Filipino Race Riots to the Daily Worker as shown by 
the March 1, 1930, issue (p. 6). . - 

The Proceedings of the Constitutional Convention of the Communist Political 
Association, May 20-22, 1944 (p. 3), and a letterhead of the organization dated 
June 12, 1944, lists William Schneiderman as vice president. The Daily People's 

» World of June 14, 1944 (p. 4), reported that Mr. Schneiderman was president of 

the Communist Poiitical Association, the name of the Communist Party; from 
May 1944 to July 1945.

William Schneiderman was mentioned in the testimony of Ichiro Izuka in the 
proceedings of the Hawaiian Department of Public Instruction v. Dr. and Mrs.

shown by the Daily People's World of December 10, 1947 (p. 2) ; and he wrote 
an introduction to the Communist Manifesto in Pictures as shown by the Daily 
'People's World of February 13, 1948 (p. 5) . A. photograph of William Schneider^ 
man appears in the March 12, 1948, issue of the Daily People's World (p. 3) . The 
Daily People's World of March 21, 1948 (p. 1) , reported tnat Mr. Schneiderman- 
spoke on Marxism and the American form of government. The Daily Worker 
of March 10, 1948 (p. 3) , reported that Mr. Schneiderman was a witness at the

The records, files, and publications of the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities has revealed the following information concerning Walter J. Stack: 

Walter Stack was elected to the presiding committee, Communist Party of 
California, at a convention held May 14 and 15, 193S ; and was chairman of the 
second session which was lield Saturday afternoon, May 14 (minutes of the 
proceedings, pp. 2 and 3). 

In sworn testimony of Ichiro Izuka, during proceedings of the Ranoalian 
Department of Public Instructions v. JDr. and Mrs. John E. Reineclce, Walter 
Stack was identified as a Communist Party man (from a transcript of the pro- 
ceedings, August 13, 1948, p. 4). Walter Stack was also identified as a member 
of the- Communist Party in sworn testimony of Mr. H. C. Armstrong, member 
of the Communist Party from 1936 until 1940, before the Un-American Activities 
Committee in Washington State in 194S (first report, p. 420) . 

In an affidavit of William P. M. Brandhove, dated December 9, 1946, which 
was made a part of the record during hearings before the California (State) 
Committee on Un-American Activities in 1947, Walter Stack, .of the Marine 
Firemen, Oilers, and Water Tenders Union, was called a leading Communist 
(third report of Joint Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities, 
submitted to the California State Legislature, March 24, 1947, p. 163) ; in the 
same report (p. 227) it is stated that Walter Stack was elected as an alternate 
delegate to the national convention of the Communist Party, U. S. A., to be 
held inJNew York, July 26, 1945. 

In sworn testimony of John P. Frey, president of the metal trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of Labor, before the Special Committee To 
Investigate Un-American Activities, August 13, 1938, the following statement 
was made concerning Walter Stack : "Walter Stack, San Francisco : Official of 
Marine Firemen and Engineers: Prominent member Communist Party." (Hear- 
ings, Special Committee * * * voLl, p. ,132.). 

In testimony of John 33. Ferguson before the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1938, John E. Ferguson made the following reference 1 to Walter 
Stack, in connection with a negotiating committee, appointed by the Pacific 
Coast Marine Firemen, Oilers, Water Tenders, and Wipers' Association : 

"Mr. Ferguson. Prior to the strike breaking out, we elected a coastwise nego- 
tiating committee, ,and they were to conduct negotiations. 

"Mr. Starnes. Who were they? 

"Mr. Ferguson. Three of them were members of the Communist Party. 
"Mr. Starnes. Three of them. Do you mind naming them for us? 
"Mr. Ferguson. Yes. Of their Communists, there was H. T.> O'Neil, Walter 
Stack, and John E. Ferguson — that is me. 
"Mr. Starnes. So that the Communist Party had control of that committee? 
"Mr. Ferguson. Complete control." (Ibid., p. 2932.) 

In further testimony before the special ^committee * * * William C. Mc- 
.Cuistion, seaman and ex-member of the Communist Party of the United States, 
had the following to say concerning Walter rStack: 

"This shows the marine workers not .only organizing the American seamen in 
this country but they made special efforts to organize clubs for various inter- 
national groups. This deals with the early organization of the Scandinavian 
seamen's club ; the same group that was organized by Communists .whose names 
are known here, Walter Stack and LaPocea, and others. That was organized by 
these Communists originally. This same group works in perfect conjunction 
with the National Maritime Union of today." (Ibid., p. 6563.) 

The Daily People's World of June 14, 1944, announced that Walter Stack had 
been elected to the State committee of the newly formed Communist Political 
Association. The Communist Political Association was cited as subversive and 
Communist by Attorney General Tom Clark who also characterized the associa- 
tion as an organization which sought "to alter the form of government of the 
United States by unconstitutional means." (Press release of the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission dated September 21, 1948.) 

In report 209 of the Committee on Un-American Activities, we note that "after 
assuming the name of the Communist Political Association on May 20-23, 1944, 
for strategic reasons, the party res.ume,d the name" of the Communist Party of 
the United States on July 26-28, 194£" (p. 29, report 209, dated April 1, 1947). 
66636— 50— pt. 3 11 * 
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Walter Stack spoke at a water-front mass meeting sponsored by the water- 
front section, Communist Party U. S- A., as shown in the Daily People's World 
October 27, 194S (p. 3) ; he was identified as a member of the Marine Fisher- 
men's Union, and he discussed "the meaning of the 'smear' attack hy the Kersten 
subcommittee, " Mr. Stack also spoke before the water-front section, Commu- 
nist Party, when he attacked the arrest of Communist leaders ; he was identi- 
fied as chairman, seamen's branch, Communist; Party (Daily People's World, 
July 23, 1948,1), l), 

Walter J, Stack, San Francisco seaman, won second prize in a contest spon- 
sored by the Civil Rights Congress, as announced in the Daily People's World 
for January 27 f 1950 (p + 5). 

In report 1115 of the Committee on Un-American Activities, dated September 
2, 1947 {pp, 2 and 19), the Civil Eights Congress was cited as an organisation 
formed in April 1946 as a merger of two other Communist-front organizations 
{International Labor Defense and the National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties), "dedicated not to the broader issues of civil liberties, hut specifically 
to the defense of individual Communists and the Communist Party" and "con- 
trolled by individuals who are either members of the Communist Party or openly 
loyal to it." 

Attorney General Tom Clark cited the Civil Eights Congress as subversive 
and Communist (press releases of December 4 t 1947, and September 21, 1948). 

Walter Stack was a member of the American League Against War and Fas- 
cism, as shown in testimony of Mr. H. C- Armstrong before the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Washington State, in, 194$ (p. 420) * The Ameri- 
can League Against War and Fascism was established in the United States ft ia an 
effort to create public sentiment on behalf of a foreign policy adapted to the 
interests of the Soviet Union" (Attorney General Francis Eiddle, Congressional 
Record, September 24, 1942,- p. 7683) ; the organization was cited as subversive 
and Communist by Attorney General Tom Clark (press releases of December 
4, 194f and September 21, 1948) ; it was cited as a Communist-front organization 
by Attorney General Francis Biddle in connection with the Harry Bridges trial 
(brief dated May 23, 1942, p. 10). The Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities has cited the group in several of its reports : January 3, 1939 ; Janu- 
ary 3, 1940 ; June 25, 1942 ; and March 29, 1944 * 

The Daily Worker on March 11, 1942 (p. 5), reported that Walter X Stack 
was one of those who signed a statement of the Citizens Committee to free 
Earl Browder, cited as a Communist organization by Attorney General Francis 
Biddle (Congressional Becord, September 24, 1942, p, 7687), 

"When Barl Browder (then general secretary, Communist Party) was in 
Atlanta Penitentiary serving a sentence involving his fraudulent passports, the 
Communist Party's front which agitated for his release was known as the 
Citizens' Committee to Free Earl Browder * * * Elizabetb Gurley Flynn, 
one of the few outstanding women leaders of the Communist Party in this 
country, headed it" (Special Committee on Un-American Activities, report 1311 
of March 29,1544). 

Walter J. Stack wrote an article for the Daily People's World (April 22, 1948, 
p. 2) t entitled "Harry Lundeberg -Makes Another 'Dear " J ; and reviewed William 

Standard's the Merchant Seaman for the October 25 T 1947, issue of the same 
publication (p. 5). The Daily People's World has been cited as "tbe official 
organ of the Communist Party on the west coast" by the Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities (reports of March 29, 1944, and January 3, 1941)* 

Walter J. Stack was one of those who sent a communication to District 
Attorney Matt hew Brjujy, San Francisco, Calif., protesting the prosecution of 
SamueL^ASSS^l>a ray Commuuist {information from a report of a, committee 
investigator, Special CtimmSttee on Un-American Activities, June 3-5, 1941).
